\ confidcr my Dciign is not to write Hiftorie^^ 
bat Lives. Neither do the moft glorious Exploits 
always furnifh us with the cleareft Difcoveries of 
Virtiie, or Vice, in Men> (i) foroetimes a Mattc^r 
of kis moment, an Expreffion or a Jeft, informs 
us better of their Manners and Inclinations, t;haa 
the moft famous Sieges, the greateft Encampments, 
or the bloodieft Battels whatfoever. Therefore as 
Thofc who draw by the Life, are more exafl: in the 
I^ines and Features of the Face, from which wc ' 
imay often collcft the .Difpofition of the Perfon, 
than in the other Parts of the Body: So I Ihall 
•cpdeayour, by penetrating into, and dcfcribing the 
fccrct Reccflcs and Images of the Soul, to exprcfe 
the Lives of Men, and leave their more (hining 
Adrions and Atchievements to be treated of by 
Qthers. -^ 

It is agreed oi\ by all hands, (2.) that on the 
Father's fide jflexander defcended from HercuUs by 
CaramSy and from Ma(;us by Neoptolemus on the 
Mother's fide. His Father Philip being in Sama^ 
tbrace when he was young, fell in Love there 
with Olympiasy (5) with whom he was initiated in 
the religious Cej-cmonies of the Country j and ber

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AL EX ANDER. 

Father and Mother being t^th dead, (bon after, 
with the coofent of her Brother Arymbas^ married 
her. The Night before the Confummation of che 
Marriage^ ihe dreamed that a Thunderbolt fell 
upon her Belly, which kindled a great Fire, whofe 
divided Flames difperfed themfelves all about, and 
then were extinguifhed. And Philips feme time 
afcer he was married, dreamed that he fealed up his 
Wife*s Belly with a Seal, whofe Impreffion, as he 
£incied, was the Figure of a Lion. Some inter* 
preted This as a Warning to Philip to look nar-> 
rowly to his Wifej but (i) Ariftander oiTeJmef'- 
fus confidering how unufual it was to feal up any 
thing that was empty, aflured him the Meaning of 
his Dream was, that the Queen was with Child of 
a Boy, who would one day prove as ftouc and cou- 
ragious as a Lion. Not long after a Dragon was 
pbferved to lie clofc by Olympian while fhe flept 5 
upon which Philip's AfFeftion to her icnfibly aba*i^ , 
ted ; (i) For whether he feared her as an Incbah-' 
tre(s,\or thought ihe had Comtnerce wtthirmi& 
God, Vid fo looked on Himfelf as uneq^Qalto fuch 
a Rivdy he was ever after lefs fond df her Conver* 
fation. I Others fay, that the Women of thisCoun* 
try having always been extreaml^ addided to per- 
form the EnthuHaftick Gerembnies of Orpheus and 
Bacchuij (upon which account they were called 
Clodones ai)d Mimalloffss) did in n^any things imitate

the 'Edonian and fthracian Women about Mounr 
tJ(emu$^ from whom the word 3^e»)(rxA'«v feems tq 
be derived, fignifying fupcrfliious and over-curious 
Sacrifices: And that Olympias zealoufly affecting 
thefe Fanatical and Enchufiatick Infpirations, to 
perform them with more barbarick Dread, was 
wont in the Dances proper to thefe Ceremonies, 
to have great tame Serpents about her, which 
fometimes creeping, out of the Ivy, and the My- 
flick Fans, fometimes "winding thcmfelvcs about 
the facred Spear?, and the WomensChaplets, made 
a dreadful Spe£tacle to Thofe who beheld them. 

Philip after This Vifion knt Cbneron of Megah^ 
folis to confult the Oracle of jipollo at Delphi^ by 
l^hich he was commanded to facrifige to, and moft 
refpedfully adore Jupiter Hammon above all other 
Gods 3 and was told he (hould one day lofe that 
Eye with which he prcfumed to peep through the 
Chink of the Door, when he faw the God in the 
form of a Serpent fo familiar with his Wife. JEr«« 
tofthenes fays, zhztOlympias when flie brought -/^/?;r- 
(^nd€r on his way to the Army (in his fird Expe- 
dition, told \\\rti in private the Secret of his Birth, 
and exhorted him to behave himfelf with Cou- 
rage fuitable tq his divine Extra&ion. Others a7 
gain affirm, that {he wholly declined this Vanity^ 
and was wont to fay, Will Alexander never leave 
inaking Juno jealous of me? 

Alexander was born the fixth of June^ (which

mn ^xpreflion fo mean and cold, as might have exr 
tinguifhed the Flames : Diana^ fays he, deferved t9 
liave ber ifemple burnt j far leaving the care of it t9 
play the Midwife at the Birth of Alexander. All 
the Priefts and Soothfayers who happened to be 
then at Ephefus^ looking upon the Ruin of thiy 
Temple to be the Forerunner of fomc other Cala* 
Biity,. ran about the Town, beating their Faces^ 
and crying, That Day bad brought forth fomething 
that would prove fatal and defiruRive to all Afia. 
Philip had juft taken Potidita^ when he received 
thefe three Meflages on the fame Day : That Par^ 
tnenio had overthrown the Illyrians in a great Bat* 
teU that his Race-horfe had won the Courfe at 
the Olympick Games ^ and that his Wife was 
brought to bed of Alexander i with which being 
extreamly pleafed, as an addition to his S^tisfaftion, 
the Diviners aiTured him, that a Son whofe Birth 
was accompanyed with three fuch Succefles, could 
not fail of Deing invincible. 

The Statues that mod refembled Alexander were 
Thoie of LyfippHs^ by Whom alone this Prince 
would fuffer his Image to be made. Many of his 
Scholars and Friencu endeavoured to copy after 
ir, but None of them ever came up to Lyjippus^ 
who expreiTed the Inclination of his Head a little 
on one fi<]e towards his left Shoulder, and his 
melting Eye, with incomparable exadneis. But 
Apellesj who drew him with Thunderbolts in his 
Hand, made his Complexion browner and darker 

fit, •Aitm ViMtid BphefU Ti^- 1 cold Expreflfion.

For my Part I take That of P/«- tier with Him than wirh Periods of 

tmreh robe the Beft. In whar a more grave and feriousTcmper« 
naooer fixver it be taken it is a 
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dian it was naturally, for he was fair, having a 
mixture of Ruddineis chiefly in his Face, and up- 
on his Breaft. Arifioxenus in his Meoioirs tells us, 
that an admirable Scent proceeded from his Skin, 
and that his Breath and Body all over was fo fra- 
grant, as to perfiime the Cloaths which he wore 
next him^ the c^ufe of which alight probably bd 
the hot and aduft Temperament of his Body : For 
fweet Smells, as T^eophraftus conje£lures9 are pro* 
duced by the conco6kion of moid Humours by 
Heat, which is the reafon that thofe Parts of the 
World which are drieft and moft burnt up, afford 
Spices of the beil: kind, and in the greateft quantise 
ty i for the Heat of the Sun exhaufts the fuper* 
fiuous Moifture, which floats as it were upon the 
Surface of the Body, and generates Putrefa&ioq. 
And this hot Conftitution, it may be, rendered 
Alexander fo addi&ed to drinking, and fp cho?- 
Icrick. 

His Temperance, as to the Pleafures of the Bo- 
dy, was apparent in him in his very Childhood, 
being with much difliculty incited to them, and 
always ufing them with great moderation: Tho^ 
in other things he was extreamly eager and vehe«> 
ment. In his love of Glory, and the purfuit of 
it, be ihewed aiblidity of Judgment and Magnanir 
mity far above his Age j for he neither (ought nor 
valued it upon every flight occaflon, as his Father 
Philip did, (who aflfeded to {hew his Eloquence 
alrooft to a degree of Pedantry, and took care to 
have the Viftorics of his Racing- Chariots at the 
Olytnpick Games engraven on his Coin :) but when 
he was asked by Some about him, whether he 
would run a Race in the Olympick Games, (for he 
was very fwift-footed) he anfwered. He wtmld^ if 
be might have Kings to run with bitn. It is evident 
that he had no Opinion of the Jtbletick Exerci- 
fes i for though he ofteq appointed Prires, in 

which

wliich not only Tragedians and Muficians, Pipers 
and Harpers, but Rapfodifts alfo ilrove to outvie 
one another^ And delighied in all manner of Hunt- 
ing and Cudgel-playing, yet he never gave any 
encouragement either to playing at Fifty-cufiFs, or 
that Sport in which all Weapons were to be made 
ufc of. While he was yet very young, he enter- 
tained the Ambafladors from the King of Perfia^ 
in the abfence of his Father, and charmed them 
with his Politenefi, and A£Fability in Converfation i , 
but they were taken with nothing fo much as the 
Queftions he asked them, which were far from be- 
ing childiih or triflings for he enquired of them 
the length of the Ways, the PalTages into ^Jia^ 
the Charafter of their King, how be carried, him- 
ielf to his Enemies, and what Forces he was able 
to bring into the Field} infomuch that they were 
ftruck with Admiration of him, and looked upon 
the Diligence and fo much fam'd Condu£): of Pi&j- 
Bp, to be nothing in comparifon of the Forward- 
ness and great Spirit that appeared fo early in his 
Son. Whenfoever he heard Philip had taken any 
Town of Importance, or won any (ighal Vidory, 
inftead of rejoycing at it, he would in a deplo- 
ring manner tell his Companions, that bis Fa^ 
tber would anticipate every things and leave Him 
and Tlbem no opportunities of performing great and 
illuftrious ASions. For being more addiored to Vir- 
tue and Glory, than either to Pleafure or Riches, 
he efteemcd all that he fhould receive from his Fa- 
ther, as a diminution and prevention of his own fu- 
ture Atchievcmcntsj and would have chofen ra-* 
ther to fuccecd to a Kingdom involved in Trou- 
bles and Wars^ which would have aflForded him 
frequent Exercife of his Valour, and a large Field 
of Honour, than to One afready flouriftiing and fet- 
tled, where he mull lead an unadive Ljife, and be 

as 
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as it were buried in the fordid enjojrtnents of Wi^ch' 
;^nd Luxury. 

The care of his Education (as it much import 
ted) was committed to a great many P^^ceptars and 
Tutors, over whoin Leonidas^ a near Kinfman of 
Olympiasj a Man of an auftere Temper, prefided ; 
(i) He declining the Title of PrdeceptoTf though a 
Charge of fufEcient Honour and Reputation, bc^ . 
caufebf his Dignity and Relation, was called .^/^x- 
ander's Potter* mther and Goveraour. But He who 
took upon him the Place and Name of his Peda« 

fogue, wiiS Lyjimacbus the jicoffUMtanj whothougl) 
e had nothing of worth to recommend him, buc 
bis luck to call Himfelf Pb^mx^ jtfexander jfcbilr 
les^ and Philip PeleuSj was therefore w^ll enough 
etteemed and ranked in the next degree after Le(h 
nidas. 

Philonicus the 7%efalian brought" the Horfc jB»- 
fepbalus to Philips offering to fell him for thirteen 
{t) Talents 5 but when they went into the Field 
to try him, they found him fo very vicious and- 
unmanageable, that he ftood up on end when they 
endeavoured * to back him, and would not fo much 
as endure the voice of any of Philips s Attendants; 
Upon whofe diflike, as they were leading him a« 
way as wholly ufclcfs* and untraftable, Alexander^ 
who llood by, would not let them, faying, tVbat 
an excellent Horfe do tijey lo/ky for ijoant of addr^fs

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nni hUnefs to manage him ? Philip at firft tooft no 
notice of what he faid i but when he heard him 
repeat the fame thing, and faw he was troubled 
to have the Horfe font away j Do you reproach^ 
faid he to ham^ Hofe who an elder, than yourfelfj 
as if You knew morey and were better able to manage 
him tbdn They ? Tesj replied he, with This Horfi I 
fould deal better than any body elfe. And if you do noty 
iaid Philips what will you forfeit for your Rajbnefs ? 
By Jove, faid Alexander ^ the whole price of the Horfe. 
At This the whole Company fell a laughing > but 
as foon as the Agreement was made between them 
about the Money, he prefcntly ran to the Horfe, 
and taking held of the Bridle, turned him diredly 
towards the Sun, having it feems obferved he was 
difturbed at, and afraid of the motion of his own 
Shadow: Then letting him go forward a little, flill 
keeping the Reins in his Hand, and ftroaking him 
gently, when he found him begin to be very brisk 
and fiery, he let fall his upper Garment foftly, and 
with one nimble Leap feciirely mounted him, and 
when he was feated, by little and little ftraitned the 
Bridle, and curbed him without either ftriking or 
(burring him. Afterwards, when he perceived his 
dangerous Fury and Heat was abated, but yet not 
without great impatience to run, he let him go at 
full fpeed, not only encouraging him with a com-* 
manding Voice, butprefling him forward alfo with 
his Heel. All who were prcfent beheld this A£ti- 
on at firft with filent Aftdnifhmenr, and inward 
Concern: 'Till feeing himjurn at the end of his 
Career, and come back rejoycing and triumphing 
for what he had performed, they All burfl: out 
into acclamations of Applaufe ^ and his Father 
weeping for joy, kifled him as he came down from 
his Horfe, and in his Tranfport faid, O my Son^ 
hok thee out a Kingdom equal tOj and worthy of thy 
peat Soul^ for Macedonia is too little for thee. 

' . After 
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After This, confidering him to be of a Temper 
tefie to be led to bis Duty by Reafon, but by no 
means to be compelled, he always, endearoured to 
perfuade, rather than to command or force him to 
any things and now looking upon the infticution 
and acconipliihment of his i ouch, to be of greatef 
difficulty and importance^ than to be wholly tru(facd 
tothofe Mafters who only tadght him Muiick^ 
and other fuperficial ahd vulgar Sciences, and to 
require,>.as Sophocles fays, 

^be Bridle^ and the Rudder too % 

He (eQt for jlrifiotle^ the taoft knowing aiid celo* 
brated Philofopher of his Time, and rewarded him 
with a Munificence proportionable to, atid become 
ing the Care he took to inftruft his Son. For be 
repeopled his native City Stagira^ which he had 
caufed to beideinoliflied a little before, reftored all 
the Citizens who were in Exile of Slavery, to thei* 
Habitations, and affigned them Nympbseum fof 
their Studies and Exercifes, near the Town of 
Miezoj where to this very day they Ihew yoU -rf* 
tiftotle's Stone Seats, and the mady Walks which 
he was wont to frequent. It appears that Akxan* 
der received not only the Rules of Morality and 
Policy from him, but thofe more abftrufe and fo« 
lid parts of Learning, going by the peculiar Named 
of (i) jfcroamaticks^ znd Epopticks^ and which are 
never communicated to the Vulgar. For vifhcn he 
was in jffia^ and heard Arifiotk had publifhed fome

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Treatiies of that kind, he wrote to him with great 
Freedom in the behalf of Philofophy, in this man- 
ner : Alexander to Ariftotle, greeting. Ton have not 
done welt to publijb jour Books of Acroamacicks, or 
feleSl Knowledge J for what is there now wherein I cam 
fnrmount Others^ if tbofe things in which I have beem 
forticularly inftruSled by you^ be laid open to j/U? For, 
my part 1 affare yoUy I bad rather excel Others in the 
knowledge of what is excellent in its kindy than in the 
extent of my Power and Dominion. Farewel. jtrifio'* 
tle^ to appcafe and comply with this noble Ambi- 
tion of Alexander^ anfwered him» that thofe Trea- 
tifes which were his Metaphyficks, were indeed 
publifhed, but not plainly expofed to every Body's 
Capacity. For to fay truths they are written in 
inch ^ ftyle, that they are only an ufeftil and in* 
ftruftive Syftem to Thofe^ who have been already 
long C(Hiver£int in that fort of Learning. Doubtlefs 
it was to Jriftotle's Precepts that he owed the Know* 
ledge and Skill he had not only in the Theory, 
bat likewife in the Pra&icc of Phyfick : For when 
arty of his Friends were fick, he would often prc- 
fcribe them their courfe of Diet, and Medicines 
proper to their Difeafe, as we may find in his £* 
piftles. He was naturally a great Lover of all kind 
of Learning, and mightily addifted to Reading, 
but the Book he delighted in moft was Homefs 
Iliadj which he efteemed as an exaSl Inftitution^ and 
ferfeSl Store-houfe of all military Firtue ^nd Kwm^ 
kdge. He always had with him that Edition which 
had been correftcd for him by AriflotU^ which (i) 
Oneficritus informs us he laid with bis Dagger every

Truth was one of 
the Things the lead regarded by 
him in his Writings. He endea- 
voured to imitate JS:»M^)Ws ftyle» 
but he fell far fliort of his Elo*

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Night under his PiUoiTtf'; When he was ia uprpef 
4fi(i% where he couM not be fo ealily fapplied with 
Booksy he ordered ^r^^&x to fend him Some, wha 
furnifhed him with Pbiliftus*% Hiftory, a great ma- 
ny of EuripideSi Sopbocks^ and Mfchylus his Tra^ 
gedies, and fome Dithyrambick Hymns compofed 
by Tekftes znd Pbiloxenus. For a while he loved 
and cjherifhed Arifiotle no lefi, as he was wont to 
(ay Himfelf, than if he had been his Father, giving 
this Reafon for it, that as tbe One bad given bim to 
Livej be was taugbt Bow te live Well by tbe Otber. Buc 
s^fterwards having fome miftruft of bim, yet not for 
£tr as to do him any Prejudice, (i) his Famtliarity^ 
and friendly Kindneis to him abated fo much^ as tor 
^ake it evident he was very indifferent to him. 
However hrsviplent Tbirft after, and refpeft for 
Learning, which were born, and ftill grew up^ 
with him, never decayed s as appears by his Vene-^ 
r^ition of jinaxarchas^ by the Prefcnt of fifty Ta* 
lent which he fen c to (z) Xe^ocrates^ and his par-^' 
ticular Care and Efteem of Dandamis and Ca^ 
ianus. 

When Pbilip went in an Expedition againft the 

Byzantines^ he left Alexander^ then fixteen Years 

old, his Lieutenant in Mi^^i^/^, committing the

Tills early Bravery macje Philip fo fond of 
him, that nothing plea.fed hira more, than to hear 
his Subjcfts call -^fexWi^r their King, while they* 
allowed Himfclf no other Title than That of their 
General. 

But the Difordert of his Fltriily, chiefly caufcd 
by his new. Marriages, and extravagant Loves, (the 
whole Kingdom being foon in a manner imbroiledl 
by the Women) raifed many Quarrels, and great 
Breaches between them^ which the Ill-nature of 
Olympiasj a Womftn of a jealbus and implacable 
Temper, ftill made wider by exafperating jflexan* 
ier againft his Father.

Where- 
fore Some w:oiuld have.perfuaded jtk^cander^io have . 
given over all thoughts of confainiqg xh^ Grecians * 
in their Duty by force of Arms, and rather to 
apply himielf to t^dvcx; the neighbouring Nations • 
by geii&le means, \ and prevent Innovations; in. their ! 
v<ery Tbcginning. But he ]:eje£bed this Counfel as 
weak and timorous, and looked uppn it to be niore 
Prudence to fecure himfe|f by Relolutioo and Mag- 
nanimity, (i) than by fccming to truckle to Any, 
encourage All to trample on him : In purfuit of this : 
Opinion, he kept the Barbarians quiet,, by making 
a iudden Incurfion into their Country, as far as. 
the River Ifter^ where ie gave Syrmus King of the 
^rihalUans a confiderabic Overthrow. And hearing - 
the Thebans were ready to revolt, and held Corre* 
ft>ondence with the ^/iE^m'^^j, willing to fhcw him- 
ielf a Man, he immediately marched through the 
Straights of "Thermopyl^y faying^ lljat to Demo« .

Country of the Triballians, a Toutb 
while he was' in Thcflaly, be would now appear a 
Man before the PTalls of Athens. 

When he came to Thebes^ to fliew how willing 
he was to a^ccept of their Repentance for whac 
was paft, he only demanded of them Pbmnix and 
Prothytes the Authors of the Rebellion, and pro- 
claimed a general Pardon to Thofc who would 
come over to him. But when the Tiebansj on the ' 

other fide, not only required Pbilotas and Antipa^ 
terio be delivered into their Hands, but alfo pub- 
lickly invited All who would ^(Tert the Liberty of 
Greece into an Afibciation with them, he prelent- 
ly applied himfelf to make them feel the laft Ex- 
tremities of War. The Tiebans indeed defended 
themfelves with their Alacrity and Courage more than • 
by their Strength, being much out-numbred by 
their Enemies. But when the Macedonian Garri- 
fon {allied out upon them from the Gitcadel, they 
were fo hemmed in on all fides, that Many of 
them fell in the Battel. The City it felf being 
taken by Storrn, was facked and rafed, on purpofe 
that fo ievere an Example might terrific the reft of 
Greece into Obedience. However, to colour his 
Vengeance, he gave out that he was forced to be 
fo extreamly rigorous, by the prefilng Complaints 
and Accufations of his Confederates the Phocians 
and Pfataans, So that, except the Pricfts, and 
fome Few who had heretofore entertained theA/^- 
cedonians kindly at their Houfes, the Family of the 
Poet Pindarj and Thofc who were known to have 
oppofed the Rebellion i all the reft, to the num- 
ber of thirty thoufand, were publiddy fold for 
Slaves; and it is computed, that upwards of fix 
thoufand were put to the Sword. Among the o- 
ther Calamities that befel this miferable uity, it 
happened that Tome Ibraeian Soldiers hvf'mg plun«

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dcrcd and demolifhed the Houfe of ap lUiifbrious . 
Matron named timpck^^ their Capuio, afcQr he 
had lain with her by force, to f^tisfie his Avarice 
as well as Luft, asked h^, if ihe knew of apy 
Money concealed % to which ihe readily aofwered, 
fixe did) and bid him follow her into a Garden, 
where (he (hewed him a Well, into which jfhe told 
him, u{^on the taking of the City,{he had thrown 
what {he had of moS value. The greedy Thraciai» 
prefently (looping down to view the place, where 
ce thought the Treafure lay, ihe came behind him 
and pumed him into the Well, and then flut^ 
great Stones in upon him, *till (he had killed hiiQ. 
After which,when the Soldiers led her at^aybound 
to jfkxander^ her verv Mein and Gate ihewed hef 
to be a Woman of Quality, and of a Mind no U& 
elevated, not betraying the leaft fign of Fear or 
i\ftonifliment. And when the King asked her. 
Who ihe was, lam^ faid ihe, the Sifi€r of Thea- 
genes, who fought the Battel of Chseronea with your 
Father Philip, and fell there for the Liberty of Greece. 
j^kxander was f^ furprized both at what ihe had 
done, and what ihe faid, that he gave Her and her 
Children full Liberty to go whither they pleafed. 
After This he received the Athenians into Fa* 
vour, altho* they had ihewed themfelves fo much 
concerned at the Calamity of Thebes^ that they o* 
nitted the Celebration of^ their Fcftivals, and en* 
i;ertained Thofe who efcaped with all poilible Hu- 
manity. Whether in This he followed the nature 
of Lions, his Rage (being already fatisfied, or that 
after an Example of horrid Cruelty, he |iad a mind 
to appear merciful, it happened well for the jitbe^ 
nians : For he not only torgave them all paft Oi> 
fences, but commanded them to look to their A& 
f^rs. with Caution and Vigilance^ upon this Con? 
fideration, That if He ihould mifcarry in bis Ex- 
pedition, Tbey were like to be tHc Arbitetp of 

Greece. 
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G^ie^^. Ccrtilh it i^, that he often repented of hit 
SeveHty \6 the Tiebam^ iind his Remorfe had fuch 
itAnbricc on Uis Tdmper, as to Olake him ever after 
h!& Hgbrous t6 all Others. He imputed alfo the 
Miji^ch'er of CUiuSj Which he committe(^ in his 
Wine, and the bkfe tmwillih^nefs of the Macedo^ 
mans to follow him againft the Indianf^ (by which 
his fent'crprizc tod Glory was left impcrfe£fc) to 
tfefe Wrath aiid Vengeance of BaccbuSj the Pro- 
tfeftbir of Ttfebes. Ahd it was olifervcd, that What- 
fbever kny Tbehan^ Who had the jgbod IforciUne to 
farViVe this Vifbory, asked of him^ he waS Cite t6 
gr&)nt, withdpt the leaft difficult?. 

Soon after 'iThfs the Grecians being aflemblcid iii 
thfc StWight df Peloponnejhs^ declared their R-cfoj 
lution of joining with Akkand& in the War againlt 
the Perfians^ and made choice of Him for their 
General. While he l^aid there, mani^ publicfc Mi* 
nitten ahi t^hilolbphcrs canie fVom all Parts to viflt 
MM, ind congratulated his Elefitibn : He had pro^ 
milfed himtelf the faitte Compliment from Diogenes 
cK Sinopej for he Was then at Cw'irttb j (k) buk 
When he found hfe took little or h6 Notice of 
him, and that he did not fo much ^ ^ir out of the 
Subui-b called Crimu)^. where he reJBided, Jkicaip- 
iferwfettt Ihithcr rtiihlHf to Vlfit hida. Diogenes wis 
Ij^ihg on the Ground basking h^n^f^^lf in tHe ou& 
when Alexander caole up td him % buk w;heh tie, 
faw (b touch Company h<§ar him, he taifed himtell' 
a littI<L and vouchfafbd to look ubon Alexander i

Then he went to Delphi^ to confult Jpollo concern- 
ing the Succefs of the War he had undertaken, an4 
happening to com|at a time that was cfteemed un-. 
lucky, when it was unlawful to give any Anfwersf^ 
from the Oracle, he Tent Meflengers to de(ire the 
Prieftefs to do her Office 5 but fhe refqfing to conir 
ply,' allcdging that there was a Law to the contrary, 
he went up himfelf, and drew her by Force into 
the Temple, where tired and overcome witl^ 
ftj^Uggling, My Sony faid fhe, ^ou art invincible. 
Alexander taking hold of what fhe fpoke, declared 
he bad received fuch. an Anfwer as he wifhed for, 
and that it was, needlcfs to confult the Qod any 
further. Among other Prodigies that proceeded 
the M,arch of his Army, the Image of Orpheus at 
(i) ' Libethra^ made of Gyprels-wood, was feen tQ 
fweat in great abundance, to the difcouragement 
of Many. But Arifiander told him, that far froni 
prefaging any 111 to Kfinfij it fignified he fhould 
perform things fo important and glorious, as would 
liiakethe Poets and Muficians of. future Ages laT 
hour ai)d fweat to defcribe and celebrate them.

thbufand Horfe. Jriftobulus fays, he Ijad npt a Fund 
of above feventy Talents for their Pay, nor more r han 
thirty days Provifion, if we may believe Z)/yr/i ^ and 
Omjicritus tells U3, he was two hundred Talents in 
Debt. However narrow and difproportionable tb? 
beginnings of fo vaft an Undertaking might feeo^ 
to be, yet he woujd not imbark his Army, 'till he 
had informecj himfelf particularly what Eflates his 
Friends had to enable them to follow him, ana 
fwpplied what they wanted, by giving good Farms 
^o Some, a Village to One, and the Revenue of 
fome Borough or Portrtown to Another. So thaf 
when at lad he had given away or engaged all the 
Crown-lands, Perdiccas asked him nvbat he had left 
for him/elf I he replied, My Hopes. Tou will not tbeny 
faid Perdiccas J take it ill^ iftFe who are to fhare with 
you in your Gangers^ d^fix^ to fhare with you in your 
Hop^s ^^, and refufed to accept the Eftate he had 
afligned to Him. Some Others of bis Friends did 
the like 5 but toThofe who willingly received, or 
defired affiftancc of him, he liberally granted it, as 
far as his Patrimon;^ in Macedonia would reach, 
which was all fpent m thofe Donations. 

With fuch vigorous Refolutions, and his Mind 
thus difpofed, he paflcd the Hellefpont^ and at Troy 
facrificed to Minerva^ ^nd honoured the Memory 
of the Heroes who were buried there, with fo- 
kmn Funeral Libations : Efpecially Achilles^ whof^ 
Monument (i) he anointed, and with his Friends^ 
as the ancient Cuftom was, ran naked about his 
Sepulchre, and crown'd it with Garlands, withal 
declaring, how happy he efteemed Him^i in having 
while he lived, fo faithful a Friend as Patroclus,

jpleas'd, he uid, He tb$Ught it Hof '^wort^ hokif^ on^ 
%ut be JbouU hi glai to fee Ybttt of Acliillcs, with 
^mbicb be bad celebrated the Glory and tenoixmed JlSti^ 
tms of fo many brave Men. 

In the mean time Dariui's Lieutenants ^aA 
drawn together a great Army, ttid lay encamp/ed 
on the Banlcs of the Granicus. Here was in a man^ 
ner the Door leading out of £uroM into jf/la^ afid 
jflexander was under a Ncccffity of forcing it ot)fcii 
by an Engagement with the Enemy. The Depth 
or the Htver, with the Unevennefs and difficutc 
Afccnt of the oppofite Bank, which was to bfe 
gamed by tnain Force, was apprehended by Sobat ^ 
and Others were fo fiiperftitious, as to think it ^A 
improper time to engage, betaufe it wa$ udufuiil 
for the Kings of Macedonia to march With tkiit 
Forces in the Month of June. But Jk:icand& 
broke through thefe Scruples, tcllhig them, they 
fliould call it a fecond May. Ahd when Parlntnib 
advifed him not to attempt ^ny thing that day, be- 
caufe it was late, he told him, that he fbould iif^ 
ff'ace the Hellefpont, fbould be fentr the Granicus. 
And fo without more faying, he immediately took 
the River With thirteen Troops of Horfe, and ad- 
vanced againft whole Showers of Dans thtowA 
from the other fide, which was coV:ered with mul- 
titudes of the Enemy, notwithftanding the difad- 
vantage of the Ground and the rapidity of the 
Strcatn % fo that this Aftion feemed to have more 
of Rage and Madnefs in it, than of prudent Con« 
dud. However he perfiftcd obftteatcly to gain the 
Foord, and at laft with much ado climbing up the 
Banks, which were very flippery by reafon of the 
Mud, he was fain to mingle among the thickeft 
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^ die .£Mmy, flod ^ht Hand to Hand fat a 
white) bofore rfae coidd i)ring his Mca, who were^ 
^e^vowiog (till CO pa(s^ into any Order. ' Tliey 
pffeffibd rup6n him mkit loud and warlike Outcries, 
and clHu:etiig hita clofely with their Horfe, after 
iheyhtul broken and (pent thek Javelins, they fell to 
k wit^ their Swords. And Atacandtr beioe remark- 
able Snr hisBucklec, anda la^ge Plume of excellent 
white Feathere on his Helmet, was atudked on sU 
fides, yet cfcaped wotinding, though his Cuira(s 
was pi»oed by a JaveUn in a fiiulty dkce. Aiyl 
SJHfKti »d SpitbridMes^ two Perfim CommanderSf 
fidiiag upon him at once, he with great Addreft 

SVC Spihrid^es the go-by, and pointed his Jave* 
i with fuch Force againft kbefaces his GuirsUi 
that It fliivered in Pieces, whereupon be betook 
hioiidlf to his Sward. While they were thus en- 
gaged, Spkbridates watcbiiag his Opportunity came 
up Oft one fide of him, and raifing himlelf upon 
his Horfe, gave him fiicfa a Blow with his Bated- 
ax on the Helmet, chat he cut off the Creft of it, 
with one fide of his Piunie,and tpade fuch a Gaih, 
that tlie edge of his Weapon touched the very 
Hair of his Head. But as be was about Co repeat his 
Streak, the Gre^ CUfus prevented him, by running 
him through the Body with his Spear. At the 
fame time Akseander difpatched Rbefaces with his 
Sword. While the Horfe were thus dMgeroufly 
engaged, the Macedonian Phalanx pafled the River, 
and the Foot on each Side advanced to fight. But 
the Enemy hardly fuftainirtg the firft Onfct, foon 
gave ground and fled. All but the Mercenary Gr>e^ 
dOHS^ who making a iland upon a rifing ground, 
dcfircd Quarter, which Alexander^ guided rather 
by Paflion than Judgment, refufed to grant, and 
charging them Himfelf firft, had his Horfe (not 
Bucephalus but Another) killed under him. And 
this Obftinacy of his to cut off thefc experienced 

, dcfpcratc 
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defp^te Meni coft him the Lives of more of his 
own Soldiers, than all the Battel before, befidel 
Thofc who were wounded. The Perfiam loft voi 
the Battel twenty thoufand Foot, and two thou- 
fand five hundred Horfe: On Alexander* %^v!^^ Jtri'^ 
fiohulus fays there were not wanting above fotir 
S^ and thirty, of which nine were Foot, to eternize 
^ whofc Memory (i) he caufc^ fo many Statues of 
Brafs of Lyfippus^s hand to be erefted : And that 
-" the Grecians might participate the fruits of his 
Vi&ory, he fliared the Booty among them. Par^ 
ticularly to the Athenians he fent three hundred 
Bucklers^ and upon all the reft of the Spoils^he or- 
dered this glorious Infcription to be fet : Alexander 
ihe Son of Philip, and all the Grecians, except the 
X'acedasmonians, won thefe from the Barbarians wh9^ 
inhabit Afia. All the Plate and Purple Garments, 
and whatever elfe of any value he took from the 
Perjians^ except a very fmall quantity which he re- 
fcrved for Himfelf, he lent as a Prefent to his Mother, 
This Battel foon made a great change of Af- 
fairs to Alexander'^ Advantage: For Sardis itfelf, 
the chief Seat of the >5^r^iim»y Power in the Ma- 
ritime Provinces, and many other confiderable Pla-i 
ces, were furrendcrcd to himj only Halicarnajjut 
and Miletus ftood out, which he foon took in by 
force, together with the adjacent Territories. A^- 
ter which he was a little unfettled in his Opinion! 



(i) ^intus Cmm tells . us 
that he paid this Honour only to 
twenty five of the Cavalry* who 
were in the beginning of the 
A^on overpowered by Numbers 
of the Enemy.

fhould come to bd Matter oi Afia^ and not long- 
lurviylng his Coftquefts, conclude his Life witli - 
great Glory and Reputation* ^Darius^s Confidence 
increafcd thp wore, becaufe Alexander fpent fo much : 
time in CiJim^ which he imputed to bis Cowar- 
dice: Bi)t i^yrtis Sicknefs that detained him there^ 
which Some fay hecontrafted by taking too much 
j^aio^j Others by Bathing in the Rivcf CydnuSj 
whofc Waters were exceeding , cold. However it 
happened, none of his Phyficians would venture to 
giye him any Reiinedies, they thought his Cafe fo 
defperatc, and were fo afraid of the Cenfure and ■ 
Ill-will o£ ihc Macedonians^ ifihcj fhould fail in 
the Cure J 'till Philip the Acarnanian confidering 
bis extream Danger, and confiding in his Friend- 
ihip, refolvcd to try the utmoft Efforts of his Art, \ 
and rather hazard his own Credit and Life, than ; 
fuffcr him to perifh for want of Phyfick, which - 
he confidently adminiftred to him, encouraging him 
to take it boldly, if he defired a fpeedy Recovery, 
in order to profecute the War. At this very time 
Parmenio wrote to Alexander from the Camp, bid* 
ding him have a care of Philips as one who was. 
bribed by Darius to kill him, with great Sums of ^ 
Money, and a Promife of his Daughter in Mar- 
riage. When he had perufed the Letter, he put 
it under his Pillow, without {hewing it fo much as 
to any of his moft intimate Friends. At the Hour 
appointed, Pi&/7r/>, attended by the other Phyficians, 
came- into the Bed-Chamber with the Potion he 
had prepared for the King, who delivered Him the 
Letter to ready and at the fame time fwallowed 

the 
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the Potion with great Chearfuhiefs and Intrepidi'* 
ty. This was an Encounter well worth being 
prefent at^ to fee Alexander take the Draughty and 
BUlip read the Letter at the fame time, looking 
carneftly upon one another, but with different Sen- 
timents J for Alexander*^ Looks were cheerful and 
open, a Demonftration of his Kindneis to and Con«* 
^dcnce in his Phyfician, while the Other'< were full 
of Surprize at the Accufation, appealing to the 
Gods to wicne(s his Innocence, fometimes lifting 
tip his Hands to Heaven, and then throwing him- 
ielf down by the Bedfide, and befeeching Akxan* 
der to lay afide all Fear, jmd rely on his Fidelity. 
The Mcaicine at firft wrought fo ftrongly with 
him, that it overcame his Spirits, and brougnt him 
fo low that he loft his Speech, and falling into a 
Swoon, had fcarce any Senfe or Pulfe left j but . 
fbon after by Philip^i means, his (jfealth and Strength 
returned, and he fhewed himfelf in publick to the 
Macedonians^ who were in continual Fear and De« 
jeftion 'till they faw him abroad again. 

There was at this time in Darius^s Army (i) a; 
. Macedonian Fugitive, named Amyntas^ one who was 
pretty well acquainted with Alexander's Temper. 
This Man, when he faw Darius intended to fall 
upon the Enemy in the Straits of an inclofcd 
Country, advifed him rather to keep where he 
Was, it being the advantage of a numerous Army 
to have Field-room enough, when it engages with 
a lefler Force. DariUs^ inftead of taking his Coun- 
fcl, told him he was afraid the Enemy woiild en- 
deavour to run away, and fo Alexander would efcape 
cut of his Hands, l^at Fear^ replied AmjnfaSj is^ 
needle/sj for ajfure yourfelf that far from avoiding you ^

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be 'Will make all the fpeed he can to meet yoUj and h 
now queftionlefs an bis March towards you. But 
jlmymas*s Counfel was to no purpofe, for Darius 
imxnedrately decamping, marched into Ciliciay at 
the fame time iYm, Alexander advanced into Syria 
to meet him, butmiiOing one another in the Night, 
they Both. came back again. Alexander j mightily 
pleafed with the Accident, made all the haue he 
could to fight in the Straits^ and Darius to reco* 
ver bis former Gr6und, and draw his Armv out 
of fo difadvantageous a Place : For now he oegao 
to perceive bis Error in engaging too far into a 
Country, which by reafon of the Sea, the Moun- 
tains, and the River Pindarus running through the 
midft of it, would necefliate him to divide his For- 
ces, render his Horfe almoft unferviceable, and on* 
ly cover and fupply the weaknefs of the Enemy. 
Fortune was not kinder to Alexander in the Situa- 
tion of the place, than He was careful to improve 
it to his Advantage : For beii^ much inferior in 
numbers, to prevent being inclofed, he flretched 
his Right Wing much further out than the Lefe 
of his Enemy's, and fighting there Himfelf in the 
very foremoft Ranks, put the Barbarians to Flight. 
In this Battel he was wounded in the Thigh by 
Darius J (as Chares (ays) with Whom he fought 
Hand to Hand. But in the Account which he gave 
Antipater of the Battel, though indeed he owns 
he was run through the Thigh with a Sword» 
but not dangerouffy, yet he takes no notice Who 
it was that wounded him. 

Nothing was wanting to compleat this glorious 
Viftory, which .he gained at the Expence of above 
an hundred and ten thoufand of his £nemies Lives^ 
but the taking the Perfon of Darius^ who efcaped 
very narrowly by Flight* However having taken 
his Chariot and his Bow, he returned from purfu- 
ing him, and found his own Men bu(y in pillaging

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the Barlarians Camp, \^hich was exccc^ihg f ifcli j 
though tiariiis thinking it unfafe tb take thcFrcld 
with too much Baggage, .tad left moft^of^ic bfchind 
at Damafcus. ^\xt the Tcrit of Dariusy ^hxch was

^nd Silver, they referred fdr Alexander Himfclfi 
who after he Had put oft his Arms, went to bathe^ 
faying,' Let us now cUanfe oHd refrejh ourfelves dfter 
the TdihQfif^dry in Dariqs^i.JB^/*. Notfo^ replied 
one of his Followers, ^/;^//» 'Alexander' jr^/jfr^, for 
the Goods of the Vanquijhed\are and always ou^ to 
he reputed the Conqueror^ s.VLtrc^ when heJbcbda 
the Bathjng Vcljels, the Water-Pots, Vials, ^nd 
Oirittncht Boxes all of Gold, curioufly wrougHtj 
and fmclt tlie: fragrant Oddufs with which the 
V^hole place was cstqjiifitely perfuniedj ' and 
from thence pafled into another Apartmenr, large 
tod. well pitched, where the Bed, .the Table, and 
the' Enterc,ainmci>t were perfeftly magnificehtj>< he 
turned to Thofe about hjm, and in a jiihd of 
Tratifport. tpld them, (i) STM Is to' be aKi^in^ 
deed. But as he was going td Supper, Word, was 
brought him that Z)^r/V/'s. Mbthei- and Wife, 'and 
two unmarried Daughters, being taken anlong the 
reft of thp JPrifoners, upon the^hght ef his •Chariot 
and Bow, were all in Tears and SdrrdW, imagin- 
ing him to be dead. After a little paufe, more 
touched with Their Afflidtion than With his own \ 
Succefs, he fent Zeonaius to 'them, to let them

as ever tbcy were in Darius^s moft flourifhiog Con« 
didon, when his Empire was entire. This kind 
Meflage could not but be very welcome to the 
Captive Ladies, efpecially being made good by 
Adions no lefs human and generous : For he gave 
them leave to bury whom they plcafcd of the Pfr* 
fiansy and to make ufe of what Garments and Fur- 
niture they thought fit out of the Booty. He 
diminifhed nothing of their Equipage, or of the 
Refpefi formerly paid^ them, anci allowed larger 
Penfions for their Maintenance, than ever they \aA 
before. But the bravefl: and mod Royal part olt 
their Ufage was, that he treated thefe Illuftrious 
Prifoners according to their Virtue and their Qua- 
lity, not fufFering them to hear, or receive, or ^o 
much as to apprehend any thing that was indecent, 
or to the Prejudice. of their Honour. So tha( 
they feemed rather lodged iii fome Temple, or 
holy Viijgin Clovfter, where they enjoyed their 
Privacy (acred ana uninterrupted, than in the Camp 
of an Enemy. Not that he wantdd Temptation, 
for Darius* % Wife was accounted the moft beau- 
tiful Princeis then living, as her Husband pafTed 
for the handfomeft and prppereft Man of his Time, 
and the Dayghters were no lefs charming than 
their Parents : But jllexander efteeming it more 
glorious to govern Himfelf than to conquer his 
Enemies, touched none of them, nor any other 
Woman before Marriage, except Barfina^ Mem^ 
mn^s Widow, who was taken Prifoner at Damaf-^ 
€us% She was very knowing in the Gracian Lcarn,- 
ing, of a fweet Temper, and by her Father -^r/^- 
hazus Royally defcended. Which good Qualities, 
added to the SoUicitations and Incouragement of 
ParmeHh^-^AS Arijiobulus tells us) made him the 
more willing to epjoy fo agreeable and illuftrious a 
Woman. Of the reft of the Female Captives, 
though moft of them were celebrated. Beauties, he 

took 
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took no farther notice than to fay merrily, (i) nM . 
$iey 'were great Eye-fores. His Temperance and 
Chaftity fo much furmounted the efFefts of their 
Charms, that they moved him no more than fo 
many lifelcfs Statues. And when Pbilexneus^ his 
Lieutenant on the Sea-coaft, wrote to him to know 
if he woulcj buy two very fine Boys, which one ' 
flbeodorus a T'arentine had to lell $ he was fo, offended, 
that he often expoftulated with his Friends, whac 
Bafenefs Pbiloxenus had ever obferved in him, that 
he fhould prefume to make Him fuch a reproachful 
Oiler? And immediately wrote him a very iharp 
Letter, commanding him to difmifs TieidoruSj and 
bis vile Merchandife, with Di(grace. Nor was he 
lels fevere to Jlgmn^ who fent him word he would 
buy a pretty Corinthian Youth named Crobylusj to 
prefent him with. And hearins that Damon and 
^motbeusj two of Parmenio^s Soldiers, had abufed 
the Wives of fome Strangers who were in bis Pay, 
be wrote to Parmenioy charging him ftri&ly, if he 
found them guilty,to put them to Death, asBeafti 
that were good for nothing but to corrupt and ruin 
Mankind. In the fame Letter he added, that h9 
iiad not fo much as feen^ or iefired to fee the Wife

ready ^v^n'-him the beji, which were Nigbt-marcbes 
to, prepare him for bfs Dinner^ and moderate Dinners 
to create an appetite, for Supper. And added, ibaf 
bj_. upd io open and fiarch the Furniture ef his Cham- 
' Wardrobe^ . to fee if bis Mother bad Uft. 

tg that waymce or fuperfluous. Jfle was 
Idiftcd. to Wine than was generally be- 
lt which gave People occauon lo think 
was, that when he had nothing elfe to 
j to Ht long, and difcourfe, rather thati 
drinky and tell lf>ng Stories between every Glafi. 
For when his /Vffuirs called upon him, he would '

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time he livedo he accomplifhed fo many and fo 
great Aftions. When he was free from Employ- 
ment, after he was up, and had facrificed to the 
Gods, he ofed to fit down to Dinner, and then 
fpend the reft of the Day either in Hunting, or 
writing Memoirs, or compofing Differences a« 
mong his Soldiers, or Reading. In Marches that 
required no great hade, he would pradife Shoot- 
ing as he went along, or to mount a Chariot, and 
alight from it in full fpeed. Sometimes, for Sports 
fake, his Journals tell us, he would go a Fox-bunt* 
ing, and Fowling, and when he came home, after 
he had bathed, and was anointed, he would call 
for his Bakers, and chief Cooks, to*know if they 
h^d got his Supper ready in good order. He ne- 
ver cared to fup *till it was pretty late, and was 
wonderful circumfpefi: at Meals, that every one 
who fate with him fhould be ferved alike. His 
talkative Humour, as I noted before, made him • 
delight to fit long at Table, and then, though 
Qtherwife no Prince's Converfation was ever fo 
agreeable, he Would fall into fuch a vein of Often- 
tacion,*and fouldierly Bragging, as gave his Flat- 
terers a great advantage (t) to ride him, and made 
his bell Friends and Servants very uneafy. For 
though they thought it too bafe to ftrive who 
ihould flatter him moft, vet they found it hazar- 
dous not CO dd. it ; fo tnat between the Shame 
and the Danger, they were in a great ftrait how 
to behave themfelyes. After fuch an Entertain- 
ment, he was t^ont to bathe,' and then perhaps he 
would fleep^till; Noon, and fometimes all day long. 
Hewa^foverv temperate in his Diet, that whea 
any excellent Filh or Fruits verc fenc him, he

His Tabic 
however was always magnificenr, . the txpence of 
it dill incr^afing with his good Fortune, 'till it 
^mounted to ten thoufand Drachmas a day, to 
which Sum hp limited it, and beyond This he 
would fufFer none to lay out in an Entertaiment, 
(boujsh He hipifelf were the Gueft. 

Alter the Battel of IffUs^ he feqt to Damafius 
to feize upon the Money and Baggage, the Wives 
and Childrcp of thj^, Perfians^ of which the 75&^* 
lian Horfemen had the greatefl: {harej for he had 
taken particular notice of their Gallantry in the 
Fight, and fcnt them thither on purpofe to mak<$ 
iheir Reward fuitgble to their Courage : Not but 
that the rei^ of the Army had fo confldcrablc a part 
of the Booty, as was fufljcient to make the Fortune 
of every private Soldier. This firft gave the Ma-i 
cedonians luch a taftc of the Perjlan Weajth, Wot 
incn, and manner of Living, that they purfued ancj 
traced it (i) with the fame Eagernefs and Ardour 
that Hounds do when they are upon a Scent, jlkx^ 
^ndevj before he proceeded any farther, thought it 
neccffary to aflurc hiipfclf of the 3ea-coaft. Tho(9 
yho governed in Cypruf^ put that IfJand ioto hi^ 
rofleffion, and all P^cenigia^ except ^yre^ was fur- 
rendered to him without % Stro^k. Ij^uring th^ 
Siegp of this City, whjch wjth Mounts of Earth 
call up, and battering Engines, and two hundred 
Gallpy^ by Sea, w;^ carried on with all imaginable 
Vigour for fey^n Moht^is foget^cr, |ic chanced to 
dream that he faw fJercujes upon the Walls, reach? 
jng out bis Hand) ancj calling (o hiqu. And piany 
pr the Tyrians in their Sleep fancied that Jtpolfq 
told (hem he was difpleafed witb their A/Stiwi^

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and was about to leave them, and go over to Jhk^ 
ahder. Upon which, a$ if the God were a Fuc;i- 
tive, they took him in the Fa&y (rj chaining his 
Statue, and nailing it to the Pedeftal, withal re- 
proaching him, tnat he was an jflexandrift^ or a 
Favourer of Akscander^ Party. Another time Aksc-^ 
ander dreamed he faw a Satyr mocking him at a dt- 
ihnce, and when he endeavoured to catch him, he 
ftiU etcaped from him, *till at laft with much En- 
treaty, and running about after him, he fufiered 
him to get hold of him. The Soothfayers making 
two words of Satyros^ aflured him (z) fyre was as. 

Sood as his own. The Inhabitants at this time 
lew the Founuin near which AUxander flept, 
when he fancied the Satyr appeared to him. 

While the Body of the Armjr lay before Tyre^ 
he made a ilnort Excurfion againft the jSrahianSy 
who inhabit Mount jdntitibanus^ in which he ha- 
zarded his Life extreamly, to brins off his Matter 
Lyjimachusj who would needs go along with him, 
bragging he was neither older, nor inferior in Cou- 
rage to Pbcenixj jtcbilks*s Tutor, whofe Name he 
a^^ed to bear. For when quitting their Horfes, 
they marched up the Hill on foot, the reft of the 
Soldiers out-went them a great deal, fo that Night 
drawing on, and the Enemy near, Alexander was 
iain to ftay behind fo long, to encourage and help 
cp the lagging, tired old Man, that before he was 
gware, he was gotten a great way from his Army 
li^ith a flender Attendance, and forced to pais an

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cxtreim cold Night in the Dark, and in a very ill 
place. 'Till feeing a great many fcattered t'ires of 
the Enemy at, fome diftance, and trufting to his 
Agility of Body, and conft^t IndefatigableneCsj^ 
vich which he was wont to relieve and fupport 
the Macedonians in their Diftrefs, he ran firait to 
cne of the nearefb Fires^ and with his Dagger dif- 

J>atching two of the Barbarians that fate by ir^ 
hatched up a lighted Brand, and returned with it 
to his own Men, who immediately made a great 
Fire, which fo terrified the Enemy, that moft of 
them fled, and Thofe that aflaulced them were foon 
routed, by which means they lodged fecurely the 
reft of the Night. Thus Chares gives an account 
of this A£bion. 

But to return to the Siege, it had this Iflue: 
'jlJexanier^ that he might refrefh his Army, harafled 
with many former Encounters, drew out a fmall 
Party, rather to keep the Enemy upon Duty, thaa 
with any proTpcft of much Advantage. It happen- 
ed at this time, that Arijlander after he had facri-^ 
ficed, upon view of the IntraiU, afErmed confi«t 
dently to Thofe who ftood by, that the City 
ihould be certainly taken that very Month, which 
made them laugh at, and mock him exceedingly^ 
becaufe That was the laft Day of it. But the King 
taking notice of hii; Perplexity, and always favour- 
ing Predidions, (0 commanded that .they ihould 
not account That the tbirtieth,but the twenty eighth 
day of the Month, and ordering the Trumpets to 
found, attacked the Walls with more Fury than he 
ifit firft intended. The briskne(s of the AiTault fo 
inflamed the reft of his Forces who were left in the

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Camp9 th^t they could not hold from advancing tb 
fccond it, which they performed with fo much Vi^ 
gour, that the Syrians retired, and the Town was 
carried that very Day. . The next Placq he fate 
jdown before was Gaza^ the Metropolis of Syria^ 
where this Accident befel him, A great Fowl fly- 
ing over him, kt a Clod of Earth fall upon his 
Shoulder, and then fettling upon one of the bat-. 
tering Engines, was fuddenly intangled and caughc 
in the Nets compofed of SinewSy which proteaed. 
Ithe B^opes with which the Machine was managed^ 
This fell out exa&ly according to Ariftander'$ Prci- 
di&ion, which was, that^/^A^ani^fhouldbe wouih 
ded in the Shoulder, and the City reduced. 

From hence he fent great part of the Spoils to 
Olymphss Cleopatra^ and the refl of his Friends, 
not omitting his Preceptor Le$nidasy on whom he 
befto'wed five hundred Talents worth of Frankin- 
cenfe, and an hundred of Myrrh j prompted to ic 
by the Remembrance of his forward Hopes of him, 
when he was but a Child. For Leomdasj it feems, 
fianding by him one D^y while he was facrificing, 
and feeing him take both his Hands full of Gum$. 
to throw into the Fire, told him it became him ta 
h more [paving in Offerings ihen^ and not be fi 
profufe *till ie nvas Mafier of the Countries^ wheret 
thofe fiveet Gums and Spices were produced. Up- 
Qn this account, jllexander wrote him Word he^ 
bad fent bim a large quantity of Myrrh and Fran- . 
kincenfej that for the fufure be might not be fo ni* 
gardly to the Gods. Among the Treafures and o- 
ther Booty that was taken from Darius^ there was 
a very curious little Box, which being pxefented tq 
Alexander for a g^cat Karity, he asked Thofe a- 
bout him what they thought fitteft to be laid up 
in itj and when they had delivered their Opini- 
ons, he told them he cfteemed Nothing fo worthy 
to be prcfcrved in ^ as Homef% Iliads. This Pat. 
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^Tage is attefted by many credible Authors, and if 
v^hatThofc of Alexandria^ relying upon the credit 
of HeracUdesj tell us, be true. Homer was neither 
an idle, nor an unprofitable Companion to him in 
his Expedition. For when he was Mafter oiMgyptj 
ilefigning to fettle a Colony of Grecians there, he 
refolved to build a large and populous City, and 
give it his own Name. In order to which, af- 
ter he had meafured and flaked out the Ground, 
with the Advice of the beft Workmen, he chanced 
one Night in his Sleep to fee a wonderful Vifion : 
A Grey-headed Qld Man, of a venerable Afpefl:, 
appeared to ftand by him, and pronounce thefe 
yerfcs: . 

Cirt with the /urging Main^ there lies an IJle 
Not far from iEgy pt, which they Pharos fiyle» 

^Alexander upon tifis immediately rofc up and went 
to Pharos^ which at that time was an Ifland ly- 
ing a little above the Canobique Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Nilus^ though it be now joined to the Con- 
tinent by a ftrcight Caufey. As foon as he faw the 
commodious Situation of the Place, it being a Neck 
of Land, more in Length than Breadth, like to an 
Iflhmus, which running inLength even with, and 
oppofite to the Continent, forms a double Haven, 
having the Sea on one fide, and a great Lake be- 
tween That and the Continent on the Other; he 
faid. Homer J befides his other Excellencies, was % 
very good Archite£t; and ordered the Plot of a Ci- 
ty to b^ drawn anfwerable to the Place. To da 
which, for want of Chalk, the Soil being black, 
they fet out their Lines with Fldwer, taking in a 
pretty large compafs of Ground in a circular Fi- 
gure ^ the infide of whbfe Circumference was equal- 
ty terminated by Right Lines like the Edges of a 
Cloak. < While he was pleafing himfelf with his 
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DefigDt on a fuddcQ an infinite number of jgreaf 
Birds of.feveral kinds, rifing like a black Cloud 
out of the River, and the Lake, devoured all the 
Flower that was ufed in fetting out the Lines $ at 
Which Omen JleMndir was much troubled, 'till 
the Augurs incouraged him to proceed, by telling 
him it. was it Sign the City he was about to build, 
would i^ot only abound in all things within it fclf, 
but alfo be the Nurfe of many Nations : where- 
upon he commanded the Workmen to go on, while 
JHc went to vifit the Temple of JupUr Hammon. 
li^hxs was a long, painful, and daneerous Jour-* 
ney,^ in two rcfpeSs : ' Firft, If their Provifion of 
[Water ihould fail in fo wide a Dcfart : And, Se- 
condly," If a violent South-wind (hould rife upoa 
them, while they were travelling through the 
deq) gaping Sands, as it did heretofore upon Cam^ 
byfes's^Asmy^ blowing the Sand together in heaps, 
and then rowling it in Waves upon his Men, 'till 
£fty thoufand were fwallowed up and deftroyed by 
it. All thefe DifiBculties were weighed and repre- 
fented to him 1 but Alexander "^^ not eafily to be 
diverted from any thing he was bent upon : For 
Fortune having hitherto (econded him in his De- 
ligos,^ made him refolute and firm in his Opinions, 
and the Greatnefs of his Mind raifed a. Confidence 
in him of furmounting almott invincible Difficul- 
ties j as if it were not enough to be always Vi£to- 
rious in the Field, unlcfs Places, a^d Seafons, and 
Nature her felf fubmitted to him. In this Voyage, 
'the Relief and Affiftance the Gods afforded Mvssx in 
his DiftrefTcs, were more wonderful and worthy of 
Belief^ than the Oracles he received afterwards $ 
and it may be added, that fuch (in a manner) rairacu-^ 
lous Relief and Affiftance, made thofe very Oracles 
to be more univerfally received and credited. For 
Firft^ The plentiful Rains that fell, prefervcd them 
froip pcrifhing by Drought, and allaying the ex- 

trcara

tream Drinefi of theSand^ which now becanid 
moift) firm, and good footing to Travel on, cleared 
and purified the Air. Befides This, when they 
were out of their way, and were wandering up an^ 
down, by reafon the Marks which were wont to 
direft the Guides were difordered and loft, they 
were (et right again by fome Ravens who flew be* 
fore them m their March, and waited JTor them 
when thcfy halted. But the greateft Miracle of all 
was, that if any* of the Company went aftray iii 
the Night, They never left croaking and making 1 
noife, as Calliftbeiks has written, *tiU by that teeans 
they had brought them into the right way again. 
. Having paiTed through the Wilderncfs, they came 
to the City, where the High-Prieft, at the firft Sa- 
lute, bade jfkxander wtXcomc from his Father Jni'^ 
mon : and being asked by him whether any of *his 
Father's Murderers had efcaped Punifhinent, h6 
charged him to /peak, with more refpeSlj for bis Fa^ 
ther nvas not mortal. Then jtlexander in plainer 
terms dclired to know of him, if any of ithofe who 
tnurdered Philip were yet unpunifhed j and further 
concerning Dominion, Whether the Empire pf the 
Ji^orld tvas referred for him ? 2i&/V,theGod anfwered, 
befhould obtain^ and that PhilipV Death wai fully 
revenged y which gave him fo much Satisfa^irion, 
that nc made fplcndid Offerings to Jupititj and 
gave the Priefts very rich Prcfents. This is what 
moft Authors write concerning the Oracles : But 
Alexander^ in a Letter to his Mother, tells her, 
there were fome fccrct Anfwcrs, which i^t his Re- 
turn he would communicate to Her only. Others 
fay, that the Prieft, defirous to exprefs himfelf 
more genteely,and to call him in the Gr^^i^ Tongue 
PaidioHy which &wci\&t% My SoH^ miftaking the 
Pronunciation, ufed the S inftead of the JV, and 
faid Paidios^ or Son of Jupiter^ which mifiake of 
his Spccchjilexander was well enough plea&d with, 

and 
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and it went for currant that the Oracle had called 
him Co. 

Among the Sayings of one P/ammoH^ a PhiloHH 
pher, whom he heard in Mgypty he moft approved 
of This, ^at all Men are governed iy Gody becauft 
in every thing (i) That which is chief and commands 
is Divine, (i) But wl^at he pronounced himfelf 
upon this Subjed, was more like a Philofopher % 
for he faid^G^a was the common Father of us Jflly iut 
more particularly of Good Men. To the Barbarians 
he carried himfclf vciy ^ infolcntlyj as if he were 
iuWj perfuaded of his Divine Original i but to the 
Grecians more moderately, and with lefs Afiefta* 
tion of Divinity : Except it were writing to the 
Athenians concerning Samosy where he teUs them 
tbey held not that free and glorious City hy vertue of 
bis Gift^ but from the Bounty of Him who at that 
time was called his Lord and Father ^ meaning P£i« 
lip. However, afterwards being wounded with an 
Arrow, and feeling much Pain,ne turned to Thofc 
about him, and told them, it was common Human / 
Blood that fell from him, and not the Ichor^ 

Such as th* Immortal Gods were wont tojbed^

And another time, when it thundred fo much that 
every Body was afraid, and Anaxarcbus the Sophift. 
a«kcd him, if He who was Jufitef% own Son 
were fa too ? Tes^ that I am^ anfwered Alexander 
laughing 5 but I would nbt be formidable to my Friends^ 
as you would have me be^ who defpifed my Table^ for .

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being f minified iuiih Fijby and not ivitb the Heads, of 
Governors of Provinces. For it is certain, that jf* 
naxarcbus feeing a . Prefent of fmall Fifhcs, which 
the King fent to Hepbeftion^ (i) did exprcfs him- 
fclf to this purpofe, to flicw his Contempt and Dc- ' 
^ rifion of Thofc who take mighty Pains, and rua 
defperate Hazards in purfuit .of great Matters, and 
yet after all, if we examinfi things clofely, have 
little rnore of Plcafurc or Injoyment than other 
People. From what I have faid upon this Subjc6t, 
it is (apparent, that Alexander in himfelf was not 
fooliihly affefted, or had the Vanity to think him- 
felf redly a God, but he kept Othen under by his 
pretences to Divinity. 

At his return out of Mgypt into Phoenicia^ he 
lacrificcd and made folemn Proceflions, to which 
were added circular Dances, and Afting of Tra* 
iedies, whofe Splendor appeared not only in the 
Jurniture and Ornaments, but in the noble Zeal 
and Contention of Thofe who exhibited them. For 
lio lefs Perfons than Kings of Cyprus were at the 
Charge of them, in the lame manner as it is per- 
formed at Athens by Thofe who are chofen by Lot 
©ut of the Tribes. And indeed, they ftrove with 
wonderful Emulation to out-vie each other: Chiefly 
Nicocreon King of SaUminey an4 Paficraies of Soli^ 
who were appointed to furnifli and defray the Ex- 
pence of jithenodorus and thejfalusy two oi the moft

But the Philofi^pher paid dear 
for it, for after the Death of A^ 
lexandir he was forced by contrary' 
Winds upon the Coaftt ofCffrsis, 
where the Tyrant had him leiaKd* 
and put him to Death* 

cclc- 
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edibbrat^d Aftors of that Age. TiefalMs was moil 
fairoured by jdkxander^ chough it appeared not *cilt 
jttbenodorus was declared Viaor by the plurality of 
Suffi-ages. For then at his going away^ he faid the 
Judges defenred to be commended for what they 
had don^ but that (t) he would willingly have 
loft part of his Kidgdom^ ratbet* thati hare fecit 
tbejJUlus overcome. However^ when he undeiw 
fiood Athenodofus (i) was Fined by the jftbeniansy 
ior being abfenc at the Feftivals celebrated in Ho^ 
nour of Bafcbusy though he refefed his Requeft of 
Writing in his behalf, yet he was fo generous ai 
to give him wherewithal to fatisfie the Penalty* 
Another time^ Lyc$ff of Stdrpbia happened to A€t 
with great Applaufe in the Tbeater,and in a Verfe 
inferred in his Part, cunningly begged ten Talents 
of Alexander % who was fo pleafed with his Inge*> 
noity, that he freely gave him the Money. 

About this time he received Letters from Dariuf^ 
befeeching him to accept of ten thoufand Talents 
as a Rantom for the uaptives, and offering him 
One of his Daughters in^arriage, with a Ccffioil 
of ail the Countries on this fide the Euphrates^ on 
Condition he would enter into a Treaty of Friend^ 
fhip and Alliance with him. He Communicated 
theie Propofitipns to his Friends, and when Par<^ 
menio tola him, that for His part, if He were Jkk^ 
andi^y he.ihould readily embrace them; {i) So 
wwld I iQC^you may befure^ faid the King, if I were

4ition as I found tbem^ and have it in my Power to 
make fome grateful Returns to Alexander, for the 
Kindnefs which in my Adverfity be has [hewed to Thofo 
who are dear eft to me. But if indeed the fatal ftme 
he come J which is to give a Period to the Perfian Mo* 
narchy % if our Ruin be a Debt tbt^t mufi be inevitably 
paid to the Divine Vengeance^ and the Ficijjfitude of 
things ^ then I befeech you grants that no other Mam 
but Alexander may Jit upon (i) the Jirone of Cyrus* 
The Truth of thefe Paflages is attefted by mott 
Writers. 

But to return. to Jtlexander TAfter he had reduced 
all AJia on this fide rhe Euphrates j he advanced to- 
wards Darius^ who was coming down againft hint 
with a Million of Men. ^ In his March a very ri- 
diculous Paflagc happened. The Servants who 
followed the Camp,, for Sports-fake divided them- 
felves into two Parties^ and named the Commander 
of One oi ihtm, Alexander <yznd o(ih6 Other Darius. 
At firft they only pelted one another with Clods 
of Earth, and after' fell to Fifty-cqffs, 'till at laft, 
growing warm in the Contention, they fought ia 
good earneft with Stones and Clubs, fo that they

1)ad much ado to part them, *ti]I jtkxander (who 
had been informed of the Dirpute)ordered the two 
Captams to decide the Qaarrel by fingle Combat, 
ana armed Him whQ bore His Name HimfelF, 
while Pbilotas did the fame to the Other who re- 
prefcQted Darius. The whole Army were Spcftci- 
tors of this Encounter, with Minds prepared from 
the Event to make a Judgment of their own fiiture 
Succefs. After they had fought ftoutly a pretty 
while, at laft He who was called Alexander had 
the better, and for a Reward of his Prowefi had 
twelve Villages given him, with leave to veft him- 
ielf after the P^an Mode. Of this we are informed 
by the Writings of Eratofthenes. 

But the great Battel of All that was fought with 
Darius^ was not, as mod Writen tell us, at jtrbe^ 
Jay but at (i) Gaufamela^ which in their Language 
iignifies the CameFs HoM/iy forafmuch as one of 
their ancient Kings, having efcaped the Purfuit of 
his Enemies on a fwift Camel, in gratitude to his 
Beaft, fetded him at this Place, with an Allow* 
ance of certain Villages and Rents for his Main- 
tenance. It came to pa(s that in the Month Boe* 
dromioHj about the beginning of the Feaft of My- 
fteries at jftbensy there happened an Eclipfe of the' 
Moon, the eleventh Night after which, the two 
Armies being then in view of ohe another, Darius 
kept his Men in Arms, and by Torch-light took a 
general Review of them. But Akxandery while

At the Sight 6f it he flood ftill^ 
and addrefling himfelf to it as if it was alive, (i) 
Sett Mty faid he, Jbatt Ipafs m^ and kav^ tkee fre^ 
fir ate as theu art on the Ground^ /er that tboti once in^ 
vadedft Greece, orJbdU we EreB tbee again irt confix 
deration of the Greatnefi of thy Mind and thy other 
yirtuei f At laft, after he had paufed a pretty whiles 
he went on, without taking any further notice ot 
it. In this place he took up his Winter-Quarters^ 
and flaid four Months to rerrefh his Soldiers^ ft is 
laid^ that the firfl time he fat on the Royal Throne 
of Perjiaj under a Canopy of Gold, Demaratus the 
Corinthian J a Well-wifher to jikptander^ and one of 
liis Father^s Friends, wept. Good Old Man^ and 
iephred the Misfortune of the Gracciatis, who had fain 
m the ff^ars^ for that Death bad deprived them of the 
SatisfaSion of feeing Alexander placed on the "Throne 
0fDzn\x%. 

From hence defigning to march againfl: Darius^ 
before he fet out he diverted himfelf with his Off!** 
cers at an Entertainment of Drinking, and other 
Paftimes, and indulged fo far as to fuf^r every one 
bis Miflrefs to fit by, and (hare in the Entertain- 
ment. The mofl celebrated of them was l^bais an 
jftbeniany Miftrefe to Ptolemy^ who was afterwards 
King of jEgypt. She fometimes cunningly praifed

dition. She faid She was abundantly rewarded for 
the Pains Jbe bad taken in following the Camp all o*ver ^ 
Afia, fincejhp was that Day treated in^ and could in-* 
fult over the fiat^ly Palace of the Perfian Monarch s : 
But Jbe added^ it would pleafe her much better^ ifwhih 
the King looked on^ fie might in fport^ with her own 
Hands^ fet Fire to Xerxes'i Court ^ who reduced the 
City of Acheps to Afies j that it might be recorded to 
Pofterityy that the Women who followed Alexander 
had taken afiarper Revenge on the Perfians, for the 
Sufferings and Affronts of Greece, than all her Com-^ 
manders bad done in their fever al Engagements by Sea 
and Land. What ihe faid was received with fuch 
univerfal Liking, and murmurs of Applaufe, and 
fo feconded by the Incouragement and Eagernefs of 
the Company, that the King Himfelf^ perfuaded 
to be of the Party, flarted from his Seat, and yrith 
a Chaplet of Flowers on his Head, and a lighted 
Torch in bis Hand, led them the way, and They 
followed him in a riotous manner, Dancing, and 
with a mighty Noife furroundin^ the Palace. When 
the reil: (^ iht Macedonians perceived what they were 
about, They alfo with all the Joy imaginable ran 
thither with their Torches j for they hppcd the 
Burning and Deftru&ion of the Royal Palace, was 
an Argument that he looked homeward, and had 
no Defign to refide among the Barbarians. Thus 
feme Writers give an Account of this Adion, and 
Others fay it was done deliberately j however, All 
agree, that he fobn repented pf it, and gave C3rder 
to have the Fire extinguiihed. 

AloMnder was naturally very munificent) and grew 

more fb as his Fortune increafed, accompanying 

what he gave with that Courtefie and Freedom, 

Vov VL |i which. 
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which, to fpcak truth, is abfolutcly ncceflary to 
make a Benefit really obliging. I will give you a 
few Inftances of this kind. Artfio^ the Captain of 
xYit P^oniam^ having killed an Enemy, brought his 
Head to him, and told him, that among themfucb 
a Prefent was recontpenfei with a Cup -of Gold, pyith 
an empty one, faid Jle:^ander fmiling, but I drink to 
youjn This full of Wine^ and give it you. Another 
lime, as one of the common Soldiers was driving 
a Mule ladetl with fomc of the King's Treafure, 
the Bead tired, fo that he was forced to take it on 
his own Back, and with much ado marched with it 
a good way, 'tilt jilexander feeing the Fellow fo o- 
verchargecl, asked what was the matter s and when 
he was informed, juft as he was ready to lay down 
his Burden for weariitefsj Do not faint nowj fai^ 
he to him, hut keep on the reft of thy way^ and carry 
what thou haft on thy Back to thy own Tent for thy 
own Ufe. He was always more difpleafed with 
Thofe who would not accept of his Prefents, than 
with Thofe who begged them of him. And there- 
fore he wrote to Phocion^ That he ^ould not take him 
for his Friend any longer ^ if he refufed to accept of 
what he had fent him. Nor would he ever give 
any thing to Serapion^ one of the Youths, that 
played at Ball with him, becaufc he did not ask 
of him, 'till one Day it coming to Serapion's turn 
to play, he ftill threw the Ball to Others, and 
, when the King asked him, fFhy he did not direS it to 
him? Becaufe you did not ask itj faid hes with which 
Anfwerhe was fo pleated, that he was very liberal to 
him afterwards. One Pnoteasj a plea&nt, drolling, 
drinkiilg Fellow, having incurred his Difpleafure, 

got his Friends to intercede for him, ind begged 
is Pardon Himfelf with Tears, which at laft pre- 
vailed, and jflexander declared he was Friends with 
him. / cannot believe ity Sir^ faid Proteas^ unlefs 
you firft give me fome Pledge of your Reconciliation. The

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King* underdood his Meaning, and prefently order* 
ed him five Talencs. How generous he was in en- 
riching his Frieddi, and (i) Thofe who attended 
on his Perfoni appears by a Letter which Olympias 
wrote to him, where (he tells him, He Jhould u^ 
ward and honour Tbofe about him in a more moderate 
way ; for now^ faid fhe, you make them All equal t9 
Kings^ -yon give them power and opportunity to improve 
their own Interefi^ by obliging Many to tbem^ and 
in the mean time do not confmr^ that you leave Tour-^ 
felf bare and deftitute. She often wrote to him to 
this purpofe^ and he never communicated her hci* 
ters to any body, unlefs it were One which he 
opened when Hephefiion was by, whom he permit-* 
|ted to read it along with him ^ but then, as fooa 
as he had done, he took ofF his Ring, and cUp« 
ped the Seal upon his Favourite's Lips, thereby ro* 
commending Secrecy to him. Mazeusj who was 
the mod confiderable Man in Darius'^ Court, had 
a Son who was already Gorernour of a very good 
Province) but Alexamer would needs join Another 
to it, which was more profitable, which he mO« 
deftly refufed, and withal told him, Inftead of qna 
Darius, be went the way to make many Alexanders. 
To Parmenio he gave Bagoas's Houfe, in which he 
found a Wardrobe of Apparel worth more thaa 
a thoufand Sufian Talents. He wrote to Anti^ 
pater^ commanding him to keep a Life-guard about 
hloi, for the fecurity of his Perfon againft Confpi- 
racies. And to his Mother he was very munificent 
in fending her many Prefents, but would never fuf- 
fer her to meddle with Matters of State or War^ 
not indulging her bufy Temper ^ and when (he fell

But when he perceived his Favourites grow fo 
luxurious, ^nd extravagant in their way of Living 
and Expences } that jignon the Teian wore (liver 
Nails in his Shoes > that Leonatus employed feveral 
Camels, only to bring him Powder out of jEgypf^ 
to ufe when he wredled i and that Pbilotas had 
Toils to take wild Beafts, that reached twelve thou* 
land five hundred Paces in length j that More ufed 
precious Ointments than plain Oil when they went^ 
to Bathe, and that they had Servants every where 
with them, to rub them and wait upon them in 
Cheir Chambers : He reproved them like a Philofo* 
pher with great mildnefs and difcretion, telling 
them, he wondered that Tifey who bsd been engaged in 
fo many ftgndl Battels^ Jbould not know by experience^ 
that Labour and Induftry made People fleep morefweet^ 
ly and foundly than Lazinefs ^ and that tf they compa* 
red the Perfians manner of Living Wftb their Own^ 
they would be convinced it was the moft abjeSj Jlavijb 
Condition in the World to be efeminate and voluptuous^ 
but the mofl generous and becoming a Great Man to 
take Pains. ^c^6t% he reafoned with them, b^w it 
waspoffiblefor any one who pretended to be a Soldier^ 
either to look well after bis Horfe^ or to keep bis jlr* 
Mour bright and in good order ^ who thought fmch to let 
his Hands be/erviceable to what was nearefi to him^ bis 
^wn Body* Be ye ftill to leam^ faid he, that the End 
and Perfection of our FiGtories is to avoid the Prices 
*(ind Infirmities of ^ofe whom webavefubdued? And 

Jo ftrengthen his Precepts by Example, he applied 
limfelf now more vigoroufly than ever to Hunting 
and warlike Expeditions, readily embracing all op- 
portunities 
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portonities of Hardfliip and Danger i infomuch 
tbae a Spartan Ambaflador, who one day chanced 
to be by, when he encountered with, and maftered 
ft huge Liori, faid, (i) jRoyafty^ iS/r, has been the 
Prize^ and y$u have fought bravely for it with the 
Lion. Craterus caused a Reprefencation of this i\d« 
venture, confiding of the Lion and the Dogs, of 
the King engaged with the Lion, and Hioifclf 
coming in to his Affiftance) all expreiTcd in Fi« 
gures of Brafii ibme of which were made by Ly^- 
Jippusj and the reft by Leocharety to be dedicated in 
the Temple of Apollo at Delphi* In this manner 
did Alexander expofe his Perfon to Danger, whilft 
he both inured Himfelf, and incited Others to the 
performance of brave and virtuous Adions. 
' But hi$ Followers, who were now becodde ricBf, 
and confequently proud, longed to indulge them- 
felves in Pleafure and Idleneis, and were grown 
weary of the Toils and Iriconreniences ot War, 
and by degrees came to be fo impudently ungrate- 
ful, as to cen&re and fpeak ill of him behind his 
Back. All which at firft he bore very patient- 
ly, laying, // became aJCing to do wellj and be ill 
fpoken of. But to defcend to fome Inftances of an 
inferior nature, it is certain, that in the lead De- 
monftrations of Kindnefs to his Friends^ there was 
itiil a great mixture of Tendernefs and Refpefi:. 
Hearing Peucejlas was bitten by a Bear, he wrote 
to him, l^at he took it unkindly^ he Jbould fend Others 
notice of itj and not make Him acquainted with it > but 
noWy faid jie, ^nce it is fo^ let me know how you doy 
and whether any of your Companions forfook you when 
you were in danger^ that 1 may punifh them ? He fcnt 
Hepbefiionj who was abfent about fome Bufinefi, 
word, Howy while they were fighting for their Diver •

fion with an (i) Icbneumm^ •Cratcrus was hy chamt 
run through both Thighs mtb PcrdiccasV Javelin. 
And upon Peucefias^% Recovery from a Fit of Sick- 
ncfs, he fent a Letter of Thanks to his Phvlician 
AUxippus. When Craterus was ill he faw a Vifion 
in his Sleep, after which he offered Sacrifices for 
his Health, and commanded Him to do fo like<» 
wife* He wrote alfo to Pau/anias the Phyfician, 
who was about to purge Craterus with Hellebore^- 
partly out of an anxious Concern for him, and partly 
to give him a Caution how he ufed that Medicine. 
He was fo tender of his Friends Reputation, that he 
imprifoned Epbialtes and Cijfus^ who brought him 
the firft News of Harpalus's Flight, and Defertion 
from his Service, as if they had falfly accufed him, 
When he fent the old infirm Soldiers home, Eury- 
lochus the Mgean got his Name enrolled among the 
Sick, though he ailed nothings which being dis- 
covered, he confefTed he was in Love with a young 
Woman named Tekfippa^ and had a mind to go a- 
long with her to the Sea-£de. Alexander enquired, 
To whom the Woman belonged? and being told, Sh§ 
wasaCourtefan^ but of a liberal Birth : Iivill affifi youy 
faid he to Euryloehus^ all I can in your Amour^ if your 
Mijirefs be to be gained either by Prefents or Perfuaji" 
cns', but we mufi ufe no other means ^ becaufe Jhe is free*

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torf^. It is furprizing to confideri upon what flight 
occafions he would write Letters to ferve his 
Friends. As when he wrote One, in which he 
gave order to fearch for a Youth that belonged to 
Sekucus^ who was run away into Cilicia. In Ano- 
ther, he thanked and commended Ptuceftasy for ap- 
prehending Nicon^ a Servant of Craterus. And to 
Megabyfus^ concerning a Slave that had taken San- 
duary in a Temple, he wrote, that he ihould not 
meddle with him i^hile he was there, but if he 
could entice him out by fair mtfans, then he gave 
him leave to feize him. It is reported of him, that 
when be firft fate in Judgment upon Capital Cau- 
fes, he would lay, his Hand upon one of his Ears, 
while the Accufer fpoke, to keep it free and un- 
prejudiced in behalf of the Party accufed. But 
afterwards fuch a Multitude of Accufations were 
brought before him, whereof many proving true, 
cxafperated him fo, that he gave credit to Thofc 
alfo that were falfe > and efpecially when any body 
fpoke ill of him, he would be fo out of meafure 
tranfported, that he became cruel and inexorable, 
valuing his Glory and Reputation far beyond either 
his Life or Kingdom. 

His Affairs called upon him now to look after 
Darius^ expeding he fliould be put to the hazard 
of another Battel ^ 'till he heard he was taken, 
and fecured by Bejfus j upon which News he fenc 
home the fhejfaliam^ and gave them a Largefs of 
two thoufand Talents, over and above the Pay that 
was due to them. This long and painful Purfuic 
of Darius^ (for in eleven Days he marched four 
hundred and twelve Miles) haraflcd his Soldiers fo,. 
that molt of them were ready -to faint, chi-fly for^ 
want of Water, While they were in this diftrefi, 
it happened that fome Macedonians^ who had 
fetched Water iji Skins upon their Mules from ;i 
River they hadiound put, came about Noon to 

E 4 the 
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the Place where Alexander was, and feeing hm 
almoft choaked with Thirft, prcfently filled oo 
Helmet, and offered it to him. He asked them to 
whom they were carrying the Water 5 they told 
him to their Children.^ adding withal, that if His 

' JLife were but preferved^ it was no matter for Thentj 
they Jhould have opportunities enow to repair the 
lojsj ^thd* they all perijhed. Then he took the 
helmet into his hands, and looking round about, 
when he faw all Thofe who were near him ftretchr 
lhg their Heads out, and gaping earneftly after the 
Drink % he returned it again with Thanks, with- 
out tailing a Drop of it : For^ faid he, if I only 
Jhould drinky the reft will be quite out of heart and 

• faint. The Soldiers no fooner took notice of hi9 
Temperance and Magnanimity upon this occafion, 
but they, One and All, cried out to him to lead 
them on boldly, and fell a whipping their Horfe^ 
to make them mend their Pace 5 for wbilft they had 
fuch a Kingj they faid, they defied both ff^earinefs 
and Thirft y and looked upon themfelves to be little Ufi 
than immortal. But tho' they were all equally 
chearful and willing, yet not above threefcorc 
Horfe were able to . Keep up, and fall in with jtr 
texander upon the Enemy -s Gamp^ where they rode 
pver abundance of Gold and Silver that lay fcat- 
tered about, and paffing by ^ great many Chariots 
foil of Women, that wandered here and there 
for want of Drivers, they endeavoured to overtake 
the Firft of thofe that fled, in hopes to meet with 
Jparius among 'them. At laft, with much ado, 
|;hey found him lying along in a Chariot, all over 
wounded with Darts, juft at the point of Death. 
Powever, he defirfed they would give him fomc 
Drink, and when he had drank a little cold War 
ter, he told Polyftratus who gave it him, ^at 
tp receive fuch a Benefit ^ and not have it in his Power 
to return it^ was the higheft pitch of his Misf&rtune. 

But 
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Bui Alexander, faid he, wbofe Kindnefs to my M^ 
fber^ my fVife^ and my Chtldren^ I hope the Gods 
will recompence^ tvill doubtlefs thank Thee for thy Hu-^ 
ptanity to me. Tell him therefore in token of my Ac^ 
ftnowkd^ment^ I give him this Right Hand: Ac 
which Words he took hold of Polyftratus^s Hand, 
^d died. When Alexander czme up to thetn, he 
^as fenfibiy touched at the unfortunate End of fo 
great a Man, and piuUing off his own Coat, threw 
it upon the Body to cover it. And to ffaew how 
much he detefted fo horrid a Fa6t, as foon as Sejkt 
VrsLs ta^en, he ordered him to be torn in pieces in 
this manner, (i) They faftned him to a couple of 
tall ftrait Trees, which were bound down fo a^ to 
meet, and then being let loofe, with a great force 
returned to their places, each of them carrying that 
part of the Body along with it that was tied to itr. 
Dartus^s Body was laid in State, and fent to hit 
Mother with Pomp fuitablc to bis Quality. Alex^ 
ander received his Brother Exathres into tne num^ 
ber of his moft intimate Friends. 

And now with the Flower of his Army he 
inarched down into Hyrcania^ whcre^he faw a 
Oulph of the Sea, not much lefs than the Euxine^ 
and found its Water fweeter than That of other 
Seas ; but could learn nothing of Certainty con* 
cemin^ k, farther than that in all probability it 
jccmedto Him to be an overflowing of the Lake 
of M^otiSjOT at leaft to have Communication with 
it. However the Naturalifts better informed of 
the Truth, give us this account of it many Years 
before Alexander's Expedition j that of four Gulphs 
which but of the n>ain Sea enter into the Contii 
nent> This is the moft Northern, and is known

^ which Alexander was (b ofFended at, tha( he fent 
an Herald to let them know, he would put them 
all to the Sword, Men, Women, and Children, 
without mercy, if they did not reftore him : Which 
they immediately did, and at the fame time fur- . 
' rendred their Cities into his Hands \ upon which 

he not only treated them very kindly, but al(b 
paid a good Ranfom for hit Horfe to Thofe who 
took him. 

From hence he marched into Parthia^ where 
not having much to do, he firft put on the Barla^ 
rick Habit, which Compliance perhaps he ufed in 
order to Civiliz^e the Inhabitants ^ for nothing gains 
more upon Men, than a Conformity to their Fa- 
ihions and Cuftoms : Or it may be he did it as an 
Eflay, whether the Macedonians would be brought 
to adore him, (as \)\t Perfians did their Kings) by 
accuftoming them by little and little to bear with 
the Alteration of his Difcipline, and Courfe of 
'Life in other things. However he fallowed not , 
the Median Fafhion, which was altogether barbae 
rous and uncouth $ for he wore neither their 
Breeches, nor their long Veft, nor their Tiara for . 
the Head, but taking a middle way between the 
Per/tan Mode and the Median^ he fo contrived his 
Habit that it was not fo flan ting as the One, and 
yet more pompous and magnificent than the Other. 
At iirfl he wore this Habit only when he had Bu-^ 
fincfs to tranfa£t with the Barbarians^ or within 
Doors, among his intimate Friends and Compani- 
ons, but afterwards he appeared in it abroad, and 
at publick Audiences. A Sight which the Macedo^ 
nians beheld with exceeding Grief 5 but they were 
fo charmed with his other Virtues and good Qua- 
lities 
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UtieS) that they could not but think it reafooable 

in fome thii^gs to gratifie his Humour and his paf- 

iionate Defirc of Glory; In purfuit of which he' 

hazarded himfelf fo far| that befides his other Ad* 

ventures, he had but newly been wounded in the 

Leg by an Arrow, which had fo (battered the 

Shank-bone, that Splinters were taken out; And 

1^ another time he received fuch a violent Blow with 

a Stone upon the Nape of the Neck, as dironed 

k his Sight a good while afterwards. But all this 

f could not hinder him from expofing himfelf to 

I thccrcatcft Dangers, without any regard to his 

I Pcrfon 5 infomuch that he paflcd the River Orex^ 

arte^ which he took to be the I'anais^ and putting 

the Scythians to Flight, followed them above 

twelve Miles in the Rear, though at the fame time 

he had a violent Flux upon him. Here Many affirm, 

that the jfmazonian Queen came to give him a 

Vifit : So report CUtarcbus^ Palycritui and Omfi-^ 

critus^Antigenes ^xAIjier. But then on the other fide,

will not have a greater Vertcration for Alexander^ 
and They who rejeft it will not efteem him the 
lefs for it, 

Appfehcnding the Maeedonians^ grown weary of 
the War, and tired with the Fateagues and 
Hardships attending ir, would ^ot have the Cou- 
rage or Patience 16 accompany him any farther in 
bis Expedition, he left the Orols of his Army be- 
hind him in their Quarters, and taking with him 
the choiceft of his Forces, to the Number of 
twenty tboufand Foot, and three thoufand Horfe, 
be marched with Them li) into Hyrcania^ having 
iirft called them to an AfTembly, and in a long 
Speech told them, That hitherto the Barbarians had 
feen them ne otherwife than as it were in a Dreamy 
iind if they Jhoul^ think of retnrning when they had 
only alarmed Afia, and not confuered it^ thofe Barba*^

When he had in this manner gained the Leaders^ 
it was no h^rd matter for him to bring over the 
Multitude, which in (uqh Cafes eafily 16116 ws the 
Example of their Betters. From this time for-» 
ward he more and more endeavoured to accommo* 
date faimfelf in his way of living to the Cuftoms 
and Manners of the Barbarians^ which he likewife • 
endeavoured to blend with the Cuftom's and Man- 
ners of the Macedonians^ in hopes that this Mixture 
and Communication would cement tbem in a fore 
of Friendfliip and Alliance, and that mutual Love 
and Benevolence would tend more to the Main- 
tenance of his Authority during his Abfence, than 
Diftruft and Force. In order to This h^ chofe 
oiit thirty thoufand Boys, whom be allowed Ma- 
ilers to teach them the Greek Tongue, and to train 
them up to Arms in the Macedonian Difcipline. As 
for his Marriage with Ronana^TlM, was purely the 
effe& of Love. Fpr having accidentally feen her at 
a Feaft, (he appeared in bis Eyes fo charming and 
beautiful,that immediately (he got Pofleflien of his 
Heart, nor did it prove in the leaft prujudicial to 
his Intereft, as things ftood with him at that time* 
For this Alliance with them made the Barbarians . 
confide in him^'and love him more than ever^ 

4 yh^Q 
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Wheh they faw how continent he was, and that ti6 
forbore the only Woman he ever was in Love 
with, *till he could enjoy her in a lawful and ho- 
nourable way. 

When he perceived that of his two chief Friends 
^nd Favourites, Hepbefthn approved of and ap- 
plauded the Cuftoms he had newly taken up, and 
imitated him in his Habit, while Craterus continu* 
ed &n& in the Obfervation of the Cuftoms and 
Fa(hions of his own Country $ He made the beft 
ufe of them Both, employing the firft in all Tranf- 
a£fcions with the Perfians^ and the latter when he 
Jbad to do with the Greeks or Macedonians. It ifr 
true he had a greater Love for the One, and a 
higher Efteem for the Other, being perfuaded, as 
he always faid, (i) thzt Hepbejiion loved jflexander^ 
and Craterus the King. Whereupon a Mifunder- 
fianding arofe between thefe two Rival Favourites, 
fo that they often clafht, and quarrelled ; infomuch 
. that once in India they drew their Swords, ant^ 
were going to it in good eameft|With their Friends 
on each fide to fecond them, 'till jilexander came 
up to them, and publickly reproved Hepheflion^ 
calling him Fool and Madman, not to be fenfible 
that without his Favour he was but a Cypher. He 
chid Craterus alfo in private very feverely, and then 
caufing them Both to come into his Prefence, he 
reconciled them, at the fame time fwearing by 
Jupiter Ammon^ and the reft of the Gods, that he 
loved them Two above all other Men ; but if ever 
he perceived them fall out again, he would be fure 
to put Both of them to death, atleaft the Ag« 

irr, will (bare with him ia hisln6r- 
micies, w91 juftify; and excufe 
them; but He who \ovt% the 
King will not fpare to waro him 
when he finds him wanting to 
Himfeify and will not fuifer him 
ydp any thing benctth hi$ Dimity.

(f) Accordiogto This, ^/fx-* 
mitt had a greater Efteem for 
Him, who lo^ed him as King, 
than Him who lored him as he 
was ^IfXMnJtri and This is very 
rea^nable. He that loves him 
purely fbrlui P^rfoo as 4h*mki 
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grcflbr. After which, they neither ever did, or 
faid any thing, fo much as in jeft^ to oiFend one 
another. 

None had more Authority among the Matedom^ 
am than Philotas^ the Son of Parmmo : For be- 
fides that he was Valiant, and able to endure any 
Fatigue of War, he was alfo next to Alexander 
Himfclf the moft Munificent, and the greateft 
Lover of his Friends \ One of whom asking him 
for fome Money, he commanded his Steward to 
give it him 3 and when he told him, he ^ad.not 
i^herewith. Have you not Plate tben^ faid he, and 
Cloatbs of mine ? turn T^em into Money, rather than 
let my Friend go without. But he was fo very proud 
and infblent by reafon of his Wealthy and fo over* 
nice about his Perfon and Diet, more than became 
a private Man, that he aukwardly and unfeemingly 
afie£ked the Air and Charafter of Greatnefs, with* 
out the Civility and obliging Temper which ought 
to accompany it, and fo gained nothing, but Envy 
and 111* will to that degree, that Parmenio would 
fometimes tell him. My Son^ appear lefs. He had for 
a confiderable time before been complained of to 
jflexander: For when Darius was overthrown in 
Cilicia^ and an immenfe Booty taken'at Damafcus^ 
among the reft of the Prifoners who were brought 
into the Camp, there was one Antigone of Pydna^ 
a very handfon^e Woman, who fell to Pbilotas*% 
Ihare. The young Man one day in his Cups, like 
an arrogant, bragging Soldier, told his Miftrels^ 
^at all the great Anions were performed by Him and 
bis Father^ the Glory and Benefit of wbicbj he faid, 
together with the Tttle of King^ that Stripling Alex-. 
ander reaped and enjoyed by their means. She could 
not hold, but difcovered what file had heard to 
one of her Acquaintance i and He, as is ufual in 
fuch Cafes, to Another, 'till at laft it came to Cra^ 
teruSf who watched his Opportunity, and intro- 
duced 
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doced her privately to the King* When Jtek4H^ 
d$r had heard what ihe had to fay, he commanded 
her to continue her Intrigue with Pbilotas^ and 
give Him an account from time to time of all tb^c 
me could gather from him to the fame Purpofe, 
Pbihtas being thus inadvertently taken in the (nare^ 
foraetimes to gratifie his Paflion» and fomecimes 
his Vatn-^ory, blurted out many foolifh indifcreet 
Speeches againft the King in Antigone's hearing ; 
of which though Akxander was informed^ and 
convinced by ftrong Evidence^ yet he would take 
BO notice ot it at prefent y whether it was, that he 
confided in Pitrmenio*% AflFeftion and Loyalty, pr 
that he apprehended their Authority and Intereft 
in the Army. About this time one lAmnus^ a Ma* 
cedoniM^ Native of Chalejirayconfpired againft Alex^' 
Bnderh Life,and communicated his Defign to a Youth 
whom he loved, named Nicomacbusy inviting Him 
to be of the Party. But He not relifliing the 
thing, revealed it to his Brother Balinus^ who im- 
mediately addrelTed himfelf to Pbilotas, requiring 
him (i) to introduce them Both to Alexander ^ to 
whom they had fomething of great Moment to 
impart, which very nearly concerned him. Pbilo* 
tasy for what Reafon is uncertain, refufed to in« 
troduce them as they had defired, pretending the 
King was taken up with Affairs of more impor- 
tance : And when they had urged him a iecond 
time, and were flill flighted by him, they applied 
themfelves to Another % by whofe means being. ad*» 
mitted into Alexander's Prefence, they firft laid 
open lAmnus^s Confpiracy, and then as by the by 
reprefented Pbilotas's Negligence, who had taken 
fo little notice of their repeated Solicitations. A^

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iexanier was extreamly exafpefated at diis n^Ieft 
in Pbilotasi buc when be came to underftand, that 
(he Perfon who had been (cnt to apprehend Urn* 
nus (i) had killed him^ becaufe he had put himfelf 
npon his Defence, and chdfe rather to be flain 
than taken, he was highly concerned, for he con* 
ceived the Death of that Traytor had deprived 
him of the Means of making a full difcovcry of 
the Plot. As foon as his Dimleafure againft JPi&i- 
iotas began to appear, prefently all his old Enemies 
flxewed themielvres, and faid openly, Tie King was 
too eafily impofed on^ to imagine^ that Onefo inconfide^ 
rabk ^jLimnus^ a poor unregarded Ch$\x&riznJbould 
of bis own bead undertake Jucb an Enterprize^ that 
in all Kkelibood He was but fubfervient to the Defipt^ 
an Inftrument that was moved by fome greater Spring % 
that Tboji ought to be more ftrisfly examined about tbe 
Matter J whcfe Intereft it was fo mucb to conceal it. 
When they bad once filled the King's Head with 
Tbcfe and the like Speeches and Suipicions, thev 
loaded Philotas daily with innumerable Grimes, 'tiU 
at lad: they prevailed to have him feized, and put 
to the Queftion, which was done in the Prefence 
of the principal Officers, Alexander himfelf being 
placed behind the Tapeftry, ' to underftand whac 
palled. When be beard in what a miferable Tone^ 
and with what abjed Submiflions Philotas applied 
himfelf to Hepheftion^ he broke out in this manner : 
Couldft 77)ou^ Philotas, effeminate^ and mean-fpiri" 
ted as tbou aft^ couldft Thou engage info boldy and 
hazardous an Enterprize ? After his Death, he pre-* 
fently lent into Media^ to take off P^fTw^wV, his Fa- 
ther, who had done brave Service unto Philip^ and 
was the only Man, efpecially of his old Friends 
and CounfcUors, who had encouraged Alexander to

Thefe Afti* 
ons rendered Alexander formidable to many of his 
l^riopds^. and chiefly to jdnttfater^ who thereupon 
to firengtben Himielf^ lent AmbaiTadors privately 
to thp j$t9lians^ to treat an Alliance with them } 
for ttiey ftopd in fear of jilexanderf becaufe they 
had{dellroyed the City of the {{) OeniadeSy q£ 
which, when he was informed, he (aid, 22^^ Cbil* 
4^en of fie Ocmsidcs need hof revenge their Father's 
^uarM^ for He. would himfelf take care tofunijb the^ 
Etolians. . 

\ Not long after This happened the deplorable 
End of Clitus.^ 'which to Thofe who barely hear 
the matter of Fa£t, may feem more inhuman than 
That of Pbilotas : But if we take the Story with 
its Circumftance of Time, and weigh the Cauie^ 
we fhall find the King did it hot on purpofe, but by 
evil Chance, and that his Paflion and Drunkenneft 
were the occafioh of CUtus*s Misfortune, which 
came to pafs in the following manner. The King 
had a Prefent of Gracian Fruit brought him from 
the Sea-coaft, which was fo very frcfli and fair, that 
he was furprized at itj and fent for Clitus to fhew 
it Him, and to give him a (hare of it. Clitus was 
then j&crificing, but he immediately left off and 
went to wait on the King, followed by three of 
the Sheep, on whom the Drink-offering had been 
already poured, in order for the Sacrifice. JleK'^ 
^;i^r being informed of this Accident, confulted his 
two Diviners, Jrifiand&znd Cleomantis the Spartan^ 
and asked them what was portended by it. They

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afliiring him (i) that it was an ill Omen, ht com- 
manded them in all haftc to offer Sacrifices for 
CUtus^s Safety, forafmuch as three days before He 
himfelf had fcen a ftrange Vifion in his Sleep, of 
CUtus all in Mourning, fitting by Parmemo's Sons 
who were all dead. CUtus however ftaid not to 
finifh his Devotions, but came ilrait to Supper 
with the King, who the fame Day had facrificed 
to Cafier and Pollux, And when they had drank 
jH-ctty hard, fomc of the Company fell a finging 
the V erfcs of one PranichuSj or as Others fay, oi 
Pierian^ which were made upon thofe Captains 
who had been lately worfted by the Barbarians^ oil 
purpofe to difgrace and turn them to ridicule, 
I which fo offended the grave ancient Men, that 
\ they reproved both the Author, and the Singer of 
I the Verfes,. though Alexander and the Blades about 
j him were mightily pleafcd to hear them, and en- 
I couraged them to gp on ; •Till at Ufl C///«j-, who 
I had drank too much, and was befides of a froward 
: aiid wilfbl Temper, was fo nettled that he could 
hold no longer, faying,// ^^ij not well doni thus to 
expofe /i&^. Macedonians before the Barbarians, and 
their Enemies^ fince though it was their unbappinefs to 
he pvercomejfet they/were much better Men than "thofe 
noho laughed at them. To This Alexander replied, 

fhat fure CWxm fpoke fo tenderhf of Cowardife whert 
be called it Misfortune^ only to excufe Himfe^ : At 

which C7////J ftarting up, This Cowardife^ as you 

are pleafed to term it ^ faid he to him, faved your 

Ufe^ though you pretend to be fprung from the Gods^ 

when yt)u were running away from SpithridatesV

crei Effttfion, It pls^jr intimated 
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Sword y and if is by the expence of Macedonia! 
JSlood^ and by fbefe JVounds^ that you are now raifed 
tofucb an height^ as to deffife and difownyour Father' 
Philip, and adopt yourfelf the Son of Jupiter Am- 
mon. "^ou bafe Fellow^ faid Alexander^ who wat 
now thoroughly exafperatcd, doft thou think to utter 
thefe things every where of me^ andftir up the Mace- 
donians to Sedition, and not be punijbed for it ? We 
are fufficiently punijbed already , anfwercd Clitusy if 
Siis be the recompence of our ToHs j and ejleem Tho/e 
bappieftj who have not lived to fee their Countrymen 
ignonunioujly fcourged with Median Rods^ and forced 
to fue to the Pcrfians to have Accefs to their King. 
While Clitus calked thus at random, and the King 
in the bittereft manner retorted upon him, the ojd 
Men that were in the Company endeavoured all they 
could to aJlay the Flame, when Alexander turning 
to Xenodochus the Cardian^ and Artemius the Colth- 
fhonian^ asked them, If they were not of Opinion^ 
that the reft of the Graccians behaved among the Ma* 
cedonians, like fo many Demi-Gods among Savages? 
All This wouldf not filcncc Clitus^ who calling a- 
loud to Alexander bid him // he had any thing to 
fay to fpeak outy or elfe why did he invite Men who 
njoere Fre^-born, and ufed to fpeak their Minds openly 
without reftrainty tofup with him? he bad better live 
' and converfe with Barbarians, and conquered Slaves^ 
who would notfcruple to adore bis Pcrfian Girdle^ and 
white Tunick. Which Words fo provoked Alex* 
ander^ that not able to fupprcls his Anger any lon- 
^r, he took one of the Apples that lay upon the 
Table and flung it at him, and then looked about 
for his Sword. But Arifiopbanes, one of his Life* 
guard, had hid that out of the way, and Others 
came about him, and. befought him to day his 
Fury, but in vain 5 for breaking from them, he 
called out aloud to his Guards in the Macedonian 
Language, which was a certain Sign of fome great 

/ Diiturbanco^ 
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Difturbance in bim, and commanded a Trumpetes 
CO found, giving him a Box on the Ear for delay- 
ing, or rather refufing to obey him$ though after- 
wardtf the fame Man was commended for difobey- 
ing an Order, which would have put the whole 
Army into Tumult and Confufion, Clitus conti- 
nued flili in the fame quarrelfome Humour, 'till 
his Ffiends with much ado forced him out of the 
Room ) but he came in again immediately at ano- 
ther Door very irreverently, and infolently fung 
this Paflage out of Euripides^^ Andromache, (i) 2i 
GodSf wSat a» ill CuJIom have you introduced in 
Greece ! When an Army has ereSed s Trophy upon the 
Defeat of the Enemy y it is never conjidered that the 
ViSlory is owing to the Falour ef the Troops ^ wha 
foughty but the General puts in for all the Honour of 
it 5 tho* he had expo/id him/elf to no more Danger 
than many Tboufands hejides^ and bad done no more 
than a common Soldier^ yet He only is celebrated in the 
Songs of Triumph^ and robs the refi of their fhare in 
the Glory. Then Alexander fnatching a Spear 
from one of the Soldien, met Clitus as he was put- 
ting by the Curtain that hung before the Door, 
and ran him through the Body. He fell immedi- 
ately, and after a few piercing Groans expired. - lo 
that very Inftant the King's Indignation cooled^ 
a&d he came perfeftly to himfelf ^ but when he faw

Merit of all thofe wonderful Ez- 
ploitiy fpodof which were owing 
to the Bravery of his Conmanders^

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his Friends about him all in a profound Silence^ as 
fcizcd with Horror at the Fa£t, he pulled the 
Spear out of the dead Body, and would have 
turned it againft himfelf, if the Guards had not 
held his Hands, and by main Force carried him a- 
way into his Chamber. 

He fpent all that Night and the Day following 
in the Bitterncfs of Grief, 'till being quite wafted 
s .with weeping, and lamenting, he threw himfelf 
on the Floor, where he lay as it were Specchlcfi, 
only now and then a deep Sigh broke fron^ him. 
His Friends apprehending fome dangerous confe^ 
quence of this Silence, broke into the Room ^ but 
he took no notice of what any of them faid to him 
to comfort him, 'till ^riftander put him in mind 
of the Vifion he had feen concerning Clitus^ and 
the Prodigy that followed^ and at the fame time 
bbfervdd to him that nothing happened in this 
Worldf but what had been predetermined by Fate, 
imd was confequently unavoidable,at which he feemed 
to moderate his Grief. Hereupon they brought 
$o difcourfe with him Callifthenes the Pbilofopher, 
Svho was nearly related to jiriftotleyznd Anaxarchus 
^f Abdera. (i) CalUfibenes endeavoured to alleviate 
fiis^Sorrow with moral Difcourfes, and gentle In- 
sinuations, without irritating him. But Anamrcbus^ 
H) who was always fingular in his Method of 
rfailofophy, and was thought to flight Thofe of

Is this the Alexander tvhom the WorU looks 
upon with fuch Admiration ? Behold him extendid on 
the Groundy and weeping like an abje£l Slaive for fear 
of the Law^ and Reproach of Men^ (i) to whom hi 
Him/elf ought to be a Law^ and the Afea/Jire of £•• 
^uity J (t) fince he conquered for no other End but t6 
make himfelf Lord of allj and not to be a Slave to a 
vain idle Opinion, Do not you know^ continued he* 
addreffing himfelf to Alexander^ that (}) Jupiter is 
reprefented fitting on his Throne with Law ajjtjiing on

Favour, and to make 
CalMbenes his Converfacion, which othcrwifc, be- 
caufc of his Auftericy, was not very acceptable, 
very uneafie and difagreeable to him. 

It happened that thefe two Philofophers meet- 
ing at an Entertaifliment, where the Company dif- 
courfed of the Seafons of the Year, and the Tem- 
perature of the Air $ Calliftbenes joined with their 
Opinion, who held, That thofe Countries were 
colder, and the Winter iharper there than in 
Greece j which jfnaxarchus would by no means al- 
low of, but maintained the contrary with great ObT 
ilinacy. Sursj faid Calliftbenes to him, you muji 
fieeds confefs this Country to be colder than Greece, 
i) for there you bad but one thread-bare Cloak to 
leep out tbe coldeft Winter^ and here you cannot 
fo much as Jit at Table without three good warm Man;- 
ties one over another. This piece of Raillery not 
only exceedingly exafperated jlnaxarchus^ but like- 
wife piqued the other Pretenders to Learning, and 
the Crowd of Flatterers, who could not endure 
to fee him fo beloved and followed by the Youth 
for the fake of his Eloquence, and no lefs efteem- 
ed by the ancient Men for his good Life, his Mo- 
defty, Gravity, and being contented with his Con- 
dition. All which confirmed what he gave out of 
his Defign in his Vpyage to Alexander*^ that it was 
only to get his Country* men recalled from Baniih- 
ment, and to rebuild and repeople Abdera^ where 
he was born. Befides the Envy which his great 
Reputation raifed, he alfo by his own Deportment 
gave Thofe who wifhed him 111, opportunity to

Being with many more invited to fup 
with the King, he was commanded to mak« an 
Oration Extempore^ while they were drinking, iii 
Praife of the Macedonians y and he did it with fuch 
a Torrent of Eloquence, that All who heard it ex- 
ceedingly applauded him, and threw their Garlands 
upon him, only jlkxander told him out of Euri* 
fides ^ 

I wonder not that you have /poke fo tveJl^ 
*3is eafy on good Subjects to excel. 

Itbereforej faid he, if you will fiew the force of your 
Eloquence^ tell my Macedonians their Fault s^ and dif- 
praife thenty that by bearing their Errors^ they may 
learn to be better for the future. Callijlbenes prcftnt- 
ly obeyed him, retracing all he had faid before, 
and inveighing againft the Macedonians with great 
freedom, addcd^ STfe^/ Philip thrived^ and grew pow-- 
erfulj chiefly by the Difcord of the Graecians j apply 
ing this Verfe to him, 

Wbere-ever Feuds and Civil Difcords reign^ 
^ere the luorfl Men mo ft Reputation gain.

Ill-will to the Macedonians. Hermippus aflures us, 
that one Stroibusj a Servant whom Callifthenes kept 
to read to him, gave this account of thefe PafTages 
afterwards to Ariftotle. He adds, that when .C^//i- 
fibenes perceived the King grow more and taore 
averfe to htm, he muttered this Verfe out oi Ho^ 
merv^o or three times to himfelf, as he was going 
away : 

(!) The greats the good Patroclus is no more. 

He^ far thy Better^ was fore-doom^d to die. Pope. 

Not without Reafon therefore dxdi Jriftotle gxvt this 
Charafter of Callifthenes^ That he was indeed an ex" 
cellent Orator^ but bad no Judgment. • For though 
we grant ic was refolutely andPhilofophically done 
of him, not to worfhip the King, out by talk* 
jngpublickly againft That which the bcft and gra- 
vcft^ of the Macedonians only repined at in fecret, he 
put a flop to their bafe Adoration, and delivered 
the Grecians and Alexander Himfclf from a great 
deal of Infamy \ yec in the clofe he ruined Himfelf 
by it, becauie he went too roughly to work, as 
if he would have forced the King to That which 
he (hould have efFed:ed by Reafon and Perfuafion. 
Chares of Mitylene wriics. That at a Banquet, -rf- 
Jfpfander after he had dr^nk reached the Cup to

In the firft \\zccHefbefiion was eaUly believed when 

he declared that he had broke his Word with him, 

for that he had given him his Promife to pay the 

King the fame Adoration that Others did. Befides 

This, and to finiflx his Disgrace, Lyftmachus and 

Jlgnon added. That this Sophifter went about pri** 

ding himfelf, as if he flood in the Gap againfl Ar« 

bitrary Power ) that the young Men all ran after 

Him, and honoured him as the only Man among 

fo many thoufands, who had the Courage to pre* 

fcrve his Liberty. Therefore when Hermolaus^ 

Confpiracy came to be difcovercd, the Crimes which 

Calliftbenes^ % Enemies laid to^ his Charge were the 

more eafily believed, particularly that when the 

young Man asked him, IVhat be fhould do to he the 

tnojl illuftrious Perfon on Earth -^ he told him, ST^^ 

ffi^eft 'Uii^ was to kill Him who wfis fo at prefent.

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And that to incite him to commit the Fa&, he bid 
him not be awed by the golden Canopy which was al'- 
lowed to him by his Flatterers^ as to a Deity ^ but re-- 
member J Alexander was a Man equally infirm and vul'- 
nerable as jindther. However none of Hermolaus's 
Accomplices, in the extremity of their Torments, 
made any mentioQ of Catlifthenes^s being engaged in 
the Defign. Nay Alexander Himfelf, in the Letters 
which he wrote foon after to Craterusy jtttalus^ and 
Alcetasy tells them, that Thofe who were put to 
the Rack, confefTed they bad entered into the Con-> 
fpiracy wholly of Themfelves, without any Others 
being privy to, or guilty of it. But yet afterwards, 
in a Letter to Antipater^ he accufes CalUfihenes of 
the fame Crime. The young Men^ (ays he, were 
Jloned to) death by the Macedonians, but for the So-^ 
phifteTj meaning CalUfihenes^ I will take care to punijb 
Him^ and ^em too who fent him to me^ who harbour 
Thofe in their Cities who confpre againft my Life. By 
which Expreffions it appears he had. no very good 
opinion oi Arifiotle^ by whom CalUfihenes was edu- 
cated upon the fcore of I)is Relation to him, being 
his Niece Hero'^ Son. His Death is diverfly rela- 
ted : Some fay he was hanged by Alexander'*^ Com- 
mand 'y Others, that he dira of Sicknefs in Prifoni 
but Chares writes, he was kept in Chains feven 
Months after be was apprehended, on purpofe that 
he might be proceeded againft in full Council, when 
Arifiotle (hould be prefent 5(1) and that being grown 
very fat, he died of the loufie Difeafe, about the 
time that Alexander was wounded in the Country 
of the MalU Oxydracay all which came to pafs af- 
terwards. 

In the mean time Demaratus o£ Corinth^ a Man 
of a great Age, was very defirous to give the King 
aViur, and when he had feen him, faid. He pitied th$

Misfortune 
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Mis/ornineoftho/eGvxcuLMwbowerifi unhappy as /f 
die before they bad beheld Alexander feated on the Jhron§ 
of Darius. But he did noc, lon^ enjoy the Efibftt 
of his Bounty to him any otherwife, than thac fboo 
after falling iick and dyings be had a magnificent 
Funeral, and the Army railed him a Monument of 
Earth fourlcoie Cubits high, and of a vail Circum« 
ference. His Afbes were conveyed in a very rich 
Chariot drawn by four HorTei to the Sear fide. 

jllexander now intent upon his Expedition into 
Jndiaj took noticci that his Soldiers were fo char* 
gcd with Booty, that it hindered their marching y ' 
to remedy which, at break of Day, as foon as the 
Baggage Waggons were laden, firft he fet Fire to 
bis Own, and his Friends, and then commanded 
Thofe to be burnt which belonged to the reft of 
the Army. An Aftion which in the Deliberation 
of it fecmed more dangerous and difficult than ic 
proved in the Execution, with which Few were 
diflatisfied^ for mod of them, as if they had been 
iafpired with Zeal from above, with loua Out-crier 
and warlike Shoutings, furniihed one another with 
what was abfolutely necefiary, ^nd burnt and de- 
ftroyed all that was fuperfluous, the fight of which 
redoubled jikxander's Vigour and Alacrity. 

He was now grown very fcvere and inexorable in 
punifhing Thofc who committed any Faulty for he 
put Meander one of his Friends' to death, for de- 
fercing a Fortrefs, where he had placed him in Gar* 
rifoni and fhot Orfodates^ one of the Barbarians^ 
who had revolted from him, with his own Hand. 
At this time a Sheep happened to yean a Lamb^ 
with the perfe6l: Shape and Colour or a ^iara upon 
the Head, and Tcfticles on each fide j which Por- 
tent Alexander fo detefted, (i) that he immediate-

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fy cwred his B0kyhf9ia» Priefts, whom he ofiially 
earned about with him for fuch Purpofes, to puri- 
fy him, and .withal told his Friends, he was not fo 
much concecned for his own fake, as for Theirs^ 
out of an apprehenfion that God after his Death 
toigbt fuffer (i) his Empire to fall into the Hands 
of fome degenerate, unworthy Perfon/ But this 
Fear was feon semoved by another Prodigy that 
happened not long after, and wa^ thought to pre-^ 
^er better : For Ptoxenus^ a Maadoman^ Chief of 
Th^ who had the Care of the King's Equipage^ 
95 hfi was breaking Ground: near the River O^^;, 
to fct up the Royal Pavilion, difcovered a Spring 
of grofs Oil^ Liquor, which after the top was 
drawn off, (i) ran pure clear Oil, without any dif- 
ference either of Tafte or Smdl, having exa&ly the 
fame Smoothnefs and Brightneis, and that too in a 
GouDfiry wherie no Olives grew. The Water in- 
deed ot the River Oxus is laid to be fo fat, that it 
kavd$ a Glois on their Skins Who bathe themfelves 
in it. Whatever might be the Caufe, certain it h^ 
that jikxander was wonderfully pleafcd with it, as 
appears by his Letters to Anfipnter^ whdre he tells 
him. He looked upon it as one of the moft confi- 
derable Prefages that God had ever favoured him

The King himfelf had the Reputation of 
a wife Man, and at his firft interview with jilex- 
affderj be fpoke to him in thefe Terms: Jo what 
purpo/ey faid he, Jbottld we make War upon one ano* 
ther^ if thy defign of coming into tbefe Parts be not tb ' 
rob us of our Water ^ or our neceffary Foody which are 
the only things that wife Men are indifpenfably obliged 
to fight for ? As for other Riches and PoffefftonSy as 
they ^re accounted in the eye of the Worlds if I am 
better ptovided of them than Thou^ I am ready to let 
^beefbare with Me^ but if Fortune has been rnore li" 
beraJ to TTjee than Me^ I will not decline thy Favours^ 
but accept them with all the grateful Aoknowledgmenis 
that are due to a BenefaStor. This Difcourfe pleafed 
Alexander fo much, that emtiracing him, Do not 
thinkj faid he to him, thy fair Speeches and affable 
Behaviour fball bring thee off in this Interview with' 
outfighting. Noj thou fbalt not efcape fo\ for as to 
matter of Benefits^ I wHf contend with thee fo far j that 
bow obliging foever thou arty thou fbalt not have the 
better of me. (i) Then receiving fomePrefcnts from 
him, he returned him Others of greater value, and 
to compleat his Bounty, one Night at Supper he 
prefentcd him with a Cup, laying, / drink to thee^ 
Taxilcs, and with this Cup prefent thee with a Pre'^ 
fent of a hundred Talents -^ at which his old Friends 
were exceedingly difpleafed, but it gained him the 
Hearts of many of the Barbarians. The valiantcA 
oi Hit Indians now taking Pay of fevcral Cities, un- 
dertook to defend them, and did it fo bravely, that

(enti he had made himi and addei 
a thoafand Talents to them, to- 
gether with a fircac deal of Plate 
of Gold as weU as Silver, feveral 
Robes made after tbe Ferfain Fa- 
(bion, and thirty Hories with fuch 
Furnitore to them as he uied 
Himfelf. 
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they put Jkxander to a grejit deal of Trouble 
and Fatigue, 'till having madd an Agreement with 
him, upon the furrender of a Place, he fell upon 
them as they were marching a^ay, and put them 
all to the Sword. This one Breach of his Word 
was a perpetual Blemifli upon him, though on all 
other occafions he had managed his Wars With that 
Juftice and Honour that became his Dignity. Nor 
was he lefs incommoded by the /»^/^» Pbilofophers, 
who inveighed bitterly againft thofe Princes Who 
were of his t^arty, and follicitcd the free CitieSfto 
oppofe him, therefore he took feveral of them, and 
caufed them to be hanged. 

Alexander in his own Letters has given us aii Ac«- 
Count of his War with Porus: He faysj The twd 
Armies were feparated by the River Hydafpes^ on 
whofe oppofite Bank Porus continually kept his 
lElephants in order of fiattcl, with their Heads tov 
wards their Enemies, to guard the PaiTage. That 
he was forced every Day to m^ke great Noifes iii 
his Camp, and give his Men condanc Alarms, to ac« 
cuftom them by degrees not to be afraid of the 
Barhariam. That one cold dark Night he paflTed 
the River, above the Place where the Enemy lay, 
into a little Ifland, with part of his Foot, and the 
beft of his Horfe. That here there fell fo Violent 
a Shower of Rain, accompanied with Lightning 
and fiery Whirlwinds, that feeing fome of his Men 
burnt and deftroyed by the Lightning, he quitted 
the Ifland, and made over to the other fide. That 
the Hydafpes^ now aft^r the Storm, was fo fwold 
and grown fo rapid, as to make a Breach in the 
Bank, at which Part of the River ran out, fo that 
when he came to land, he found very ill ftanding I 
for his Men, the Place being extream flippery and 
undermined, and ready to be blown up by the Cuf • 
rents on both Sides. In this Dlitrels he was heard 
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toikjr, (r) Oj'^ Athenian! t^^mbat ifio^tdibk Dangers 
i9 I expofe myfilf to merit y$ur Praifes ? But gs to 
this laft Particular (i) the Reader has it only upon 
the Credit of Oneficritus. Alexcrndtr Himfelf goes 
0119 and tells us that here they quitted the Raft$ 
they had made ufe of in their Pafiage, and pafled 
the Breach in their Armour up to the Bread in 
Watery and then he advanced with his Horfe about 
twenty Furlongs before his Foot, concluding) that 
if the Enemy charged him with their Cavalry, he 
fliouldbe too ftrongfor them^ if with their Poor, 
his Own would come up time enough to his A0ift- 
ancc. Nor did he judge amifs^ for being charged 
by 1 thoufand Horle, and fixcy armed Chariou^ 
which advanced before their main Body, he took 
all the Chariots, and killed four hundred Horfe up^ 
on the Place. Pwrus by this fmart Execution^ 
gueffing that Alexander Himfelf was gotten over^ 
came on with his whole Army, except a Party 
which he lefc behind, to hold the reft of the Mace^ 
donians in Play, if they ihould attempt to pa(s the 
River: But Alexander apprehending the Multitude^ 
of the Enemy, and to avoid the ihock of their Eler 
iphants, would not join Battel with them in Front, 
but dividing his Forces, attacked their left Wing 
Himfelf, and commanded Perdiecas to fall upon the 
Right, which was performed with good Succefir. 
For by this means both Wings being broken, they 
retired, when they found themfelves prefled clofe^ 
to their Elephants, and then rallying, renewed the 
iFight fo obftinately, that it was three Hours after

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Noon before they were entirely ^defeated. This 
Dcfcription of the Battel the Conqueror has left us 
in his own Epiftles. 

Almoft all Writers agree, ( i ) that Perus exceeded 
the common Size, and that when he was upon his 
Elephant, which was the largcft in the Array, his 
Stature and Bulk were fo anlwerable, that he ap- ' 
peared to be but proportionably mounted. This 
Elephant, during the whole Battel, gave many 
Proofs of .wonderful Underftanding, anda particu- 
lar Care of the King, whom as long as he was ftrong, 
and in condition to fight, he defended with great 
Courage, repelling Thofe who fet upon him^ and 
as foon as he perceived him ready to faiiit, by rea- 
fon of his many Wounds, and. multitude of Darts* 
that were thrown at him, to prevent his falling off, he 
foftly kneeled down, and then with his Probofces 
gently drew every Dart out of his Body. When 
Porus wsls taken Prifoner, and Alexander asked him^ 
Ho'm be £xpe£ied to beufed? he anfwered. Like a King, 
jtnd haft thou nothing elfe to demand ? faid Alexander. 
No^ replied Porus^ in the word King every thing is 
comprehended. Accordingly Alexander dealfvery ge- 
iieroufly with him, for he not only fuffered him to 
govern his own Kingdom as his Lieutenant, but 
added to if a large Province of fome free People 
whom he 1^ newly fubdued, which confided of 
fifteen feveral Nations, and contained five thoufand 
confiderable Towns,-. befides abundance of Villages* 
Another Government three times as large as This 
he beftowcd on PhiUp, one of his Friends. 

Some time after the Battel with Porus^ moft Au- 
thors agree, that Bucephalus died under cure of his 
Wounds, or as Onejicritus fays, of Fatigue and Age, , 
being thirty Years old. Alexander vtsls no lefs con-'

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cernedat his Death, than if he had loft an old Com* 
panion, or an intimate Friend, and built a City 
which he named Bucepbalia^ in memory of him, oii 
the Banks of the River Hydafpes. We are told 
moreover, that having loft a favourite Dog named 
Peritas^ he likewife built a City in Memory of Him, 
calling it after his Name, (i) Sotion the Hiftorian 
tells us, that he had This Particular from Potamon 
of Lesbos. 

But this laft Combat with Porus took off the 
edge of the Macedonians Courage, and hindered 
their farther Progrefs in India. For having with 
much ado defeated Him, who brought but twenty 
thoufand Foot and two thoufand Horfe into the 
Field, they thought tljey had reafon to oppofe Alex- 
ander^s Defign, of obliging them to pafs (2,) the 
Ganges too, which they were told was four Miles 
over, and an hundred Fathom deep, and the Banks 
on the farther fide covered with prodigious Num- 
bers of Squadrons, Battalions, and Elephants. For 
they had Intelligence that the Kings of the (3) 
Gandarites and Prafians expeded them there with

fighting Elephants. Nor was this a felfe, vain Re- 

^ porr, ipread on purpofe to dilcourage thetn $ for 
jlndrocottus^ who not long after reigned in thofe 
PartS) made a Prefent of five hundred Elephants ac 
once to SekucuSy and with an Army of (ix4)undred 
thoufand Men fubdued all India. Jkxandsr at firft 
was fo grieved and enraged at the Reludbtncy he 

* found in the Army, that he Abut himfclf up in his 
Tent, and in a dcfponding manner threw himfclf 
upon the Ground, declaring, th^t if they would 
not pafs the Ganges^ he owed them no Thanks for 
any thing they had hitherto done, and that to re- 
treat now, was plainly to confcft himfclf vanqutfli- 
ed. But at lad, the prudent Remonftrances and 
Perfuafions of his Friends, who informed him tru- 
ly how the Cafe ftood, and the Tears and Lamen* 
tations of his Soldiers, who in a fuppliant manner 
crowded about the Entrance of his Tcnr, prevailed 
with him to think of returning. Yet before he de- 
camped, he would needs impole upon Poflcrity, by 
kaving behind him fome fi&itious Monuments of 
his Glory J fuch as Arms of an extraordinary Big- 
nefs, and Mangers forHorfes, with Bits of Bridles, 
above the ufuaf fize, which he fet up, and diflribu- 
ted in feveral Places. He ere&ed Altars alfo to the 
Gods, which the Kings of the Prafiam even in our 
time highly reverence, and often pafs the River to 

, ikcrifice upon them after the Gracian manner. An-- 
dr^cottus^ then a Youth, faw jllexander there, and 
has often afterwards been heard to fay, that he mif- 
fed biit little of making himfclf Mailer of thofe

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Countries; their King^ who then reignedi (i) was 
fo hated and defpifed for the Vicioufnels of his Life» 
wd the Meanncf^ of his Extra&ion. 

Alexmi^ decamping from heqce, had a mind to 
fee the Qct^jk \ to which purpofe he caufed a great 
ipanf V^eflel^ with, OarS| and fipall Boats to be 
buiir, in which he fell gei>tly down the Rivers, 
making merry as be went, and ordered it fo, that 
bis Navigation was^ neither unprofitable nor un« 
aiftive ; for by making feveral Oelcents, he took 
in the fortified Towns, and coniJb(}uendy the Coun- 
try on both fidics. But at the Siege of a City of the 
(;^y Mallians^ who are tbe x^^ valiant People to£ 
Jndia^ be ran in great danger of his Life *, for 
having beaten oiF the Defeqd^nt; with fhowers of 
Arrows, he was the firft Man wbp mounted the

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the Ground, made the Barbarians^ think they faw 
Rays of Light, or fomc Phantom^ pl^ying before 
his Body, which frighted them fp at firft, thac 
they ran away, and difpcrfed then^lelves, 'till feeing 
him feconded but by two of his Guards, they fell 
upon him Hand to Hand, and though he defended 
himfclf very bravely, wounded him through his 
Armour with their Swords and Spears. One who 
ftood father off, drew a B.ow with fuch juft 
Strength, that the Arrow finding its way through 
his Cuirais, ftuck in his Ribs under the Bread. 
This Stroke was fo violent, that it made him give 
back, and fet one Knee to the Ground, which as 
foon as He that fhot him perceived, he came up 
to him with his drawn Scimitar, thinking to dif- 
patch'himj and had done it, if Peuceftes and Lim^ 
fiaus had not interpofed, who were both wounded^ 
Limnaus mortally,' but Peuceftes flood his Ground, 
while Alexander killed the Barbarian. But This 
did not free him from Danger $ for befides many 
other Woupds, at laft he received fo weighty a 
Stroak of a Club upon his Neck, that he was forced 
to lean his Body againft the Wall, yet ftill looked 
pndauntedly upon the Enemy. When he was re-» 
duped to this Extremity, the Macedonians iyTc^king 
in to his Affiftanpe, very opportunely took hiiii up, 
juft as he was fainting away, having loft all ienfe 
of what yras done near him, and conveyed him to 
bis Tent, upon which it was prefently reported 
all over the Camp that he was dead. But when 
^hey had with great difficulty and pains fawedoutthe 
Shaft of the Arrow, which by good Luck was of 
Wood, and fo with mqch ado got off his Cuirais, 
they then proceeded by Incifion to come at the 
\ Hp^d, and draw it out. They found it to be three 
Fingers broad, and four long, and that it ftuci; 
|aft in the Bone. During the Operation, he wa? 
|a^CR wifh alinfift mort^ Swqonmgs, but when it 
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was out, he came to himfelf again. Yea though 
all Danger was pail, he continued very weak, and 
confined himfelf a great while to a regular Dier^ 
and the method of his Cure, 'till one dav hearing 
the Macedonians were fo defirous to fee nim, that 
they were ready to mutiny, he put on his Robe^ 
and when he had fhewed himfelf to them, and fa* 
crificed to the Gods, without more delay he went 
on board again, and as he coafted along, fubdued 
a great deal of the Country on both fides, and took 
in feveral confiderable Cities* 

In this Voyage he took ten of the Indian Philo* 
(bphers Prifoners, who had been mod aftive in 
perfuading Sabbas to rebel, and befides That, had 
done the Macedonians abundance of Mifchief. Thele. 
Men, becaufe they go dark naked, (i) are. called 
Gymnofophifts^ and are reputed to be extreamly (harp 
and fuccin£): in their Anfwers to wh^tfoever is pro- 
pounded to them, which he made Tryal of, {i) by 
putting difficult Qjiieftions to them, withal letting 
them know, that They whofe Anfwers were not 
pertinent, fhould be put to death, of which he 
made the eldeft of them Judge. The Fir ft being 
asked, JVbi^b be thought moft numerous^ the Dead or 
the Living ? Anfwercd, l^be Livings becaufe they 
who are Dead are not at all. Of the Second he de- ' 
fired to know, Whether the Sea or Land produced 
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(i) They were not ib called 
in the days pf Akxtmder. Strnho^ 
opon the Credit of Some who 
had followed that Prince in this 
Exprdttion, fiiith, there were two 
Seds of tbeie Philoibphers, and 
that One of them were called 
JBracffmani, and the Other Ger- 
ntmi thaue the Bracbmm were 
ipoft cfteemed* becaufa there was 
t Confiilency in their Principles ;

(i) It was anciently a Cudom 
ro propoie intricate Queftion« to 
wife Men, the better cq judge of 
their Parts and Knowledge by 
their Anfwers. Of this we meet 
with feveral Examp'er ia the Holy 
Scriptures* 
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the Urgeft Beafi ? Who told him, S^be Land^fortbe 
Sea ivas but a Part of it. His Qucftion to the 
Third was, Which was the craftiefi Animal ? Tiat^ 
faid he, which Mankind is net yet acquainted with. 
He bid the Fourth tell him, fVbat Arguments be 
ufed to Sabbas t$ perfuade him to Revolt ? No otber^ 
faid he, than that hejbould live with Honour^ or pe^ 
rijb in the Attempt. Of the Fifth he asked, Which 
was eldeft^ Night or Day ? The Philofopher rc;* 
plied. Day was eldefi^ by one Day at leafi: But 
perceiving Alexander not well fatisfied with that 
Account, he added, l}>at be ought not to wonder ^ if 
firange ^ueflions bad as odd Anfwers made to them. 
Then he went oO,and enquired of the Next, What 
a Man Jbould do to be exceedingly beloved ? He muji 
be very powerful^ faid he, without making bimfelf tea 
much feared. The Anfwer of the Seventh to his 
Queltion, How a M^m might be a God ? was. If 
. he could do 7'hat which was impofftbU for Men t0 
perform. The Eighth told him, Ufe wasftronger 
than Deaths becaujfe it fupported fo many Miferies. 
And the Lalt being asked. How long he thought it 
decent for a Man to live? faid, ^fiil Death ap^ 
feared more defirable than Life. Then Alexander 
turned to Him whom he had made Judge, and 
commanded him to give Sentence. All that I 
can determine^ faid he, ii, that they have every one 
anfwered worfe than another. No^ that they have 
not J faid the King, but however thou fhalt die firfi^ 
beeaufe thou judgeji fo ill. You will not deal fo 
with mcj Sirj replied the Gymnofophift, // yo» 
intend to be as good as your Wordj which was^ that 
He Jhquld die firft who anfwered worft^ which £ 
have not doncj for you have not asked me any ^e^- 
ftion. In conclufion he gave them Prefencs, and 
difmifled them. But to Thofe who were in 
greaceit Reputation w^oj^g them, and lived a pri- 
vate 
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vatc retired Life, (i) he km Otuficritus^ one of 
Diogenes the Cynick's Difciples, defiring them to 
come CO him. Caianus very arrogantly and rudeljr 
commanded him toftrip bimfelf^ and bear \obat b^i 
fud^ naked^ otberwife he would not [peak a word to 
hintj though be came from Jupiter Himfelf. But 
Dandamis received him with more Civility, and 
hearing him difcourle of Socrates^ Pythagoras^ and 
DiogemSj told him, be thought them Men of rroAt 
Parts^ (i) and to have erred in nothing fo mucbj as 
m living as they did in fo great a Subferviency to tbt 
Laws. Others fay, he only asked him the Rea<* 
fon, ^hy Alexander undertook fo long a Voyage to 
come into thofe Parts? Mantles perfuaded Caianus tQ 
wait upon Alexander \ his proper Name was Sphp* 
nes^ but becaufe he was wont to fay Cale^ which 
in the Indian Tongue fignifies God five you^ when 
be faluted chofe he met v^itfa any where, the Gr^« 
dans called him Caianus. He is faid to have {hewa 
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(1) Strsio, vrko pven ut in 
Account of this Trania^ion, teils 
us that Alexsndei^ knowing thofe 
Philofephers went to wait on no' 
one, Init infiftdl that Whoever 
had • mind to fee or hear them 
(bould wait upon Them, and 
tbinkini; it beneath his Dignity to 
go HrmfeK and a piece of In- 
jnftice to force Tbetn upon my 
tbing contrary to their Laws and 
Inftitutions, fenC Oneficritus to 
them, who made his Report chat 
be found fifteen Men not far 
from the City, who Ate naked 
firom Morning 'rill the Evening in 
one continued PofturC) add that 
in the Evening they returned into 
the City i that he bad difcouriled 
with one of them called 
CAlanus, who had difcloied to 
him things of a wonderful Na-

XV* ft ippears that thia 
Philofophcr had fomc Idea of the 
Happinefs of the fir(l Man, and 
of the Mtfery tjiat enfaed upon 
his TranQj^eiliDn, which is ea« 
taiiH upon his Defcendants^ Ois#* 
ficritm was a great PhilofophTra 
but much given to Fii^ion, and 
Romance. 

(a) I canndt but think Thi^ 
t/mch delivers This in too loofe a 
Manner. Danjamis did not de- 
clare himfelf in terms (o gcneraf,' 
he only 'faith/ Z&tf thffe fhiUfim 
fhers Jtppearid to Him to ho wifo 
Mm, b$it that they were oHt in ono 
Things which was in their freferring 
Law, or Cuftom^ to Nature, for ^ 
they had not Jone fo they wemd 
not have been afhamed of goif^ 
nakedy as they did. This makes ic 
i\uice another thing. 

Jllenand§r 
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kinder an in(lru6tive Emblem of Government, 
which was This : He threw a dry fhrivelled Hide 
upon the Ground, and trod upon the edge of it % 
the Skin when it 'vas prelTed in one place, ftillro(e 
up in another, wherefoever he trod round about 
it, 'till he fet his Foot in the middle, which made 
♦ all the Parts lie even and quiet. The Meaning of 
This was. That he ought to refide moft in the 
Middle and Heart of his Empire, and not under- 
take fuch remote Voyages. 

His Voyage down the Rivers took up feveq 
Months time, and when he came to the Sea, he 
failed to an Ifland which He called (i) Scilioufiis^ 
Others Pjiltucis^ where going afhore, he facrificed^ 
and made what Obfervations he could of the Na** 
ture of the Sea, and the Sea-coaft. Then having 
befought the Gods, that no other Man might ever go 
beyond the Bounds of this Expedition^ he ordered his 
Fleet, of which he made Nearchus Admiral, and 
Onejicritus Pilot, to fail round about, leaving India 
on the right hand, and returned himfelf by Land 
through the Country of the OriteSy where he was 
reduced to great Straits for want of Provifions, and 
loft abundance of Men, fo that of an Army of 
a hundred and twenty thoufand Foot, and fifteen 
thoufand Horfe,.he icarce brought back above a 
fourth part out of India j they were fo diminifhed? 
by Difeafes, ill Diet, and the fcorching Heats, but 
moftly by Famine. For their March was through 
an uncultivated Country, whofe Inhabitants fared 
hardly, and had none but a little ill JBreed of Sheep, 
whofe Flefli was rank and unfavoury, by rcafon of 
their continual feeding upon Sca-fifh.

ferved the F]ux and Reflux oF 
the Sea, which at BvHt wonder* 
fully furprizcd them. 

After 
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After fixty Days March he came into Gedrofia^ 
where he found great Plenty of all things, which 
the neighbouring Kings, and Governors of Pro-* 
yinces, hearing of his Approach, had taken care 
to provide. From hence, when be had refreihed 
his Army, he continued his March through Car^ 
mania^ feafting all the way for feven days toge* 
ther : He with his moft intimate Friends banqueted 
and revelled Night and Day, upon a .Stage ereded 
on a lofty, confpicuous Scaffold, which with a 
flow, majeftick Pace, was drawn^ by eight Horfes. 
This Machine was accompanied by a great many 
Chariots, whereof fome were covered with Ta* 
peftry of Purple and other Colours in the Form 
of Tents, and Some in the Shape of Cradles with 
green Boughs^ which were fupplied with Freih as 
they withered. In thefe were born the reft of his 
Friends and Commanders, All crowned with Chap« 
lets of Flowers, and wallowing in Wine, land De« 
bauch. In all this Train there was no Target, 
Helmet, or Spear to be feen 5 but the Road was 
covered with Soldiers, continually dipping their 
Flaggons, Cups, and Goblets in large VefTels of 
Wine, and drinking to one another. Some as they 
marched along, and Others feated at Tables, which 
were placed for them at proper Diftances in their 
PaiTage. (i) This diforderly and diflfolute March 
was plofed by a very immodeft Figure born in

Potnp, and a moft licentious Repreientation^ 
wherein were expoied all the Pilthinefs of the Bac* 
gbafialsy as if Bacchus himfelf had been prefenc to 
countenance and carry on the Debauch. As foon 
as he came to the Royal Palace of (i) Gedrofia^ he 
again refre{hed and feafted his Army ^ and one Day, 
ancr he had drank prettv hard, (it is faid) went to 
fee a Prize of Dancing he had appointed, wherein 
his E^aramour Bagoas obtained the Viftory, at which 
he was fo elated that he crofled the Stage in his 
Dancing Habit, and fate down clofe by him, which 
fo pleated the Macedonidnsj that they made loud 
Acclamations for him to kifs Bago^s^ and never left 
clapping their Hands and fhouting, 'till Alexander 
took him about the Neck and kifled him. 

Here his Admiral Nearcbus 'came to him, and 
delighted him fo with the Relation of his Voyage, 
that he refolved Himfelf to fail out of the mouth 
' of Euphrates with a great Fleet,, with which he 
defigned to go round by Arabia and Libya^ and fo 
by Sercuks^s Pillars into the Mediterranean i in or- 
/ der to which he dire&ed all forts of Veflels to be 
built at TibapfacuSj and made great Provifion every 
where of Sea-men and Pilots. But it fell out un- 
luckily for this Enterprize, that the Report of the 
Difficulties he went through in his Indian Expedi- 
tion, the danger of his Perfon among the Malliansy 
the lofi of a confiderable part of his Forces, and 
the general Opinion that he would hardly return 
in Safety, occafioned the Revolt of many conc^uered 
Nations, and made the Commanders and Lieute- 
nants in feveral Provinces prefume to opprefs the 
People with extream Injuftice, Avarice, and Info- 
lence. In a Word, there . feemed to be throughout 
his whole Empire an univedkl flu£tuation and

His Mother bad made the beft choice^ for the Mace- 
donians would never endure to he ruled by a Vf^oman. 
Upon This he difpatched Nearcbus again to hi9 
Fleet, intending to carry the War into all the Ma* 
ritime Provinces $ in the mean time, in his March 
through the inland Countries, he punifhed thofe 
Commanders who had not behaved themfelves well, 
particalarljT OxyarteSy one of jibuUtes^sSonsy whom 
he killed with his own Haad, thrufting him 
through the Body with his . Spear. And when ^^ 
iuliteSy inftead of the necefiary Provifions which 
he ought to have fumifhed, Drought him three 
thoufand Talents in Mony ready coined, he orde« 
red it to be thrown to his Horfe% who noti med-*. 
dling with it, tFbat good does this Provljion do me f 
faid he to him y and fent him away to Prifon. 

Upon his Return into Perjiay he diftributed Mo* 
ney among all the Wooien of the Country, ac- 
cording to a Cuftom whigh had been obferved 
time out of mind by their Kings, who were obliged 
upon their Progrefs to give evfery Woman a piece 
of Gold i for which Reafon fome of them came 
but feldom, and Ocbus was fo fordidly covetous, 
that he never vifited Perjiay though it was his Na- 
tive Country, but chofe rather to live a voluntary 
£xile than bear the £xpence. 

Then finding Cyruses Sepulcher Opened, and 
rifled, he put Folymacbusy who did it, to deatht 
though he was a Man of Quality, and born at PeUs 
in Alacedonia : And after he had read the Infcripti- 
5n, he cauied it to be cut again below the old one 
in Greek Chara6bers % tha Words were thefe ; O 
Man^ wbofoevir tbou #r/, wi fron^ "^fmefiever 

f tbom 
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thou cfnneft {for come I know thou wilt) lam Cyrtiii 
the Founder of the Perfian Empire y do not envy mi 
this little quantify of Earth which covers my 
Body. The reading of this lenfibly touched jfkx* 
andery caufing him. to refleft ferioufly upon the 
Uncertainty and Mutability of Human Affairs. Ac 
the fame time Calanus having been a little while 
troubled with a Loofnefs, requefted he might have 
a Funeral Pile ereded, to which he came on 
Horfeback, and after he had faid fome Prayers^ 
fprinkled himfelf, and cut off fome of his Hair to 
throw into the Fire, as was ufual on fuch occafi* 
onsj he afcended it, having embraced and taken 
leave of the Macedonians who flood by, defiring 
them to pafs that Day in Mirth and good Fellow* 
ihip with their King, whom in a little time, he 
faid, he doubted not but to fee again at Babylon* 
Having thus faid, he lay down, and covering him*- 
ielf, he ftirred not when the Fire canie near him^ 
but continued ftill in the fame Pofture as at firft, 
and fo facrificed Himfelf, as it was the ancient 
iCuftom of the Philofophers of His Country to do. 
The fame thing was done long after by another 
Indian^ who came with Cafar to Athens^ where 
they ftill fhew you the Indian's Monument. At 
his Return from the Funeral Pilc^Alexander invited 
a great many of his Friends and principal Officers 
to Supi^er, and propofed a Drinking'-match, in 
which the Vidor fhould be crowned. Promacbus 
drank eighteen Quarts of Wine, and won the 
Prize, which weighed a Talent, from them All > 
but he furvived his Viftory but three days, and 
was followed, as Ci&^rf J fays, by one and forty more, 
who died of the fame Debauch, by reafon of the 
fevere Froft which happened at that time. 

At Su/a hp married Darius's Daughter StatsrOj 
and celebrated the Nuptials of his Friends, beflow- 
ing the nobleft of the Perjian Ladies^ upon the. 

worthieft 
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^mthicft of^them, tiritbal making % veiy ffSmdtd 
Enccrtammeot for tU the Macedimans who were 
Carried before | ic wh^ch it is reporicd^ there 
Were nd lefl than nine thoufand'Gaeftt) ^ each of 
whom be gave a Golden Cu^, for them to ufe itt 
their Libations of Wine to the Honour of the 
Gods. Not to mention other Inftances of hlft 
wonderful Magnificence, he paid the Dd)ti of hii 
whole Arihjs which amounted to nine thoutand 
eight hundted and feventy Tal6nts. Bttc there wad 
one j^igMS who had k>ft one of hi^ £ye^^ 
though be owed nothing, got his Name fet down 
in the LiAr of thofe who were in Debt, and brings 
ing One who pretended to be bis Creditor, add co 
hft^^e fupplied him from the Bank, received the 
Money. But when the Cheat was found odt, the 
King was fo incenfedat it, that be baniihed hin4 
from Court, and took away his Command, though 
he was an excellent Soldier^ and a Man of great 
Courage. For when he was but a Youth, and 
ferved under PhiUp at the Siege of Perintbus ^Vihcrt 
he was wounded in the Eye bv an Arrow fliot out 
of an £ngine, be would neitner let the Arrow be 
taken otR, or be perfuaded to quit the Field, 'till 
he had bravely repulfed the Enemy, and forced 
tbeoi to retire into the Town. A Man of his Spirit 
was not able to fupport fuch a Difgrace with any 
Patience, and certainly Grief and Defpair would 
have made him kilt himfelf^ but that the King 
fearifig it^ not only pardoned htm^ but let him alio 
enjoy the Benefit of his Deceit. 

The thirty thoiifand Boys which be left behind 
btm to be taught the ufe of their Arms, aoid mili** 
fary Difeipline, were fo improved at his return 
bMh in Strength and Beauty, and performed their 
EaKcreifes with fiich i>eKterity, and wonderful A<- 
gilky, th^t be ^as extreamly pleafed with them i 
winch grieved the Maa^dmisns^ and made them 
fear be wonld have Che kfi £fteem for Them. And 
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when he was fendiag hottie the infirm txid maimed 
Soldiers^ they faid they were unjuftly and di(ho- 
nouiably dealt with, comphining that after be bad 
^orn them 9iit in bis Service^ and had -. bis. Ends of 
tbenfy be was now for turning them off with Difgrace^ 
and packing them away to- tbeir own Country among 
their Friends and Relations^ in a worfe Condition than 
he found them in^ when he brought, them ffm thence^ 
Ttberefwe they defired bim^ One and Ally to difcharp 
thefity and to account bis Macedonians ufelefs^ now 
be was fo well furmfhed with dancing Boys^witb whom 
if he pleafed be might go onj and conquer the wboU 
fForld. Thefe Speeches fo enraged Alexander ^ that 
ftfter he had feverely. reprimanded themi he re* 
moved them from his Perfon, and committed the 
Watch to Perjiansj out of whom he chofe hit 
Life*guard, and Sefjeaots . at Arms* VlHien the 
Macedonians faw him attended by thefe Men, and 
Themfelves excluded, and fhamefuUy diisraced, 
their high Spirits fell, and upon Dtfcourfe with 
one another, they found that jealoufie and Rage 
had almoft diftrafted them. But kt laft coming to 
themfelves again, they went without their Arms 
almoft naked, crying dnd weeping, to offer 
themfelves at his Tent; and defired him to d^ 
with them as their Bafenefs and Ingratitude de« 
ferycd. However This would not prevail j for 
though his Anger was already fomething mollified, 
yet he would not admit, them into his Prefence, 
nor would they .ftir from thence, but continued 
two Days and Nights before his Tent, bewailing 
themfelves, and imploring Him their Sovereign 
Lor4 to have CompaiHon on them. But the third 
Day he came out to tb^m, and feeing them very 
humble and penitent, he wept a ereat while, aad 
after a gentle Reproof, fpokc kindly to them, and 
difmiflcd Thofc who were unferviceable,with mag- 
V nificent Rewards, and this Recommendation to

W^bkh at length gained him the Empire. And he 
Himfclf, in hia Anfwer to Cictn^t Panegyric on 
Cat^^ dcfires hif Reader not to compare the pbin 
SHeoorfe of a St^lHer with the Harangues of an 
Or0ior^ who had not only fine Parts, but had em- 
ployed bis whole Lift in this one Study.

In 
his Pleadir^gs at Rome he appeared with all the 
Graces of an Orator, and gained much upon the 
Affe&ions of the People \>y the eafinefs of bis Ad- 
drefs and Cdnverfation, in which he was accoit»- 
-pliflied beyond what could be expe&ed from . his 
:;Age. His Intereft grew flill infehlibiy grdater by 
•^e open Houfc he kepty and the Magnificence elf 
-his Entertainments : His Enonies flighted the 
growth of it at firll, in cxpcftation it would foon 
fail, when his Money was gonej whrlft in the mean 
.time it was iirmly fettled among the Common 
'People. When his Power at laft was fixed» and 
^not to be controlled, and now openly tended to the 
'altering of the whole Conllitution, they, were 
-aware too late, that there is no Beginning -To jtneao^ 
which continued Application will not make consi- 
derable, and that fmall Dangers, by being defpifed 
at firflr, become at laft irreuftible. Cicero was the 
•firft who ha4 any Sufpicions of his Defigns upon 
the Government, and fas a good Pilot is apprehen- 
sive of a Storm when the Sea is calmeft) faw the 
defigning Temper of the Man through this difr 
guife or good Humour and Affability, and faid 
upon it ; In all bis other jtdions. and Intrigues I 
plainly difcover the air of a 'Tyrant \ but when Ifet 
bis Hair lieinfo .exa{l order^and obferve himfo often 
adjufimg it (i) witb bis Finger^ I cannot imagine it. 
Jhould enter intofucb.a Man^s Thoughts fojubvert the 
Roman State.

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: The firft 'Proof be had of the People's good 
Will to hiiAt was, when he carried a Tribunefhip« 
ip the' Army agatnft C. Popitius. A Iccond and* 
clearer Inftance of their Farour appeared upon his 
making an Excellent Oration in Praife of his Aunt 
Julia^ Wife to Marius^ publickly. in the Fcnm :. 
At whofe Funeral he was fo bold as to bring forth, 
the Images of Marius^ which 'till then no body. 
duril produce fince the Government came iatot 
SylW^ Hands, Marius^s Party haring from that 
time been declared Enemies to the State. For 
when Some upon this Occafion exclaimed againft 
Cf/aty the People on the other fide were takea 
with the Aftion, and received it with very grdnc 
Applaufe y admiring hinr for having; revived in the 
City thofe Honours of Marius^ which for fo longj^ 
time had been buried. It had always been the Cu- , 

ftom at Rome to make Funeral Orauons in praife of 
Ancient; Matrcms, but there was, no Precedent of 
any upon yot^ng Women, 'till C^/ar firft made one 
upon the Death Of hi$ own Wife. This alfo pro* 
cured him Favour, and by this ihew of AfieaioQ 
he got the Hearts of the People, who looked up- 
on him as a Man of great X^odemefi aod extraor* 
dinary Good-nature.' 

When he had: buried his Wife, he went Su^Jfor 
into Sfain under Jntifiius Fitter^ who was l^r^et^r^ 
whom he honoured ever after, and« made his Son 
^aji^^ when He himfelf came to be Prattnr^ 
When he was out of that OlSice, he married P.9m^ 
peiaj his third Wife, having then, a Daughter by 
Cornelia his firft Wife,whom he afterwards jmatched 
CO P0;!9!i^^j^ the Great. 

He was fa profufe in his Expences, that before 
he had any publick Employment, he was in debt 
thirteen hundred Talents. Some thought that 
by being at fo great a charge to be popular, he 
changeda real and folid Good, for what was Siort

wh bf the grcateft Valot at an incoofiderabte rate*~ 
When he was made Surveyor OJF the Appian Way, 
he disburft befides the publick Money a great Sum 
cittc of his privute Purfei and when be was Mdile^ 
he proVictea foch a nuoi^r of Gladiatdcs, (i) that 
he. entertained the Peopte with three hundred and 
twenty federal Duels } and by hii^ great Liberality 
and Magnifieence in Shews, in Pomps, and pub« 
lick Fcafting^<ofafdured the Glory of All who went 
before him, and gained fo much upon the People, 
diat every one was- ready tO' invent new Offices^ 
smd new Honours, for him, in return co hi^ Muni** 
ficence. 

There being two Faftions in the Ciey, One fof 
jj^i/ii, which wttTvcry powerful^ the Other for 
Marimy which was then broken, and in a very low 
^ondicidf)^ be was defiroos tp raife it again, and to 
bring it over to bis Interell : To this dnd, wbilil 
he wan in the height of bit Repute with the Peo« 
pfo, for the Magnificent Shews he g^ve as JSdiki

fore, and to try whether they were tame enough 
to bear his Humour, and would quietly give way 
to his Innovations* However Marius's Party took 
Courage ) and it is incredible what a multitude «f 
them appeared on a fudden, and came ilxbuting in- 
to the Capitol. Many of them at the fight or Ma^ 
rius's Pifture wept for Joy, and Cafar was highly 
extolled as the only Perfon, who was a Relation 
worthy ' of Marius. Upon This the Senate met, 
and Catubis LuSatius^ one of the moft Eminent 
Romans of that Time, flood up, and accufed depar^ 
clofing his Speech with this remarkable Saying % 
Casfar no longer undermines the Government^ butspenly 
plants bis Batteries againfi it. But when Cajar 
had made an Apology for Himfelf, and fatisfied the 
Senate, his Admirers were very much animated, 
and advifed him not to depart from his own 
Thoughts for any one, fince he was likely to get ^ 

the better of them AH in a little time, and to oe ^ 

the firft Man in the State with the Peoples Con- 
feht. 

At the fame time Metellus the High-Pricil died } 
and Catulus aod Ifauricus^ Perfons of known Repu- 
tation, and who bore a great weight in the Senate, 
were Competitors for the Officej yet Cafar would 
not give way to them, but prefented himfelf to the 
People as a Candidate againfl: them. The feveral 
Incerefts feeming very equal, Catulus^ who becaufe 
he had the moid Honour to lofe, was the mofl: ap- 
prehenfive of the Event, fent to Cafar to buy hinv 
off, with Ofiers of a great Sutp of Money : But ^ 
he (aid. He would provide a larger Sum than That to 
carry on the Competition.XJ pon the day of Elefbion^as 
his Mother conduded him out of doors with Tears 
in her Eyes, he faluted her, and faid ^ ff^ell Mother^ 
tif'day you^ll fee me either High* Pr left ^ or an Exile.

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When the Votes were taken, after a greiit ftiug-; 
gle, he carried it, and by That bare the Senate 
and Nobility reafon to fear he might now draw on 
the People to the grcateft height of Arrogancfc. 
Wherkupon Pifo and Catulus found fault with Ci^ 
cero for letting C^far efcape, when in the Confpi* 
racy of Catiline he had given the Government fiich 
adVanuge agaiiift him. For Catiline^ who had de- 
signed not only to change' the prefcnt State of Af-* 
fitirs. but to (ubvert the whole Conftitution, ami 
tofifound All, had ^in^elf dfcaped, by reafon the 
Evidence was not full againft him, they having 
iiot yet gone to the bottom of his Defign. But 
lie had left Lentulus and Cethegus in the City, tb 
{uppQp his Place in the Confpiracy : Whether they 
had any fecret Encourag^ement and Affiftance from 
C^far IS uncertain > This fo certain, that they were 
fully convifted in the Senate, and when Cicero the 
Conful asked the feveral Opinions of the Senators, 
how they would have tYiem puniftied, All who 
(pake before C^far fentencbd them to Death % but 
Ciefar ftood up, and made a fet Speech, wherein 
he told them, that be thought it without Precedent^ 
and notjufij to take away the Lives of two Per fins of 
their Birth and Quality j before they were fairly trieij 
unlefs there was an abfolute neceffity for it 5 but that 
if they were kept confined in arty Town which Cicero 
him/elf fbould chufe *till Catiline was defeated^ them 
the Senate might in peace and at their kijure deter-- 
mne what was heft to he done. This Sentence oF 
his carried fo much appearance of Humanity, and 
he gave it fo good an air by his Speech, thap not 
only Thofe who fpoke after him clofcd with ir^ 
but even They who had before given a contrary O- 
pinion, now came over to His \ \\\\ it came about 
to Catulus^ and Cato*^ turn to ibeak. They warmly 
tippofed it} and Cato infinuated in his Speech fome 
Suipicions of C^/ar Himfelf^ and preft the Matttr

g^t If Tb^s be true, I wonder how SbUy caste to 
ooit it in . the Book which he wrote coooeroing 
his Coi^plihip* Cicero was blanked afkerwards £br 
not ; making , we of fo good an Opportunity againft 
Cfi^ar out of' fbur of the Populace, who mighcfly 
fiivoured hich. 

Some time after, when C^r went inta the Se« 
nate to clear himftif of fome Snfpicions he lay nn^ 
der, he found great Clamoilrs railed againft him^ 
whereupon the Senate fitting longer than ordinary^ 
the People went up to the Houfe in a Tumult, and 
befet it, demandii^ Cdfar, and requiring chem to ^ 

diiinifi him. Upon this Cato much fearing a Mu- 
tiny from the poorer fort, who are always the In- 
cendiaries in a Rebellion, and who now placed all 
tiieir Hopea in Cafar^ peifuaded the Senate to gi^e 
them a Monthly Allowance of Corn, which put 
the Commonwealch to the extraordinary Charge of 
•fifty five thoufand Crowns a Year. This Expe- 
dient removed all Fears for the prefent, and very 
much weakened defar^s Power, who at that time 
was jufi: going to be m^tPr4Pfor9 and confequent- 
}y would have been more formid^le by his Office. 
But there w^s no difturbance during his Pra:tor- 
ihip, only what Misfortune he met with in his own 
Domeftick Affairs. 

P. Chdius was a Perfon well defcinded, Eminent 
|>oth for his Riches and Eloquence, but in Lewd- 
ne(s and Impudence exceeded the very worft of

This Sacrifice which is ferform^ 
ed fy the Vefial Virgins, which it 



performed ftff^ the Trofferity of 
the Roman People, which is per^ 
formed in the Hottfe of the Chief 
Magiflrate, celehrated with un* 
known Ceremonies, and to a God- 
defs whofe very Natne to know is 
Sacrilege, &c. Since therefore at 
the very time when this Adven- 
ture happened, the Ceremonies 
obferved in that Sacrifice nrere a* - 
folurely unknown to the People* 
and locked up under fo reli|;ious 
a Secrecy, that /yii were ignorant 
even of the very Name of the 
Goddefs: Wcare not to wonder 
\t Pltaarch leaves us a little in the 
Dark as to that Point. One thing 
indeed feems rooEiethirg onac- 
countat^e* which is This » Cicero 
Ciith the Men were forbid the 
fCnowledgeof her Name, but that 
it^ was revoled to the Women* 
how then could it remain focb a 
Secret ? This is much to the rfc* - 
nour of the iLmoi^ Ladies.

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is placed near the Statue of the Goddefi. It is no^ 
lawful for a Mao to bb by, nor fo much as in the 
Houfey whfift the Sacred Rites are celebrated, but 
the Women by themfelves perform fuch Holy Of- 
ficesy as are much a- kin to Tbofe ufed in the So* 
lemnity facred to Orpheus. When the Feftival 
comes, the Husband, who is always either Conftd 
or Pratw^ and with Him every Male^creature, quits 
theHoufei the Wife then taking it under her Care, 
prepares it for the Solemnity, which is performed 
chiefly in the Night-time, attended with Dancing, 
and feveral forts of Mufick. As Pampeh was aft 
that time Celebratinfi| this Feaft, Clodius^ who as 
yet had no Beard, and fo thought to pais undifco^ 
vered, took upon him the Habit and Diiguife of a 
Singing* Woman, having the Air of a young Girl, 
and went to Cafar*s Ejbufe. Finding the Doors 
open, he was without any (lop introduced by a 
young Maid, who was in the Intrigue. ^Sbe pre* 
fently ran to icWPompeiay but not returning fo loon 
as he expe&cd, he grew unea(y in waiting for her, 
and therefore left his Poft, and traverfed the Houfe 
firom one Room to another, ftill taking Care to a- 
void the Lights, 'till at laft Aurelia^% Woman met 
him, and invited him to fuch Recreations as the 
Women ufe among themfelves. He refufed to com- 
% but {he prefently pulled him forward, and as- 
ed him who he was, and whence ? Clodius told 
her he waited for jlura^ one of Pompeia^s Maids, 
and fo betrayed himfelf by his Voice: Upon which 
the Woman ihiieking, ran into the Company where 
there were Lights, and cried out, ihe had difcove- 
red a Man. The Women were all in a Fright: 
Jurelia prefently threw a Veil over the Ceremonies, 
put a flop to the Orgia^ and having ordered the 
Doors to be ihut, ran about with Lights to find 
Clodius^ who was got into the Maid*s Room that 
he had come in with, and was feized there. The

whom he had Affronted, but alfo againft the Pub- 
Hck, and the Gods. Upon which one of the Tri- 
bunes accuied him of pfophaning the Holy Rites^ 
^nd fome of the Principal Senators came in, and 
witneflTed agafnfl: him, that beddes many other hor«t 
tible Crimes, he had been guilty of Inceft with hit 
own Sifter, who was married to Lucullus. But the 
People fct thcmfelves againft the Intereft of the 
JNobility, and defended (^e>^/«^j 5 which was of jneat 
fervice to him with the Judges, who were at a ftaod^ 
being afraid to provoke the Commonalty. C^fimt^ 
j^refently difmift Ptmpeia^ but being fummoned al 
a Withefs againft Clodius^ faid, He bad nothing t0 
charge him tvitb. This looking like a Paradox, the 
Accufcrs asked him. Why then be parted mtb bit 
Wife ? Cafar replied, Becaufe I cannot bear that my 
iVife Jhould he fo much as fujpBed. Some fay that 
C^efar fpake This as his Thought } Others, that he 
did it to gratify the People, who he faw were ve- 
irv earneft to fave Clodius. So Clodius got clear of

ther he the Firft Man among tbeji Fellows j than Jbe 5'^-t 
cond Man in Rome. It is (aid that another time 
i;7hiiftbe was in Spain^ and reading at a leifureHour 
the Hiftory of Alexander^ he fate a great while ve« 
ry thoughtful, and at laft burft out into Tears. His 
Friends were furprized, and asked him the Reafbn 
of it. Do you think (faid he) I have mtjuftCaufe 
to weepy when I confider that Alexander at my Age . 
had conquered fo many Nations^ and I have all this 
time done nothing that is Memorable ? 

As foon as he came into Spain he was very afttv^ 
and in a few Days had got together ten new Com- 
panies of Foot, to thofc twenty which were there 
before : With Thefc he marched againft the Gal* 
lifci and Lufitani^ conquered them, and advancing 
as far as the Ocean, fubdued other Nations, which 
never before had been fubjeft to the Romans. Ha^ 
ving managed his Military Affair* with good Suc- 
cefs, he was equally happy in the Courfe of his Ci- 
vil Government : For he eftablifhed a good Under- 
ftanding amongft the feveral States, and took efpe* 
cial Care to heal the Differences betwixt Debtors 
wd Creditors. He ordered that the Creditor fliould 
receive tu/o Thirds of the Debtor's yearly Income, 
and that the other Third ftiould remain to the Deb- 
tor Himfelf, 'till by this Method the whole Debt 
was at lafl difcharged. This Condu£l: made him 
leave his Province with a fair Reputation % though 
He carried off great Wealth himfelf, and enriched 
liis Soldiers, who therefore Complimented him with 
the Title of Emperor. 

There is a Law among the Romans^ that whoe- 
ver defires the Honour otaTriunjphmuftflay with- 
put the City, andexped his Anfwer: And Ano- 
ther, that Thofe who put in for the Confulfhip fliall 
appear perfonally upon the place : Cafar was come 
home at the very time of chufing Confuls •, and be- 
In^ in a ftrait between thcfc two oppofite Laws, 

7 fcn^ 
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fent to the Senate to defire,*that fince he was obli^ 

gcd to be abfenti he might appear for the Conful- 

Ihip by Proxy. Cato being backed by the Law, 

at firft oppofed his Requeft y afterwards perceiving 

that C^jar had prevailed with a great part of the 

Senate to comply with it, he made it his Bufin^ 

to gain time, and wafted an whole Day in Harangues. 

(i) Upon which C^far thought fit to let the 3W- 

umpb fall, and purfued the Confuljbip. He advances 

therefore prefently, and enters upon a Projed which 

tfReived all but Cato. This was the reconciling 

of CraJ/us and Pcmpey^ who then bore the greateft 

weight in Rome. There had been a Mifunderftand- 

ing between them, but C^far had the Dexterity 

to make up all Matters > and by this means 

ftrcngthened himfelf by the united Power of Both ^ 

and io privately undermined the Government, un* 

der the covert of an Aftion which carried in it all 

the appearance of a good Office. For it was not 

the Quarrel betwixt Pompey and Cafar^ as moft Men 

imagine, which was the Foundation of the Civil 

Wars, but their Union $ the confpiring at firft to 

fubvert the Ariftocracy, and Quarreling at laft be* 

twixt themfelves which fhould be Monarch. Cata^ 

who often foretold what the Confequence of this 

Alliance would be^ had then the Charader of a ful- 

len and bufy Man, and afterwards the Reputation 

of a wife but unfortunate Coimfclior. Thus C^far 

being doubly guarded with the Intereft of Craffks 

and Pompey^ was promoted to the Confulate, and 

declared publickly with Calpurnius Bibulus. 

When he was fixed in hir Office he brought in 
Bills, which would have been preferred with bet-

blige the Commonalty* The bcft and moft ho-it 
nourable of the Senators oppofed it, upon wbich^ 
having long waited for fuch a colourable Pretencci 
he openly protected bwi unwiUir^y be was forced te^ 
appeal U the Peopk^ and that the fiigimr and Oppofi^ 
thn of the Senate bad driven bim upon tbe fatal Ne*^ 
^J^y ^ffiyi^ fo 'Them for their ProteSion. Wfiich 
he 4id accordingly, and having Crajfue on one fii» 
of him, an4 Pompoy on the other, he aslced them 
Two, whether they confented to the Bills he had 
propoied? f hey owned their Aflent, upon which 
he defired them to aflift him againft Thofe who with 
Sword in Hand had threatened to oppofe him. 
They engaged they would, and Pompey added far* 
tber, That he w^ld not only meet their Swords mitb 
Sword in Hand^ but that be would bring a Buckr 
Jer with bim befides. This Speech the Nobles re* 
(pnted, Qfi neither (uicable to bis Gravity, nor be* 
poming the Reverence due to that AfTembly, buc 
fuch as had an air of JLevity and Raihnefs : But the 
People were pleafed with it* 

Cafar^ that he might work himfelf yet deeper 
into the Iptcreft o*f Pompey ^ gave bim his Daugh- 
%tx Julia in Marriage, who had before been cpn* 
tradcd to Servilius C^pioy and told Servilius heihpuld 
have Pompey* % Daughter, who was not unprovided 
neither, but defigned for SyM% Son, Fauftus. A 
little time after C^far married Calpurnia^ the Daugh* 
let of Pifo^ and made Pifo Confu} for the Year fol- 
lowing. Catq exclaimed loudly againft This, an4 
protefted with a great deal of Warmth, that it was 
intollerable the Government fliould be. proftituted 
by Marriages, and that they ihould advance one 
another to the Commands of Armies, Provinces, 
and other great Poll?, by the Intereft of Womea* 
-; t Bibulusj 
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SiMas^ Cafar's Coltegue, findifig it wag to no 
purpofe to oppofe his Bills, but that be was in dan« 
ger of being murdered in tl^e Forum^ a$ alfo wa^ 
Catij confined himfelf to his Houfe, and therq 
wore out the remaining part of his.Co»liil(hip^ 
Pfimfejy when he was mamed| prefently filled the 
An^^.with Soldiers, and ib^fecttred to the Pcoplq 
their nisw Laws, and to Qtfar the Goverixment of \ 
all GauJ^ both on This and the ether (ide of thef 
Jlpsy together with lUyrkum^ and the Command 
of .four Legions for five Years, Ca$0 made fome 
attempts agai'nft thefe Proceedings, but wasTent to 
Prifbn by Cafar^ who imagined he would appeal tQ 
the Tnbunes* But when Cafar Taw that he went; 
along without fpcaking a Word, and not only the 
Nobility difreliihed it, but that the People alfo out 
of their Veneration to Cato*% Virtue waited on him^ 
and by their Silence and dejeftcd Looks, exprefled 
a great concern for him \ ne Himfelf privately de« 
fired one of the Tribunes to refcue Cato. As fox 
the other Senators, fome few of them attended th^ 
Houfe } the reft being difguftedubfented tbemfelves. 
Hence Ccnfidius^ a very old Man, took occafion 
one Day to tell Cajar^ that the Senator's did not meejt 
heemfe they were afraid of bis Soldiers. Cafar pre*' 
fentiy asked him, Why don't Tou then out of the Jama 
fear keep at home ? To which i^e old Man replied^ 
that jige was his guard againjl Fettr^ and that tha 
fmall Remains of bis Life were not worth much Cau^ 
tion. 

But the fouleft thing that was done in Cafar^% 
Confulihip, was his Promoting Clodius to be Tri« 
buQC) that very Clodius who attempted to di{|io« 
nour his Bed, and who contrary to all Piety had 
polluted the Holy and Myfterious Vigils. Him he 
preferred on purpofe to pull down Cicero^ nor did 
C^far rake the Field 'till they had overpowered 
him, and driven him out of balj.

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Thus &r have we deduced Cafar's Condu£fc be- 
fore the Wan of GauL After This he Teems to 
have begun his Courie afreih, and to have entered 
upon ^ new and difierent Scene of Adion. -^ The 
Progrefs of thofe Battels which he afterwards fought, 
und thofe many Expeditions in which he fubdued 
the Gauls^ ihew him <o have been a Soldier and 
General) not in the leaft inferior to any of thofe 
great and admired Commanders, who have appear- 
ed at the Heads of Armies. For if we compare 
liim with the Fabii^ the Metellif the Scipid*s^ ^od 
'with Thofe who were his Contemporaries, or noe 
long before him, SyUa^ Marius^ the two LucuIU^ 
or even Pompey Himfelf, whofe Glory reached the 
Heavens, we (hall find Csefar^% Adions to have (ur* 
pafled them All. One he excelled on the account 
of the difficulty of the Places where he fought : 
Another in refpeft of the large Extent of Country 
which he over-ran : Some in the Number and 
Strength of the Enemies, whom he conquered \ 
Md Some in the Roughnefs and Barbarity of their 
Tempers, whom he polifhed and civilized : Others 
yet in his Humanity and Clemency to Thofe he 
overpowered \ and Others in his Gifts and Gratul* 
ties to his Soldiers : All in the number of the Bat- 
tels which he fought, and the Enemies which he 
killed. For he had^not purfued the Wars in Gaul 
fiill ten Years, before he took by Storm eight hun- 
dred Towns, fubdued three hundred States ^ and 
of the three millions of Men, which made up the 
grois of Thofe, with whom at feveral times he 
engaged, he killed One, and took a Second. He 
was to much Mafter of the Good^will, and hearty 
. Service of his Soldiers, that Thofe who in other 
Expeditions were but ordinary Men, carried with 
them a force not to be reiifted or ihaken, when 
they went upon any danger, where Cafar*^ Glor]r 
was concerned. Such an one was Aciliusy who in 

a 
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% Sea-fight before Marftittes flung himfelf into a 
Galley belonging to the Enemy, where he had his 
Right Hand (truck off with a Sword, yet did he 
not quit bis Buckler Qut of his Left, but gauPd the 
' Enemies in the Face with it^ 'till he defeated them^ 
itnd made Himfelf Mailer o^the Veflei. Such ano* 
ther was Caffius Scava^ w1k> in the Battel fouehc 
againft Pompey near pyrrbacbimn^ loft One of his 
£yes by an Arrow, and had his Shoulder pierced 
with one Javelin, and his Thigh run thorough with, 
another^ and having received (i) a hundred and 
thirty Darts upon bis Target, called to the Ene* 
my, as though he would furrender himfelf^ but 
when two oFthem came up tojiim, he cut off the. 
Shoulder of One with his Sword, and by a Blow 
over the Face forced the Other to retire, whilft 
with the Affiftance of his own Party he made his 
Efcape. Again in Britain^ when fome of the Vaunt« 
guard were accidently fallen into a Morafs full of 
Water, ^nd there afTaulted by the Enemy, a com- 
mon Soldier, whilft Cafar ftood and looked on, 
threw himfelf into the midft of them, and after ma- 
ny and fignal Demonftrations of his Valour, beat ^ 
oS iht Barbarians^ and refcucd the Men. At laft 
be himfelf with much ado, partly by fwimming, 
and partly bv wading, paft the Morafs, but in the 
Paflage loft nis Shield. Cafarwzs aftonifhed at the 
Aftion, and went to meet him with Joy and Ac« 
clamationj but the Soldier, very much dejedcd, 
and in tears, threw himfelf down at Cafar^s Feet, 
and begged hisPardon that he had let go his Buck- 
ler. Another time in jffricy Scifia having taken a

Tfaefe Pf inciples and Notions of Honour were 
infpired into thezn^ and cberiihed in tbem by C^i* 
fitr hitnfdfy who by his liberal Diftribution of Mo« ; 
Aey and Honotin, ihewed them> that he did not 
from tfat Wars heap up Wealth for \m own Lu- 
xury, or the gratifying his jprivite Pleafure, bu« 
^at he took care tq fettle a lure Fund for t^e re* 
ward and encouragement of Valour, and that he 
looked upon himfelf only rich in That, which he | 
gave to deferving Soldiers. There was no danger 
to which he did not willingly expofe himfelf ^ no 
Labour from which he pleaded an exemption. His 
contempt of danger was not fo much admired by 
his Soldiers, becaufe th^y knew how much de la* 
ved Honour : But his enduring fo much Hardihip, 
which he did to all appearance beyond his Natural 
Strength, very much aftonifhed them. For he was 
a fpare Man, had a foft and white Skin, was di« 
ftempered in the Head, and fubje£b to an Epilep«» 
fie, which it is faid fir ft (ei^ed him at Cvrdu^a, Bus 
be did not make the weaknefi of his Conftitution a 
pretext for his Eafc, but ufcd War as the beft Phy- 
fick againft his Indifpofitions i whilft by unwearied 
Travels^ courfe Diet, smd frequent lodging in the 
Fields, he ftruggled with his Difeafes, and prepa- 
red his Body againft all Attacks. He (lept gene- 
rally in his Chariots or Litters, and employed even 
bis Reft in purfuit of Adion. In the Day he was 
carried to view Caftles, Garrifons, or Fortifica- 
tions, in his Chariot^ One of Thofe fitting with 
him, whofe bufincls it was to write down what he

wkh his Sword drawn. In xbi^EqmoMgchio ufual^ 
ly drbve fo briskly^ that when he firft fee out from 
R$me be arrived at the River Rbwrn within eighc 
Daysv He had been an expert Rider frmn his 
Childhood $ for it was ufual with him to hold bis 
Hands dofe behind him, and to put hii Hoiie t6 
foil (peed. Bat in the Wars he had improved him« 
felf fo far as to didace Letters from on Hor£eback^ 
^ to dircftbimfelf toTwo who took Notes at the 
feme time, or as Opfius faith, to more. And it is 
thought that Me was the firil who found out a new 
way of converting with his Friends by Oyphers, 
when either through multitude of Bu(ine(s, or the 
krge Extent of the City, he bad not time for is 
Pmbnal Conference about fucb Incidents as requi« 
red a fudden difpatch. 

How little nice he was in his Diet, we may leam 
from this remarkable Inftance. When FakrsMsLa^ 
invited him one Night to Supper, and treated him 
with j0aragus^ upon which inftead of Oyl he had 
poured fweet Ointment, Cafarfedon it without anf 
difgufl:, and reprimanded his Friends for finding faulc 
with it« Far it was emugb^ faid he, Mt to tat 
what you did not like % but He who refieSfs on another , 
Man^s want of Breedings Jbews be wants it as much 
Rmfelf. Another time upon the Road be was dri^ 
vcn by a Storm into a poor Man's Cottage, where 
be found but one Room, and That fuch as would 
aflbrd but a mean Reception to x fingle Perfon, and 
therefore he told his Companions, that the moft Ho^ 
nourabk Places ought to be given to the beft Men^ but 
the moft Necejfary Accommodations to the weakeft \ and 
accordingly ordered that Oppius^ who was infirm, 
fhould lodge within, whilft He and the rc^ flept 
under a Shed at the Door. 

His firft War in Gaul was againfl the Helvetiani 
and Tigurines^ who having burnt twelve of their

oVfi Towns, and four hundred Villages, would 
have inarched forward through that part of Gaul 
which was under the Roman Province, as the Cim^ 
trians and Teutones formerly had done. Nor were 
they inferior to Theie in Courage $ and in Num- 
bers they were equal, being in all three hundred 
thouGind, of which one hundred and ninety thou- 
ftnd were fighting Men. C^far did no|: engage the 
figurines in Perfbn, but (i) fcnt Labknus his Lieu* 
tenant, who routed them near the River ^rar: 
But the Helvetians furprized Cafar^ and unexpeft- 
cdly fet upon him as he was conducing his Army 
(2) to a Confederate Town. However he mana- 
ged it fo as to get into a Place well fortified, where^ 
when he had muftered and marfhaled his Men, his 
Horfe was brought to him $ upon which he (aid, 
fFhen I have won the Battel^ I will ufe my Horfe far 
the Cbacej but at frefent let us go againft the Enemy : 
' Accordingly he charged them furioufly on foot. 
After a long and iharp Engagement he drove the 
main Army out of the Field, but found the rough<<* 
eft work at their Carriages and Ramparts, where 
not only the Men flood, and fought, but the Wa« 
men alfo and Children defended themfelves, 'till 
they were cut to pieces ; infomuch that the Fight 
was icarce ended 'till Midnight. This A&ion, in 
itfelf very great, defar crowiied with another more 
Glorious, by gathering in a Body all the Barbaric 
ans that had efcaped out of the Battel, above one

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their time. Accordingly he ixfadd his .Approaches 
to their ^Fortifications aiid' Out^woiis, iwlthin 
which thef -were intrenched, afld fo ' galled and 
fretted them that at laft they- came down; with jitesi 
Fary to ehgage. But he gamed a gloridus Viftorf, 
(i) andpurfued them for three- hundred Ftkrioiijgk 
as far as. the Rhine % all which fpace; was covered 
with Spoils, and Bodies of the Slain. Ariavijlus 
made ihift to pafs the Rbine with the fmalt * Re« 
mains bfkn Army) for it is fiiid the iDUihber of 
the Slain amounted to eighty thouTand. ' 

After this Aftioil C^fi^r left his Army at their 
Winter-Quarters in the Country of the Sefuani^ 
and, in order to ^tehd his Af&irs at Rom^ went 
into that part of Gaul ^id^ lyes on the Poj abd 
wasparbof his Province j for the RUtrRubitom 
divides Gliut<^ which is on this fide the ai#^, from 
the reft 0i Italy. There he fate down, and gained 
the Favour of the Peoplei who made their Court 
to him frequently, and always found their Requel^ 
anfwered ; fcir he ' never difinifTed Any >Rricbout 
prefent Pledges of his Favour in hand, and farther 
Hopes for the future.

Tl^ty dvjertod above voted hita 
the CoHtinudnceof hisProvinecsi forhehadTwoj^ 
Spd$f9^ aiid all Jfric jV^hich he governed by hisDe* 
putfeS), and maihtaided Armies under him, at the 
yearly CJharge 8f tfen thoufand Talents out of the 
publick Treafury. 'Ut^on This CJjfar alfo, by his 
Prto/xies, demanded the Gohfolate, and the Conti- 
nuance of his ProVltlcefs. P^inpey at firft did not 

fiir 
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in it, batitw^opporedhyMarcelIuszadLe»fuhts 
wbo had always hated C^efar^ and now did ievery 
thing, whether fit or unfit, which might difgrace 
and expote him : For they took away the Freedom 
of Rome from the Neocomians^ who were a Colony 
that defar had lately planted in Gaul% and Marcel^ 
bis^ who was then Conful, ordered one of the Se- 
nators of tha): City, then at Rome^ to be whipts 
and told him^ be hid that Mark upon him to let mm 
know be was m Citizen of Rome, bid^ffg bim^ when 
He went backj to Jbew it Casfar. 

After Marcellus*s Confulate was expired, C^e/ar 
opened the immenfe Trcafures he had been heaping 
up in Gaul^ and fuffered Such as had any Weight or 
Interefl: in the Government to draw from thence 
what Sums th^y pleafed. He difcharged Curio^ the 
Tribune, from his great Debts ^ gave Paulas^ then 
Conful, one thoufand five hundred Talcnc$, with 
which he built a noble Palace Joining to the Forum^ 
in the Place where That of Fulvius had flood. 
Pompey^ jealous of thefe Preparations, did now o« 

Eenly praiftife both by Himfelf^ and his Friends, to 
ave a Succefibr declared to Cafar^ and fent to re* 
demand thofe Soldiers whom he had lent him to 
cany on the Wars in Gaul. Cafar readily difmilt 
them, having firft prefented each Soldier with a 
Donative ot two hundred and fifty Drachmas. 
Thofe who xondu&ed them to Pompey^ fpread a- 
mongfl the People no very fj^vourable Report of 
Cafar ^ and flattered P(?»3r£^jV Himfelf with falfe Sug- 
geflions that he was wiflxcd for by Cafafs Army j 
and though his Affairs at Rome were in an ill Po« 
iture, through the Envy of Some, and the ill State 
of the Government, yet There the Army was at 
his Command, and upon their firft Entrance into 
Italy^ would declare for him % fo uneafy were they 
under Cafar ^ who had engaged them in fo many 
hazardous Expeditions, and fo fufpicious of him, as 
Vol. VI. L afph-ing 
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afpiring to the Monarchy. Upon This Pi^w/gr 
grew carelefs, and negkacd all Warlike Prcftara- 
tions, as fearing no Danger, but attacked him with 
Words only, and Speeches, thinking to conquer 
by a Majority of Votes, which Cafar flighted. For 
it is faid, that one of his Captains, who was fent 
by him to Rome^ ftanding before the Senate-houfc 
one Day, and being told, that the Senate would 
not give Cafar a longer time in his Government, 
clapped his Hand on the Hilt of his Sword, and 
faid. But Tits Shall. Yet the Demands which 
Cafar made had the faireft Colours of Equity ima- 
ginable} for he propofed to lay down his Arms, and 
that Potnpey Ihould do the Same^ and Both toge- 
ther (hould become private Men, and each esrpeft 
a Reward of his Services from ^hc Publick j for 
that Thofc who vent to difarm Him, and at the 
fame time confirmed Pompef% Power, only fup- 
preft the One to eftablifli the Other in his Ty- 
ranny. When Curio made thefe Propofals to the 
People in Cafar's Name, he was mightily applau- 
ded, and Some threw Garlands towards him, and 
difmift him as they do Wreftlers, crowned with 
Flowers. At that very Inftant Jntonjfi being then 
Tribune, produced a Letter fent iromCafar on this 
Occafion, and read it, though the Confuls did what 
they could to oppofe it. But Scifio^' Pompey^s Fa- 
tber-in-Law, propofed in the Senate, that xiCafar 
did not lay down his Arms within fucb a time, he 
ihould be voted an Enemy i and the Confuls putting 
it to the Queftion, ^mhethw Pompey JhmU difinifs 
his Soldiers \ and again, whether Cx&r Jbbuld dishand 
Bis J (i) very few aflcntcd to the Firft, but almoft

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All to' the Latter. But jit$fotig^ propoiing agaid, 
that Gioth ihottid lay dawn tfieirCommiffions, All 
ananioioufly agreed to ic;- Scipia was upon this ve- 
ry violei^t, and Lenfubr the Conful cried aloud, 
That they had need of jirmsj %nd not oi Suffragei 
^inft a Robber s To that they were adjpumpd^ and( 
changed their Robei, lA token of Qi:icf for thQ 
Diflentioti. 

Afterwards there came other Letters frbm Cajar^ 
wlHch fdemed yet more moderate i for he propoiM 
to quit i^yery thing elfe, and only to haye Gattis^ 
Cifalpina^ Itlyriam^^ and two Legions, /till he fhbuld 
ftand a feeond time for Conful. Cicero the Orator, 
, who was lately rietiiirned from Cilicia^ enejeavoorotl 
' to reconcile Differences, and foftened Pompey^ 
who was /willing to comply in other things, but 
not to allow' him the Soldiers. At laft Cicero pre-^ 
vailed with Caf%r'% Friends, who were now mprc. 
flexible, to accept of the Provinees, and fix thdu- 
fand Soldiers only, and fo to make up the Quarrels 
Ptmtpey gave way co this, but Lentulus the Conful 
would npt hearken to it, but drove Antony and Cuf* 
rio out of the Houfe with Difgracei by which they 
afforded C^ii^r xhe handfomeil Pretence that could 
be to enflame the Soldiers, by (hewing them two 
Peribns of fuch Worth and Authority, who Were 
forced to efcape in a common Hackney -Coach, in 
tHe^Habits of Slaves > for fo they were glad to ^if* 
guife themfelves, when they fled out of Rome. 
Now there were not about him at that time above 
three hundred Horfe, and five thoufand Foot^ for 
the reft of his Army, which was left behind the 
JIpSj was to be brought after him byPerfons com* 
miifioned for that Purpofe. But he thought the 
firft Motion towards the Defign which he had then 
on Foot, did not require many Forces at prefent^ 
jand that he ought to make his firit Step fo fudden- 
\lj^ as to forprize the adverfe Party into an Admi-

ratipn oFhis Courage} for he efteemed it t^fier to 
AftonUh thetO) if he camjB/ unawares, than &irly to 
Conquer them> if he h^d alarmed them by his Pre* 
parations i ^d therefore be commanded his Cap- 
tains and oth^ Officers^ to go only^ with their 
Swords in their Hands, without any other Arms^ 
and make themfelves Mz&^ of Jfriminumy a great 
City of Gauly with as little Noife and Bloodihed 
as ppflible. He committed the Care of the Army 
to JHorienJiusj and (pent the Day in publick^ as a 
Stan4er-byy and Spe&ator of the Gladiators, who 
Exereifed before him. A little before Night he 
bathed, and then went into the Hall, andcpnverfed 
^^r feme time with Thofe he had inrited to Sup« 
per. When it began to grow dusky, he rofe from 
Table, and having complimented the Company, 
he defired them to (lav 'till he came back, which 
be faia, he ihould do very fpeedily. He had 
before This given private Orders to Some of hismoft 
intimate Friends to follow him, not All the fame 
way y but Some one way, Some another, to avoid 
Obfervation. He Hirafelf got into a Hackncy- 
Coacb, and drove at firft another way, biit on a 
^ fudden turned towards jlritmnum. 

When be was come to the River ^^i^(>;f, which 
parts Gaul that is within the Alps from the reft of 
Italyy his Thoughts began to work ^ now he was 
juft entering upon Danger, and he wavered much 
in his Mind, when he confidered cooly the diffi- 
culty of the Attempt. This ftopt his Career for 
awnile, and made him halt, while he revolved with - 
himfelf, and often changed his Opinion one way, 
and the other, without fpeaking a Word. When 
he could not fix his Refolution, he difcuft the 
Matter very particularly with his Friends who were 
about him, (of which number Afinim Pollio was 
One} computing how many Calamities his pafling 
that River wouji^ bring upon Mankind, and what

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a Rdatioii of it ' would be tranfmittcd to Poflerft)r^ 
Ac laftv carried on by an extraordinary Iittpiilfi^ h^ 
left off Reafoning) and crufted to the Events ufipg, 
the Proverb frequently iti their Mouths who enter 
upon dangerous and bold Attempts^ Tie Die if eafi% 
with which Words he took the River. When he* 
was over^ he ufed all Expedition poffible^ and be* 
fore it was Pay reached jfrimnnm^ and took it. .It 
is faid> that the Night bicfore he pafled the River, 
(t) he had an impious Dreant) for he dreamed thAC 
he was unnaturally familiar with his own Mother. 
As foon as Jrimifmm was taken, there was as ic 
were a wide Gate opehed to a War l^ Sea« as well 
as Land) and with the Limits of the Provinces^ 
the Boundaries of the Laws were tranlgrefled alfo : 
Nor would one have thought that the Inhabitants 
only, as at other times, fled, from one Place to ano- 
ther in great Confternation, but that the very 
Towns themfelves left their Stations, and fled for 
Succour into each other : So that the City oiRi^ 
was over-run as it were y^ith a Deluge, by theCon« 
flific of neighbouring People from all Parts round 
about } and was neither ealy under the Govern*- 
ment of its Magiftrates, nxH to be quieted by the 
Eloquence of any Orator, in this great Hurry and 
Confufion, but was in danger of finking by its owa 
Weight. For contrary Paffions, and violent Mo« 
tions, pofleft all Places : Nor were Thofe who werQ 
interefted in thefe Changes wholly at peace ^ but 
frequently meeting, , as in fo great a City they needs 
muft, with fuch ^ ihewed themfelves feariul and 
deje&ed, brought Quarrels on themfelves by their 
great Confidence and PrcTiimption.

Ac the (ame time Lahienus^' a Peiv 
Ion wha had been one of Csefar*$ beft Friends^ ana 
his Lieutenant, and One who had fought by him 
very; vigoroufly in the GaUic Wars, dderted hini^ . 
and went over to Pompey. C^efar fent all his Mo* 
pey and Equipage after him, and then late down 
^forc Ccrfinium^ which was Garrifoned with thir* 
tf Cohorts under the G>mmand of Dtnmtius. (i) 
He in Defpair ordered a Slave of His, who was nis 
Phyfician, to give him fome Poifon. The Slave 
accordingly gave him a Dofe, which he fwallowed 
in hopes or being difpatched by it : But foon after, 
when he was told that Cafar ufed a wonderful Cie* 
mency towards Thofe he took Prifoners, he lamen* 
ted his Misfortune, and blamed the haftinefe of bif 
own Refolution. But his Phyfician comforted him, 
when he acquainted him that he had taken a deep* 
iog, not a ppifonous Potion s With This he was ve- 
Tf much pleafed, and rifin^ from his Bed, went pro* 
(ently over to Q^efar^ and kifled his Hand, but af* 
terwards revolted to Pompey. 

When thefe Things came to be known at Rome^ 
the Spirits of Such as remained in the City were 
wonderfully raifed, and Many of Thofe who had 
fled returned to their Habitations. In the mean 
time Cafaf% Army being thus reinforced by DomU 
Hus\ Soldiers, as likewife by Thofe Pompey had pla- 
ced in Garrifon in the feveral Towns in thofe. Parts, 
became now fo ftrong and formidable, that he ad^ 
vanced againft Pompey Himfelf, who did not ftay 
to receive him, but fled to Brundufium^ having fent 
the Confub before with the Army to Dyrracbium. 
Soon after, upon C^/ar^s Approach, he fet to Sca,^

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as {hSll be more particularly related in hisLife. C^- 
. y2rr would have immediately purfued him^ but wanted 
Shipping, and therefore went back to Rome^ having 
without a drop of Blood fpilt made bimfelf Mafter 
of all Italy in the fpace of fixty Days. When he 
came thither, he found the City more quiet than 
he expefted, and many Senators upon the Place, 
to whom he addrefTed himfelf with great Courtefie 
and Deference, dcfiring them to fend to Pompey to 
treat of an Accommodation upon Conditions rea* 
fonable on both fides. But no Body complied with 
this Prppofal j whether out of fear of Pompey^ whom 

. they had deferted, or that they thought Cafar did 
not mean what he faid, but deemed it his Intereft 
to talk at that rate. Afterwards, when Metellm the 
Tribune would have hindered him from taking 
Money out of the Publtck Treaftiry, and quot^ 
fomc Laws Jgainft it ^ Cafar replied, That jirms 
and Laws did not well agree ^^ and tf you are difpUafed 
with what I do at prefent^ Sir^ retreat quietly ^ for 
War doth not admit long Speeches : tVben 1 have faid 
^ down my Arms^ and entered into Iterms of Peacoy then 

come and Harangue asyoupleafe: AndJTjis I tell yoA 
in diminution of my ownjuft Rights for indeed you are 
my ,Subje&^ as are all Thofe who have appeared againfi 
we^ and are now in my Power. Having (aid This to 
Metellus^ he went to the Doors of the Treafui^, 
and the Keys being not to be found, he fent for Smiths 
to force them open. Metellus again making Re- 
fiftance, and Some encouraging him in it, defar 
threatened to kill him, if he gave^him any fa-cber 
Difturbance : And nis^ faith he, you know^ young 
Man^ is harder for me to Say^ than to Do. Thcfe 
Words made Metellus withdraw for fear,, and at 
the fame time gave way to Cafar*s being eafily 

. and readily fupplicd With all things nccefliuy for 
the War. 

Soon 
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Soon after This he inarched into Spaht^ Witha 
Refolution firft to remove Afranius and Farro^ Pern* 
fef% Lieutenants, and to make himfclf Matter of 
the Army and Provinces under them, which when 
he had done, he thought he then might more fe* 
eorely advance againft Pampey^ when he had no 
E»netny left behind him. In this Expedition his 
Perfon was often in danger from Ambufcades, and 
his Army by want of Provifions, yet he did not dc- 
iift from purfuing the Enemy, provoking them to 
fight, and be£eging them, *till by main Force he 
made himfelf Mafter df their Camps, and theiff 
Forcts : Only the Officers got off, and fled to 
Pompey. 

When Cafar came back to Aome^ Pifo his Fa« 
ther*in-Law advifed him to fend Men to Pampij^ 
to treat of a Peaoe 5 but Ifauricus^ to ingratiate 
himfelf with C^far^ fpoke agaioft it; Cafar after 
This being chofen DiStator by the Senate, he im*- 
mediately called home the Exiles, advanced to Ti<^ 
ties of Honour the Children of fuch as had fuflered 
tinder Sylla^ and eafed fuch as were in debt by re* 
trenching fome part of the Intereft. He alfo made 
fome other Regulations much of the iame Nature 
but not Many : For within eleven Days he refigned 
his Di&atormip, and having declared himfelf Con* 
ful, with Servilius l/auficusj made hafte to the Camp 
again. He marched fo faft, that he left all his Ar- 
tny behind him, except fix hundred chofen Horfe, 
aiKi five Legions, with which he put to Sea in the 
very middle of Winter, ^about the beginning of the 
Month January^ which the Atbetdotts call Pofidean^ 
and having paft the Ionian Sea took Oricum and 
Jpoltonia^ (i) and fent back the Ships to JBrtfndnJi*

It^frem Place tp Place^ and ufes us as if we were not 
(0 he wern duty and had nofenfe of l^abimr^ Even our 
Iron itfelf is /pent by BJowSj and we ought to have 
fim^ pity on our Bucklers and Breaft^platest which 
have been ufedfo long. Doth not Caefar gather from 
our Wktmdsj /hat. we are mortal Men^ whom he com^- 
mands? Jnd tf^t we are fulyeSt to the fame Calami' 
ties and Difeafesy as other Mortals are ? It is impofi 
fitfk even for a, God to force the fftntet^Seafony or to 
piwler the Storms^ when, they rage $ yet He pujbes for^ 
wardy as if he p)ete not Purfuingy but Flying from an 
Mnemy. Thi& was their Difcourfe as they marched 
Icifureiy cowards JSnyW/^iKwr. But when they came 
thither, and found that C^Jar was gone off before 
them, they changed their Sentiments, and blamed 
themfelves as Traitors to their General. They now 
railed at their Officers for marching fo (lowly, and 
placing themfelves on the Promontories by the Sea« 
nde over*againft Epirus^ looked out to fee if they 
could efpy the Vei&ls which were to tranfporc 
them to Ci^n : He in the mean time was pofted 
in Jpotlonia^ but. had not an Army with him able to 
fight the £o(emy, xhe Forces from Brundufium be- 
ing fo long a coming, which put him into a great 
fulpence and b& what to do. At.laft he entered 
upon a dangerous ProjeA, which was to go in a 
VefTel of twelve Oars, without any one's know* 
ledge, over to Brundufium^ though the Sea was at 
that time covered with a vaft Fleet of the Ene- 
mies. He embarked in the Night-time in the ha- 
bit of a Slave, and throwing bimt'elf do wn like fome 
inconllderable Fallow, lay along at the bottom of

tlic Vd&l. The River (i) jfmus was to carry

betwixt the violence of the Tide, and the refiftance 
of the Waves againft it, the River was very rough, 
and fo uneven and dangerous that the Pilot could 
not make good his Pafl^e, but ordered his Sailors 
to tack about. C^fnir upcfo Thi$ difcovered him-f 
(plf^ and taking the. Pilot by, the Hand, who was 
rarprized %o fee Him there, (aid. Go on boPdly^ my 
friendj and fear nothings thou carrieji Casfar and His 
Fortune along with thee. The Mariners, when they 
heard That, forgot the Storm 1 and laying all their 
Strength to their Oars, did what they could to force 
their Way down the Riven But when it was to 
no purpote, and the Veflel now took in much Wa« 
ter, Cafi^ finding himfelf in fo great Danger in the 
very mouth of the River, permitted the Mafter, 
the* much againft his Will, to turn back. When 
he was come back to his Camp his Soldiers ran to 
him in whole Troops, and expreft how much they 
were troubled, that he (hould chink himfelf not 
ftrong enough to get a Vidory by their fole AC- 
fiftance, but muft needs difturb himfelf, and expofe 
his Perfon for Thofe who were abfent, as if he could 
not truft to Them who were with him. 

Soon after This, (i) Antony came over wich th^ 
YoxQtsitomBrundufium^ (3) which encouraged C^«

Cafar*% A flairs were (b defperate at that time, 
that \^hen Pompeyj either through Fear or his ill 
Fortune, did not give the finifhmg Stroke to that 
great Aftion, but retreated after he had (hut up 
the Enemy within their Camp^ Cafar^ upon his 
return, faid to his Friends, fbeFiSory to-day had beem 
cm our Enemies Sidi^ if they bad bad a General who 
knew bow to conquer.

Night the molt melancholy that he ever did any, 
being perplext in his Thoughts for his ill Con-;

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War thither, and had fat down by the Sea-ficfe, 
whilft bis Enemies had fuch a powerful Fleets ib 
that he feemed rather to be befieged with want of 
Neceflarics, than to befiege Others with his Arms^ 
Being thus diftraded in his Thoughts w^ith the 
tiew of the ill Pofture he flood in, he raifed his 
Camp, with a dcfign to advance towards Scifi$^ 
who lay in Macedonia s for he hoped either to draw 
Pompey where he fhould fight without the Advan* 
tage he now had of Supplies from the Sea, or over- 
power Scipio^ if not aflifted. This animated Ptm^ 
fefs Army and Officers fo far, that they were for 
purfuing Cafar^ as -One that was worfted and fly- 
ing. But Pompey was afraid to hazard a Battel, on 
which fo much depended, and being himfelf pro- 
vided with all Neceffaries for a confiderable time, 
thought to tire out, and wafte the Vigour of de^ 
y2rr*s Army, which could not Uft long^ for thcbefl 
part of his Men, though they had much E^cperience, 
and fhewed an irrefiftible Courage in all Engage- 
ments, yet by their frequent Marches, changing 
their Camps, affaulting of Towns, and long Watches, 
were fo broken, and fo much exhaufted with Age, 
tliat their Bodies were unfit for Labour, and their 
Courage cooled by their Years. Befides, it is (aid 
that a Peftilencial Difeafe, occafloned by their irre- 
gular Diet, raged in defar^s Army s and what was 
cf greateft moment, he was neither furnifhed with 
Money nor Provifion;, ib that in a little time he 
mufl needs fall of Himffelf For thefe Reafons Pom' 
pey had no mind to fight him, and was thanked fbr 
it by none but Cato^ who was pleafed with it out 
of bis Zeal to preferve his Fellow-Citizens. For 
when he faw the dead Bodies of Thofe who had 
fallen in the lafl Battel on Csefar^s fide to the num- 
ber of a Thoufand, he went away, covered his 
Face, and wept. The refl reproached Pompey for 
declining to fight, and called aim Jgamemnony and

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the King of EangSy as One that had no mind to 
ky down his Sovereign Authority, hoc was pleafed 
to fee fo many great Commanders waiting oq 
him, and paying their Attendance bi his Tent. 
Fwomusj who afitfted Cato's free way of fpeaking 
his Mind, complained bitterly, that they fiiould 
cat no Figs that Year at Tufculsm bv reafon of 
Pompey^s Ambition to be Monarch, j^framus^ who 
was lately returned out of Sftin^ and by reafon of 
the ill Campaign he had made, was fufpefted by 
Pmfey to have betrayed the Army for Money, 
asked him, ff^y be did not fight thai AfercbMtj mio 
bad fnade fucb Puirtbafes ? Pmpey was compeued 
by this kmd of Language to give €sfar Battel^ 
though aeainft his own Sentiments, and: in order 
to it punued him. 

defiur had (bund great Difficulties in his March, 
for no Country would fupply him with Provifions, 
his Reputation being very much funk fince his laft 
Defeat. But when he had taken {i) Gcmpbij a^

With thefe Words he immediately ran ia 
upon the Enemy at the Head of his Company^ 
confifting of a hundred and twenty Men, where 
he did great Execution, and was (lill preffing fbr^ 
wards Arcing his way as he pafled, when he receive 
ed a Wound in his Mouth from a Sword pufhcd 
with fu^^h Force that the Point came out at the

and future Deformity^ This Defigntopk, for they 
were fo far from bearixig the ftroke of the Javelins 
diat they could not (land the fight of them, hue 
turned abouc,and covered their Faces to Have them. 
Having thus broke their Ranks they fled away in 
great Confufion, and left the Foot at the Mercy 
of the Enemy : For thofe Companies, fo foon as 
they had broke and difperfed Them, immediately 
lurrounded the Infantry, and charging chem in 
Front and Rear foon cut them to Pieces. 

Pompey^ who commanded the other Wing of 
the Army, when he faw his Cavalry thus broken and 
flying, was no longer htmfelf, nor did be now re- 
member that he was Pampef tie Great s but ltk& 
One whom the Gods had deprived of . his Senies, 
Md ftruck with fome fatal Blow, retijred to his 
Tent without fpeaking a Word, and there fat to 
cxpeft the Event, *till the whole Armv was de- 
feated, and the Enemy appeared upon the Works 
which were thrown up oefore his Camp, where 
they clofely engaged with his Men, who were 
pofted there to detend ic. Then he firft feemedto 
have recovered his Senfes $ and cryed out, fFhatf 
into mjf Camp too ? which when he had faid he laid 
afide his Generars Habit, and putting on fuch 
Cloaths as might beft favour his Flight, ftole off. 
What Fortune he met with afterwards, how he 
took ihelter in M^pt^ and was Murdered there, is 
particularly fet forth in his Life. 

Cafar^ when hc^ came to view Pompey^$ Camp^ 
and faw fo many of his Enemies dead upon the 
ground, and Others dying, faid with a figh, ■ 
this they would have } they hrougbt me to this necef- 
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Jlty^ thai I Catus Caefar mufi have lofl the cre^i of fo 
many importstnt FiRories obtainedyfo many Wars ghriouf'- 
ly terminated ^ iflhadatlaftdifmiJfedmyArmy. Afinim 
Pollio hys ihsLi Cafar fpokc thofe* Words then in 
Latin^ which He afterwards ^rotc in Greek \ that 
Thofe who were killed at the taking of the Camp^ 
were mod of them Servants 5 and that (i) there 
fell not in the Fight above. fix thoufand Soldiers. 
Cdg'far incorporated moft of the Foot whom be 
took Prifoners, in 6is own Legions, and piirdon- 
ed feveral Perfons of Quality, and amongft' the reft 
Brutus^ who afterwards ftabbed htm. He did not 
immediately appear after thie Battel was over, which 
ut Cffar into a great Agony for him ^ nor' Was 
is Pleafiire lefs when he law him fafe, fiirren- 
dering himfelf to him. (i) There were many Pro- 
digies that foretold this Viftory \ but the moft ^- 
liaT was that at Trails. In the Temple of Vi^ory 
there ftood Cafar^z S;atue| the Soil oh which the 
Temple ftood was naturally hard and dry, but the 
Pavemeijt was of Stone as hard as Marble % yet it 
is faid that a Palm-Tree fhot it felf up near the Pe- 
deftal of this Statue. In the City of Padua^ one

juft then the A&ion was I)ot, and the Men en^ 
gaged- When hc^lopkcd ^ fecond time upon tl^c 
3irds, and nicely obirerV:ed th^ Omens, . he leaped 
^s if he bad been infpired, and ^ried our, thou^ 
Caefar, art th Conqueror. This mightily furpri;&e4 
the Standers-by J bitt he, took ihe Crown which 
he. had on, from hi? Head, and fwbrc be 'imuli ni^ 
v^r tOj^M' it again 'till tip Event Jhould give Authority 
to bis 4rt. This Uvy pofitively affirms for a 
Truth. 

Cafar^ as a Monument of his Vi^ory, gave the 

. ^beffalians grca^ Immunities, and then went in pur- 

iiiit of Pompey. When he was arrived at AJia^ tp 

gratifie Ttb^pQftpns^ who had made a CoUe&ion of 

Fables^ he entrancbifed the Gnidian^ his Coutitryr 

men^and remitted one Third of the Tax to all the 

r^/taticf. When he came to Alexandria^ whcfrc 

Pompey was already murdered, he turned from mea^ 

dotu$^ who pref^nted bin^ with his Head, but too^ 

-his Signet and wept over it, Thofe of Pompey^s 

flricnds who had been taken by the King of JEgypt 

as they were draggling in thofe Parts, he obliged, 

gnd made his Owa He wrote Letters to Rppie^ 

wherein he fignified to his Friends,That tbe great^ 

Advantage and Pleafure he found by t]be FiSory was^ 

that he every Day faved the Lives of fime Romans, 

noho bad been in Arms againjl him. As to the W^r 

in ^gypt^ Some fay it was dangerous and difhonoii* 

irable, and no ways neceflary, but occafioned only 

|)y his Paflion for Cleopatra: Others blamed x\\o 

Minifters,and efpecially the Eunuch Pbotintts^Vfho 

was chief Favourite, had latfcly took off Pompey^s 

*fjeacj, banifhed Cleopatra from Court^ and was 

,|iPW thought ^0 bp privately carrying on the Dc^ 
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ftruSHon of C^fdr % to prevent which^ C^far from * 
that time began to fit up whole Nighrs^viuQcter^ 
pretence of Drinking for the greater Security oh 
bis Perfon, It is certain^ that^he was intolerable; 
in his open Affronts to Cafar^ both by his- Wor<is> 
and Aftiom y for when Cafar^ Soldiers had mnfty^* 
and unwholFome Corn meaiure(| out to i)Rtm^:J?bo^ 
tiMus told . them, They muft^ take it, and be con* ' 
toitedy fince they wert fed at Another's Go ft.: He 
(^dered that the King's Table ihould be ' ferved ' 
\i^ith, Wooden and Earthen Difhes, and faitl, C4[/2rr 
Had all the Gold and Silver in Pawn for a Debt. 
For the fprefent King's Father owed Cafar one . 
thoufand feven hundred and fifty Myriads of Mo- 
ney; Cafar h^d formerly remitted to his Children 
the reft, but thought fit to demand the . thoufand 
Myriads art that time, to maintain his Army. Pbo^^ 
/^trx inftead of paying the Money preft him every 
diy to be gone, advifing him to look after his o« - 
ther Affairs that were of greater Confequcnccthan 
(ach a Paltry Debt, and that when Thofe were 
finished he fhould receive his Money, and the 
King's Favour into the Bargain, defar replied. 
That be did not want ^Egyptians to be his Counfei" 
hrsj and foon after privately fent for Cleopatra from 
her Retirement. That Princefs accompanied only 
with JpoHodorus the Sicilian got into a little Skiff, 
and in the Dusk of the Evening landed near the 
Palace. When {he found it would be almoft im* 
poffible to get in without being difcovered, (he be- 
thought her felf of this Stratagem : She got into 
the Tick of a Bed, where me lay at her full 
length, whilft Jpollodorus bound up the Bedding, 
and carried it on his Back through the Caftle-gates 
to Cajar\ Apartment. Cafar was firft taken with 
this fetch of CUopatra^^ an Argument of her Wit % 
and was afterwards fo far charmed with her Con- 
ver(ation and graceful Behaviour, that he recon-

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cHed ber to her BrotfacTy and made her PartiMr in 
the Govemmeiit. A Feftival was kept for Joy of 
this Reconciliadon, where Cafar^% Barber, abufie^ 
pragmatical FellQW, whofe Fear made him inoaifi- 
tive into everjr thing, went ferreting into alt the 
Corners of the GociFt, and liftning everywhere, and 
prying into all that pafled, difcovered that a Plot 
was carrying on againft C/efdr by j/fbiilas^ General 
of the King*$ Forces, and Pbotiims the Eunuch. 
C^far upon the firft Intelligence of it fet a Guard 
upon the Hall where the Feaft was kept,^ and kifled 
' Pbotinus. jlcbillas efcaped to the Army, and raifed 
a troublefome War aeainft C4sfar^\^ had enough 
to do to defend himtelf with a very fmall Force 
againft a ftrong City on the one Hand, and a 
powerful Army on the Other, (i) The firft Difi* 
pulty he met with, (i) was want of ^ater \ for 
the Enemies had turned the Pipes. Another was, 
the lofs of his Fleet, which he was forced to bura

irincnt Danger before Thar, when 
he was attacked in the Palace by 
jf€bil0Si who bad made himicLr 
ll^aflor of jiUxandri^, C^jOv* gives 
lis a Defaiption of this Action 
towards the latter end of the third 
Book of the avii Wars. 

(a) AUxMidrU was vaulted un- 
derneath, and full of Aqoedudis 
Wherein they received the Water 
Irom the N//^ and from thence 
ooovryed it to the .feveral HdHfes 
of the lohabitants, who ftorcd it 
10 Retervoirs snd Cifliernss wher^ 
it grew fine, and becan)e fit for 
^fe* The Matters of thofe HoU- 
fes ^nd their Families drqnk of 
that Water, but the common Peo- 
ple were forced to drii k the run- 
fling Water, which was foul and 
Vnhcalthy, for there were no 
Sprjo^s or Fountains ^ the City.

Htfids. The WUmes. unluckily (bread fo fiir as to 
deftroy the famous Library of JkMSftdria. (i) A 
Third was, tb^t in an Engagetnent near Pharos he 
leaped from thp Mole into a Skiff, to affift his 
Soldiers who were in Danger : When the JEgypth- 
am prefled him on every fide, he threw himfelf 
into the Sea, and with much difficulty fwam o£ 
It is faid that at the time when he flung himfdf 
jnto the Sea he had many Papers in his Hand, 
which though he was continually darted at, and 
forced to keep his Head often under Water, yet 
he did not let go, but held them up fafe from weth 
ting in one Hand,iwhilft he fwam with. the Other* 
In the mean time his Skiff, which he had jufl ^it^ 
ted,funk to the bottom with All that were on boaiv)^ 
At lafl the Kii^ having got off to jlcbiUas an4 
his Party, Cafar efigaged and conquered them } 
Many fell in that Battel, and theKi^g himfelf wps 
nev6r. fcen after. 

Ut>on This, (4) he made Cleopatra Qiieen of 
JE^yth ^1^0 ^00 ^^^ had a Soq by him, whoni 
the Jkxandrims C9\UA Gafariony^ and t|ien he de<* 
parted for Syria. Thence he paffed to Jfia^ where 
he heard that DomitiHs Calvmusj whom he had ap« 
pcdntcd Governor of 4M Minor^' was over^

inarched againft him with three LegionS)^ ftstigbt 
liim near (i) Zelcfj drove hitn out of Poifrks^znd, 
totally defeated his Army. When' he gave AMff* 
ftusy a Friend of his at Rome^ an Accoantof this 
Adion, to exprefs the fmartneis and difbaccbiof it^ 
be ufed thefc three Words, f^eni^ Fidi^Fi^ii 
which Latin Words being aH Difiy llables, and ha^ 
ing the fame Cadence, carry with tbem a^ : air of 
Brevity, which is very lucky aifd gracefol^ and 
cannot be exprefled in any other Language.

When he bad 
landed them, be went back privately under great 
ApprehenGoQs for the 1)etter part pf his Army s but 
m^ them upon the iSea, and brought them all to 
the fame Camp.

to that in a fmall Part of a Day he made himfelf 
Mafter of three Camps, aixl killed fifty thoufand 
of the Enemy, with the lo(s only of fifty Men. 
This is the Account Some give of that Fight : O- 
thers fiiy. He was not in the Aftion, but that he 
was taken with his ufiial Diftemper juft as he wai 
fetting his Army in Battalia. He perceived the 
Approaches of it, before it had too fiir diferdered 
his Sen{es ^ and as foon as he began to ihake, took 
care to be removed into a neighbouring Fort, where 
he repofed himfelf. 

Ot the Great Men that were uken after the . 
Fight, Some C^rpot to Death, Others prtfvettt^ 
cd him by killing Themfelves. CaU had uikler^ 
taken to defend UtUa^ and for that reafon was not 
in the Battel. The defire which C^fat had to take 
Him ahve, made him haften thither. Upon notice 
that he had difpatched himfelf, it is certain Citfar 
was much difcompofed, but for what reaibn is not 
fo well agreed^ yet This he faid, Cato, I envy thi€ 
thy Deatbj iecaufi thou €m)iidfi tm tbB Honour ^ 
faving thy Life. Yet after all This, the Difcourfe 
he wrote againft Cato aftet his Death, is no great 
fign of his Kindnefs, or that he was inclined to 
ibew him any Favour, (i) For how is it probable

Himfelf s and therefore be publiihed an Anfwer to 
it, containing a CoUedion of Charges and AccuCi'^ 
tions againft that great Man,which he called jinti*' 
I^^.^Thofe Difcourfes* have to this day each 
of them their Tevetal Admirers^ as Men ai*e diffe- 
rently inclined to the Parties. 
: C^/ar^ upon his return to Home^ did not forget 
to entertain the People with a large Account of his 
ViAory, telling them. That he had iubdued a Coun- 
try, which would fupply the Publick every Year 
with two hundred thouiand Bufhels of Corn, and 
jthree millions weight of Oyl. He was allowed 
(i) three Triumphs, One for ^gypfj Another for 
pontus^ and a Third for jffricy in the Title of the 
La ft no mention was made of Scipio^ but only of

Viftory difpleafcd the Romans beyond any thing 
he had done before^ for he did not triumph on the 
/Account of bavins defeated foreign Generals, and 
barbarous Kings, out for having ruined the Chil*. 
dren and Family of one of thegrcateft, though moft 
unfortunate of all thc^ Romans ^ and it did not look 
well to triumph over the Calamities of his Country, 
and to rejoice for an Advantage which ^e ought ra- 
ther to have deplored, and for which no better Apo- 
logy could be made to the Gods or Men, than that 
he was abfohitcly compelled to, it by Necefllty. But 
what made thisTriumph look ftill the more diftafteful 
YTzsj that he never before Tent a Letter or Expre($ 
of any Vi&ory he had obtained in theCouric of the 
Civil Wars, but fcemed rather to beafhamed of the 
Adion than to claim any Glory that might arife to 
him from it. And yet forallThis, the ^^^v^^rx taking 
the fame (ide with Fortune, gave the Rein into bt3 
Hands, and hoping that the Government of a fingic 
Pcrfon would give them time to breathe after fo ma- 
ny Civil Wars and Calamities, made him Didator 
for Life. This was a downright Tyranny j for his 
Power now was not only AbfolutCy but Perpetual 
too. Cicero propofed to the Senate to confer foch' 
Honours upon him as were indeed in fome meafurc 
within the Bounds of Modetty: Others ftriying 
which fhbuld deferve moft, carried them fo exccl- 
fivcly high, that they made C4f/2rr odious even to 
the molt indifferent arid 'moderate fort of Men, by 
the Haughtinefs and Extravagance of thoie Titles 
which tney decreed him. Viis Enemies arc thought 
to have had fome Share in This, as well as hisF/^/- 
terers : It gave them more Advantage againft him.

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and laid him more open to their Calumnies i for 
fince the Civil Wars were ended, he had nothing 
clie that they could charge him withal, (i) And 
they had good Reafbn to decree a Temple to Ck" 
mency^ in^oken of their Thanks for the mild Ufe 
he made of his Viftoricsj for he not only par- 
doned Many of Thofe who fought againft him, 
but farther to Some gave Honours and Offices : As 
particularly to Brutus and CaffiuSj who were Both 
' of them made Praetors. Pompefs Images that were 
thrown down, he fet up again \ upon which Cicero 
iaid, That by raifing Pompey V Statues be bad fixed bis 
Own. When his Friends advifed him to a Guard, 
and Several offered him their Service, he would not 
hear of it 5 but (aid, // was better to fuffer Death 
Once^ than Always to live in fear of it. He looked 
upon the Affeftions of the People to be the beft 
and ftireft Guard, and therefore entertained them 
ag;ain with publick Feafting, and general Diftribu- 
tions of Corn ^ and to gratify his Army, he fent out 
many Cplonies to feveral Places, of which the moft 
remarkable were Carthage and Corinth. It may be 
faid there was fbm^thin^ fingular in the Fate of 
thoie two Cities \ (z) for as they had heretofore 
been Both deilroyed at the fame time, fo were 
they now at the fame time rebuilt and repeopled. 
As for the Men of Quality, he promifed Some that

While Preparations were making for this £xpedi<* 
tion, he attempted to dig through the Iftbmus on 
vfhich Corinth ftands, and at the fame time had a 
Pefign to divert the Gourfe of the Rivers jfnio and 
Tihr^ and to carry them by a deep Channel dircft- 
ly from Rtmie to Circaum^ and fo into the Sea near 
Sarr/ifinaj that there might be a fafe and eafy Pa(^ 
fage for all Merchants who Traded to Rome. Be- 
fides This, he intended to drain all the MarOies by 
Nosnentum and Setium^ and gain Ground enough 
from the Water to employ many thoufaods of Men 
in Tillage, He propofed farther to make great 
Mounds on the Shoar nigheft Rome^ to hinder the 
Sea from breaking in. upon the Landi to cleanfe 
the Ofiian Shoar of fuch hidden Shelves and Rocks 
as made it unfafe for Shipping, and to build Ports 
and Harbours fit to receive fuch large Vefi^els as u(ed 
to ride thereabouts, Thefe Things were defigned 
without taking EfFeA. 

But his Reformation of the Kalendar, in order 
to re61:ify (i) the Irregularity of Time, was not 
only ingenioufly contrived, but brought to Perfe&i* 
on by him, and proved of very great Ufe : For it 
Was not only in Ancitnt Times that the Romans 
wanted a certain Rule to make the Revolutions of 
their Months fall in with the Courfe of the Year, 
whereby their Feltivals ar^ Solemn Days for Sa- 
crifice were removed by little and little, *till at laft 
they came to fall in with Seafons quite oppofite to 
Thofe of their primitive Inftitution^ But even in 
Cafafs days, the People had no way of computing

Numa was the Firft who 
put in this Month, but his Invention was too nar- 
row and ihort to correffc all the Errors that ro(e 
from their Computation of the Year, as we have' 
{hewn in his Life. C^far called in the bed Philo- 
fophers and Mathematicians of his Time, to fettle 
this Point j and upon Principles there propofed, e-^ 
ftabliflied a more ©xa6t and proper Method of cor- 
re&ing the Kalendar, which the Romans ufe to this 
Day, and feem to err lefs than any other Nation in 
the Reduction of this Inequality of Months to. the . 
Year, (i) Yet even This gave Offence to Thofc 
who envied his Grandeur, and were wdary of his 
Power I for Cicero the Orator, when one of the 
Company chanced to fay, The next Morning Lyr^ 
would rife J replied, 2eSj by vertue of the Edi^ j as 
if Men were forced by Authority to receive this 
new Scheme. 
But That which brought upon Him the moft ap* 

Earent and mortal Hatred, was his AfFcftation of 
eing King} which gave the common People the 
iirft Occafion to quarrel with him, and proved the 
moft fpecious pretence to Thofe who had been his 
fecret Enemies all along- Thofe, who would have 
procured him that Title gave it out. That it was . 
foretold in the Sibyls Books, that the Romans Jhoi$ld 
Conquer the Parthians when they fought againji them 
under the ConduSl of a King^ but not before.

Casfar, not King. Upon Thiss they forbore their 
Acclamations, and he paft on with an Air that ex« 
prefled much Sullennels and Piflatisfaftion. Another 
time, when the Senate had conferred on him Ibme 
extravagant Honours, he chanced to receive the 
Meflage as he was fitting on the Roftra^ wher^ 
though the Confuls and Prastors Themfelves waited 
on him, attended by the whole Body of the Senate, 
he did not rife, but behaved himfelf to them as if 
t they had been private Men $ and told them, IBs 

Honours wanted rather to be retrenched than increafid. 
This Carriage of His offended not only the Senate, 
but Commonalty too \ for they thought the Affront 
upon the Senate equallv refle&ed upon the w|iolc 
' Republicks fo that All who eould decently Iteve 
him went off much dejc&ed. Cafar perceiving the 
•falfe Step he had made, immediately retired Home | 
and laying his Throat bare, told his Friends, That 
he was ready to ftand fair for any Man that would 
do him the kind Office : Afterwards he excufed his 
fitting by his Diflemper, under pretence that Thofe 
who are affe&ed with it have their Senfes difcom- 
pofed, if they talk much Ihnding \ that they pre- 
* femly grow Giddy, fall ipto Convulfions, and quite 
lofe their Reafon. But all This was feiffned } for 
he would willingly have flood up to the Senate, 
had not Cornelius Balkus^ one of his Friends, or ra- 
ther Flatterers, hindered him* Do not you remem^ 
ier^ (aid he, you are Csefar $ and will you abate any 
thing of that Honour which is due to your Dignity?

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This made tbe Multitude place their Hopes on M. 
Brutusy who by his Father's Side was thought to 
be defcended from that firft Brutus^ and by his Mo- 
ther's Side from the Serviliij another Noble Fami- 
ly ^ and what was more than all the reft, he was 
Nephew and Son-in-Law to Cato. ' But the Ho- 
nours and Favours he had received vfrom Cafar took 
off tbe Edge from thofe eager Defires he naturally 
had to fubvert the Mpnafchy $ for he had not only 
been pardoned Himfelf after Pompey^s Defeat at 
Pbarfalia^ and had procured the fame Grace for 
many of his Friends, bufi was one in whom Cafar 
had a particular Confidence. He had at that time 
the^molt Honourable Prastorfhip of the Year, and 
was named for the Confulihip four Years after, be- 
ing preferred hciotcCAjfius his Competitor. Upon 
the Difpute between them, Cafar faid, Callius has 
tbe fairefi Pretenfions^ but I cannot pajs by Brutus. 
Nor did he afterwards hearken xo Thofe who ac- 
cufed Brutus^ as engaged in a Confpiracy againft 
him 3 but laying his Hand on his Body, faid to the 
Informers, Brutus will Jiay for this Skin of mine ^ 
intimating, that he was worthy of Empire on Ac- 
count of his Virtue, but would not be bafe and un- 
grateful to gain it. But Thofe who defired a 
Change, and looked on Him as the only^ or at leaft 
the moft proper Perfon to effcft it, durft not dif- 



Lib. I ;, and he isives us thefe Rea- 
fons for it. The firft was thar 
they were three hQodred Years 
before they thought of laying a 
pu^y upon Merc^ndize imported 
into their Harbours, and before 
they found they inhabited a mari- 
time City. The Second was for 
that having mortgaged their Por- 
ticoes for a certain Sum of Mo- 
ney, and failing to pay it at the 
time named in tbe Contra^, their 
Creditors prohibited chein from

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courfe the Matter with hiin> but in the Night- 
time laid Papers about his Chair of St^te, where ' 
he ufed to fit and determine Caules, with Scnten* 
ces in them to this Import : Tou are afleep^ Brutus: 
Tou are no longer Brutus. Caffius^ when he percei- 
ved his ambitious Soul a little raifed upon This, 
was more inflanc than before to work him yet far- 
ther, having Himfelf a private Grudge againft C^r* 
far^ for fome Reafons that we have mentioned in 
the Life oi Brutus. Nor was Cafar without fufpi* 
cions of him, fo that he took occa(ion to (ay to his 
Friends, fVbat do yow think Caffius drives at ? I do 
ncft well like bim^ he looks fo pak. And when it afas 
told him, that Anthony and Dolabella were in a Ploc 
againfl: him, he faid. He did not fear fucb fat folly 
Men^ . but rather the pale lean Fellows j meaning Caf- 
ftus and Brutus. But this (ingle Inftance is a Proof 
that Fate is noc fo concealed as it is unavoida- 
ble I for there were many ftrange Prodigies and 
Apparitions, which were manifelt Prefages of it. 
As to the Lights in the Heavens, the Phantoms 
which walked in the Night, and the wild Birds 
which perched upon i\it Forum^ Thefe are not pcr- 
'haps worth taking Notice of in fo remarkable an 
Event. But Strabo the Philofopher tells us, thac 
Men were feen in the Air all on Fire encountering 
' each Other 3 and that a prodigious Flame feemed 
to ifTue from the Hand of a Soldier's Servant, in* 
fomuch that They who faw it thought h^ muft be 
burnt, but that after All be had no hurt. As (7^- 
far was facrificing, the ViAim was feen to want a 
Heart, which was a very ill Omen, bocauie aCrea* 
ture cannot fubfift without a Heart. Many add, 
that a Soothfayer bid him beware of the Ides of 
March j for that lie was then threatned with fome 
great Danger: andr^tthat when. the Day was come, 
Cafar as he went to the Senate met this Sooth- 
fayer, and faid to him by way of Raillery, The Ides 

of 
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DfiAttchareccmi md he aofwered him odmly, Tes 
$b^ an corny but they are not pafi. The Day be* 
fore this AflaffiaatioO) he Tupped with Af. Lepidusi 
fls he was figaing fome Letters, thore arbfe^a DU^ 
pute what firt of Deaib was the befi ? At which he 
immediately, before any one could fpeak, faid, Jt 
fuddin one. 

After This, as he was in Bed with his Wife, 
til the Doors and Windows of the Chamber where 
he lay flew open on a (iidden. He was jlUrtlcd at 
the Noife, and the Light which brake into the 
Room, and fat up in his Bed, when by the Moon* 
ihine he perceived Calpumia fall afleep, but hettd 
her utto: in her Dream fome indifttnd Words, and 
inarticulate Groans. She fancied at that time fhe 
was weepii^ o?er C^/ar^ and holding him butch- 
ered in tier Arms^ Others iay. This was not her 
Dream} but that {he dreamed (i) aPinacle (which 
the Senate had allowed to be raifcd on C^ffar's Houfe 
by way of Ornament and Grandeur) was broken 
down, which was the occafion of her Tears and 
Groans. When it was Day, fhe begged of Cdfar^ 
if it were poffible, not to ftir out, but to adjourn 
the Senate to another time % and if he flighted bet 
Dreams, that he would be pleafed to confult his 
Fate by Sacrifices, and other kinds of Divination. 
Nor was he Himfelf without fome Sufpicion and ' 
Fears » for he never before difcovered in Calpnma

Hooonr it was accorded to 
tola to have theDoorsof UsHoiile 
open towards thq Street inftead of 
opening inwards. This Pinade 
was commooly adorned with feme 
Stacttes of their Gods, Figures of 
Vi&oTft or fuch other Decorati- 
ons ss< were fbitable to the Rank 
and (^tty of Thofe to whom 

, the FnvilepofcTeftiDg them was 
the Pttblick. Thus as a Token of lgranted« 

• an/ 
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any Womanifli Superftition, though he now ftw 

her under fuch terrible Apprehenfions. Upon the 

Report which the E^efts made to him, that they 

had killed feveral Sacrifices, and ftill found them 

jnaufpicious, he was refolved to fend Antony to di& 

mils the Senate. In that very Inftant came in Z>.* 

Brutus^ whofe Simame was Alhinus : he was One in 

whom Cafar had fuch Cdnfidence that he had 

made^im his Second Heir, thQUgh at the fame time 

he was engaged in the Confpiracy againft him, with 

the other Brutus and Caffiui. Tnis Man fearing kft 

if Cajar ihould put oflF th^ Senate to another Day^ 

the Bufineis might 2tt wind, took c^re to expoie 

thofe Pretenders to Divination, and told Cdefitr he 

would be much to blame if he gave the Senate (b 

juft Grounds of Complaint againft him, by cafting 

fuch a Slur on them i for they are^ laid he, met upom 

jtmr owH Summons^ and are ready to vote unanimoujlyy 

that you fiould be declared King of all the Provinces 

without Italy, and may wear a Diadem iw any other* ^ 

Place but Italy, both by Sea and Land. Now if any 

one JbouU be font to teHtbeh they nmft break up for 

tbeprefenty and meet again when Cul^pntntsijhallchance^ 

to have better Dreams $ what will your Enemies fay ? • 

Or who wiU with any Patience hear your Friends^ if 

they fball pretend tojuftify Tou^ and maintain that this 

is not an Infiance of downright Servitude on the one 

Party and bare^ faced Tyranuy on the Other. But if 

Tou are fo far prepojfeffed as really to think this an un* 

fortunate day^ it. will be more decent for you to go ta 

the Senate Tourfelf^and adjourn it in your own Perfon. 

Brutusj having fpoke thefe Words, took C^far by 

the Hand, and conduded him forth. He was not 

gone far from the Door, when fome Slave unknown 

made towards him i but not being able to come up 

to him, by reafon of the Crowd who prelled abouc 

him, he made Ihift to get into the Home, and com* 

mitjced himfelf to Calpurma^ begging of her to £b» 

cure 
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cure him 'till Cafar returned, becaule be had 
Matters of great Importance to communicate to 
him. Artemidarus the Cnidian^ who taught the Arc 
of Sophiilry in Greeks and by that means was fo far 
acquainted with Some about Brutus^ that he had 
got a great ways into the Secret, brought Cafar in* 
a little Schedule the Heads of what he had to dif- 
cover to him. But having obferved that C^efar as 
he received any Papers immediately delivered them 
to fome of his Officers, who attended him ^ he 
came as near to him as he could, and faid. Read 
3jbisj Casfar, alone^ and quickly \ for it contains great 
Bufinefs^ andfucb as concerns you nearly. Cafar re- 
ceived it, and went to read it feveral times, but 
was ftill hindred by the Crowd of Thofe who came 
to fpeak to him. However he kept it in his Hand 
by itfelf, 'till he came into the Senate. Some (ay 
it was Another who gaveC^r this Note, and that 
Artemidorus could not get to him, being all along 
•kept off by the Crowd. All thcfe Things mighc 
happen by Chance: But the Place where the Se- 
nate met, whi<j^h was chofe out for the Scene of 
this Murthcr, was the fame in which Pompey'% Sta- 
tue flood, and was one of the Edifices which Pom^ 
/fj'had raifed and dedicated with his Theater to the 
ufe of the Publick 5 which plainly (hewed that there 
was fomething of a Deity which guided the Aftion, 
and ordered it to be in that particular Place. Caf* 
Jus jufl before the A(ra(nnation looked towards P^/sir- 
fef$ Statue, and fileniiy implored his Afliflance % 
though he was an Epicurean in his Principles : But 
this Occafion, and the Inflant Danger, (hook his 
former Notions, and made him a perfe&Enthufiafl. 
As ioxi/intbony^ who was firm to Cafar^ and a Man 
of Strength and Execution, (i) Brutus AHfinus kept

a long Difcourfe contrived on purpofc. 

When Cafar entred into the Houfe, the Senate 
ftood ap in.Refpcft to him. 0( Brutus* % Confede- 
rates, Some came about his Chair, and ftood behind 
]t$ Others met him, pretending to fupplicate with 
Metellus Citnber^ in behalf of his Brother who was 
in Exile \ and they followed him with their joint 
Petitions 'till he came to his Seat. When he wa| 
feated be reje£fced their Petitions, and upon their 
urging him farther, reprimanded them feverally. 
whereupon Metellus laying hold of his Robe with 
both bis Hands, pulled it over his Neck, which 
was the Signal for the Aflault. Cafc^gzv^ him the 
firit Cut iri the Neck, which was not mortal, nor 
dangerous, as coming from one who at the begin* 
Jiing of fuch a bold A£tion was probably very much 
difturbed, fo that his Strength as well as Spirits 
might fail him. Cafar immediately turned about, 
and laid his Hand upon his Dagger^ and Both of 
them at the fame time cried out : He that received 
the Blow, in Latin^ Wicked Cafca ! what doft thou 
mean? and He that gave it in 6r^^^, addreffing him-* 
felf to his Brother, Brother^ help! Upon the firft 
Onfet, Thofe who were not confcious to the De- 
fign were aftoniihed ^ and their Horror at the AAion 
was fo great, that they durft not fly, nor affift Cr- 
far^ nor fo much a$ fpeak a Word. But Thofe who 
came prepared for the Bufinefs, enclofed him on 
every fide with their naked Daggers in their Hands $ 
fo that which way foever he turned, he met with 
Blows, and faw their Swords levelled at his Face 
and Eyes, and was baited on all Sides, like a Beaft 
taken m a Toil. For ic was agreed they ihould 
each of them makeaThruftathim, ancjfleih them- 
felves with his Blood y wherefore Brutus gave him 
one Stab in the Groin. Some fay that he fought 
and redded all the reft, and traverled from one Place 

to

to another, calling oat for Help: But when he law 
Brutus*% Sword drawn, he covered his Face with 
his Robe, and quietly furrendered himfelf, 'till he 
was puihed^ either by Chance^ or by Defign of the 
Murtberers, to the Pedeftal on which Pompefs Sta- 
tue flood, which by that means was much ftaiimi 
with his Blood i fo that Pompey Himfelf may feem 
to have prefided in this Execution of Vengeance 
upon his Enemy, who fell at his Feet, and breathed 
out his Soul through a multitude of Wounds i 
for they fay he received Three and Twenty. The 
Aflaffinates Themfelyes were Many of them woun* 
ded by each other, Vhilft they All levelled their 
Blows at the fame Perfon. 

When Cafarvna difpatchcd, Brutus ftood forth 
to give a Reafon for what they had been] doing i 
but the Fathers, who had not the Heart to ftay 
and hear him, flew out of Doors in all hafte^ and 
filled the People with fo much Fear and Diftra&i- 
cm, that Some ihut up Houfe, Others left their 
Shops and Ware*hou{es : All ran one way or other i 
Some to the Place, to(eetfaefadSpedacle> Others 
back again, after they had (een it. Anthony and 
L^dus^ C4r/2rr'5beft Friends, got off privately, and 
abfoonded tbemfelves in fome Friends Houfes. Bru'* 
tm and his Followers, being yet hot with the Mur- 
ther, marched in a Body from the Senate-Houfe to 
the Capitol witli their drawn Swords, not like Per- 
foos who thought of efoaping, but with an Air of 
Confidence and Affivataoe. As thqr went along^ 
they called to the People to rdume their Liberty, 
and complimented Thofe of better Quality, as they 
came in their way. Some of Thofe went sdong 
With them, and joined Compai^ with the Confpi- 
ncors, preteo^ng to fliafe ia the Honour of the 
A&ioa, as if they had born a Part in it. Of this 
number Was C. Oaavius^ and Lmtfdus Spintber : 
Thofe fufiered afcerwaids for their Vmky^ being. 

taken 
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taken ofF by Anthony and t6e younger C^far^ but 
they loft the Honour they defired, as well as their 
LiveS) which it coft them, fince no one believed 
they had any {hare in the Aftiou) for even They 
who puniihed them did not do it in Revenge of 
the Faft, but the Will. The Day after, Brm^ 
tus with the reft came down from the Capitol, andi 
made a Speech to the People, who attended to it^ 
without expreffing either any Pleafiire or Refent« 
ment, but mewecTby their deep filence, that they 
pitied Cafar^ and reverenced Brutus. The Senate 
made Afts of Oblivion for what was paft, and took 
healing Meafures to reconcile all Parties : They or* 
dered that C^efar fhould be worfliipped as a Gody 
and that not any the leaft thing ihould be altered 
which he had Enaded during his Government : At 
the fame time they gave Brutus and'^his Followers 
the Command of Provinces, and other confiderable 
Pofts : So that all People now thought things were 
well lettled, and put into a very good Pofture. Buc 
when Cafar's Will was opened, and it was found 
that he had left a confiderable Legacy to each of 
the Roman Citizens 5 and when his Body was feen 
carried through the Forum all mangled with 
Wounds, the Multitude could no longer con- 
tain themfelves within the Bounds of Decency and 
Order^ but heaped together a Pile of Benches, Bars, 
and Tables, on which they placed the Corps, and 
burnt it. Then they took Firebrands, and ran Some 
to Fire the Houfes of the AfTaffinates, Others up 
and down the City, to find out the Meti, and 
Limb them 1 but they met with none of them. 
They having taken efiedual Care to fecure them- 
fclves. 

One Cinnaj a Confident of Ciefar% chanced the 
Night before to have an odd Dream : He fancied , 
that Cafar invited him to Supper 1 and that upon 
his Refufal to go with him, Cajkr took him by 

the 
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the Hand, and forced him, ithough he hung back. 
Upon Notice that Cue/ar'sBoiiy was burning in the 
Market-place, he got up, and went thither, out 
of refpe^ to bis Memory, though his Dream gave 
him fome ill Apprehenfionsj and though he was ac 
the fame time Feverifli. One of the Rabble who 
faw him there, asked Another, IVho that was? And 
having learned his Name, told it to his next Neigh- 
bour : It prefcntly went for currant, that he was 
one of Cdffar'% Murthercrs ; and indeed there was 
one Cinna among the Confbirarors. They taking 
This to be the Man, immediately feized him, and 
tore him Limb from Limb upon the Spot. 

Brutus and Cajfius were fo terrified at thcfe Pro- 
ceedings, that a few days after they withdrew out 
of the City, to efcape the Indignation of the Peo- 
ple. What they afterwards did and fufFcrcd, and 
how they died, is written in the Life of Brutus, 
Cafar died in his fifty fixth Year, not having fur- 
▼ived Pompey above four Years. That Empire and 
Power which he had purfued through the whole 
Courfe of his Life with fo much Hazard, he did at 
laft with much Difficulty compafsj, but reaped no 
other Fruits from it than an empty Name, and in- 
vidious Title, (i) But that happy Genius, which 
was propitious to him during his Life, feems to 
V have ftuck to him after his Death, as the Reven* 
gcr of hisMurther J for it purfued by Sea and Land 
all Thofe who were concerned ii> it, and fuffercd* 
None to efcape, but reached AH who were either 
a£i:ually engaged in the Fad, or by their Counfels 
any way promoted it. 

The moft fignal Accident of all here below, was 
That which befcl Cajftusy who when he was coa-

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tfitred at Pl^i^ii, Killifd' himfelf with the fainc 
Dagger which he had made ufe of agaihft Cdfaf. 
The moft rematkabie Appearance ih the Heavenk 
(i) wasagricat Conbct, which flione very bright 
tor fevtri Nights after defuft Death, and then difi. 
Appeared. There was alio i, very feint Light in the 
Sun % for the Orb of it Was pale for the ^ace of a 
Year, iloi' did it rife with^ its ufual Brightne^ and 
Vigouh Hence it gave bat aVeak and feeble Heat, 
and confoqucntly the Air was damp and grols, for 
Want offtrongcrRm to'open and rarifieit: The 
JFruitsf, for that Rcafon, ^ere crude and uficbncba:* 
cd, fo that thejr rotted and decayed ttiroiigh the cjiil- 
nds of the Air. Above All, the Phantom which 
appeared vo Btutus^ fliewed the Mbfther was' not 
plcafihg^ to the Gods. The' Story of it is tliis : 

Brutus being to pafs his Army xxoxriAbydos to tKc 
Continent on the other fide, laid himfelJF doWn one / 
Night, as he ufed to do, in his Tenf, arid Was' not 
a-fleep, but thinking of his Affairs, and what & 
vents he might* c3cpe£t : For he was naturally of a 
watchful' Cohftitution, and very little inclined to 
Sleep. He thought he heard a Noife at the £K>or 
of his 'Tent, and looking that way, by the Light 
of his Lamp, which was almofl put, faw a terrible 
Figure, liktThat'of aMan, but of an extraofdina* 
ry Bulk arid grim Countenance. He v>as fome- 
What frighted at flrft: But feelnjg it' neither did nor

iain, but (poke not a Word. He prefently under- 
;ood his Death was near, and expofed himfelf to 
all the Danger of the Battel : Yet he did not die 
in the Fight 3 but feeing his Men defeated, got up to 
the top of a Rock, and there prefenting his Sword 
to his naked Breaft, and ailifted, as They fay, by a 
Friend, who helped him to give the Thruft, died 
upon the Spot*

The Contfarifin ofC^ht with Alexander. 

THE Roman Empire fo plentifully abounded 
with Virtues of all kinds, efpecially (iich as 
^re Military, that I have before me a large Choice 
of many great Commanders, even Some of them 
liis Cotemporaries, worthy to be put in Competi- 
tion with Alexander. But when Cafar preients 
himfelf I cannot but at the firft View think Him 
the fitteft to be compared with that Conqueror of 
Jlfia. And I may venture to lay that if in my o« 
ther Comparifons I have my felf made Choice of 
the Champions I was to bring into the Lifts, in 
This, that is now before us, I have only followed 
the univerial Confent of Maokiod, The general 

Concurrence 
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Concurrence of all Nations, and all Ages, hare 
pointed de/ar out as the fitteft Perfon to be com* 
pared with jtkxander^ the PerTon in whom is to be 
found the grcatcft Conforaiity with him. In a 
Word there is a perfed Refcmolance betwen them 
in every Feature % the fame Ambition, and the 
fame Delight in War % the faihe Courage^ and In« 
tf epidicy in Adion ; the fame Generofity to Thofe 
they had vanquifhed, and the fame Confidence in 
Fortune. Alexander^ Glory effaced That of all 
the Grecian Commanders who had gone before hitd^ 
and Cafar^s infinitely excelled the Roman. At His 
Approach a general Eclipfe enfued, as when the 
Sim firfl: appears aU the nightly Lunlinaries are ex« 
tinguifhed, and, to make ufe of Pindar's Words^ 
His Light lays wafie the whole Extent of Heaven. 

But as in thofe Faces where we trleet with the 
ftrongeft Refemblances,we always find foiiie Marks 
oiF Diftindion ; fo are there in the Lineaments of 
thefe two Heroes fome peculiar Features that point 
out to us the difference that is between them. We 
are now to take a furvey of the One, and the O- 
ther, and to weigh in an equitable Bal^pce their 
Virtues, and their Vices 5 to the end the Reader 
may be able to judge Which of them has the Pre* 
ference, and in Which of them is to be found th.e 
moft perfc6t and elfential Greatnefs. 

If we confidcr them with refpeft to their Birth, 
we ihall not find the One to haVe any Advantage 
over the Other, jilexander was defcended from 
Hercules by his Father's fide, and from Achilles by 
his Mothcr*s j fo that he could trace his Pedigred 
up to Jupiter himfclf j and fo could Cafar toOj bc^ 
ing, as he faid, defcended from Fcnus and AnchifeSi 
But Alexander did in a manner dilhonour His Birth 
by difguifing, or rather difowning it§ pretending 
himfclf to be the Son of Jupiter^ and the Fruits of* 
the Cotaoierce of that Deity with hk Mothen

Vfhcf cozCffar never departed from the Tradition 
of his Family, biK thought it enough to fay, that 
tkf Julii Wire defcended from Venus> and that in His 
Family ivas to be found the Majtfiy of KingSj ^bo are 
above the reft of Mankind ^ and the SanStity of the 
Gfds^ m whom Kings are dependent. 

They were Both of them exceeding beautiful, 
of a lofty Mien, full of Sweetnefs and Majefty, 
The Fire that fparkled in their Eyes betokened the 
Heat and Itnpetuofity of their Courage. Howe- 
^r Each of them had a Defe£k in his Make, which 
t^\ refpe&ive Hiftorians have not forgotten, 
C^ef^r was h^d, and Alepcander*% Head leaned on 
one fide. But this Defed in Cafar was at laft con* 
cealed by hU many Vi(^ories, for They gave him a 
rightto a Laurel Crown, which he y^ore conftant- 
ly^ and That of Alexattder was as it were wiped 
©ff by the Flattery of his Courtiers, thofe Apes of 
their Mafter, for they: either effaced it, or rendered 
it lefs remarkable by their Imitation of it. Alexan^ 
d$r was formed by Nature to encounter with the 

freateft HardChips, whereas Cafar was of a weak 
plicate Conilicution, whjch however he hardened 
by Exercife, and drew even from the Incommodi- 
ties of War a Remedy for his Indifpofltions^ by a 
thoroo^h nested of himfelf^ by inuring himfelf 
to all forts ot Fatigues, and turning even his Re- 
ppfe into Adion. Now it is more glorious to 
harden and invigorat;e an infirm Body by the raeer 
pint of Courage and Labour, than to receive it 
robuft and ftrong from the Hands of Nature. 

They were Both pofleflcd with the fame Spirit 
of Ambition, or the feme Paffion of ruling, and 
being Lords over All. Alexander^ whilft but a 
Child, complained to his Comrades of his Father, 
who, he faid, would leave nothing for Him to 
Conquer $ and Cafar^ in a more advanced Age, 
cpnfeft to his Frien(|s as he was pafling the Alps 
..... that" 



I 
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, that he had rather be the Firft in a pitifiil Bo- 
ix>ugh than the Second in Rome. And lipon read- 
ing the Life of jilexander one day whilft he was m 
Spaiffj he burft out into Tears for that He h^ 
done nothing to be talked of at an Age wherem 
that Prince had conquered fo many Kingdoms. But 
in Truth this paffion was more proper for Alexan^ 
Sefj who was born a King, than tor C^far^ who was 
by Birth no more than a private Perfon, notwith- 
ftanding his high Extraftion 5 he was as it were 
hemmed in by Numbers of great Men, all his E- 
jquals \ fo that he could not think of aggrandifing 
himfetf without breaking down that Barrier of 
Egqajity, and committing the greateft Ads of In* 
juftice. 

It is true that on theother fide This makes for the 
Advantage of Cafar. For it is not fo furprifing to 
fee a Prince born and nurft in the Bofom of Roy- 
alty, and aided with all the Supports inherent to 
it, raifed to the higheft pitch of Greatnefs, as to 
fee a private Man, without any of thofe Advanta- 

Ses, work his way thorough, and by his own Ih- 
uftry raife himfelf up to that Eminence. He cet^ 
tainly fliews himfelf to be the greater Man who 
owes his Advancement to Himfelf alone, than He 
who is in fome degree obliged to his Anceftors 
for it, who had prepared to his Hands the firft 
Foundations of that ^Advancement. 

As to their Education,^Zf^^»rf(?r had in that Re- 
ipeft a great Advantage over dejar. We hear no 
mention of His Preceptors, and are only told thatJ 
he went to Rhodes to hear Apllonius Atolon the 
Philofopherj whereas Alexander had many Precep- 
tors and Governors always attending him \ and his 
Father Philip fent for Arifietle^^ the moft celebrated 
and knowing of all the Philofophers, to take care 
of his Education. To This Education was owing 
the great Love he had f* Knowledge and Learn- 

O 3 ing, 
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i%9 which made him own that he had rather cx« 
cell other Men in that refpcA, than in Power and 
Dominion. It was Xhis taught him to entertain 
inch % high Value and Efteem for Horner^ as to de- 
clare that he envied Achilles in nothing but h js 
good Fortunefin having that excellent Poet the He- 
rald of his A&ions* And yet it may be faid with 
great Truth that C^far^ notwithftanding the Nar- 
rownefs of his Education, was as great a Proficient 
in Learning as Alexander^ a$ appeared by his many 
TreatifeS) and of which his Gommentaries^ and 
the high Commendations he received from his 
Cotcmporaries on Account of his Eloquence, are 
giving Teftimoniest 

Alexander's firft Appearance in the World was 
with fuch a Luftre, as plainly foretold the amazing 

) Brigfatnefs that was to follow. Being left Regent 
of the Reahn at the Age of fixteen he reduced a 
Nation that had rebelted, and took their Capital 
City by Aflault, Two Years after he had the Com- 
mand of a Wing of the Army under his Father 
iPbilip at the Battel of Cbaronea^ where he broke 
the facred Band of the Tiebans. When he was 
twenty Years old he fucceedcd his Father in the 

« Empire, and tho* he found the State in a very di- 
ftraaed Condition, the barbarous Nations being 
ready to throw off the Yoke, and Greece not ac- 
cuftomed to the Domination of the Macedonians^ 
full of Cabals, and ripe for a Revolt, yet he rc- 
. fufcd to follow the Advice of his Friends, who 
counfelled him to leave Greece to her felf, and not 
think of retaining her by Force i and to reduce 
. the Bariarians^ by gentle Ufagc, and apply Leni^- 
tives to the Diftemper. Inftcad of thele timorous 
!p!.xpedients he built his Security upon bis Courage 
find Magnanimity. He marched againft the Bar^ 
harianf^ and defeated them in a pitcht Battel 5 af-* 
^X wWcb hp turned h« Viftorjous Arm? agaiqft 
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the fheiansy and aflured hitnfelf of Greece by the 
Cbaftifement inflifted on the Rebels. 

Cie/ar*s Beginnings were not fo promifing. We 
hear nothing of Him 'till afcer he was marripd^and 
the firft Years that fucceeded thereupon do not af* 
ford any thing that can ftand in Competition with 
the great ^Exploits of the Macedonian^ unleis wc 
fhould bring into the Comparifon his fteady Beha« 
viour, tho' he was then but young, to Sylla-^ his 
haughty Carriage to the Pirates tho* he was their' 
PrUbner, and the Punifhiqent he infli&ed on them 
after he had overthrown them in their own Har- 
bour. It was indeed an Argument of a great Re<- 
folution not to be ihocked at the Menaces of a Man 
fo cruel and imperious as Sylla, and to ufe a Parcel 
of lawlefs unrelenting Pirates as if he had been 
their Mafter, and not their Prifoner. Befides Cafar 
muft even in his Youth have promifed fomething 
very great and formidable, fince Sylla was beard to 
fay that in that Boy be difiovered many Marius's. But 
is this Dawn comparable to the Day-break of ^- 
Jexandevj in which he rendered faimfelf Mafter of 
Greece^ reduced TTbrace and Ulyria^ and fubdued 
the Triballi and Majians ? 

The Expedients they Both made ufe of in order 
to compafs their Ends, and attain their Greatnels, 
place them in very different Lights, jfkxander^s 
Procedure was full of Honour, Candor, and Sin- 
cerity } That of C^far was made up of Meanneis, 
Fraud, and Artifice. He difhonourably made his 
Court to the People j propofed many feditious 
Laws to gain Their Favour 5 advanced to the Office 
of Tribune the mod infamous of Mankind, and 
turned a fcandalous Marriage Broker, and All to 
carry on his own Defigns. 

Policy is a Talent peculiar to Princes, and 
Sutcfmen. That of defar was deep, and refined* 
He at the fame time pretended to the Confu* 

O 4 ' Utc^ 
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late, fdd a Triumph \ but forafmucfa as the Laws 
difqualified him for the Firft whilft he remained 
wi£h hi3 Troops at the very Gates of the Cky, 
after having demanded a Privilege which w^ refufed 
him, he dropped his Pretentions to the Triumph) 
entered Rome^ and put in for the Coofulate, like a 
true Politician preierring That which was more 
Sure and Profitable, td the more Glaring and 
Oftentatious. He wrought a Reconciliation be- 
tween Pompey and Cr40s^ by which he fecurcd 
to himfelf the Power and Interefl: of them Both. 
So that an Aftion whici^ in fhew feemed to be full 
of Humanity, put^him in a Condition of overturn- 
ing the Government. He defeated his Enemies by 
the Arms of his Citizens, and bought his Citizens 
with the Wealth of his Enemies. There is no- 
thing of this kind in Alexander that may be compared 
l^ith it I but That is for his Honour, for Policy is 
never commendable, but when it is applied to ho- 
neft, jiift, and commendable Purpofes. 

There was one piece of Policy in Cafar worthy 
cf Commendation. After he had overthrown the 
Helvetians in a general Engagement he recalled 
Thofe that had e(caped the Battel to the Number 
of a hundred thoufand, and upwards, aod forced 
tjicm to return into their own Country, and re- 
build the Cities they had dcftroyed. This l^e did 
to prevent the Germans who might hgve been 
tempted by the Goodnefs of the Country to pal? 
the Rbiney and fettle in thofe Parts, which would 
have been q( danjgerous Confcqucrice to the R(h 
plans. / ' 

But is not Alexander to be commended for his 
Policy, when for the better Maintenance and Se- 
curity of his Affairs during his abfencc iii remote 
Parts, he took thirty thoufand Children of tjfic 

Eincipal Families in Perfia^ to be educated in the 
earmng of Gr^^^, and inftrufted in \3m Maceio^ 

niaff 
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nian Exercifes ? by this means afluring himfelf of 
ffae* Fidelity of the Parents and Affeftion of the 
Children, who befides from Hofttges would in due 
time grow up to be Soldiers. 

His Marriage with Roxana^ and afterwards with 
Varius's Daughter, as alfo the Nuptials of the 
fM-incipal Officers of his Court, whom he matched 
to the Daughters of the greateft Men in Perfia, 
and which were celebrated with fo much Magnifi* ^ 
<:ence, may be looked on as the eScQ: of great Pru- 
dence, for he thereby joined itv Bands of the clofeft 
Alliance, two of the moil: powerful Nations upon 
Earth; Unle($ it fhall be laid that Pieafure, and 
the Allurements of great and magnificent FeaftiogSf 
accompanied with Love and DiiTolutenefs, which 
had already got the better of his Continency, had 
not a larger Ihare than Policy in thgt Union. 

As for their Warlike A&ions, by which they 
are particularly chara£fcerired, it is eafy to draw a 
Comparifon ot them, but it is not fo eafy to deter- 
mine which fide has the Advailtage ^ This muft 
be the Work of th? moft confummate and expe- 
rienced Comtpander. We will endeavour to pro- 
pofe That which to us fcems the njoft obvious. 

Many things are recjuifite to the forming a gntat 
Geoeral. For without reckoning up the Qualifi- 
cations of the Body, he ought to have a Head that 
knows how jo gqdcrtake wifely, to lay his Dcfigns 
deeply, and fo apply his Expedients as to execute 
thein fuccefsfuUy. He ought to know what Places 
are proper for Encampments j how to form an 
Army according to the Nature of the Ground, the 
prefent Copjunfture and Dilpofition of the Ene* 
my, fo as- to deprive Him of all the Advantages 
that can be of uie, and fecure them to Himfelf He 
ought de^cteroufly to conceal his own Schemes, 
and penetrate into Thofc gf the Enemy 5 or as 
Plat§ faith from Htmcr^ flea! from him his Refolu^ 
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1% The Comparifon ef 

tions, his Defigns, and all his Enterprizes. He 
muft have the Forcfight to fccure his . Convoys, 
and prevent their falling into Ambufcades ^ Cou- 
rage, and Boldnefs in Execution j a Vivacity Iq 
profiting from all Conjundures, and feeing with 
the cafl: of an Eye, and inftantly amending any 
Diforder that may arife in the Heat of A&ion, 
which otherwife may difcompofe Meafures the moft 

grudential, and bed concerted j but above all This 
e muft have a cool Head, and folid Judgment, 
unfhaken in the midft of the greateft Dangers. 

All thefe Qualifications appear in a high Degree 
in Cafarj and jlksander^ tho' the Latter truiled 
more to Fortune, who has a great Influence upon 
all humane Affairs, and exerts her Power no where 
with fo much Infolence, as in all Warlike Under- 
takings. 

After his Eflay againft the TTsebans^ and A&ions 
that would do Honour to the moft renowned Com- 
manders, he undertook his Expedition into ^fi^ 
with-means no way proportioned to the Greatnefs 
of the Undertaking. He fet out *with an Army 
confifting of no more than thirty thoufand Foot, 
and five thoufand Horfe, and a Fund of two thou- 
fand Talents. With This Fund, and This Army, was 
lie to encounter with DariuSy who could raife Mil- 
lions upon occafion, and had immenfe Treafijres 
to maintain them. 

. Imagination ftartles at the Boldnefs of this En- 
terprise, and is feized and tranfported at the man- 
ner in which it was executed. What can be more 
aftonifhing than his Paflage over the Granicusl? A-- 
Jexander there looks more like one pofleiTed, than a 
Man of Senfe and Reafon. To behold him in the 
middle of the Flood, often born down, and buried 
in the Waters, One would think one faw Achilles 
grappling with the boifterous Waves of the Scch 
mander^ and Simgis^ At UA: after infinity Hazards. 

and 
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imd through the midft of a fhower o( Darts, he 
reached the oppoiice Banks, where he engaged the 
Enemy^ and obtained a fignal Vidory. Sarats^ and^ 
feveral other Cities are the Fruits of that Vi&ory:. 
Miletm and Halicamaffus he takes by Force } he 
reduces the Pifiiians who had revolted, and palTcs 
h'ke a Torrent through Papblagonia and C4ppa^ 
dvcia. He advances againfl; Darius- into Syria^ where 
he gains a (econd Y iaory, which^ was chiefly owing 
to his Conduft, and the maflerly Difpofition of his 
Forces. After This he lays Siege to Tyrcy during; 
which he makes an Incurfion into jtrabia. And 
when he had reduced the Place, which cod hita 
leven Months, and Toils without number, he fitt 
down before Gaza the Capital of Syria^ and makes 
himfelf Mafter of That. From thence he marches 
into Mgypt to confult the Oracle of Jupiter jimmM^ 
where he meets with innumerable Difficulties, that 
were thought infurmountable. Upon his return 
out of Phanicia he marches againft Darius^ who 
was come down with an Army of a Million of Men^ 
and defeats him in a pitched Battel, which makes 
liim Mafter of Babylon^ znd the whole PerJianEror 
pirc. 

To thefe famous Exploits of jflexander we may 
oppofe Thofe performed by Cafar in Spain^ where 
he fubd^ed Nations that 'till then had never paid My 
Obedience to the Romansy and give the Preference 
to his glorious Campaigns f^gainft the Tiguriansy the 
HelvetianSy the Germansy and the BeJgsey in which 
he totklly fubdued Gauly took by aflault above 
eight hundred Towns, conquered three hundred 
Nations, fought in feveral Engagements againft 
three Millions of Enemies, cut in pieces above one 
Million, made Another Prifoners, ended two im« 
portant Wars in one Campaign, and chcaked the 
Lakes and Rivers with the Bodies of the Slain.

Cft the Abim at the Head of an Armyi aad tho* 
paft it OH a Eridge^ it was a Bridge which waf 
cofftrhed and perfmed in the Space of ten dayv^ 
nod was fer ibat Reafon the Aftooiihoient and Ad- 
flftSrati^a of the whole World. And what is ftill 
nore furpt is&ing, this whole Expedition ww the 
^ttfinefs of AST fldore than eighteen Days^ 

To £he Bdtdiicft of Ahitander^s £xpe<!ttioa into 
the fydies^ we may oppofe That of Cs/ar into Rrh 
$sm. jihsemder therein, fatisfied the Ambition he 
ahrays had of puihii^ his Conquefts to the Eifctre^ 
mity of the Worlds and had the Satisfe&ion ^foil- 
ing feme Furlongs upon the Oriental Ocean. But 
defar was the firft Roman that penetrated wit!) his 
Arn^ as far as to the Weftcrn Ocean, and embark- 
ing his Troops on the Ailamick Sea, carried the 
War into an Ifland, of which Many doubted tbe 
very Exiftence^ and fo extended the Bounds of the 
Reman Empire beyond tbe L4mits of the habitable 
World. 

P$rus found moie work foT jfkMnderj and ledii^ 
ced him to greater Difficulties, wicb a 6ody only 
of twenty thoufand Footy and two thoufand Hoffe, 
than Darius bad ' done with bis innumerable Av^ 
miesi and the Vi&ory jikxandtr obtained ovef 
Him, wherein he took him Priibneri redounded 
more to his Glory than all the reft of his Exploits 
in Perjia. 

And 
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And yet tbii Vi&ory is n6t to be compared ci- 
thcr with Than obtained by Cafar ovqf jtriovijhs^ 
or that Other wherein he defeated the NirvHj tho 
moft Warlike of the Be^a. Nor will it fbuid in 
Competition with bis Exploits againft AmBiorixi 
who taking the Advantage of his Abfence fell upon 
Cotta and tkurius Sdbinus in their Quarters, and at* 
ter wards marched at the Head of fiscy thoufand Men 
to attack Cicero in His. Cafar flew like Lightning 
to his Relief, with only feven thoufand Men under 
his Command. But what he wanted ia Strength 
w^ fupplyed by Condu£k. He increafed the Pre« 
fumptioa of the Barbarians by a feigned Fear,' 'tilt 
he had decoyed them on to his Retrenchments, 
which they had the Boldnefs to attack in an un- 
^ifciplined diforderly manner, natural to Thofe 
whofe Confidence is augmented by a thorough Con- 
tempt of the Enemy, then he fell on, and made a 
horrible Slaughter among them. 

Neither will this Engagement with Porus coun- 
tcr-balanee That of Cafar againft Fercingentwixi 
who had fpirited up againft the Romans a War more 
terrible than Any they had been engaged in before % 
marching down at the Head of many confederated 
Nations united together in the fame Interefti smd 
Defigns, under the moft folemn Vows and Obliga- 
tions } and ftill more redoubtable for their Courage 
than Numbers. Cafar in the midft of a fevere 
Winter, with an Expedition hardly to be met with- 
even in a Courier, marches againft them, lays their 
Country wafte, and takes their City by Force; 
They atuck him in his March, and encom{»Us hini 
on every fide j notwithftanding which^ he bravely 
fbands their Shock, fights, and after a very obfti-* 
nate Refiftance defeats them, and forces them to fly 
into Jlkxia* 

The Siege of fyre^ which Jkxan^ tctofc by Af- 
£uilt^ That of Gaza^ which he took in the fame 

manner. 
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manner^ after be had been wounded in an Attabk^ 
Thofe of tly Rock of Sifimetbres^ and the Town 
of the MallianSj are not all together to be put id' 
the Balance againft the fingle Siege of Jlexia^ to 
which place Percmgentorix was purfued by de/af 
after his Overthrow* Never was General engaged 
in a more difficult Affair^ or expofed to greater 
Dangers. There were feventy thoufand Soldiers in 
the Town, and three hundred thoufand of the 
beft Men in all Gaul marching to their Relief 5 
' infomuch that Ca/ar found himielf fliut in between 
two numerous Armies. His great Judgment, his 
good Senfe and Courage drew him out of that ter- 
rible Situation. He overthrew that prodigious 
Multitude, forced Fercingentorix to furrender Alexia^ 
and throw himfelf at his Feet. 

Alexander has nothing to oppofe to this fingle 
Aftion of Ciefar% nor to his Condu£i: in the Wai* 
of Alexandria^ where he had a flrong Town, and 
a powerful Army, to contend with at one and the 
' {ame time. And That which rendered his Situati-* 

on the more dangerous, was hiis want of Water, 
and at the fame time he was obliged to fet fireto his 
Fleet to fave it from falling into the Hands of the 
Enemy. He furmounted all thefe Difficulties by 
his great Courage and Capacity. He forced the 
King oi Mgyptto retire with his Troops, attacked 
him in his Camp, defeated him with a very great 
Slaughter, obliged him to fly for his Safety, 
and fo put a glorious End to that War 1 if a Waf 
undertaken in behalf of a Woman can ever be faid 
to be ended glorioufly. 

The Battel gained by Cafar againft JPbarnaces in 
Pontusy who had dcfesitedDomitiusCahinuSj and taken 
Bitbynia and Cappadocia from the Romans ^ his Ex-* 
ploits in Spain againft Pompey^s Lieutenants, Afra^ 
nius and Farro^ whom he ftrippe4 both of their 
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1* roops and Camps, may Parallel with any Two of 
Alexander's moft glorious Performances in AJia. 

But I queftion if in all Alexander's Exploits there 
can One be found to match the Overthrow oiPom^ 
fey in the Plains of Phar folia \ or That of Scipto in \ - 
Afrify where Cafar in a few Hours time made bim- 
felf Mafter of three Camps, and killed fifty thou- 
fand of their M9n 5 or the Defeat of Pompey*s Sons 
under the Walls of Munda^ where Cafar flew no 
lefs than thirty thoufand Men upon the Spot, and 
owed his Vi&ory chiefly to his own Valour and 
Example* " 

It may be faid in favour of Alexander that he 
was always Vi&oriousi whereas Cafar was fome- 
times beaten. But befides that a General is not to 
be reproached for any LoG that is repaired almoft 
as foon as received, this very thing proves to the 
Advantage of Cafar. For what Idea mufl; we 
conceive of Troops that were able to beat C^far ? 
and what Glory muft it be at laft to conquer thofe . 
Troops? Befides, Alexander,6\tdiY oung^ in the full 
Courfe of his Profperities, before Fortune had time 
to think of turning the Tide. If he had lived to 
a farther Date he might poflibly have met with a 
Reverfes for what Man is there who in the whole 
Cour(e of a long Life found her conftant in her Fa* 
vours. Did not long Life expofe the Great Cyrus 
to a cruel Reverie ? and did it not do the fame by 
Pompey ? without mentioning many Other great 
Kings and Commanders, who have been All of 
them fo many flagrant Inftances of the Viciflitude 
of human Afiairs. 

But it may likewife be faid that Alexander's dy- 
ing very young, takes ofl" and leflens the Advanta- 
ges Cajar has over him on Account of his many 
V i6l:ories. It is not*reafonable to compare the Sum 
total of a long Life with That of a fliorr one, 
which pafled quick like a Flaih of Lightning. If 
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Jkxander had lived as long as defary hemigfatpoT* 
fibi J have been beatei]| as ilitfar was ^ but he might 
iikewife have performed as many brave Adions as 
C^far^ and excelled even Himfelr. 

That which givesC^r an inconteflable Ad vantage 
over his Rival, is the Quality of the Ekiemies they 
Both had to encounter with. jllexanderhoA feldom 
or never Any that made head againft himj but fuch 
as, fled almoft before they had charged, and who 

offered him Booty inflead of Battel J whereas C^- 
far had always to do with Men nurfed in War, and 
who chofe rather to be hacked in Pieces than quit 
their Poib. It was ealier for Alexander to run o- 
ver, or drive whole Provinces before him, than for 
Cafar to gain an Inch of Ground* 

Befides, Cafar had not only thofe fierce and war^ 
Vkt Barbarians to oppolehim > but had to do wich 
Roman Generals of the greateft Reputation, and 
Roman Armies > that is, with Officers and Soldiers 
who had triumphed over the greateft Part of the 
• Univerfe. 

^But if We are to meafure their Exploits not fo 
much by the Greacne(s of them, and the Difficul- 
ties that attended them, as by the Benefits that 
flowed from them, and the Motives that produced 
them, We ihall find the Balance pretty cvon. 

An Enemy terrible for Courage, Fiercenefs, and 
Numbers arm againfl: Rome. Cafar delivers her 
from all thofe Dangers, which appeared to her of 
ftich Confequence, that even the Priefb, and old 
Men, who otherwife had been exempted frooii the 
Wars, loft their Immunities in Cafe of a War with 
the Gauls. All the Temples were crouded, and 
the Senate ordained publick Prayers and ProccP* 
fions for fifteen days together, in thankfgiving to 
the Gods, which had never been done before od' 
Account of any Viftory Whatever. 

^ Alexander's 
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, ^xander^t firft Exploits were equally ptofitable ' 
to his Country, ' foi* he fecured Macedonia againft 
any Infuhs from her Neighbours. But When that * 
was done he ran himbling after remote G>nquefts i . 
fdr^t the chief dtity m a Prince, which is ^he 
Safety of his People i dreined Macedonia of hetv 
Men and Treafure, add. opened a Door to thofe 
Dtvifions^ which in the End tore her in Pieces. 
Gafar like wife by the Civil War^ deftroyed all the 
Fruits of his. firft Performances^ and involved Rome 
in greater Terrors than Thofe from whicn he had 
before delivered her. • j "- ' 

- As for the Motives, which are the Soul of Afti^ ' 
onS) and by which wife Men have at all timej toea^ ' 

fured the Merits of them, Akxander in that Parti* 
cular appears much Superior to Cafair. If hfe iin-. 
denook the Gonqueft of jlfia^ it was in revenge of. 
the Ravages committed upon Griece by the Barbae 
rians. . If he laboured to bring all in Subjeftion, \t 
was not to enQavd Mahkirid^ but to make them/ 
happier. This Charafter prevail in all his A&ions j. 
be had no fooner overthrown Darius^ and found 
himfelf at the Head of ih^Perfian Empire, buc 
Greece received the firft Fruits of his Vidories, Hh., 
chief Care was to abolifh the Tyrannies, and te^ 
ftore to all the Cities their antient Rights and Prt*^ 
irilcges. . It may be (aid in Anfwer to This, that 
Qajar likewife enfranchifed the Tlbtfaliam after the 
Battel of Pi&4iry^//^ } that he reftored iht Gnidiant 
lo their Liberty^ and eafed the Inhabitants of JJia 
of a third Part of their Taxes. But this Chara^ex 
is.not uniform, nor well fupportedi for id all his 
other Aftions h^feems to b&a perfe6k Stranger to 
ic. He facrifices every thing to his Ambition^ an^d 
breaks through all the Ties of Honour and Juftice, 
in his Purfutt of it« He looks with Pleamre on 
Cataliiie and hb Accomplices^ whiHI they are up-^ 
on the Point pf overturning the Empire* by the

li^' The Cofu^arkfin of 

Reroh of Nations and foreign Wars, and of laying 
iiMKp h(elf in Aihes. He watches to makelii&Advan^ 
tage of chofe Troubksy and that Conflagration, thut 
he may reign abfolute in a defolate City reduced to 
Alhes. In vain did the. fmall Remains of natural: 
Reafon, which inwardly condemns all forts of Tief- 
paiTes and TranfgreiEons, fill his Soul with Agiu* 
tion and Horror, when he was upon the Poiac of 
pailing the Rubicon^ in order to render himfclf Ma^ 
iter otlSdly. The implacable Thirft: of Power got 
the better of all thofe Remonftraoces, and in fpite 
' of his Remorfe, and the checks of Coofcience, he 
hurries blindly into an Uhdertakioff that was una- 
voidably to produce fo many Cabmities. There 
was not one RBman throughout the Empire whom 
he did not injure in the' higfaeft Degree; for he 
rc^bed him of his Liberty, which is thegreatseft. 
Blei&ng of Mankind . Th^ Charafter of Tyrant 
was fo deeply rooted in him^ that under that Gen- 
tieneis of Behaviour wjth which he eadeavouisd to 
dilguife it, and then when heleemed to be render*, 
ing his Country the moft important Services by bis 
fucce(s/ul Undertakings, at that time was he e&« 
deavouring, then was he laying bis Schemes^ how 
to bring her into Subje&idn. He exercifrs Umfelf 
againft his Enemies only, that he may ktow how^ 
t5 fubdue and enflave his Fello w^SubjeQs. HSi 
very OiTers and Propofiils for an. Accommodation, 
though they outwardly appeared fo juft. and xieaib*^ 
nable, were in truth rib better than fb many Baitr 
kid to amufe and decoy his Rival . In (hort, Cafar 
ieemed to have been born for the Plague, aad^<fair« 
ander for the Happipefs of Mankind. 

•In the Cbaraaer of their Courage there is an e(^ 
fential Difference, which ^ives Jiexdnder infimtdy 
^e Advantage over Cafar. In all the Ferforaian* 
cer of Cafar we fee the Gqeat Man, but flill it is 
Man i tb&re is nothing ia cfactti above the reach of 
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ftumtfi T^dwer. Whereas !rt ^fte great Aftfom per- 
formed by Alexander^ one can diftinguifli as it were 
ft)xne R^ys of Divinity. His Attempts were fitter 
' fpr a <5oa than i Mortal, andyethe^xccutesdiem> 
lijce Jchiliesii he proves the Troth of Homer'* t Defini- 
rion bf 'Valour % he faith it is a divine Ihfoiration, and 
that fome God gets poflcfljpn of the Man for the 
time, and ads within him. C^faY claims our Efficem, , ^ 
But Alext^nder fcizes on our Admiration. 
• This Air of Divinity is not only.jperceived in hii 
iWilijtaryOpcrationsjbut is blended likewife in his civil 
Aftions. ypon his fetting ouc fovJftaht gave All 
b^ had to his Friends, rcfcrving only Hope For him* 
fclK After his Concjuefts; thofe Princes wh6 ha4. 
? bcch conquered by him, ot- 'fubmittcd to 'him, l-e- 
ceivcd from, him Dominions larger than ^h^y ^^d' 
loft, and parted Idaden with Royal Prfcfcnts. Eve- 
ry thing that camfe rieSir hint'.fcit^ the feiffedtis brhfsf 
Bbunry and Magnificence. • Jlkxanderht^o^tA not 
\\kc a "King, but like the Mstfter of the Uftiverfc.' , 
C<efar\ Bounty is a mercenary Bounty 5 he does. 
not give, but buys at a great Price the Ppopld's 
Votes and Interefts. Wherek^ the'Bounty ofAlex^: 
ander&bv^s from a Beiieficeuce natural to him j like* 
That of the Gods, it aims only at the PleafUre atfcJ 
Glory of Beftowing. !. 

' CJefar heapcc! up great Treafuries, which .fee Ijept' 
in Referve, . that ne niight be able in due time; to 
rtward that Valour that (hould be fcrviceable tQ. 
Wis Purpofes. But Alexander wai not fatjsfidd with 
rewarding^ fnagnifiQcntly Thofe that (ervcd Jiiip $ he 
carried his Gratitude farther, and continued to j:he^ 
Children of Such as had died in his .Service the Pay 
of their Fathers, theMemorv of whof^ br^yc^^i- 
oTJs he thus tranfmitted to Poilcrity, and prppbfcd 
them as Examples for thjcir Imitation. „ 

"This Greatndfs of Soiil breaks forth even in hiiR 
tAo(^ fimiliar Difcoutfcs. ^*Whcn Famenio advifed" 
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him to accept o( Darius^ Offers^ and told hixn tb^^ 
lie loouU if He was Alexander : jtndfo would I^ re^ 
plied Jkxander Very briskl^) if t was Parmenio* 
When his Friends preiTed him not to attack Dari^ 
MS but in the Nighc-timei that he might conceal 
from his Troops the prodigious Numbers with 
which they were to engine) be replied^ I will not 
fieal a if^ittory. When Parmemo exprefled his Afto-» 
ntdiment at his being able to deep (o found and un« 
dijlurbed the Night before the Battel : jini wbmt^ 
replied Alexander^ dofi thou not think we haw already 
€onqu€red^ now that we have flopped the Flight of the 
Enemy y and brought him to engage us ? There is a 
Sublime in this Simplicity, which nochins can equal. 
Here Alexander is as much Alexander as he is in the 
braveft of his Adipns. 

' Thofe Sayings oi defar^ that have been prefer- 
Ted, contain nothinj; in them fo Great and Noble^ 
unlets we except his Speech to the Pilot, who, 
amazed at the Danger he was in, and unable to 
ftem the Tide, was for turning back. Be bold^ faid 
he, and fear nothing;^ thou carriejl CxCat and his Fer'^. 
tune. He would have bad the Confidence in hif 
Fortune to outweigh with the Pilot theTerrors of 
an inftant Death, wich which he was threatened. 
This Saying was the Argument of a great Miod, 
but it ihquld have been juftified by the Sticceis, to 
have appeared as great as Thofe of Alexander. 

Alexander transtufed this Greatnefs of Mind to his 
Troops ) his Soldiers thought themfelves more than 
Men whilft they were fighting, under him. It is 
true, that in this Refped. C^/ar had the fame Ad- 
vantage with Akxander. His Soldiers, who under 
other Commanders performed nothing more than 
other Men, became under Him invincible Heroes. 
And yet both the One and the Other have fomc- 
times .been expofed to the Murmurs,- and experien- 
ced th& Faint- heartedneis of their Troops % bat 
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they Both'knew how to smimate them, and -briiiff 
them badk ca their* Daty 67 che fame Mfeaosi and 
with the fame Magnanimity... 

There was a ftrong Refemtsitance between theov 
in federal moral Qualities f they (hewed the faixie 
Frueality in their way of Living, anfl the fame 
Zealand Attachment for .their Friends. But jfkx* 
0»Jer never ga^e fo high -an Inftance of his Friend* 
flitp as didtCi^r^ when being forced by «.violenc 
Storm to a poor. Hovel, in jivbich there .was but 
one Room, and that hardly big enough to hold one 
Man, he quitted. it to hus Friend that happened to 
he fick, and lay himfelf under fhe Pent-houfe. ^: 
UMander intereftcd himfelf ii) behalf of his Friends, 
but €afar iiifiered Inconveniences for tha fake of 
His. \ 

They have Both of them been commended for 
^(Sir Clemency iand Humanity, of which ic is cer- 
tain they gave extraordinary Inftanceson many Occa-> 
fions, Altxn^ninr. pardoned the Atbenims who had 
received theStbe^ans into their City^ as Cdfjur did* 
the Officers in Powpefs Arn^y, who were taken! 
Prifoners in the .Battel of PbarJkUa. jtkMuder co- 
ming up to Darius the Moment he was; expiring^ 
was fenfibly touched at the Sight of that unhappy 
Prince, and iincerely lamented his Misfortunes. 
And when the Head of Pompey was prefented to 
C^far^ he turned his Eyes, and burit into Tears* 
And yet both the One and the Other were guilty 
of A&ions. cruel and inhuman. Cafar put to Death 
feveral Perfons of Coofular and Pretorian Dignity, 
who had been taken Prifoners at the Battel of Tiap^ 
foSy and Jlenander at his firft Arrival in Jfia or<» 
dered his Soldiers to put every Man to the Sword 
without Quarter or Diftin^tioUf But in This C<^f 
far was the moft to be blamed $ for hit Cruelty 
was exercifed upon conquered Enemies, frbtn whom 
hff h44 nothing (o fct^r, whereas Thofe ^gainft 
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whodi Akxanier gore ftch Dircftiou >ircl:e Is yw r 
uacooqueredy and had their Armtinr their Hands*' 
It is true he ihewed a ufelefi Piece of Cracky in 
the Sack of "^ebesi but ihe Sorrow he. aifterwards 
expreft^ and the bhter Ilenx>ffe he iok for that 
BadbadtT, plead for a Pardon. Tht fame wf bd 
iaid of., iiie Murder of ClkuSf the Jgnbrnioy of 
whkh Was efiaoed by his> Grirf tod Pe^[nw. Bc^ 
fide^ diflt Miivder N^iras committed in the tiaiifporti 
of a yiolent Paffioh^ aggramed, and ioflamid by^ 
Wine* ' i • • * * 

We cannot make the ftmeExcofe for the P«^ 
ntfliment ef Pbilotas^ ^tet of CAlUfibims^ .or iW 
Death of Pafmenio^ whom he ordered to be flm^ 
in Miiia^ afcor all tt» great Services he had per- 
formed for him. Thete Cruelties committed ioi 
cold Btdodf upon flight Accufatioiii witHput an^ 
^ Pwoft^ wili rentttio as indehble Mots upon his^ 
Gbairk&er and MemoTf. 

' His breaoh of Faith in pistting a whofe Garrifon 
to the Sword) after they^ had furrendcred upo» fit* 
ticleiy' iS" ftiM more jdfan^ous. N-ever were any of 
C49/if's Exploits bl^^ with fuch TVeacheiy: Un- 
le& w9 pfoce in^ the fa^e tight That which he 
a&edin hi^ March againdlthe Germansyof whom 
he flew three hundred thoufand Men^ in Breslch of 
the P^ait^ betwixt Theii^ and the karmm. But 
this Action was j>uftified by all the BmMSyV9\^' 
retum^d' their Thanks tb the Gods for it^ Whereai 
That of jtttMndeV wiui never excufed* by anjr^ 
c^ie. * 

Jkxander^ mif-ledby thne glaring ihe W of ^^iljf/i^5*s 
ValbUr^ mftde Chc^ice of that Hero for his Imita- 
tion^ and w1thi6tK diftirtgui filing between* whiit 
was tnify Great, and whbK was baifbarduto and^ 
brutal' M his' Charaftcr, imimted him in the molft 
faulty parts of it. To this pernicious Iitii¥atioi)r 
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tbc CuJjfieansjVtrhcn he itomolatcd them, Men, Wo- 
tncn, and Childfcn,to his Sorroto^ for the Death 6f 
HhpbeftiMy calling that horrible Butchery a Sacri- 
fice to his departed Friend. He onlufckiiy rdinenl* 
berfcd that jfcbilles had fafcrificcd feveral Trojiln 
Prhfties upon tfie Tomb of FatrocUSy and foi-got 
thae the Poet's Relation of that Inbuthaiiity in^ 
eludes in it a Condemnation of it. He did not 
rcflcft how much, arid wherein hii Barbarity ex* 
ceeded TbM of that fierce and implacable Man. 
PatroclushsA been flainby ztnjdn^hut the Cuffkans 
tirere inridcent of the Death of ihpbeftion. Cafdr 
never ran out into ftich birbarobsr exceflfes. 
' On the other hand, none of Cafar^t moft cele- 
brated Viftories can be compared with that glori- 
ous and divine Conqoeft which .^i^;^aW^ obtain- 
ed over himfelf, wheh having in his Power the 
Wife and Daughters of DdHus^ he liftened to 
Wifelora only and Reafon. They were in his Camp 
aS in a holy Tetople, honoured and ferved iwrith a 
Rcfpe6k dae to their Dignity, and their Virtue. 
* Never Prince therefore received ^ greater £n- 
fcominm than did Akxander from the Mouth of 
Dariiis^ when after his Defeat he bcfeeched the 
Gods that if it was their pleafure an End (hould be 
pnt tor the Empire of the PerJanSf th^t no one but 
jfiexander might fit upon the Throne of Cyrus i and 
afterwards when be was juft (expiring he gave him 
the tendertfl: Marks of Affedion and Acknow- 
ledgment, and died praying the Gods to recom- 
penfe him for the humanity. Indulgence, and Gc- 
neroflty exhibited by Jlexander to That which 
was the deareft to^ him of all things in the World. 
TMsTeftimony given him. by a dying Enemy will 
be taoi*e valued by a wife Man than all the Monu- 
tncnrs raifed to Cajar*% Glory j a Teftimoriy fingly 
worth all Oefafs Triumphs. 
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^Ciffflff papby. QQ ipean; enter imp tb^ Paralld 
yfkli Jle^ander on the fcore of Chaftjty. \Vhac 
jCpmpwfon can there be betwejen ^ Man fo infa- 
'pous jTor his Tnpominence, as to be called in foil 
Senate, The Hujband af fvery fFomaHj and the Wife 
. pf epery Man^ wjth a Pripce who was the perfdEfc 
MQdel of Modcfty ipd Virtue! It is true, the 
Tinfture Jlex^nder had received in hi^ Education 
^^id notprefcrve- its force and beauty to the end, 
I>ut by £)egrees faded and died. He fell at laft 
inpQ Irregularities, and was qot proof ^gajnft a 4e* 
tc^ble Vice for which he had always oeforc cxr 
preftan Abhorrence* Que (his niay be chargefi 
ppon his Comtpcrce wjth the Barbarians ^tht mo^ 
pfieminate and diifoliite pf Mankind. 

Sobriety is a Virtue requifite in all Men, but 
indifpenfablp in a Prince. The Vice pppofiie to it 
plunge^ thetp into Diforders, which without reck- 
oning the Mifchiefs they occafion, degrades them, 
and makes them unworthy the high Rank they 
bear in the World. Here Jufticc and tnyufticp 
Ipie their Diftin&ioris, and a Man is led by no o« 
*ther Guide but hi^ unruly Paifions. ^tlexander 
loved to fit long at Table without being addifted 
ito Wine, but in thp latter part. of bis Life he 
wallowed in ExceQes that diigraced him. fie (t\ 
Fire to the Palace of Perfepplis at the Inftigatioa 
6f a Harlot in one of his Debs^uches, and murdert 
ed Clitus in Another. C^far on the other hand 
kept himfelf always fober, even by the Confeifioa 
of his Enemies. Cato faid of him that He was the 
"only Man noted for bis Sobrijsty that ever s^ndertppk to 
'overturn the Government. 

The Robe of the Barbarians which jfJexanier 
yor^, and that mixture he. introduced of the Per* 
nan Cufloms with Thofe of the Macedonians might 
i>e juftified as dPne oh fome politick Views, if jt 
did not appear that Vanity was at the bottom, and 
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yc was not always diought diihonourablie for the 
Conqueror to (loop to, and follow the t/f^ges c^ 
the Vanquished. But perhaps This fdrgetfulneis of 
hiinfelf may be exculable in one born up in chp 
high Tide of his Profpcrities. Where Ihall we find 
a young vifbotious Prince bipable of refilling the 
^onilant Favours of Fortune, always courting, air 
ways carefiing him ? 

The Ba(cb(inaUa» Life he led in Carfftama^ where 
for feven Days together he marched in fiich a difib- 
li^te licentious manner, .as was fit only for Tholp 
that (:elebrace the Orgies of Bacchus^ is a difhonour 
to chat Esfoedition. C4ffar led fuch another in 
Tbejfaly^ which he marched thorough at the Head 
of his Army wallowing in Wine ahd Debauch. 
Both the One and the Other may pofiibly be ex- 
jpufed, fromthe great Scarcity they had ju(l fufiered 
jn their former Marches. Who knows not how aVr 
^moft impofiible it is to keep Troops within Bounds, 
who after fufFering a long and painful Famine ialf 
pxi a fudden iptq x\c\i and plentiful Quarters \ 
]?ut Ciefar'% Army is ftill the more excufable, foy 
that His^en found in their Debauch a Remedj^ 
for the contagious Diftemper wif^h which they 
were afflifted. 

We often find \n the greateft Mgn a Mixture 
of Grandeur and Meanncfs, at which Thofe who 
do not well confider the {nfirmity of human Na^ 
tuj'e would be aftopiihed* AUxatUer is not fatisfied 
Vfth that true and fubflantial Reputation, which 
he might juftly (xpe& from Pofterity on account 
pf his great Exploits, but he i$ for impofing on 
the World by falfe Appearances. He caufcs to b^ 
made Arms of an extraordinary fize, Mansers for 
his Horfes higher, and the Bits of his Bridles 
heavier than ordinary, which he plants up and 
dc^ii in the Plains on x^^tQanges^ on purppfe t> 
excite a greater Admiration of him in future Ge- 

neraucns.. 
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nerations. Cdfar netrer let flip from Him the feift 
Inftance of fuch a Vanity, or rather 6f fuch a 
"Weakncfi. So far was He from adding to his Re- 
putation by a Falfity, that he would not fo iduch 
as contradid a Palfity that had been raifed to leffeii 
his Reputsition. The Averni fhewed in one Olf 
their Temples a Sword, which they had caared ri> 
be hung up there^ as a Spoil taken from C^fair^ 
and they continue to (hew it to this very day. 
Once in his pafTage through the Country he W^ 
carried to fee that Sword, and his Friends preft 
him to have it removed as a Memorial that dis- 
paraged him ) at which he only laughed > he con- 
fidered it as a Thing hallowed, and therefore left 
it where he found it, building His Glory on tbjb 
Merit of his Exploits. 

True Courage does not appear only in the Op(^ 
rations of War } there are other Inftances, wbereih 
the Terror may be le(s, but the Dalnjser greatef ; 
ind which therefore require a firtner Courage^ and 
^ more hardy Refolucion. Of this ft)rt Cafctlr has 
nothing wherein he may be compared to Alekait-^ 
defy who, when in a dangerous fit of Sickife/^' he 
was advifed by Letter from Parmenio that his;^^]^- 
fician had been bribed to Poifon him, received 
with one Hand thd Dofe that had been prepared 
for him, and with the Other delivered to the ^hy- 
fician the Letter wherein he was accufcd of Par- 
ricide, and whilft he was reading it fwallowed th6 
Medicine without Hefitation, and without (hew- 
ing the leaft Token of Sufpicion or Uneafidcfi'. 
Perhaps Policy, always timorous and diftruftful, 
will charge this Aftion with Imprudence, but He- 
roifm will find fuch Marks in it as to acknowledge 
it for her Own.

The wonderiiit 
Rain that feH all on a fudden whilft he was travei'fing 
the Defarcs in order to confulc the Oracle of.Joh 
monj and refre(hed his Army that was ready 16 
die for Tbirfty and at the fame time deliverol it 
from the Dang^ of being buVied in thofe Heaps 
of moving Sanpraifcd by the South Wind like (o 
many mouncainoua Waves^ and the Crowa which 
in their Flight guided them by Day, ibid by thctr 
Croaking in the Night, are manifeft Evidences lof 
this Providence. The Gods iii;tver ihewed any thing 
like it in behalf of Cafar. 
, It is the diftinguiihing Qiiality of the Ambitious 
Perfon to. count for nothing, what is paft, to be 
tonftantly aiming to (urmounc That which is the 
bigheft, and, when there is no other Rival left, to 
turn a Rival to, and labour-tQ (urpats Himfelf Such 
was the Ambition of C^f/ar,: and. Akxander. This 
Lad, after he had puih*d his.Conqupfts even fo far as 
to the Sun*s.uprifing, thought of embarking os 
the Euphrates^ of failing round the South Sea, and 
entering by Hercules^s Pillars into the Mediterranean^ 
^nd fo fubduc the South as he had already done 
the Eaft. And Cafar not content with his Coo* 
quefts, which reached from the Euphrates to the 
other fide of the jitlantkk Ocean, was preparing 
to march ag^inft the P^rtbianSy to traverfe ffyroh 
nia^ and coaftin^ Mount Caucafus^ and the Cafpian 
Sea, to throw himfelf into Scytbia^ and proceeding 
forwards fubdue the Nations bordering on Gert 
ftfany^ and finally Germany it felf, and return from 
fheqcfe to Rqme^ gft<pr having; %h\xi delineated tbq

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^cloasCircte of the Roman Empire, and given 
it on every 'fide the Ocean for its Boundary. And 
ac the fame time that he was bulled in thefe 
Preparations he gave Orders for feveral prodigious 
Works defigtied for Hmnfs Giory^and Accommoda* 
tion,. Can the^ whole World fliew two other In-^ 
ftance$ of fucb prodigious Ambition ? But Death, 
vhich laughs at all human Defigns^incerpofed, and 
overturned their mighty Projeds. 
. They refembled one another in their Deaths*, 
which were feverally preceded by Signs and Ad- 
monitions. jtkxaHder is warned by the Chaldeans 
not to enter Bakyloni he defpifcs the Warning, 
enters, and returns to his Camp, and then laughs 
at the Pi^di&ionw The Chaldeans afTure him the 
Menace (till hung over him, and that Babylon 
would be fatal to him ^ he returns thither, and 
there he dies. 

C^e/ar in like mahner is advifed by a Sooth- 
feycr to beware of the Ides of March. When the 
Day was come he laughed at the Sooth'^fayer, 
telling him, fbe Ides of March are come : Yes re- 
plied the Prophet, but they are not paft*^ and that 
very day he was murdered. But if they refembled 
one Another in their Deaths, as they were both 
forewarned by Prodigies, they differed very much 
in the manner of their refpeaive Deaths, and the 
Circumftances attending them. Alexander di^d in 
his Bed of a Sicknefs owing xto an immoderate 
Debauch, and wal regretted and lamented by the" 
Perjians as well as Macedonians \ whereas C^far 
was ftabbed in full Senate by Thofe he had ho- 
noured with his Favour and Benevolence, and . 
the Murderers were for fome time looked on by 
the Romans as their Deliverers^ they decreed 
them the higheft Honours, and the moft confi- 
derable Provinces. Alexander by his Aftions forced 
even ^is* Enemies to love and admire him, whereas 

C^rath 
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' Cffar drew on Him die Unry and Hatrifd Vjf 
his FeUowrCitizeas. As he had made himfelf a 
Tyrant he came co a violent End, dying the Death 
c£ a Tyrant. 

Uvy thought it not unbeconung him to inters 
^ rupt the Tread of his Hiftory by examiniog whit 
nyight have been the Fortune of, j/lexaikUr^ if 
indciad of marching againft the Barbarisms he had' 
turned his Arms againft Italy. I think it iefs 
f9reign to the Dcfign of this Comparifbn if I in« 
quire in this Place which would be moft advan* 
t9gious to a State to have an AUxander for their 
Qeneral)Or a defar^ confideriog Them only m their 
military, and political Capacities* 

Alexander's Aftions carry a Laftre with them 
that dazzles the Eye; his Emhufiaftick Valour 
tranfp9rts the Reader, as he was traAfporced with it 
Himfelf. In Cafar^s we find more of Safety, and 
Sedatenels. To follow Alexander^ is to be in p^- 
petual Alarms, and Apprehenfions for him. If we- 
f9llow Cafary his Wiidom and Experience quiet us, 
his Coiiduft infpires us with more Confidence, 
than the Dangers, to which we fee him expofe 
himlelf, do with Terror- A Tninfp^rt of Gdurage 
is^not always the fureft Guide ; it ofien proves a 
blind Impetuofity, the foqrce of Temerity, and 
Temerity in the Jong run muft be unfortunate. 
Nothing can be more dangerous f^r a State than 
to have their General truft to Miracle's, for 
Miracles are not always certiaifl, tor, as Arijiopba'- ' 
nes iaich, the Gods will grow weary of conduaing 
the Rafh and Inconfiderate, who make an' ill uie 
of their Afiiftance. If Alexander h^d been worfted 
in any one Engagement he would have been fo 
fqr the whole War, without ever being able to' 

fet upon his Feet again. Whereas Cd'/ir when 
fatcn found in Himfelf fre(h Supplies, and was- 
fure to conquer the Conquerors. For as it is the

6ut this perhaps was owin^to the Authority of th0 
Man I fincQ not only a Word, but even a Nodg 
from a Perfon had in reverence for his Gocdneia 
and Virtue, is of more Weight and Force tb^n th^ 
moil ftudied and elaborate Speeches of Others^ 

In bis Ypoth he ferved uixler Cbabrias^ at that tioao 
General, whom he greatly honoured, and bv Him 
was abundantly intruded in military Knowledgie % 
in return Pboaoif hdped Cbabrias to corrcft bit 
Temper, which was odd and capricious : For be<-^ 
ing otherways naturally heavy and flegmatick^ he 
wat fo fired and tranlported in heat of Fight^ chac 
he threw himfelf headlong into Danger beyond the 
forwardeib} which indeed coft him^his Life in tho 
Ifland of Cbio^ where be maife it a Potnc to gee ii» 
firft with hij Galley, and to force a Defcent in fpiltf 
of the Enemy. Kit Pbosion being a Man of Tett* 
l^er as weU as Courage^ had the dexterity a£ fome 
tiaes to warm the (Scnerars Flegm, and at Others 
to moderate and cool the Impetuoi^nels of his an« 
Cpafooable Fury. Upon which Account Cbabrias^ 
Heing a good-natured Man at the bottom^ lofed 
hjm ie3ttreamly, preferred him in the Army, and by 
making u(e or his AflUlance, and taking hia Adyica 
in Affairs of the greateft Moment, he made hint 
talked of throughout all Greece i^ particukurly in the 
Sea*fight at Nomi^ where Pbeiciof$ acquired an unir 
verfal Reputation ) for Ckatrias cemviicted to hifli 
the Comifliand of the left Squadron, whecc tiA 
Fight was hocteft, and theControverly waadeeHfe4

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This was the firft Viftory obtained by the jlthe^^^ 
mans at Sea with their own Forces, -and without ^ 
the Afliftance of any other State, fince the taking 
of their City, they were wonderfully elated with 
the Sticcels j they careflcd Cbabrias at an cxttaor- 
dtnary Rate, ^ and began to confider Pbocion as a 
Man capable of the higheft Employments. This 
Viftory happened at the great Solemnities, and 
Cbabrias appointed an Anniverfary to commemo- 
rate -it on the fixteenth of Auguft^ on which it 
was obtained, and dilfaribnted a Largefs of Wine 
among the' Jttbemans. Soon after This Cbabriai 
fent Pbocion to demand their ^ota of the Char- 
ges of the War from the Iflanders, and proffering 
him. a Guard of twenty Sail, he told him. If be. 
intended bint to go agdinfi tbem as Enemies^ tbat Force\ 
was infignificant 'y if as to Friend f and jtllies^ one Vef^ 
fei was fufficient : So he took one fingle Galley, and 
having vifited the Cities, and treated with the Go- 
vernours in a frank and opeil manner, he returned 
to jftbens \f\K\i all the Arrears due from the Allies, 
which hi! fliipped on board (everal Gallies fumiihed 
by Them for that Purpofc. Pi&<?«Ws great Regard* 
and Refpeft for Cbabrias did not determine with the 
Life of that General, but after bis Death he ex- 
prefled a particular Care and Concern for all his 
Relations, efpecially his Son Ctefippus^ witb whom 
he took all imaginable Pains, and would fain if pof- 
fiblc ha^e made him good for fomethingj and tho*; 
he knew him to be a ftubborn untraftable Youthj 
lie was not difcouraged neverthelcfe, but tried all 
the ways imaginable to reform and poliih him. 
Orfce indeed in oncr of his Expeditions, when the 
Yourigfter behaved himfelf very impertinently, ask- 
ing a thoufand improper Queftions, and putting on 
the Air of a .General, took upon him to iiiftru^ 
^ Pbocion himfelf, he was out of all Patience, and 
cried out, O Cbabrias, Cbabrias! I m now

him in tfaetr Shallops and Barges, with Streaihera 
and Garlands, and received him at Landing, with, 
idl Denonftrtftions of'jFoy and Trinmph. King 
FbiBp havii^an %yt y^pon Eubaa^ which he wa& * 
m hofies of getting by Sarpri^e, otxlcred a Body of 
Macedmans to marCh that way, and wontheCitiea 
arcrto his Intcrcftby \ht Management of the TV- 
nuics, .who had the Governmfent in their Hanas, 
md were gUd of hi* Proteftion. Percopon Plu* 
tmrd^ 6f Eretris csdled in the Atb^ians^ conjuring 
ffaeai' to come and deli^Fcr the Iflahd out of the 
Hands of the Maiedoniansy whb had alreadv pof*' 
ii^fied thtmfelves of it. Phcion Was inftantfy dif> 
.patched with only a (hiall Force, bccaufe itwwaa 
cspeded that all the lilanders would join with ntm: 
iinaiediately npon his Arrival. But upon Tryal he 
finmd the whole I (land betrayed and corrupted, 
and that every thing- had been bought and fold by 
PkiUp\ Pcntioneh^ infbm^ch that he r&h the grea- 
aeft lEUTque imagfm&ble. To Ttc^tp himfelfthc 
beft, lie could, he feized on a fmall riling Ground, 
which was feparated from the Plain of Tamynas by 
I m deep Ditch. This he fortified, and inclofed in ic 
die dioicefl: of hisArmy^ dire&ing his Captains not 
to mind Such as were given to prate, and to mu- 
fsny, who ftraggled from the Camp, and deferted*

When the Fight was oyer, Pbocion drove P&-. 
tar^ out of Erefria^ and poflefled himfelf of a com* 
fiaodioua Fort caUed Zaratra^ advantagjoufly fitusv* 
ted in that Part of the Ifland) where it is narrowed - 
into a Neck of Land, waihed on each fide by the 
Sea. He would not fuiFer any lof the Greeiam to 
be taken Prifoners, for fear the Orators at jf^hens 
ihpuld one time or other flir up tjie People to ex« 
^cife their Vengeanco upon them, and ule then 
cruelly. 

This Aflair thus difpatched and fettled, Pboeum 
iet Sail homewards, having given moftmanifeftTo^ 
kens of his Juftice and Humanity to the Allies, and 
to the jitbenians indifputable Proofs of his Courage 
and Condud. Fox M$lof us his Siicceflbr managed 
the War fo indifcreetly, as to fall alive into the 
Hands of the Enemy. This encouraged Pbiiif^ 
Whofe Hopes were great and proportionate to his 
DelignsandEnterprizes, to move with all his For- 
fies ^wn towards the Hellefpont^ not doubtingbuc 
ID that favourable Conjun&ure he fiiould eafily mak^s 
hitnfelf Mafter of the Cberfinefus^ Perintbfis^ and 
Byzaniium. The Atbeniant raifing Recruits to re- 
lieve them, the Demagogue made it their Buiineis 
to prefer C bares to be General, who failing thithet^ 
efie&ed nothing worthy of fu^fa an Equipage ; nor 
would the Confederates harbour his Fleet, having 
jealoufy of him, fo thafhc^id nothing but Pirate 
ri!>out, pillaging their Friends^ and being defpifed 
by their Enemies.

4s tbe Unfaitbfuhefs of your ow» Generals^ ^bo ren^

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iir you fufpeSted^ eDen to tbofs ivboyet cannot poffihpf 
' fnbfifi without your Succours. The Aflembly bein^ 

moved with this Speech of bis, changed their 
Minds on the fudden, and commanded Him imrne^ 
diately to raife more Forces^ and affift their Confe* 
derates in the Hollefpont. This Choice contributed 
inore than any thing elfe to the Prefervation of By* 
zantium^ for Phocion\ Reputation was then very 
great, and Ckon^ a Perfon of the firft Rank in Jy- 
zantiunfy on account of his Virtue as well as Autho-^ 
rity, [having contrafted an intimate Friend&ip 
with Pbocion whilft they were Fcliow-Students in 
the Academy, was his Security to the City for his 
Condu^ ; whereupon they opened their Gates to 
receive him, tiot permitting him (though he defi- 
ted it) to encamp without the Walls, out enter- 
tained Him and all the Aibenians with entire Re« 
fpe$ I and The^, to requite their Confidence, con« 
Verfed with their new Hofts^ dot only foberly and 
inoffenfively, but behaved themfelves on all occafi- 
Otis with great chearfuln^fs and refolution for their 
Defence. Thus came King Philip to be driven out 
of the Hellefpont^ where he fuflered much in his 
Reputation, for before That he was thought in* 
vincible. Phocion took fome of his Ships, and re* 
covered feveral Places from him, which he bad ta- 
ken and garrifoned. He like wife made feveral In- 
. curfions into Philip's Territories, over-running the 
flat Country, and railing Contributions^ but being 
at laft oppofed by fome Forces that were fent a- 

frainft him, he was wounded in a Confli&, and ob- 
iged to retire. 

Some time after ^'Th is the Megaraans privately 
praying Aid of the Athenians^ Pbocion fearing left 
the Boeotians^ being aware of it, fhould prevent 
them, called an Affembly very early in the Morn- 
ing, and backing the Boeotians Petition, it was put 
to the Queftion, and voted in their Favour. As

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hoA as evef it was done, he made Proclamation by 
found of Trumpet for the Athenians co arm, and 
putting himfelf at the Head of them, led them 
inftaotly to Mtgara^ where they were received joy- 
fully. He immediately fortified the Haven oiNifea^ 
raiied two new Walls between That and the City, 
and confequently joined the City to the Sea \ fo thaft 
being fufiiciently defended on the Land-fide from 
the Aflailants, it continued fecure , to the Atbe^ 
i/iians. 

The Atheniam having declared open War againft. 
?biUp^ and in |he Abfence of Pbocion chofcn other 
Generals for the Service, as foon as he arrived from 
the Iflands he earneftly prefTed the People, fince 
Philip defired to be at Peace with them^ and He 
for his Part i^vas very apprehenfive. of the Event of 
the War, to accept of the Conditions that had been 
offered to themi and when one of thofe Syco-* 
phanrs^ who fpend their whole time in the Courts 
of Juftice, hatching Suits, and accufing all Man« 
kind, asked him, .Dareft tbou^ Phocion, fbink of 
diJUading the Athenians from the War^ mw, the 
Sword is draijon ? Tes^ faid he, . / dare^ though I am 
fatUfied I Jhall be tbyMafter in time of War ^ (i) and 
Thou (perhaps) mine in time of Peace. When hci 
found he could not prevail, but that Dem9jibenet\% 
Opinion carried it, who advifed them to engage 
Philip as far off as they could out of Attica^ Phocim 
made anfwer. Let us not be fo careful about the Place 
where we are to engage^ as how to get the f^iSlorj^ : 
That is the only way to keep the War at a Difiance^ 
whereas if we are overcome^ the worfk of Calamities 
Viill foon be at qur very Doors.

We are told that the firft Decree which paft in 
this Aflembly was rejefted by Alexander^ who turn- 
ed his Back upon the Ambaffadbrs, who prefented 
it ; but when Phocion came to prefent the Second 
he received him gracioufly, for he had b^en told 
fey Thofe of the longeft Handing in his Court, that 
his Father Philip had a great Value for him; 
Wherefore he did not only give him a favourable 
Auc^ence, and ^rant his Requefts, but liftned like- 
wife to his Advice, For Phocion told him, // he 
]^as defirous of Repofe he had then an honourable op^ 
fprtunity of laying down his Arms s but if Glory was 
the end he propojed by them^ he ought to divert them 
from Greece, and turn them againfi the Barbarians. 
Thus having dropt feveral Things in his difcourfe 
;(i) which he knew to be agreeable to Jlexander\ 
Humour and Genius, he fb won upon him, and

In flioit that Prince was fo taken with Pbocion^s 
Convcrfation that he contracted an intimate Friend- 
fliip with him, which was ftrengthncd by the , 
mutual Ties of Hofpitality j and' conferred fuch 
Honours on bim as Few of Thofe that were near 
bis Perfen received. D/irr/Vthe Hiftorian adds, that 
when Alexander had defeated Dariusj and had 
thereby attained the highefl: Point of human Ho- 
nour and Grcatneft, he omitted the Word Greet" 
ing in all his Letters, except only in Thofe that 
were direfted to Pbocion and jfntipater^ which alfo 
is confirmed by Chares. As for his Munificence 
to him, it is well known he fent him a Prefent at 
one time of a hundred Talefits, which being 
brought to Athens^ Phocion demanded of the o£ 
ficers Alexander had intruded with it, how it camtf 
to pafs that among all the reft of the Athenians^ 
He alone (hould be fo highly obliged to his Boun^ 
ty f And being told, that Alexander efteemed Him 
(only) a Perfon of Honour and Worth : May it 
pka/i him then (faid he) to permit me to continue fo^ 
and beftillfo reputed. However they followed him 
to his Houfe, and obferving his fimple and plain 
way of Living,(i) his Wife employed in the Paftry- 
Work with her own Hands, Himfelf pumping 
Water to wafh his Feet j they prcflcd him to ac- 
cept it, being afiiamed (as they faid) that" One fcj 
highly in favour with fo great a Prince ihouldlive 
fo poorly ^nd pitifully.

Pytheas iht UrztoTy (i) who had juft begun to 
fpeak in publick, foon took upon nim to fpeak 
with much Confidence and Boldnefs, and as he was 
dne day tiring the AfFembly with his Chattering, 
It will become TT^ee to beftlenty faid Pbocion^ ^ou^ ^ 
who art but a Novice amongfi us. When Harpalus^ 
to whofe Cuftody Alexander had committed the 
Trcafurcs of Babylon^ had conveyed himfclf out of 
Afiay and repaired with his immenfe Riches to A* 
thensy immediately the mercenary and hungry O- , 
rators flocked in Crouds to him, full of Hopes, ' 
and with earncfl Offers of their Service.

The Death of Demofihewsj, which happened a* 
host that time in the Ifland oiCalabriOj and That 
of Hyferid$s who died at, Ckon^i as we have elfe- 
where related, made the l///i&^;r/^)9x remember with 
Regret the D^s of Philip and jikxandir^ and al- 
moft to wiih for a return^ of thofe times. So was 
it after the Death of Jutigonus j for when They

Pboeioff^ Viv^ 
tne made his Poverty / sippear reputable, for though 
lie had > fo oft bedn Gommander in Chief of thtf 
^tben{amy^zodi hdct admitted to theFHchihip of fo 
IDaoy ^Potentates, yet he grew old and poor in the 
Service of the Co m moit wc akh : Whereas Demades 
tfxok % Pcide in the O dentation of his ilUgotten

But it was, indeed, his Credulity and Confidence 
in him, and a fond Opinion of his Sincerity, that 
impofed upon him. So thftt notwithftanding die 
iundry Intimations he had of his Defigns on Pjrnr- 
yj, and fending Numbers of Mercenaries to SskP^ 
f^ne^ befides his tampering with,' and endeavouring 
to corrupt Thofe of Pyr^uSf he would (notwith* 
llanding all thi^ Evidence) never be peruiaded to 
believe it.

It. Whilft thefe Things were tranfafting, wbwi 
Pb0ii$h (ftt lafl:) would have led out the jttbeuums^ 
they mutinied againfi: him, and flighted his Orders, 
jfkxMdcTy' the Son of PoIypercbMj was at Hand 
With a confiderable Force, pretended to be to fac^ 
cour the City againft Nicanor^ but defigned rather 
to furprixe it,^ whild ihe jithenians were thus divi- 
ded among Themfclves : For the Exiles, who.had 
followed AUxandery (bon got into the City, where 
they joined to them all the Foreigners, Thofe that 
had been ftigmatifed and degraded, and All «toge* 
ther made up an odd Medly of an AiTembly. In 
this AiTembly they immediately divefted PboeUn o( 
all his Power, and made Choice of other Comman- 
ders $ and if by chance Akximder had not been fpi-

In this Interval, ^ubffiratus having got a Decree 
mfled for that, purpofe, jfgnifpidei perfuaded the 
People to fend AfubafTadors to Polypersbon yfiih aa 
Accufation againft Pbocion. 

Pofyferebott was taking a Viev of the Country 
.with the King, when both Parties came up to him 
%t Pbaryg0Sj afmall Village in Pbocisy' fituated ac 
the Foot of ;Mount Acrmany at prefent. called Ga- ^ 
kte^. There Polypercbon raifed a Pavillion of Cloth 
i^f Gold,, and having feated the King and the Chief 
Offifcers of his Court under it, he inftantly gave his 
Orders for the feizitig of Dinarcbus^, who wichouc 
any farther Ceremoi)y rWfu firfl cqrcjured, and then 
flain. When This was done, he gave Audience ta 
the jffbemans^ who filled the Place with Noife and 
Tumult, fpeaking All at once^ and accufing one 
another before the King and his. Council § when 
Jgnonides prefilng forwards, defired they might all 
be (but up together in a Cage, and coi\veyed to j1^ 
tbms^ there to decide the Controverfy': The King 
could not forbear fmiling at the Propo^tipn ^ buc 
the Company that attended, Macedorlian5^n(^Slx^xi^ 
gers, whofe Curiol^cy h^d brought them thither, 
^weredfifirous to he^rtbeCaufe^ and therefore madq 
Signs to the Ambafladors to go on with their Ac* 
cufations. But it was far from a fair and equitable 
lABSivitig% Poly per ebon frequently interrupted Pho^ 
Mffy and at lail knocked with his Batoon on the

Having All drunk, there wanted of the due Pro- 
portion, and the Executioner refufed to prepare 
more, except they would pay him twelve Drachmas 
to defray the Charge of a full Draught. Some de<^ 
lay being made, and the time fpenti Phocion called 
one of his Friends that flood by : PFhaty fays he« 
cannot a Man die on Free-coft among^ the Athenians? 
and defired him to give the Executioner the trifling 
Sum he, demanded^ 

It was ,the nineteenth Day of the Month Myni- 
^hion, when there was accuftomed to be folemn 
Proceifipns on Horfcback, in Honour of Jupiter : 
The Horfemen^ as they patfed by. Some of them 
threw away their Garlands, Others ftopt at the 
Prifon-doprs, bitterlv weeping, and calling moft 
doleful Looks towaros the place of Execution ^ and 
as many of the reft, whole Minds were not abfo- 
lutely debauched by Spight and Paifioh, or had any 
fpark of Humanity left, acknowledged it to be moft 
.wicked and ungodly \ at leaft, not to have reprie- 
ved them that Day, and have exempted the City 
from Blood and Slaughter at that folemn Feftival. 
But as if all this had been fmall Game, the Malice 
oi Phocion^ s Enemies went yet higher, they got a 
Decree that his Corps fhould be banifhed out of 
the jitbenian Territories, and that no jttbenian 
ihould be fu£Fered to provide Fire for the Funeral 
Pile> fo that not One of his Friends dared fo much 
as touch the Body, 'till Conopion an Undertaker^ 
who gained his Lively hood by fuch Services, took 
the Corps, and carrying it beyond Eleujinay hox^ 
rowed fome Fire of a Megarian Woman, and tfur* 
ned it. A Matron of Megara, who with her Ser- 
vant Maids adllted at the Office, raifed upon the

Brafs, and his Bones to be buried honourably at the 

Jtublick Charge ; andrfor his Accufers, Jgnonid^s 
hey feizedj^ and caufed him to be put'to Dcatlij 
Thp two Others, Epicurus and Bem^hilus^ flea the 
City for t*car, but his Son met them, and took hijj 
|lLevenge upon them. This may be fetd to be the 
only gobd Aftion his Sop was ever praifed for. He 
wa;s in love with a Girl who had been fold to One 
dfthofc whofe. infamous Praftice it; is to buy and

She Houfe of Cuto dcrired its Luftre 
I and Glory from his Great Grandfather 
I Cata i One who by hU, Virtue. gained a 
i very great Reputation and Authority a< 
moog the Rmiam^ as we have written 
in hii Life. - 

This Cato was, by the Lofs of both his Parents, 
left an Orphan, together wiih his Brother Ca^t^ 
and his Sifter Ponia j (i) Sermlia alfo was his 
Sifter by the Mother's fide. All thcfe lived toge- 
ther, and were bred up in the Houfe of Livius 
UrufuSy their Uncle by the Mother % who at that 
time had a great ftiarc in the GovemmeDt y for he 
was very Eloquent, remarkably jull, and in Wif- 
doid not inferior to any of the Romans.

Hj: woqld force himfelf, much beyond the. 
llrengtti of his Age, to go through with whacevec 
he undertook. He was rough and ungentle to-. , 
ward Them chat flattered him % but yet more ftub- 
born and nntraftable to Thofe who threacned him. 
He was very difficultly moved to laueh % and was 
rarely feen to fmile.Not quickly or eafily provoked 
to Anger ^ but if; once incenfed, he was tko leis 
difficultly pacified* 

, When be. began to learn, he proved dull, and 
' flow to apprehend > but what he once conceived, 
he v^ry faithfully retained. And truly it isufual in 
Nature, that Men of quick Apprehenfions have 
^t the beft Memories ^ but Thofe who re- 
^eiv'e things with moft Pains and Difiiculcy, re-r 
^aember them with mod Exad^nefs : For ?very 
new Thing that is learnt, feems to makefome new. 
laipreifion upon the Mind. . Hence the Difficulty 
there was in Cato to be moved, made it the more 
difficult for him to be taugh^t y for to Learn is to 
(jufFer a kind of Alteration ; And it happens that 
Thofe are moil eafily wrought upon^ who have 
lealt flrength to oppofe what is offered. Hence 
young Men are fooner perfuaded, than They who 
are more in Years ^ and Sick Men, than ouch as 
that are hrtW in Health : In fine, where the R,e- 
ilftance is leafl powerfuL the Impreffion is moft 
eafily made. Yet Cato (they fay) was very obedient' 
to his\School-mafler, and would do whatever he 
iwas commanded ^ but he would alfo ask the Rea- 
^n, ^d enquire the Caufe of every thing: And 
indeed his Schbol-maflerwasa very courteous Man, 
more ready to inftrud:, than punifb \ his Name was 
Sarpedq. 
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^hen Cato was a Child, the Allies of the Ro* 
mans (bed to be made free Citizens of Rom. Pom* 
f^dius Silo^ one of their ^Deputies, a brave Soldier, 
and a Man pf great Worth, who hid- contraded 
a Priendfliip with Drt^us^ lodged at his Houfe for 
leveral Days, iq whieh time Ming grown familiar 
with the Children, JFell^ (faid he to them) will 
you iptreat your Uncle to befrknd us in our Bufinefs f 
Ca^io fmiling, feeme^l to confent \ biic Cato made 
i)o Aniwer, only he looked ftedfaftly and fiercely 
on the Strangers : Then fiiid Pomp^dius^ Jhd Tou^ 
young Man^ what fay Tou to us ? will not Tou^ as 
^ell as yottr Brother^ intercede with your Uncle in our 
behalf f^ Cato continued ftill unmoved % by his Si- 
lence and his Countenance feeming to deny their 
Petition, Pompadius fqatched him up to the Win- 
dow, a$ if be would- throw him out : Then he 
urged bitn to confent, or he would fling htm 
down % and fpeaking in a harfher Tone, held bit 
Body out of the Witidow, and (hook him fereral 
times.

One of them they accepted for his 
Mqftl\cr*s ftke^ He being the Son of Afeteila^ tht 
Wife of Sytia j btit for the Other, who was Se^* 
tuSf the Nephew df Potnpey^ they would not b^ 
kd \ij him^ adr exercifed urider hhn : Then SylH 
askings Whom they would have ?

'Sylhi bating had a Friendship with their Fa^^

^arpeda^ confidering the Advantage hereof,' as weU 
£0T the Honour as the Safety of his Scholars, did 
often bring CatP to wait upon SyUa at hii Houfcj 
yhich for the Mofltitude of Thctfe that iJvcrc flain^ 
iqaprifofted, anid tdrmifented tbere^ looked like i 
Place of Execution. Cato was then about Four^ 
teen Years old ; niow feeing the Heads of great 
M^n brought thither, and obferving the fecrec 
Sighs of Thofc who were pre/ent, he asked hii 
Seh^l-mafter, fTby does no Bddy kill this Man?

While he was yet very young, to Some that 
asked him, Whom he loved beft ? He anfweredy 
His. Brother: And being asked. Whom next? He 
replied, His Brother again. So like wife the third 
time, and ftill the Same, 'till they left ofF to ask 
any farther. As he grew in Age, this Love to his 
Brother encreafed j for when he was about Twenty 
Years old, he never fupped, never went out of 
Town, nor into ihc Forumy without C^pio^ but 
when his Brother made ufe of Ointments and Per- 
fumes, Thefe Cato rc'je&td : And he was, in the 
ifrhole courfe of his Life^ very regular and aufl:erc$ 
- fo that when Ca^pia was admired for his Modera- 
tion and Temperance, he would acknowledge, that 
indeed he might be accounted fuch, in refpedt of 
fome other Men^ But (faid he) when I compare my 
felf nmtb Cato, metbinks Irdiffer not at all from Sip- 

Jius i one at that time notorious for Sottnefi and 
^UKury. 

Catoy being made one of JpoWs Priefts, changed 
bis Habitation, took his Portion of their Paternal 
Inheritance, and began to live yet more feverely 
than before. Having gained an intimate Act]uain- 
tance with Jlntipatery the Stoick Philofopher, he 
bent himfelf chiefly to the Study of Moral Philo- 
fophy and Politicks. 

, He was carried, as it were, by a kind of Infpi- 
iration, to embrace every Virtue i but moft inclin- 
ed to delight in Juftice, (i) but in that fevere and

Speeches before Company ^^ 
nor was he ever heard to declaim : And to One 
who told him, Men blamed his Silence 5 but Ibope 
wt ffty Lffcj (faid he) and I will then begin tofpeak^ 
ivben I think I cdn fay fomething that is worth being 
fpoken.

TtusBiifinefs firft drew Cato into 
the Forum^ though much a^inft hi$ WilU ibr bis 
therein oppbfed tljie Tribuneiy^ and at the fam« time 
gave ap admirable Specioiefi both of bis Courage 
and his Eloquence. His Speeqh bad nothing in tf 
of childifh or affefted, but was Rough, Vehement^ 
4ind full of Senie s befides he had ^ certaip .Uhkiq 
ih Speaking, which charmed the Ear, gnd agreed 
well wkh the ihorcneft pi bis Sentences, and kime* 
thing of Mirth and Rallery ofingl^d with theGnt* 
vity of his Temper, was liot unplcffadt to his Au- 
ditors. His Voice was full, founding, (i) and fuf- 
ficiont to be heard by fo great a Multitude. Hit 
Vigour, and the Strength of his* Body, indeftttiga«* 
lAp i for be could fpeak a whole Day, and never be 
tireary. 

When he had carried this Caufe, he betook him* 
felf again to his Study and Retirement $ where he 
accuftomed his Body to Labour, ahd violent Exer- 
cilb $ ^ould ufe Klmfelf to go ba^q-faeaded both iti 
bot. and cold Weather. When he went abroad 
^ with any of his Frichdsi though they Wefe ot^ 
Horfe-back, and He on Foot, yet he would often 
. join now on^^ then another, and ditcourfe with^ 
shem on the Way. 

Ih Sicknefs, admh^le ^as the Patience he 
ihewed in iupporting^ and the Abftinence heufed, 
for curing his Dift^mpers.

At which Cato was very much incenfed, and ro«.

writ lambicks againft ScipiOj which had all the Wit 
ind Satyr of :drchihd3usj without, his Impudence 
and Scurrility. After This he Married ^////>, the 
Daughter of Snrranus^ who was the firft, but i|ot 
the only Woman he ever knew^ in this.much lefr 
irappy than L^llt^Si^ the Friend 6{ Scipio^ (i) who 
in the whole Gourfe of fo long a Life never knew 
but one .Woman/ . : .' 

In the War made by the Rebellion of the Slaves, 
(which was named -from Spartacus their Ring- 
leader) Geilius was General $ and Cato went a Vo- 
hiteer, for the fake of his. Brother .C^j>/tf, who 
was a Colonel in that. Army. But Cato cotdd. 
find no opportunity of exerciung his Courage, by 
reafon of the ill Condu£k of the General 5 - ho we- 
yeramidft the Corrqption and Diforders of that 
Army, he (hewed fuch a Love of Difcipline, fo

much 
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much Bravery upon occafion, and fo much 'Wtfr 
'dom in every thing, that it* appeared he would 
'not be any way inferior to the old Cato. Where* 
upon Gellius offered him great Rewards, and would 
have decreed him confiderable Honours % which 
he refufed, faying, he had done nothing that de» 
ferved them > and This made him be thought a 
Man of a very odd Humour. 

There was a Law, That xhe dndidates who 
ftood for any Office ihould not have Prompters 
to tell them the Names of the Citiuns, Cato^ 
when he fued to be elefted Military Tribune^ was 
the only Man that obeyed that Law *y he took 
;reat parns to falute Thofe he met, and call them 
)y their Names. Yet for thefc things he was en* 
vied, even by Thofe who praifed him j for the 
more they confidered the Excellency of what ' 
he did, the more they were grieved at the 
difficulty they found to do the like. Now being 
chbfen Military "Tribune^ he was fent into Macedonia 
after Rubrius^ who was General there. It is faid, 
that his Wife {hewing much Concern, and weep- 
ing at his Departure, Munatius^ one of Cato't 
Friends, faid to her. Do not trouble your felf^ Atilia, 
ru take care to keep him for you i Ay by all meansj 
replied Cato* When they had gone one Day's Jour* 
ney together ; fFellj faid he to MunatiuSj that you 
fn^ybe fare to keep your Promife to Atilia, you mufi 
not leave me Day nor Night i and then ordered two 
Beds to be made in his own Chamber, that Muna^ 
tius might lye there : So that he feemed rather to 
be kept by Cato. There went with him fifteen 
Slaves, two Freed-men, and four of his Friends \ 
Thefe rode on Horfeback, but Cato always went 
on Foot, yet would he keep by them,and difcourfe 
with thein on the way. 

When he came to the Army, which confided 
of many Legions, the General gave him the Com* 

mand 
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toMd of One } bat Csi0 looked upon it as a finati 
matter, and not worthy a Command^ to make bis 
own fingle Valour appear only % therefore he de- 
fired to make his Soldiers like Himfelf. Yet be did 
sot thereby lofe the Reverence due to his Com- 
mand, but joined Reafon to his Authority i for he 
perfuaded and inftrufted every one ia particular^ 
and on All beftowed Rewards or Puniflxments ac- 
cording to defert. At lei^th his Men were fd well 
difciptinedy that it was hard to fay, whethet they 
were more Peaceable^ or more Warlike *, more 
Valiant, or more Juft : They were dre%cifiil to their 
Enemies, and courteous to their QMnpamons s 
ftarful to do Wrong, and forward to gain Hoaoiir. 
(i) Thus C4tf#y tho* he never fought, yet eafiky ac- 
quired Glory and Repute i was highly efieemol by 
nil Men, but entirely btlov<Mi by the Soldiers. 
What-ever he commanded to be done^ he himfelf 
^ took part in the performing. In bis Apparel, Ms 
^ Diet and Labour,, he was^^ more like a coidisi6ii 
Soldier than an CM&ccr> (z) but in Virciie, Courage 
and WifdoiD, be far exceeded all that had the Name 
of Commanders. By tbefe means he made himfelf 
greatly beloved, and wi^ therefore the mcn^e wtl^ 
iingly followed^ for the true Love of Virtue is in 
all Men produced by the Loye and Refpefirthey 
bear to Elim that teaches it y and they who praift 
good Men, without being in. love wkb them, maf

to fee jfybsnodarus *y andcoafideringthefireat Worta 
of the Man, be hop^ lie ibouki n^t fofe his La« 
hour. When Gato had diibourTed with him, and 
periuaded him from his fonaer RefeltttioQs, he re# 
turned and brought him to the Aitxiy, (t) as^ io^ 
fal and as proud of thi^ SocMfe, is if he had done 
fome heroick Exploit, greater- than Thofe of P&m^ 
fey or LucuUus^ yiho were at that time^ fubduiag A 
many Nations and Krnigdoms. 

While Cato was yet in the Army, bis Brother^ 
on a journey toward jffia^ fell fick at JShhs ia 
Tbrace^ anjd imtmediately difpatched Lett^ to him; 
The Sea was very rough, and no* conveniegt g-reaft 
Veflel to be had, y^t Ctrto getting into a little Pte^ 
fiige-boat, with only two of 'his Rriendfe, and three 
Servants, fet Sail for Theffalonka^ and having' very 
narrowly efcaped Drowning, he arrived at Mnus 
juf^ as Cdtpio expired. Vpbn thb Occafion Cato

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ihewed himfdf more a ifend Brother than a PhilcH 
fopher, noc only in the excefs of Grief, bewailing 
and embracing the dead Body, but al(b in the ex- 
travagant Expences of the Funeral^ wherein a vaft 
Quantity of rich Perfumes and coftly Garments 
were burnt with the Corps ^ befides, he ereded in 
the Ftuwn of the jEmans^ a Monument of fbaj^am 
Marble^ which coil; eight Talents. This Some bUr 
medy as not fuiting with Cafo*$ qfual Moderation in 
other things *, but they did not confider^ that tho* 
he were ftediaft, firm, and inflexible to Pleafure, 
Fear, or fond Entreaties, vet he was full of natu- 
ral Tendemeis, and brotnerly Afleftion. Divers 
of the Cities and Governors of the Country fenc 
him many Prefents, to honour the Funerals o£ his 
Brother^ but he took none of their Moneys only 
the Perfumes and Ornaments; he received^ and paid 
for Them alfo. Afterward, when the Eftate came 
to be divided between Him and C^io^s Daughter, 
he would bring none of the Funeral Charges to her 
Account, but placed them All upon his Own. Not- 
withdanding which, a certain Writer has affirmed^ 
that he made his Brother*s Aihes be palTed through 
a Sieve, to find the Gold that was melted down 
with the Body : (i) Thus that Perfon thought it 
lawful for him to attack his Adverfaries with the 
Pen as well as the Sword.

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TTbe time: of Cato^s Service in the Armybeiti^ 
expired) be received at his Departure, not. only the 
Prayeits arid tl^ifes, but the Tears and E^nbntcet 
cf cbel Soldiers^ who fpread their Garments at his 
Feet^ and killed his Hand as he pafTed j an Honour 
wlrich the Romans ihewed to very few of their 
Generals. 

^ <]ato having left the Army, refolved, before he 
would return home, and apply himfelf to the Ma<« 
iiagenw:nc<of State-Afiairs, to travel over ^i9, and 
there obferve the Manners, the Cuftoms, and the 
Strength of every Province. He was alTo wiUing 
CO gratify the Importunitv of Deiotarusy Kifigjr^ 
Galatik^ who having haa ereati Familiarity and 
Friendihip with his Father, did cameftly invite faim 
thither. ^ -j 

Cato took care to order his Journeys in this mah«f 
ner : Early in the Morning he fent out his Bakeir 
and his Cook towards the Place where he defigndd « 
to lodge the next Night : Theie went civilly afid 
quietly into the Town^ in which if there happens 
ed to be no Friend nor Acquaintance o£Cato or his 
Family, they provided for him in an Inn, and gave 
no Difturbance to any Body} but if there were.no 
Inn, they went ta the Magiftraces, and deflred Them 
to help them to Lodgings, and were always, fktir* 
fied with what was allotted to them, (i) His Ser* 
vants thus behaving themfelv^ towards the Magi* 
ftrates, without noife aadl threatning, were often 
not credited, or negle£ted by them \ fo that CatOi

W hile lie travdled in this manner^ a pleafiioC 
Accident befel hitai in Syria. As he was going in^ 
to jlntiocby he (aw a great multitude of People 
without the Gates, ranked in order on either ude 
thb way \ here the young Men with lone; Qoaks, 
there the Children decditly drefled \ Thefe were 
feftowed by Others wearing Crowns and white 
Garments, for they proved to be the Priefts and 
Magiftraces. Cata^ prcfencly imagining all this was 
to m Him Honour, md for His Receptiouy began 
to be angry with bis Servants that were fent ber 
fere, for fuffermg it to be done \ then making his 
Friends alight, he walked along with them on Foot. 
As feon as he came near the Gate, a reverend old 
Man, who fecmed lo be a Maflier of thefe Cere- 
monies, with % Staff and a Crown in his Hand, 
came up to Cate^ and without ftluting him, asked 
him, iflfere be bad left Demetrius, ami bew/een be 
tbiught be weuld be tbert?. This Dimetrius was Pom^ 
pefs Servant % and by all Thofc who hoped for any 
Vzrom (vom Pompeyy he was highly honoured, not 
"^for his own defert, but for his great Power with 
his Matter. Upon this Gate's Friends fell out into 
fuch a Laughter, that they could not reftrain them* 
fclves while they pafled through the Crowd} he 
Himfelf much out of Countenance^ cryed, O un- 

happy 
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bafpy City ! and faid no more ^ yet afterwards he 
uled to cell this Story Himfelf^ and laagh at ir* 

Pompey likewife after thatimade the People aflia- 
med of their Ignorance and Folly ^ for Catt^^ in his 
Journey to Epbefus^ went to pay his Refpefts to 
Him, who was the elder Man, had gainra much 
Honour, and was then General of a great Army. 
Yet Pom^y would not receive him {fitting 1 but as 
foon as he faw him, rofe up^ and going to meet 
him, as the moft honourable Perfon, gave him his 
Hard, and embraced him very kindly. He faid 
many things alfo in Commendation of C^/AVirtue, 
both in his prefence, and when he was gone away. 
Sa that bow all Men began to refpeft Catt^^ and ad« 
mired him for the fame things, for which they dis*- 
ipiicd him- before^ having well confidered the Mild^ 
neis of his Temper^ and the Greatnefs of his Spirit. 
Moreover, the Civility that Pon^y Himfelf mewl- 
ed him^ appeared to come from one chat rather ho* 
noured than loved him. And' it was obferved^ he ^ 
\iwi very kind to Cato while he was prefent with 
hidft^ but very glad when he was gone from him % 
for when other young Mtn camo to fee him, he ' 
ufiially importuned and entreatedThem to Continue' 
w^ith him : Now he did not at. all invite CaPo to ^ 

ftay^ but as if his own Power were lefTened by the 
Other's Prefence, he very willingly dirmiflTed himw 
Yet to <i;r» al(;xBc, of allThofe whowentforiSosMf^ 
he recommended his Children and his Wife, who ' 
Wa^ aUb hepfelf altted to C^^0. 

After This, all theCitiea through which he paf* 
fed, drove. andemuliued eadiJOtheiv in (hewing him 
Refpeft and Honour. They invited him. to great 
Entertainments); at which he deGred his Friends to

Deiotarus being now an old Man, had fent for 
Cate^ with dcHgn to recofnmend his Qiildren and 
Family to bis Prote&ion j and as foon as he came, 
brought him Prefems of all forts of things, which 
he begged and entreated him to accept. This fo 
difpleafcd Cato^ that though be came but in the 
Evening, he ilayed only that Night, and went away 
early the next Morning. After he was gone one 
Day'$ Journey, he found at Peffinus a greater num- 
ber of Prefems provided for him there, and al(b 
Letters from Deiotarus^ entreating him to receive 
them, or at leafty (aid be, permit your Friends to take- 
tbemy 'wba de/erve well at your Hands J and your ewm 
Eftate is not Jufficient for you to reward them according 
U their Merits. Notwithftanding which he would 
not fufFer it, though he faw fome of. them very 
w^Uing to receive lii'ch Gifts, and ready to com- 
plain of his Severity s but he told them, That at 
this rate Corruption would never want Pretence \ and 
for his Friends^ they JbouU Jbare with him in wbate^ 
ver he could |f / jufily and honeftly i fo he returned the 
Prefents to L>eiotarus. 

When he took Ship for Brundujium^ his Friends 
w<oukl have pcrfuaded - him to put hts Brother^s 
A(hes into another VefTel} but he faic^ be would 
fooner part with his Life than leave them \ and fo he 
fet^Sail. (i) It is faid the Veilel in which He was^

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liappened to be in great Danger, though All the 
reft had a lafe and eaiy PafTage. 
V After he was returned to Ramty '- he fpent bis titiic 
for the moft psirt either at home jn Uonvcrfatioii 
with Atbenddofus^ or at the Fbrnmy in the fefvicp 
*of his Frtends. 

When the Office of ^^Jior fell to him, he 
^ould not take the Place, 'till he had perfcftly ftu- 
43ied the Laws concerning it, and diligently enqui- 
-red of Experienced Men the Daty and Authority 
-belonging to it. Being thus ^nftruded, as foon as 
he came into the Office, he made a great Rcfo^- 
^nation among fhifeClerks andUnder-Officers of the 
'Treafury. For They being well verftd in the Re- 
cords and Methods of the Office into which con- 
tinually fucceeded new ^uaftiits^ who for their Ig- 
norance and Unskilfulneis were -fit only to learn, 
:and not able to manage the Buiinefs, Thcfe Olffi- . 
cers had taken to Themfclves all' the* Power, and 
is^rere in effeA the Trealurcrs, *till CatOy applying 
.himfelf roundly to the Work, had not only inc 
Title and Honour of a ^^fi^r^ but an InfigHt and 
. Undcrftawding of whatever belonged to the Office. 
So that he ufed the Clerks and Under-Officers like 
Servants, as they were, reprehending Them that 
were corrupt, and initru&ing Thofe that' were ig- 
norant J yet being bold impudent Fellows, they 
flattered the other ^afi&rs his Golicgucs, and by 
their means made great Oppofition againft C^/2^. ' 
But he caught the chiefeft or them dealing diiho^ 
neftly in the divifion of ah Eftate, and turned him 
out of the Treafury. A Second he accufcd of for- 
ging^ Willj and LuStHtiusCatulus^ who was at that 
. time Cenfor^ a Man very confiderable for hisOfficcf, 
l>ut more for his Virtue, being eminent above aH 
*the Rtmam of that Age for his Wifdom and Inte- 
grity, undertook his Defence, though he w^s an 
i^tioiate Acquaintance of Cato^s^ and much com^ .

into Court in a Chair, and gave his Voioe alfo for 

acquitting the Man.

JLolUus. Having thus humbled the Ckrk^, aod 

>brought them to be at Command, he made ufe (Of 

the Books and ;Rc;gifters as be thought fit, and in 

a little while xeduced the TrqaiUry into as .good 

order u wy other :Caurti and all Men faid, Cato 

bad made the Oifice of a ^^f/?^ equal to the Diig- 

jiity of a Co»fuI.

The(e Men every Body hated as wicked ^Wretcbi^ 
but no Body durft be revengedrdf them. Yet C#<f 
called ev<^ one to Account, who had tjius gotteq 
the publick Money, which he exacted of them 1 an4 
at the- fame time fharply reproved them for tbeie 
cruel and impious ^Aions^ Havingrbom this ftoqi 
C^«, they were prefently acctifed .of Murtheri; ami 
being already prejudged as Guilty^ they wet e .taA^ 
\y found fo, and accordifogly fuffitred. At Tbil 
All the People rejoiced, and ]iOf>akiiiow to fee the 
fear of Tyranny taken away,, and Syll^ Hx^H 
puniihed; 

CafQ^s Affiduity alfo, and indefatigable Diligence^ 
won very much • upon the People^ ibr heatwayi 
came (irft of any of his CoUegues to the Treaf 
fbry, and went away the lafl. He never mifTedany 
Afiembly of the People, or. Sitting of theScnat^l 
where be always took careftri^y toobferveTh^^' 
nrho lightly,' or out of Ambition, voted for remit* 
ting, or giving away the Fines and Cuftoms, rbaf 
were owing to the State. And at length, having 
freed the ExQh^uer from lofoimers, yet i^Ued je 
with Treafure $ be made it appear, that the Siat9 
mi^ht be rich, without oppreffing the People^

''GafO) after the Expiration of his Office of J^iv^ 
' fi&r; did not forbear having a watchful Eye ypoo 
theTreafory^ Where he had his Servants con tinu* 
ally fhii^uting their Proceedings there, and He Him* 
Felt kept always by him certain Books,, which con* ' 
tained the Accounts of the Revenue, from Syi/a's 
Tiine to his Owsr^ .for which he gave five Ta* 
leots. 

He was always Firft in the Senate, and went out 
Laft: and frequently wbilft Others idled ^eir time

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salMfty "'till ts many Membefs were prefent) as were 
iuficient to make a Houfe) He would fie in fome 
Corner, and read, holding his Gown befo *e his 
Book > ac^ made it a certain Rule never to be out 
of Town when the Senate was to meet. 
^ Pompjsy^ and his Pany, finding C^a/o could neither 
.be perfiutdedor copspelled to favour their unjuft 
Pefigns, contrived to keep him from frequenting 
<the Senate Co much, by eogaging him in Buiinete 
jfor his Friends^ either to plead their Caufes, or a]> 
llttrate their Differences. But He quickly dilco* 
vering their Contrivance, fairly told all his Ac- 
iqiiaimance, that he would never meddle in any pri- 
vate Buikicfswliea the Senate was aOcmbled^ fince 
it was .not for. Honour or Riches, nor ra(hly, or 
l>y chance, thait jic engaged himfelf in the Affairs 
:Otf Sate, but. he uindeirtook the Service of the Pub- 
'Ikk, as. the proper Bufinefs of an honeft Man> and 
-therefore his thought himfelf obliged to be as dili- 
.gent for the Good of hisCountry, as a Bee for the 
Ffisfervatien of her Hive. To this end he took 
xare to make his Friend^s and Correfpondents fend 
rhim theEdids, Decrees, Judgments, and moft con* 
fiderable A&ions that paP'ed in any of the Pror 
'viuces. 

; Clodiusy the feditious Orator, praftifing toftirup 

. great Commotions, and traducing the Priefts and 

. Vcftals to the People, (among whom, Fabia Terenr 

$ia^ Sifter to Cwre^-s Wife, run great danger) Cato 

Jboldly oppofed him, and made him appear fo infa- 

^mous^ that be was forced to leave the Town % and 

^ when Cicero came to thank him for what he had 

done, Tou mtift thank the Commomveabb^ faid he, for 

ywbfifi fake alone it is that I do every thing. Thus he 

•gained a great and wonderful Reputation \ fo that 

a certain Advocate in a Caufe, where there was on* 

]y one Witnefs againft him, told the Judges, they • 

/iHx^ht not to rely upgn a iingle Witnefs, though tt 

were 
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were CaU Himfel^ And it was growa prdverMd 
among che People, if any very unlikely and lucre* 
dible thing were afierced; to fay, 1%ey tuould n^ 
hlieve itj though Cato Himfelf jb^idd ^rm it. Oiie 
day a debauched Prodigal talking in the Senate te^ 
bout Frugality and Temperance, Jhmnaus ftanding 
up, cried, fFho can endm9 7%/x, Sify t0 bear you ^b$ 
Feaft like Craflus, and Build ttke LueuUns, t^M at 
the fame time like Cato. So likewife They who 
were wild and diflblute in their Manners, and yet 
nfie&ed to feem Grave and Severe in their I>ifeour« 
(esy were in Derifion called Cat^s. 

At firft when his Friends would have perfuadcd 
him to ftand to be Tribune of the People, he thought 
it not convenient, for that the Powo- of fo great 
an Office ought to be imployed only as the ftron- 
geft Medicines, when things are brought to the laft 
neceifity. But afterwards in Vacaitton-time, i» he 
was going, accompanied with his Books and Phi* 
]o(bpberstoi>i^4ff/^, where he bad a- pleafant Seat, 
by the way they met a great many Horfes, Carria- 
ges, and Attendants, of whom they underftood, 
that Metellus Nepos w^s going to Rme^ to (land to 
be Tribune oC the People. Hereupon Cato flopped, 
and after a little paufe, gave Orders to return back 
immediately : At which the Company (eeming to 
wonder -, Da not you knowy faid he, bow dangermu 
of itfelf the Madnefs of Metellus is f but now be c^tnes 
ajjified mth the Counfel of Pompey, be wiiifali tike 

igbtning on the State^ and iring it to utter Jl»in ) 
wber^foroy This is no time for Idlenefs and DiverfioUy 
but we mufi go^and prevent this Man in biSsDefigm^ 
fr bravely die in Defence of our liberty. Ncverthc* 
lefs, by the Perfqadon of his Friends, he went 6H( 
to his Country-Hoofe, where he ftaid but a very 
little time, and then returned to Town. 

He arrived in the Evening, and went ftraight the 
neact Morqing to th^ Forum^ where he began tei 

lolicitc 
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folicite for the Tribunefhip, in Oppofitioo to Afe- 
tetlus. The Power of this Office confifts rather ia. 
Controlling, than performing any BuGnels i for 
though all the reft of his CoUegues (hould agree, 
yet if one Tribune diflenced, his Denial or Inter* 
<xffion could put a Stop to the whole Matter^ 
Cato at firft had not many that appeared for him^ 
but as foon as his ' Deilgn was known, all Perions 
of the beft Quality, and of his own /% equal ntance^ 
took part with him ^ for they looked upon hio), 
not as Qoe that delired a Favour of them, but as 
one who fought to do a greatKindne(s to his Coun- 
try, and to all honeft Men> One who had many 
times refufed the fame Office, when he might have 
had it without Trouble, but now fought it with 
Danger, that he might defend their Liberty an4 
their Government. It is reported, that fo great ^ 
nuRiber flocked about him, that he was like to be 
ftifled amidft the Preis, and could fcarce get thro* 
the Crowd. He was declared Tribune, with fcvc- 
n\ others, among whom was Metellus. 

Now when Cato was chofen iilto this Office, ha- 
ying obferved that the£le&ion oSConJUU was growi^ 
mercenary, he fharply rebuked the People for this 
Corruption, and in the conclufion of his Speech 
protcfted, he would accufe whomever he moul4 
find giving Money: (i) Yet he excepted Silams. 
by reafon of his Alliance, for he had married Ser- 
wiiaj Caters Sifter, fo that he did not Profecute 
hiiD 5 (i) but Lucius Murena^ who was chofen Con-

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ful wkh SilamiSy he accufed of Bribery. There was 
a Law, That the Party accuCed might fet a Guard 
upon his Accufer, to watch him leit he (houkl ufe 
any iiidired means in preps^ring the Accufation. He 
that was fet upon Cato by Murend^ at firft followed , 
and obferved him ftridly, yet never found him 
dealing any way unfairly or unjuftly, but always 
generoufly and candidly going on in the jufl: and 
open Methods of Proceeding. So that he much 
Admired Catd*s great Spirit and noble Nature, and 
^afily trufted to his Integrity > for meeting him a* 
broad, or going to his Houie, he would ask hiio, 
Jf he defigned to do any thing that Day in ^trder to 
ihejiccufation% and if C^/^ faid, No^ he went away,' 
freely relying on his Word. 

When the Caufe was pleaded, Cicero^ who was 
then Conful, and defended Murena^ did fo wittily 
cxpofe<7a/p, and the Stoick Philofophers, and their 
Paradoxes, that he raifed great Laughter in his 
Judges. Whereupon Cato^ fmiling, faid to the 
Standers-byj Sirsy we have a very ple^ant CfnfuL 
Murena was acquitted, and afterwards mewed him^^ 
felf no padlonate, but a very prudent Man % for 
whilft he was Conful, he always took Cato"^ Ad* 
vice in the mod weighty Affairs, and in all the 
time of his Office gave him much Honour and 
RcfpeQ:. Of which, XK)t on\y Murena' s Prudence, 
but alfo Cat6*s obliging Humour was the Caufe | 
for though he were terrible j^nd fevere as to Mat« 
ters pf Juftice, in the Senate, and at the Bar, yet 
he was very courteous and good-natured to all Men 
in private. 

Before Cato took upon him the Office of Tri- 
bune, he aflifted Cicero^ at that time Conful, in 
many things that concerned his Office % but moft 
efpecially in profecuting Catiline*s Confpiracy, 
which be did^ith great Courage and SUccefs.

This Catiline had plotted a dreadful and Entire 
Subverfion of the Roman State, contriving to raife " 
great Seditions, and drive them into a Civil War $ 
but being detefted by Cicero^ was forced to fly the 
City. Yet Lenttiius and Cetbegus confpired with fe- 
veral Others, and blaming CatfUne^ as One that 
wanted Courage, and had too much Caution for 
foch defperate C^figns, They Themfelves refolved 
to fet the whole City on Fire, and utterly t6 ruin 
the Empire of the World, \by Tumults at Home, 
and War from Abroad. But the Defign was dif* 
covercd by Cicero^ (as we have written in \m Life) 
and the Matter brought before the Senate. Silam$Sj 
who fpoke firft, delivered his Opinion, ^at the 
Confpirators ought to fuffer the laft of Punijbments j 
and was therein followed by All that fpoke after 
him, 'till it came to C^far^ who was very eloquent i 
and looking upon all Changes and Commotions in 
the State as Matter for Him to work upon, de- 
fired rather to increafe than extinguifli them. 
Wherefore ftahding up. He made a very merciful 
and perfuafive Speech : That they ought not tofuffer 
otherwife than according to^Latv^ by which they could 
not he put to Death', and moved that they; might be 
kept in Prifon : Thus was the Houfe almoft wholly 
turned by Cafar, They were alfo afraid of tjie 
People, infomuch that Silanus retra&ed, and faid. 
He did not mean Deaths but Imprifonment^ for Thai 
nvas the utmofi ofisuhat a Roman could fuffer. Upon 
This they were all inclined to the milder Opini-' 
on$ when Cato (landing up, began to fpeak with 
great Paflion and Eloquence 5 blaming Silanus for 
bis change of Opinion^ and refleSling on Caefar for his 
afeSation of Popularity^ iioho^ he faid, would ruin 
the Commonwealth by mildWords^ andplaujible Speeches ^ 
and at the fame time endeavour to frighten the Senate^ 
where He Himfelf ought Jo fear ^ for he might take it 
kindly^ if he efcaped unpunifbed or unfufpiM^ who did 

thus 
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fbus tfewfy andhldly dare H fr$te£l the Emmies 9f the 
Siate % feemed te have ne cwnpaffion fcr fo great and 
f^ieus an Empire y breugbtfo mar its utter rainy yet 
was full offityfer tbofe Men^ nvke bad better never 
have been bom^ andwhefe Death muft deliver the Cam-- 
nmnwealtb from dang^ and defiruStien. This only of 
aU Cuto^% Speeches, ic is faid, was preferved \ fc^ 
Cieeft^ the Confol had difperled about the Senate* 
houfe feveral expert ;Writers9 whom he had taught 
to make certain Figures^ which did in little and 
fttorc ftrokes expreis a |^eat many Words y 'till 
that time they had not uied thofe they call Short* 
hand Writings^ who theii firft, as it is &id, laid 
the Foundation of that Art. Thus Cato carried it^ 
and fo turned the Houfe again, that it was decreed', 
the Conspirators ihould be put to death* 

Not to omit any the leaft (Irokes that may ihew 
Cat^% Temper, and contribute to draw the Image 
of his Mind ^ it is reported, that while C4ef» and 
He were difputtng very earneftly \xi this Bufiiie/s,^ 
sind the whole Senate regarding them Two, a lit* 
tie Note was brought in to Cd^ar \ which Caia pre- 
fently declared to be fofpictous^ and Some of the 
Senators moved it might be read> Whereupon C^r- 
far delivered the Letter to Cato^ who difcovertng 
it ito be % Love-letter from his Sider Servilia to O- 
/oTy by whom fhe had been debauched, he . threw 
it to him again, crying, ftdh k^ you Sot^ and fo 
went on with his Dilcourfe. In fhc^t, it (eem$ 
Case had but ill Fortune in Women ^ for this Lady 
was ill fpoken of, for her Familiarity with C^far : 
And another ServiUa^ Caters Sifter alfo, was yet 
more Infamous^ for being married to LhcuUus^ one 
of the greateft Men in Rome^ and having brought 
him a Son, {he was afterwards divorced ior {neon* 
cinency. But what was worft of all, Cata-s own 
Wife jltilia was not free from the feme Fault j and 
^ter (he hi^d borti him two Children, he was for* 

ced 
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ted to put her zwky for her ill Condud. After 
That he ioftrricd Martia^ the Daoghter ofPbilipj % 
Woman of good Reputation^ and highly celebra- 
ted by the Ramans. Notwithftandiog which) this 
PaiTage in the Life of Cas$ looks like a Fabte in a 
Play, and is very difficult to be cleared, or made 
out with any certainty. 

" It is thus rdated by Urafem^ who refers to the 
Authority of Munatiusj Cat^^s Friend and cooftant 
Companion. Among the Many that loved and ad* 
mired Ca4o^ Some were more remai'kable and per-\ 
fpicuous than Others : Of thefe was ^uhaus Hbr^ 
Unfius^ a .Man of fignal Worth and approved Vtr* 
tue ) who defired not only to live in Friendfhip and 
Familiarity with Ca/o, but aHb to be united to his 
Family, by feme Alliance in Marriage* Therefore 
he iec himfelf to perfuade Cato^ that his Daughter 
Parcia^ who was already married to Bibulus^ and 
had born him two Children, might ncverthelcfi be

Neither 
can it be thought that Hortenfius did This, as ima*' 
gintng Cato did not love Martia y for, it is faid, fhe 
was then with Child. (;) Cato perceiirtng his ear- 
ned Defire, did not deny his Recpicft, but did, that 
Philip, the Father of Mania, ought alfo to be confuU 
ted. Philip therefore being fent for, came^ and 
finding they were wdi agreed, gave his Daughter

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Martia to H&rtenfius in the prefencc of Cato^ who 
Himfelf alfo afliftcd at the Marriage. Thefe things 
Were done afterwards 3 but fince 1 was fpeaking of 
the Women, I thought fit to make mention there* 
of in this Place. 

Lentulus and the reft of the Confpirators were 
put to Death } but Cafar^ by reafon of what was 
faid againft him in the Senate, betook himfelf to 
the People, and ftirred up the moft corrupt and dif- 
folute Members of the State to follow him. Cato^ 
apprehenfive of what might enfue thereupon, per- 
fuaded the Senate to win over the poor and difor- 
derly Rabblejby a diftribution of Corn^ the Charge 
of which amounted in the Year to no more than 
twelve hundred and fifty Talents. This Liberality 
did in appearance diflipatc the prefent Danger- 

But Metellus^ coming into his Office of Tribune^ 
began to hold tumultuous Aflemblies, and had pre-* 
pared a Decree, That Pompeythe Great fliould pre* 
fently be called into Italy^ with all his Forces, to 
preferve the City from the Danger of Catiline's 
Confpiracy. This was the fair Pretence 3 but the 
true Defign was, to deliver All into the Hands of 
Pompeyj and give him an abfolute Power. Upon 
This the Senate was aflembled, and Cato did not 
fall iharpty upon Metellus^ as he ufed to do, buc 
ipake many things full of great Reafon and Mode* 
ration. At laft he defcended even to Entreaty, and 
extolled the Uoufe of Metellus^ as having always 
taken part with the Nobility. At This Metellus 
grew the more infolent, and defpifing Cato^ as if 
he yielded and were affaid, let fall many audacious 
Speeches, openly threatning to do whatever he 
pleated in fpight of the Senate^ Hereupon Cat0 
changed his Countenance, his Voice^ and his Lan- 
guage ; and after many (harp Exprefilons, boldly 
concluded, 7'ha$ while He livedo Votnpcy Jbould w- 
ver come armed into the City, The Senate thought 

V o L. VL X them 
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them both Extravagant, and not well in their 
Wits 5 for the Defign of Metellus feemed to be the 
effeft of his Rage, who out of excefs of Malice, 
would bring all to Ruin and^Confufion; and C^/(^'s 
Virtue looked like a kind of Ecftafie, while He 
with fo great Heat and Paflion contended for what 
was Good and Juft. Afterward, when the People 
were to give their Voices for the pafSng this De- 
cree, Metellus before-hand poflcflcd the Forum with 
armed Men, Strangers, Gladiators and Slaves, and 
all Thofe who in hopes of Change followed Pom* 
pey^ which was no fmall part of the People 5 bc- 
fides they had great Affiftance from dejar^ who 
was then Pratw. The beft and chiefcft Men of 
the City were no Icfs offended at thefe Proceed- 
ings than Cato \ but they feemed rather likely to 
fufFer with him, than able to affifl: him. In the 
mean time Cato^% whole Family were in dreadful 
Fear and Apprehenfion for him 5 fome of his Friends 
did neither eat nor fleep all the Nighty continuing 
in great Perplexity : His Wife and Sifters alfo be- 
wailed and lamented him •, but He Himfelf void of 
all Fear, and full of Aflurance, comforted and en- 
couraged them by his own Difcourfe. After Supper 
be went to Reft at his ufual Hour, and was the 
next Day waked out of a profound Sleeps fby Mu- 
natius 7%ermus^ one of his Collegues. So fooiias he 
was up. They Two went together into the Forum^ 
accompanied by very few, but met by a great many, 
who bid them have a care of therafelves. Can 
^hen he faw the Temple of Caftor and Pollux in- 
compafled with armed Men, and the Afcent to it 
guarded by Gladiators, at the Top whereof fate 
Metellus and defa^r together \ turning to his Friends, 
Behold (faid. he) that courageous Fellow^ who has 
raifed fo great Forces againji one unarmed naked Man; 
and fo he wqnt on with "Tbermus. They who 
kept the Paflages, gave way to Him, Jbut would 

not 
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Wi let any body elfe pa(s: YcvCato taking MufuuiBS 
by the Hand,; with much Difl;culty pulled him 
throimh along with him. Then going direfl^fy to 
MetelTus and Qefar, he fate himfcltdown l^qtweeii 
them, to prevent their talking to one another 5 ac 
which they were Both amaxed. And Thofe of 
the honeft P^ty, obferving the Countenance, and 
admiring the Spirit and Boldnefs of Co/^, wpiit 
.nearer, and cried out to him to have Courage^ e3(-» 
hotting one another to (land together, and -not be* 
tray their Liberty, npr the Defender of it. Then 
the Clerk took out the Bill, but Cato forbade him 
to read it, v/hacupon \Mefellus took it^ and would 
have read it HimfelF, but Cato fnatched it imi q£ 
his Hands. Meteilns, having the Decree by Heart, 
began to recite it without Book % but ^'bermsf^ 
clapped his Hand to his Mouth, and flopped h^s 
Speech. Metillus feeii^ tbem^fuUy bent to with* 
Hand him, . and the People inclining to their fide, 
(ij had recourfe to an Expedient^ which could not 
fail, {%) fending to bis Houfe for armed Men,, wfafp 
rufhing in with great Noifc and Terror, th^

Wer« 
not Thefe a Force Sufficient a- 
gainll Meri unarmed) and naked 
of Defence ? What reafen thcre« 
fore haft be to fend for mote fraai 
hiso9;ra Hosfe? Did Thef thfC 
were" alfcady in and about the 
Court' want a fanhtfr 'ReinforC6. 
ment ?^Tb$vis hardtobe ac^dant- 
ed for, and I am inclined tp hc^

and Stones at hitn fVpm below. Muhna^ though 
he had formerly ^profecuted him for ,Gorruption, 
^ could not brook This,!but came to him, and hold- 
ing Tiis Gown before him, crycd out to them to 
leave off throwing : In fine, perfuading and pul- 
%ng'him along, he forced him into the Temple of 
^C Aft or. and Pollux. Metellus now feeing the place 
•clear, and all the adverfe Party fled out of the F(h 
runty thought he might eafily carry his Point, fo he 
commanded the Soldiers to retire, and going or- 
iderly to work, he began to proceed in pafling the 
I)ectfee> but the other fide having recoUeSed 
-themfclves, returned very boldly, and with great 
tfhbuting, infomuch that Metellus^s Adherents were 
-utterly difmayed, and fled every one out of the 
^rtace. They being thus difperled, Cato came in 
agaih, and confirmed the Courage, and commend'- 
cd the Refolution of the People j fo that now the 
Multitude' were^ by all means, for depofing Mefel-^ 
'lus from his Office. The Senate alfo being aflem- 
Ibled, gave Orders to ftand by Cato^ and to oppofe 
-this Decree, which would certainly raife great Di- 
,fturbance, and perhaps Civil War in the Common- 
wealth. But Metellus continued ftill very bold 
and refolute j and feeing his Party flood greatly in 
■ fear of Cato^ whom they looked upon as invinci- 
ble, he flung out of the Senate, and going into the 
"iForum^ he aflembled the People 5 to whom he 
rmade a bitter and invidious Speech again ft Cafo^ 
-crying our, He loas forced tofiy from bis Tyranny^ 
\and this Confpiracy againft Porapey j that the City 
\ would fion repent their having dijhonoured fa great a 
' Man. 

Cato v/2is highly magnified for having thus dcli- 
\vcr^ the Stade JFrom the daqgerojus Tribune/hip of 
i-Meteiiusj and thereby in fome meafure diminiflied 
' (hc;Power x^ Pmp^y v but be wastoore commend- 
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*c4, for that the .Senate intcnfling to difgrace il/<?-. ^ 
Ullus^ and depofc him from his Office, Cdit> did 
altogether oppofe, and at length divert that DeV; 
fign J for .which the Common, People admiredh^* 
Moderation and Humanity, in not infuUing'o'n'an^ 
Enemy whom he had overthrown 5 but wife Meri*^ 
acknowledged t[is Prudence and Policy, in not ex*.; 
afperating -Po^wfpey. ' ^ 

After l^^xi^TLucullm returned froni the Waf in j4fi4^ 
the finifliingof which, and thereby the Glory o! the 
whole, would in all appearance fall to Pompey. Lu* 
cMus alfo Was like tolofe his Triumph j for Caius ' 
Metrifntus traduced him to the People, and thfeatned' 
to accufchiiil % which he did rather out of Love 
to Pompey^ than for any particular Enmity to Lu^ 
ciilius. But C^/<?* being related to Lucullus^ who had 
Jnarrted his 'Sifter iS^rwV/^, and alfo thinking this^ 
Defign very unjuft, oppofcd Memmius 5 and there- 
by underwent many Slanders and falfe-Accufations, 
infomuch that rhey would have turned him but'of 
his Office, pretending that he ufed his Power tyran-r. 
nically. Yet at length Cato fo for prevailed againft 
Memmiuf^ that he was forced to lee fall the Accu- 
fations, and to (le(i(l from his Defign. 

LucuUuSy havitig thus obtained his Triumph, did 
ctihore carefully cultivate C^/^'sFriend{hip,which 
e looked upon as a great Guards and Defence a- 
gainft Pompey^s Power. 

Pompey the Great alfo returning from the Army, 
^nd confiding in the Glory of his Aftions, and the 
Good-will of the People, thought he fliould be 
denied nothing. Therefore he fcnt to the Senate 
to put off the Aflcmbly for the choice of Confuhy 
^till he could be prefent to affift Pifo^ who ftood 
for that Office, To This mpft of the Senatp pre-^ 
fently yielded ^ only Cato^ not that he though; thi$ 
Delay would be of any great Importance, but de- 
iifing to leffen and cut off the Hopes and De-

^iigns of Pompey^ withftood his Requeft) an^ fo. 
oyer- ruled the Senate^ that it was carried againft 
him. 

This did not a little trouble Pompey^ who &und 
he fhould very often f^^irin his Defigbs, unle&.hq 
could bring over Catu to his Intereft. Therefore 
he fent for his Friend Munatius^y and Q^^o having 
two Neice9 that were marriageable, ba:offered to 
marry the eldeft Himfelf, and take the youngeft 
for his Son. Some fay, they were 4iQt. his Ncices^ 
but his Daughters, whpm Pampey WPuM have thus 
married. Munatius propofed the matter to pata^ 
in prefence of his W^fc and Sifters : . Thp Women 
very much defired the Alliance . pf (o ^reat and 
yoxthif^^, Perfon $ but (7<»rt, with^mt di^lay^ oy ba- 
Ifuicing, prefently anfwered ^ 6^, Muai^tius, go tell

Jkindfi^Sji an4 while be df^k uprightly, in^tbe, Statey be

Offcej hutJmUnot.givfyHofiq^iM. ?^QaP!^y''^ Gloryy 
againfi^ niy Co^utry^s Safety. This Anfw^r was very 
grating to the Wqipf ij^ anq to all hU t'ricnds it 
leemed fomc;what barfix $^d haughty. Afterwards, 
yrhen Pompey^ ?»f PHiVifflring tp get the Confulfhip 
for one of his; Frieads, gave Money to t^e People 
for their Voices, and the Bribery was notorious, 
for the Money was told out in Pompef^ own Gar- 
dens, Cato then faid to the Women, they muft ne- 
ceflkrily have been coficemcd in ebefe Faults of 
Ponepey^ if they had beem' allied to his Family^ and 
They ackoowledged,^ tbap he did beft in refuiing 
it. • • * .'

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But) if we may judge by tht^ Event; Cato feems 
much t6. blame for rcjcaing that AUiance, which 
thereby fell to Cafar. And then that Match was 
inade^ which uniting His and Pompef^ Power, Had 
wdl-nigh ruined the Roman Empire, and did at laft 
utterly deftroy the Corambnweakh. Nothing of 
which perhaps had come to pa(s, but that Cato was 
too apprehenfive of ^^?«^/^/^ ieaft Faults, and did ' 
noi conilder how he forced him into a condition 
pf committing much Greater j howe\rer thcfe 
things were yet to come. 

Now LucuUus and Pompey had a great Difpute, 
concerning what had been eftabliflied in Pontus^ 
each endeavouring that his Own Ordinances might 
iland. Cato took part with Luculhs^ who was ap- 
parently injured j and Pompey^ finding himfetf the 
weaker iA the Senate, took to the People. To gain 
Them, he propofed a Law, for dividing the Lands 
among ther Soldiers : Cato oppofing him in This 
alfo, made the Law be rejefted. Hereupon Pom^ 
pey joined himfelf with ChdiuSj at that time the 
moft violent of all the popular Men ; and was 
Jikewife united to Cafar upon this occafion, of 
which Cato^ himfelf was the Caufe. 
. For Cafar^ returning from his Government in 
Spain^ at the fame time fucd to be chofen Conful, 
and yet defired not tp^lofe his Triumph. Now the 
:Law requiring, that They who flood for any Of- 
fice fhould be prcfent 5 and yet that Whoever ex- 
pe&ed a Triumph fhould continue without the 
Walls J Cafar requefled the Senate, that his Friends 
might be permitted to canvafs for him in his ab- 
fence. Many of the Senators were willing to 
•confent to it, but Cato oppofed it, and perceiving 
them inclined to favour Cafar^ fpent the whole 
I>ay in fpeaking, and fo prevented the Senate, that 
they could come to no conclulion. Cafar there- 
fore refelving to let f^ll his Precenfions to the 

X 4 Triumph, 
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Triamph, came into the Towh^ and immediately 
made a Friendihip with Pomfej^ and flood for the 
Confulfliip : So foon as he was declared Conful E* 
\t6ty he married his Daughter Julia to Pompey. 
Having thus combined themfelires together againft 
the Common wealth, the One propofed the jfgra^ 
rian Laws^ for dividing the Lands among the poor 
People •, and the Other was prefcnt to fecond the 
Propofal. ; Againft Them, LucuUus^ Cicero^ and 
their Friendsyjoined with Bibulus the other Conful, 
and did All they could to hinder the pafHng thofe 
Laws. Among Thefe none was more remarkable 
than Cato^ who looked upon the Friendihip and 
Alliance of Pompey and Cafar as very dangerous i 
and declared) he did not fo much diflike the Ad- 
vantage the People fhould get by this Diviiion of 
the I^ands, as he feared the Reward thefe Men 
would gain, by thus cheating the People. And in 
This the Senate was of His Opinion \ as were like* 
\yife many honeft Men without doors, who were 
very much offended at C^far"^ ill Condud, that 
He now bearing the Authority of Conful, ihould 
thusbafely and difhonourably flatter the People, 
pra£ti{ing to win them by the fame means, that 
were wont to be ufed only by the moft rafh and 
heady Tribunes, d^far therefore and his Party, 
fearing they fhould not cgrry it by fair dealing, fell 
to open force. Firft a Basket of Pung was thrown 
upon Bibulus a3 he was going to tho Forum -^ then 
they fet upon his Lidorsy and broke their Rods^ 
at length feveral Darts were thrown, and many 
Men wounded : So that All who were againft 
thofc L^ws fled out of the Forum^ the refl mak- 
ing what hafte they could,but Cato laft of all walk- 
ing out very flowly, often turned back and curfed 
thofe Citizens. 

Now the otter Party did not only carry this 
Ppi^it of dividing the LandS) but alio ordained, 

4 that 
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that all the ISenate ihould fwear to confirm this 
Law, and to defend it-againft Whoever fliould at*-* 
tempt to alter it, infli&ing gfeat Penalties on Thofe 
who ihould refafe the Oath. All the SenatorS)feeing 
the necefficy they were in, cook the Oath, remem-*' 
being the ElEampleof old Metellus^ who refufing to 
fwear upon the like Occafion, was forced to fly 
out oi Italy. As for Cato^ his Wife and Children 
with Tears befought him, his Friends and Famt-^ 
liars perfuaded and entreated him to yield, and takie 
the Oath > but he that principally prevailed with 
him was Cicero the Orator, who urged and remon^ 
flrated, Honv unreafonable it was^ that a private Afam 
alone JhouU oppofewbat the Publick had decreed y^ thaS 
the thing being already paft remedy ^^ it foiould look like 
Folly and Madnefs to run bin^felf into danger^ where 
it is impOjffible to do his Country any goodx- Bejides^ it 
fwould be the greateft of all Evilsy to abandon the 
Commonwealth^ for whofe fake he did every thing;, 
and to let it fall into the Hands of Thofe who defigned 
nothing but its Ruin, ^his would look as if be were 
glad of an opportunity to retire from the trouble of de^ 
fending his Country 5 for ffaid he) though Cato have 
no need of Rome^ yet Rome has need of Cato, and 
fo likewife have all his Friends : Of whom Cicere ^ 
profefled Himfelf the chiefs being at that time 
aimed at by Clodius^ who openly threatned to fall 
upon him, as foon as ever he ihould get to be Trir 
bum. Thus Cato (they fay) moved by the En- 
treaties of his Family, and tfie Perfuafions of his 
Friends, went unwillingly to take the Oath, which 
he did the laft of all, except only Favonius^ one of 
his intimate Acquaintance. 

Cafar^ exalted with this Succefs, propofed ano- 
ther Law, for dividing almoil all the Country of ' 
Campania among the poor and needy Citizens. No ^ 
Body duril fpeak againft it but Cato^ whom there- 
fore Ci^far pulled from the Roflrum^ and dragged to

Jllyfioi^ and all Gat^ 
with im Army 9f four Legioo^i for the fpace of 
five Ycars^ kfaough Cdto ft ill ewed out, they were 
placing a Tyrant in their Citadel. Publius Clo^ms 
^who illegaiJy.' of a Patrichn Jb^came a Plebeian) 
was declared Tribene of the Peoplejand he had pro- 
mifed.to do all things according to their Pkafure^ 
bn condition haxnighchanilh Cicero. For Cohfuls, 
they fet up Calpurnius Pijh^ the. Father of Cafar'^ 
Wifcy and At^lm Gabinius {i) One of Pompefs Bo- 
Ibtn Friends, as They write wh p. heft knew, his Life 
•and Manners.

for ,where'ds (faid he) Many have fought to commat0 

tb^ Expedition to Cyprus, and have much foHcited to . 

Ve^fint thither^ I th)nkTou only deferve it^ and there-- 

fore to Tou I will freely give that Command. Catd 

prefently cried out, 2T&/i was a Defgn upon Mm^ and 

no Favour^ but an Injury. Then Clodius ptoudljr 

and fiercely anfweredi If you will net take it as 4 

Kindnefs^ yet youfballgo^ though never Jo. unwillingly j 

rfnd immediately going into the Ailembly pf thcf 

People^ he made them pafs a Decree, that Goto 

fhould be fent to Cyprus. . But they ordered him .. 

neither Ships, nor Soldiers, nor any Officers, only 

two Secretaries j One of which was a very Ralcal^ 

and'tlxe Other a Retainer to Clodius. Befides, as 

if'thd gaining of Cyprus^ and conquering Ptolemy^ 

were not Work fufficient, he was ordered alfo to 

feflore'the Fugitives of Byzantium', for Clodius 

was refolved to keep him far enough off, whilft 

himlelf continued Tribune.' 

Cat'oj being under this neceflity of going away,ad-i 
yif^ Cicero^ (who was next to be fet upon) to make 
no' reliilance, left he fhould throw theSuteinta 
Civil War and Confufion, but to give way to the 
Times ; and thus he might become once more the 
Pf^fervcr of his Country. 

Cato 
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Cafff fent Canidiu^y one of his Friends^ to CyprMs^ 
to perfoade Ptolemy to. yield withquc being forced j, 
which if be- did, he mould want neither Riches 
nor Honour,: for the Romans would give him (i),. 
die Pricftbopd of Fenus in the Iflc of P<a/A^f. -He 
bimfelf ilaid at Rhodes making. Tome Preparatipns,^ 
and expe&ingan Anfwer from Cyprus. In th&iiiean 
time Ptolemy J King of. Mgypt^ who had left * -if- 
hxandria^ ; upon fome Quarrel between Him and 
bis SubjeAsy was failing for Rome^ in hopes that 
Pompey mdC^efar would by their Power reftofc 
bim again to his Kingdom : , In bis way ]be delired 
to fee CatOj to whom he (ent, not doubting but he 
Vould come and wait upon him a£ the $rft adtice 
of his Arrival > but Cato was about his necefliary 
Affairs, whea the Meffen^er (rame, to whom he 
made Anfwer, That Ptolomy might come to Himy 
if be thought fit. When he came, Cato neither 
went forward to meet him, nor fo much as rofe up 
to him, butlaluting him as an ordinary PerfoQ,bid 
him fit down. This at firft amazed Ptolemy j who 
admired to fee fqch Great ne(s and ftately Carriage, 
in a Man of common Birth and meah Appearance \ 
but afterwards, when he began to taUc about his 
Affairs, Ptolemy no lefs wondered at the Wifdom 
and Freedom of his Difcourfe j for Cato blamed 
bis Defign, and (hewed him the Honour and Hap-? 

Einels he had fallen froiH) the Difgrace and'Trou* 
les he would run bimfelf into % told hini, what 
great Gifts and Prefencs he mud beftow on the 
leading N(Jen at Rome^ whom all Mgypt turned into 
Silver would fcarcely fatisfie:. Hq therefore advifed 
bim to return home^* and bq reconciled to ^is Sub? 

(i) This Pricfthood miift ar- 1 larJy from H^mfr,that the Hfgfa^ 
tatttly have been ibmething very i ?ric(lhood of any of the Gods was 
confideftiblfli finceit wair ftropofed I not only a faper-emiaent Digoityi 
fs an €<]qivalent for Cj/frtis.

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jfcfts, offering to go along with him, and affifl: him 
in compofing the Differences. Upon this Di(^ 
coitrfe Ptoktny came to Himfelf, as one recovered 
from a fit of Madnefs, and ackiiowledging the 
Wifdom and Sincerity of CatOj was refolvcd to 
folto w his Advice \ but he was again over^perfiiaded 
by his Friends to the contrary, and fo, according 
to his firft Defign, went to Rome. When he came 
there, and was forced to wait at the Gate of one 
of the chief Magiftrates, he began to repeat of his 
Folly, in having rejc^ed the Counfel of fo good a 
Man, or rather the Oracle of a Ood. 

In the mean time the other Ptolemy^ who was ia 
Cyprus^ (very luckily for Cato) poifoned himfelf. It 
was reported he had left great Riches \ therefore 
Cctto defigning to go firft to Byzantium^ fent hit 
Nephew Brutus to Cyprus ^ for he would not 
wholly truft Canidius. Then having reconciled the 
Fugitives and the People of Byzantium^ he left the 
City in Peacii and Quietnefsj and thence failed to 
Cyprus^ where he found a Royal Treafure in Plate, 
Tables, Precious Stones, and Purple, all which was 
to be turned into ready Money. Cato rcfolved to 
examine all very exa£lly, and to raife the Price of 
every thing to the utmoft s to which end he was 
always prefent at felling the things, and took the 
Accounts Himfelf. Nor would he truft to the 
ufual Cuftoms of the Market^ but fufpefted all the 
Officers, Cryers, Prizers,and even his own Friends % 
therefore he Himfelf talked with the Buyers, zxA 
urged them^tb bid up 5 fo that moft of the things 
were fold at great Rates. 

This Miliruftfulnefs of Cato^% offended moft of 
his Friends s but efpecially Munatius^ the moft inti- 
knate of them All, became almoft irreconcilable. 
And This afforded Cafar a plentiful Subje£)r for 
Railing, in his Book againft CatO'y yet mumtiusr 
-himfelf relates, that this falling out was not h

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f^ered him, Where hepleafcdj then* looking about, 
he faid, He would be near Munatius^ aftd prefently 
went and placed hitiifelf next to him $ yet he (hew- 
ed him no other Mark of Kindnefs, all the timt 
they were, at Table together. But another time, 
at the Entreaty of Martia^ Cato v^rbte to Munafiusi 
That he defired to fptat with him. Munatius went 
to his Houfe one M6rning, and t^aS e^mertaincd by 
Mariia^ 'till all the Company was gone j then <lato 
came and embraced him veiy kirtdly, ftnd the^ 
were perfcftly reconciled. I have tf^e more fully 
related this iPaflage, for that I thlhk the Manneii 
and Tempers of Men are more clearly difcovercd 
by things of this nature, than by Great and Illu- 
flrious Adions. 

Cate got together no lefs than feven thoufand 
Talents of Silver 5 birtapprehenfivcoP what might 
happen in fo long a Voyage-by Sea, he provided i 
great many Coffers that held two Talents and 
five hundred Drachmas a piece: To caehof thcfe 
he faftned a long Rope, and to the other end of 
the Rope a piece of Cork, fo that if the Ship • 
fhould mifcarry, it might be difcovered where- 
about the Chefts lay under Water : Thus all the 
Money, except a very little, was fafcly tranfpoirted. 
Now Cato had made two Books, in which all his 
Accounts were carefully written 5 j;>ut Neither qf 
them waspreferved j for his Freed- man P;&y/^r^jyr/^/, 
who had the charge of One of thcm,fettingSail from 
Cencbrea^ was drowned, together with the Ship and 
all her Fraigfit. The other Book Cato him (elf kept 
'till he came to Corcyra^ where he fet up his Tents 
in the Market-place j and the Mariners being very 
cold in the Night, made a great matiy Fires, feme 
of which took hold of the Tents, fq that they were 
burnt, and the Book loft. Though Cato had 
brought with him fcveral of Ptolemy's Servants, 
who could teftific his Integrity, and flop the

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Mouths of his Enemies, yet this t«o(s troubled him } 
for he defigned them not only for a Proof of his 
own Fidelity, but a Pattern of Exa&neis to O- 
tbers. 

News being brought to Rome^ that he was co- 
ming up the River, ail the Magiftrates, the Prie(b, 
and the whole Senate, with great part of the Peo- 
ple, went out to meet him \ both the Banks of the 
f^yher were covered with Spectators 5 fo that his 
Entrance was in Solemnity and Honour, not infe- 
rior to a Triumph. But it was thought fomewhat 
ftrange, and looked like Pride, that when the Con- 
fuls and Prascors appeared, he did not come to- 
wards them, nor ftay to falute them, but rowed up 
the Scream in a Royal Galley of fix Banks of Oars, 
And ftopt not 'till he came to the Place of Landing. 
However, when the Money was carried through 
the Streets, the People much wondered at the vaft 
. Quantity of it, and the Senate being aflfembled, 
did in Hon6urable Terms decree him (i) an extra- 
ordinary Praetor(hip, and alfo the Privilege of be- 
ing at the publick Spe&acles in a Robe faced with 
Purple. Cato refufed all thefe Honours, but in con- 
fideration of the Diligence and Fidelity he had found 
in Niciasy the Steward of Ptolemy^ he requeued the 
Senate to give Him his Freedom. 

Philips the Father of Mariia, was that Year 
Conful, but tKe Authority and Power of the Office 
xefted wholly in Cafo ^ for the other Conful no lefi

mean time, it was ufiiall^ difcourfed among the more 
prudent part of the Citizens, That they ought not 
to fufFer the Power of Vmnfey and Craffus to be 
united, which would then grow beyond all Bounds, 
and become dangerous to the States that therefore 
One of them muft foe denied. For thefe R6i(bm 
they took part with Dmitius^ whom they exhor- 
' ted and encouraged *tb go on, aflbring nim that 
•Many who feared openly' to appear for him, would 

1^ )rivatcly affift him. Pompey^s Party fearing This, 
aid wait for Domitius^ and fet upon him as he was 
[oing before Day-light with Torches into the 
^ield. Firft he that bore the Light next before 
D(mitiui was knocked down $ then feveral Others 
being wounded, all the reft fled, except Cato and 
DofHttiHs ^ for Cato held him, ^though- hio^felf were 
"wounded in the Arm) and cry mg out, conjured the 
ethers ro:fiay^ and while they had Breath not toforfah 
the defence of their Liberty againft ihofe Tyrants'^ *w6# 
plainly Jbewed with what Moderation they were like to 
ufe tJhe Power ^ which they endeavoured to gain byfucb 
Violence: . '!But at length Domitius alfo, no longer 
; willing; to ft and the Dangei'j fled to his own^ 
Houfey and fo Pompey vaK Crajfus ^efe declared 
Confiils. ' 

Neverthelcfs Cato would not give over, but rc- 
' folved to ftand Himfelf to be Praetor that Year, 
' which he thought would be fome help to bim, in 
his Defigh of opppfing them 5 that he mi^t not 
ad: as a private Man, when he was to contend with 
publick Magiftrates. Pompey and Grajfus apprc- 
bended This } and fearing that the Office of Praetior 
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in the Perfon of Cato^ mfght be equal in Authori- 
ty tb That of Cbnfuly they aflcmbled the Senate un« 
expe&edly^ without giving any notice to a great 
many of the Senators, and made an Order, That 
They who were chofen Praetors (i) ihould im- 
mediately enter upon their Office, without atteH* 
ding the ufual time, in whicb^ accor^Jing to Law^ 
they might be accufed, if they had corrupted the 
People with Gif^s. When by this Order they were 
fccure from being called to apcount, they, fet up 
their own Friends and Dependants t6 ftand for the 
Prastorfliip, giving Money, andfoUiciting thcPeo? 
pie for their Voices. Yet* the Virtue and Repo* 
ration of Gate was like to triumph over all ithefe 
Stratagems \ for many of the People abhorrol that 
Cato {hould be fold, who ought rather to be hired 
to take upon him the Office: So he carried it by 
the Voices of the firft Tribe. Hereupon Pompef 
immediately frames a Lie, crying out. It thundered % 
and ftraight broke up the Aflembly : For the Ro'- 
mans religioufly obferved thofe Things, and never 
concluded any Matter after it had thundered.. Ar 
gainfl: the next time they bad diftributed larger 
Bribes, and did alfo keep the bei( Men out qf the 
Field: By thefe foul Means they procured f^atiniu^ 
to be chofen Praetor infliead ofCato. It is (aid, that 
They who had thus corruptly and dillxoueftly gi- 
ren their Voices, made what hafte they could out 
of the Field 5 but the Others ftaying together, and 
being much grieved at what was done^ one of the

Theti 
he began to rip up all Cdfaf^ Praftices, and laid 
open his Defigns from the Deginning,as clearly, as if 
he never liadoeen an Enemy to him, but a conftanc 
Confederate with him : And told the Senate, That 
if they were wife^ they would not fear the Britkiiis 
^11^ Gauls, but Cxhr Himfelf. This Difcourfe (6 
moved and awakened the Senate, that Cafaf% Friends 
repented they had caufed the Letter to be read, 
which had given Cato Opjportunity of (aying fb 
many reafonable things, and fuch fevere Truths a- 
gainft him* However, nothing was then con- 
cluded > only it was hinted, that they would do 
well to fend him a Succeflbr : Hereupon Cafaf% 
Friends required. That Pompey alfo ihoqld lay down 
' his Arms, and refign his Provinces, or elle that 
Cafar might not be obliged to Either. Then Cato 
cried out, ff^hat he b(id foretold was come to pafs > 
now it was manifefi he would conu upon them with bis 
Forces^ and turn againft the State tbofe Armies he bad 
got by deceitfully impojing on them. , Yet Cato could 
not ; prevail much out of the Senate- houfe } for 
the reople always magnified Cafar^ and the Se* 
nate were convinced by Cato^ but were afraid of the 
People. 

When News wa^ brought. That Cafar had 
taken jtriminum^ and was coming on With his Ar- 
my toward Rome^ then all Men, even Pompey^ and 
the common People too, caft their Eyes on Cato^ 
who had alone forefeen, andfirft clearly difcovered 
Cafar\ Intentions. He therefore told * them, If 
you bad believed Me^ or regarded my Advice^ you 
would not now have been reduced to fiand in fear of 
one Man^ and alfo to put all your Hopes in one AUme. 
Then Pompey acknowledgfed9 that Cato iitdeed bad

As for Afinius^ he/aidyhe&ould 
cafily drive him out of Si(ily% bwt{i« grcwer^F^ccs 
were comii^ to his Affiftaoce, he would xw en- 
gage the Ifland in a War: Wherefore he advifed 
the Syracufians to fabmit -to the Conqueror, and 
provide for their own Safety. Then he fet Siul 
from thence. 

When he came to Pompey^ he conftaptly g^ve 
Advice to prolong the War > for be always hoped 
to compofe Matters, and would by no means chat 
they fhould come to A3:ion \ For the Common- . 
wealth would fufler extieamly, and be the cerwo 
Caufe of its own Ruin, whoever were the Con- 
queror. Moreover he perfuaded Pomey^ and the 
Council of War, to ordaiw, that no Qty ^Quld be 
lacked, that was fubje^ to the People of jS,m^i 

and 
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and that no Roman fhould be killed, bat in 'theHeac 
of Battel : Thereby he got himfclf great Honour^ 
and brotfght over many to the Party of Pom^^ 
who were much taken with the Moderation and 
^Humanity of Cato. Afterward, being fcnt into -rf- 
Jia, to amft Thofe who were railing Men, and pre- 
paring Ships in tliofe P^rts, he took with him his 
Sifter Servilia^ and a little Boy which (he had by 
iMcuttus I for fince her Widowhood, ihc had lived 
with her Brother, and very much recovered her 
^Rej^utation, having put htx felf under His Care, 
followed Him in his Voyages, and complied with 
his feverc way of Living 5 yet Gicefar did not fail to 
afperfe him upon Her Account alfo. 

Tho' Pampeyi's Officers in jtjia thought they had 
no great need of Catd'% Affiftance, yet he broughc 
over the People of Rhodes by his Perfuafions to 
embrace his Party, and leaving his Sifter Servilia^ 
and her Child there, he returned to Pompey^ who 
^ad now gotten together very great Forces both 
by Sea and. Ltyid. And here Pompey clearly be- 
trayed his own Intentions ^ for at firft he defigoe4 
to give Cato the Command of the Navy, (which 
con(i(ted of no lefs than Five Hundred Ships of 
War, befides a. vaft Number of Pinnaces, Scouts 
and Tenders.) But prcfently bethinking himfclf, pc 
put in mind by his Friends, that Cato's principal 
and only Aim being to free his Country from all 
Ufurpation, if He were Matter of fo great Forces, 
as foon as ever Cafar fhould be conquered, he 
would certainly oblige Pompey to lay down his Armsj 
and be fubjeft to the Laws : Therefore Pompe^ 
changed his mindj and though he had before men<«^ 
tloned it to Cato^ yet he made Bibulus Admiral.* 
Notwithftanding This, it appeared Caio's Affeflioii 
to the Publick Good was no way diminiftied 5 for 
when they were ready to engage in a conflifl: at 
jDyrracbium^ Pmpey Himfclf incouraged the Army* 
Vol. VL Z and 
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V ani commanded aU the Officers to do the like : Yet 
the Soldiers hearkened to them but coldly, and 
with Silence. Cato fpoke !aft of All, and difcourfed 
to thcqi out erf the Principles of Philofophy, fach 
things as the Occafion required,, concerning Li- ' 
berty, Valour, Death, and Glory j all which he 
delivered with gre^t Vehemence of Affciftion, and 
concluded with ah Invocation of the Gods, to whom 
he dircfted his Speech, u if they were prefcot to 
behcJd them fiaht for uieir Country. At This the 
\ Army gave fuch a Shqut, as filled ail their Leaden 
' With Hope, and made them fall on without Fear 

§f Danger, C^fa/i Party was routed, and put to 
ight 5 yet bis good Fortune took fuch Advantage 
pf Pomfef% Cautioufneis and Diffidence, as rendered 
the Vittory ixicomplcat. But of This we hav$ 
^ken in the Life of Pmpey.^ 

Now while All the reft rejoiced, andmagnified 
iheir Succefi, Cau> alone bewailed his Coantry,and 
curfed that Fatal Ambition, which madefo maaf 
ixrave Romans muifther one another. 

After This, Pompey following CAfar into ^JaJy^ 
left at Dyrracbium, a great Quantity of Munitioa^ 
Hore of Riches, aiid Many ot his Uomefticks and 
jiclationsj the charge of all which he gave to 
CatOy with the Cmnoiand onlv of fifteen Cohorts : 
For tho* he trufted him much, yet he was afraid 
of him too, knowing full well, that if he fucceed- 
fcd nor, Cato would never forfake him > but if he 
conquered, would never let him ufe hi^ Viftory at 
his Pleafure. There were likewife many Perfons 
of eminent Quality, who ftaid with Cat9 at Dyrra* 
ihiuw. 

When they heard of the Overthrow at Pharfdu^ 
tiato refolved with himfclf, that if Pompey were 
ilain,he would condud: Thofe who were with him 
into Italy y and then retire as far from the Tyranny 
of Cafar as he could, and live in Exile 3 but i£

ther for t^ioi. With this RelT^lijciDn he paflcc^oyc r 
:q Corfyra^ wberofthe Navy; laj^j there he wdufd 
liiaye refigncd his Command to Cicero $ bpe^pfc He 
jjbadbeeaCoafu], and Himfelf only aPrastoriBut 
Cicero rcfufed ityand yr^gpitigfor Italy.

Npw uader{|anding that Pmp^y the Gre^t wjs 
. j^d towai^ j^gyp or Liby^ C<3;ftf refoWedtohaften 
: after himi afid having taken all his Men aboard, he 
.frt Sail J i?|ut; firft to Thofe. who were not willing 
. to eipgagicy hc,gave free Liberty to depart, 
- When' they If amc to the Coaft ,of ^m<f, they 
. Hij^t with S^tusi Pompefi yoiingei: Son, who told 
.them of the Peath qf his, Father in JEgypt ^.sic 
)Vhich they were all exceeding^, grieved, and 4c- 
^clared that^after PompeythtY would follow jio other 
^j^eader but C^rt. Out of Comp^fSon therefpre to fo 
many worthy Perfons, who had given fuch Tefti* 
'» ttionies of thdr Fidelity^ and whom be cotrld not 
for (hame^ leave in a defart Country, amidft (b many 
X)ifficuhie$, he took upon him the Command, and 
itiart^hed toward the City of Cyrme^ which imme- 
diately received him, tho* iidt long before they had 
ihut their G^tes againft Labtetius, Here he was in- 
formed, xh^lf Scipioj Po«i^^/s Fathcr-in-Law, was 
received by King Juba^ and that Jppius Varm^ 
"Whom Pompey left Governor of Libya^ had joined 
them with his Forces. Gata . therefore refolved to 
inarch toward them by Land, it being Winter 5 , 
• and having got together a great many Afles to carry 
Water, he furmfhed himfelf likewife with Plenty 

• Z i of 
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of all other Provifion, and a number of Carriages : 
He cook alfo with him fome of thofe they call (i) 
PfilUy^ho Cure the biting of Sftrpents, by fucking 
oilt the Poifon with their Mouths, and have like- 
wife certain Charms, by which they ftupifie and 
lay aflccp the Serpents themlelvcs. 

Thus they marched feven Days together. Cafo 
all the time went on Foot at the Head of his Men, 
and never made ufc of any Horfe or Chariot. Evd: 
fince the Battel of Pbarfalia^ (2) he ufcd to fit at 
Table,adding This to his other ways of Mourning, 
that he never lay down but to fleep. 

Having paflcd the Winter in Libya^ Cafo drew 
out his Army, which amounted to little le(s than 
ten thoufand Men. The Affairs of Scipio and Fa^ 
rus went very ill, by reafon of their Diflentiohs 
and Quarrels among themfelves, and their Subrnif* 
fions and Flatteries to King J^iba^ who was infbp- 

Jortable for his Vanity, and the Pride he took in 
is Strength and Riches. The lirft time he catne 
to a Conference with Cafo^ he had ordered hi^ owb 
' Seat to be placed in the middle between Scipio anci 
CatOi which Cato obfcrving, took up his Chaif, 
and fet himfelf on t^e other fide of Ssipio^ to 



(1) There was a whc^ Natnm 
in Africf who made it tbeirBu* 
iioeis CO cure the Bite of the Ser* 
pent by fucking the Wound. This 
is no extraordinary Matte^, for' 
. we read in Homer that in antient 
times Wounds wcr^ cured by 
fucking. But thefe P^i/i. pretend- 
ed to a Power of enchanting the 
Serpents, and that they could 
disarm them of their Fury by 
charming ^them to fleep. We find 
in holy Scripture Indances of 
Perfons who pretended to that 
Power, which they rauoted as 
miraculous. Upon This is founded 
lyhac we find in Jeftmifihi cap.

But thia 
fingle Example of Cmu iocon- 
teftably proves that it was de£- 
roas in thofe times, and that 
fitting at Table was looked upon 
as a thing very incouvtnient. 

Whom. 
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Whoth he thus gave the Honour of fitting in the, 
middle, tho' he were his Enemy, and had rormerljr 
publiihed a fcandalous Libel againft him. There 
are Sopie who approve not this Adion of C»fd'% : 
4nd yet on the other fide blame him,for that in Skily^ 
walking one Day with (i) Pbihftratus^ he gave 
Him the middle Place, out of the Refpeft he bort 
to Philofophy. Thus did Cafo pull down the Spirit 
of Juba^ who before treated Sciph and Farus no 
better than his own Subje£b: He reconciled Them 
alfo to one another. 

, All the Army defircd Cato to be their Leader : 
$€ipio likewife and Farus gave . way to it, and of- 
fextd him the Command i but he laid, He would, 
not break thofe Laws, which he fought to defend % 
lUid He, being biit Pro-praetor^ ought not to com- 
mand in the preience of a Pro^onful, (for Scipi&, 
bad been created Pro-conful $) befides that the Peo- 
ple would take it as a good Omen, to fee a Sdph 
command in jifrick^zna the very Name would give 
Courage! to the Soldiers. 

S^ipio having taken upon him the Command, pre- 
fcntly rcfolved (af the Inftigation of Juba) to put 
^1 the Inhabitants of Utica to the Sword, and ro 
raze the City, for having (as they pretended) taken 
part with Cafar. Cato would by no means fiiffcr 
Thi$ \ but invoking the Gods, exclaiming and pro- 
tcfting againft it in the Council of War, he with 
nuch difficulty delivered the poor People from 
the Cruelty. . 

Afterward, upon the Entreaty of the Inhabi- 
tants, and at the Inftance of Si:ipU^ Cato took up-

JJf ha ho lodged iii the Trenches, havifigfirfltakeii: 
their Arms from them j the reft of the Inhabi** 
tants he kept withid the Town, and took great 
care, that no Injury fhould be done, nor Afiront 
olFttcd thetn by tfie Rmanin From hence he fcnt 
gr^t Quantity of Arms, Money, and Provi(iont 
to the Camp, aiid inade this City tlieir chief Ma^ 
gazfne. 

He advifed ScipiUi as he had beforic done Pompef^ 
Ify no means to baz^d a Battel aj^ainfi^ a Man $xf$^ 
fetienced in M^afs and eHipouraged with Succefs^ but tm 
i^fe ielay \ for tlm nv^i^d cool th$ He0s and Paffions. 
iff Men^ t»hioh a/rt rb9 chief fnpfipt and ftrengtb ef 
t/furpers. But Scipio out of Pride reje&ed this Coonr 
fel, and writ zhtititto Cafoi in ^wbivbife repreacb^ 
^ ' ftbimyuoitb Conoardice j and^that be could not contend 
Hirhfilf to lye fedmi UtAfbirifTalU and frencbes^ im$ 
ffe mufi hinder Others^ T'bat they tnigbt not make uji 
pf ^ GourUge ifnd keafon they have to lay bold of^ 
Occafivn$. in anfwcr to This Qato writ word again^ 
^at be ixiould take the Horfe and Foot nvbicb he bad 
fought into Africk^ and go over into Italy, to give 
Caefar /^^^ Diverjion there. But Scipio derided thtg 
Propofitioii alfo. ThtnCato openly avowed, H^ 
wasfofry he bad yielded the Command to Scipio, wihd^ 
J^efawj would not ufe bis Power wifely in the War j 
^nd if {contrary to all appearanct) b^ fbbuld fucceei^ 
doubt kfs h. would ufi . bis fuccefi as ffnjuftly at bome^ 
pox C^Oidid then think, and fo be told his Friends^ 
ftbat be oould have htt'Jknder Hope's in tbofe Generals 
#? ^<?^y^ mcb Soidnefs^ ^dfi ^iitle Coffdtfff^ yet 
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If any ibing fiouid happen beyond Eiipeltaiiee^ ahd , 
Kj2t{zr Jbould be evertbfo^n^ fer bis part be would mt 
fiay at Rom^ but ^muld retire from the cruelty and 
inbumanity of Scipio^ l»bo bad already men out 
fierce and proud fhreats againft maf^ of tbe Romans* 
But whac Cato had k>oked for, fell out footier 
than he tytpeSted i for about Midnight came one 
from the ArMy (whence he had been three Dayg 
coming) who brought word. There had been a 
great Battel near ^pfns y that All was atte% 
loft} Cafar had taken both the Camp$} iScipio and 
yuba were fled with a Few only, and the Reft cut 
to pieces. This News (ais it is ufual in War, and 
coming in the Night too) did fo frighten the Peo- 
ple, that they were almoft out of their Wits^ and 
could fcarce keep themfelves withiti the Walls of 
the City: But Cato Went out, and meeting the 
People in this Hurry and Clamour, did comfort aad 
encourage thetiiwhat he could i and fomething ap- 

{>eared the Fear and Amazement they were in, tel- 
ing them. That very likely thitigs were not fo bad 
in Truth, but more than half augmented by Re- 
port : Thus he pacified the Tumult for the preftnt^ 
The next Morning he affembled the Three Hun* 
dred, which he uled as his Council % Thefe were 
Romans^ who trafficked there in Merchandize and 
Exchange of Money : Therfe were alfo fevcral Se^- 
nators, and their Sons. While they were coming 
together, C^/^ walked about very quietly and un- 
concerned, as if nothing new had happened. Ht 
liad a Book in his Hand, which he was reading ^ 
in this Book was an Account of what Provifion 
he had for War, Armour^ Corn, Weapons and Sol- 
diers. 

When they were aiTetnbled, he began his DiP- 
courfe : Firji witb tbe Tbree Hundred I'bemfelves > and 
wry much commended tbe Courage and Fidelity they 
k0d finmtt^ und tbtir baving very w^llferved their

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Cmntfy with their Perfons^ Mmy and Coun/el TTfiM 
be entreated them by no means to feparate^ as if each 
fingk Man could hope f$r at^ fafety injerfaking bis 
Companions : On the contrary^ while ibey kept toge^ 
therj Cacfar woul^ have kfi reafon to defpife tbem^ if 
tboy fourbt againfi bim^ and be moreformard to pardon 
ibemy if tbey fubmitted to him. TCbereforebe advifed 
ibem to confult among tbemfelvesy nor would be dijliko 
whatever they Jhould propofe : If tbey thought fit to 
fubmit to Fortune^ he would impute their Change to Ne* 
ceffity \ but if tbey refolved to ftand to itj and under" 
go feme danger for the fake of Liberty ^ bofbouldna 
only commendy but admire their P^alour^ and would 
Himfelf be their Leader and Companion too^ *till tbey 
bad tryed the utmoft Fortune of their Country^ which 
was not Utica or AdrumecuiDi but Rome, andfbe 
had often by her own ftrength raifed her felf out of 
greater difficulties* Befides^ as there were many thirds 
that would conduce to their fafety ^ fo chiefly Tiis^ that 
tbey were to fight againft One^ who by bis Affairs 
would be much difiraSed^ and by fever al Occafions cat* 
led into many feveral places. Spain was already revolted 
to the younger Pompey % Rome, unaccuftowted to the 
Bridle y and impatient of it^ would be ready for Com^ 

/ motions and InfurreSlionSy upon every turn of Affaits^ 
jls for Hoemfelvesy tbey ought not to fhrink from any 
danger \ and in Tthis might take example from their 
Enemy y who fo freely expofes bis tife to compafs bis 
unjuft jDefigns^ yet never can hope for fo happy a con^ 
€lufion$ as Tthey may promife themfelves : For notwitb^ 
fianding the uncertainty of IVar^ tbey will be fur e of a 
psofi bappy Life J if tbey fucceedy o% a moft gforiotuf 
JPeatbj if tbey mifcarry. However^ he faid, tbey 
ought to deliberate among themfelves^ and pray to the 
Cods^ that in recompence of their former courage and 
good-viill^ tbeywpulddire£l their future Defigns. WhcQ 
Cato had thus fpoken, many were moved and en- 

, ^ouiaged by his Speech i but che greaieft pare Vfci^

{0 juilfiiated by his Valour, Generoficy and Gdbd* 
liers, that they forgot the prefent Danger $ and as 
if He were the only invincible Leader, and above 
all Fortune, they entreated him, J?i imphy their 
i^erfmSy Arms and Eftaiesy as be thought fit 5 for 
they efteemed it far bettir to meet Deaths in following 
bis Comfely than to find their Safety ^ in betraying a 
Perfon of fuch exalted Firtue. One of the Aflcmbly 
propofcd the making a Decree, to let the Slaves at ^ 

Liberty % and Moft of the reft approved the Mo^ 
tion. CatQ faid. That ought not to be done^ for it was 
neither juft nor lawful j but if any of their Mafters 
would willingly fet them free^ thoje that were fit for 
ferviee Jhould be received. Which Divers promifed 
CO do I wbofe Names he ordered to be enroUed,«id . 
then withdrew. 

. Prefently after This, he received Letters from 
Juba and Scipio. Juba^ with feme few qf his Men^ 
rwas retired to a Mountain, where be waited to hear 
what Cato woMld refolve upon, and intended to (laj 
there for him, if he thought fit to leave Uticai or 
to relieve him with an Army, if he were befieged. 
Scipio alfo Jay at Anchor, under a certain Promon* 
tory, not faf from, tftica^ cm^e&mg an Anfwer upr ^ 

en the fame Account ^ but Cato^ thought fie to rcr 
tain the Meflengers, 'till the Three Hundred {hould 
come to fome Refolucion. 

A$ for the Senators that were there, They (hewed 
great Forwardnefs, and freed their Slaves, and fur- 
niihed them with Arms. Bu{: the Three Hundred 
being Men that dealt in Merchandize and Ufury, 
JtDUcb of their Subftance alfo confiding in Slaves, 
the Heat that Catq's Speech had raifcd in them, 
did not long continue j but as fome Bodies eadly 
admit Heat, and as fuddenly lofe it, when the Fire 
j^ removed $ , So thefe Men were heated and infla* 
med, while Cato was prefent > but when they be- 
gan to reafon among Tl^emfclves, the Fear they 

had 
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iad of C^ar foon overcame the Rererence tlie^ 
bore to Cat0 : For who are we ? (fay they) amd wh0 
is if we refufe to ebey ? Is it not that Cxfar, to whom 
all the PoW€r of Rome bas fkbmitted ? and wbicb of 
m is a ScifMo, a Pompey, or a Cato ? Bnt now 
that all Men make their Honour give way to their 
Fear^ Jball IV e alone engage for the Liberty of Rome % 
and in Ucica declare IVar agtnnfi Him^ from whom 
Caco and Pompey the Great fied out of Italy? SbaH 
Jf^efet free our Slaves againft Casfar^ who have Our 
f elves no more Liberty than He is pleafed to allow ? 
No J let Us J foor creatures^ know our feboeSj fubmit to 
the FiSor^ and fend Deputies to implore his Mercf. 
Thus faid the moft moderate pf them \ but the 
greateft part 'were for feiziag the Senaton^ that 1^ 
fecuring Them, they might appeafe C^far*s Anger, 
CafOj tho* be perceived the Change, took do no-* 
tice of it I but writ to Juka and Scipio to keep 
away from Uticaj becaufe he miftrufled the Three 
Hundred. 

A confiderable Body of Horfe, which had 
efcaped from the late Fight, were coming toward 
Utica^ and had fent three Men before to Cato^ who 
did not agree in One and the fame Meflage^ hoc 
related to him three di^erent Sentiments with 
which they were divided. Some were for going 
to yuba*9 Others for joyning Cato^ and Some alfo 
were afraid of locking themfelves up in Utica. 
When Cato heard This, he ordered Marcus Rm^ 
brius to attend upon the Three Hundred, and qdietlf 
tike the Names of Thofe, who of their own ad« 
cord fet their Slaves at Liberty, but by no meana 
to force any Body. Then taking with him the 
Senators, he went out of the Town, and met the 
principal Officers of thofe Hdr(eraen> Whom be 
entreated not to abandon (o maily worthy Roman 
Senators, nor to prefer Juba for their Commander 

before Qi^toyhm to feck the mutual fafety of ooo 

aoQthex^ 
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flstotheTf and to come into the Citjr> which Ixras 
impregnable, and. well fumifbed with Corn, and on 
ther Provifion^ fofEcient for many Ydars: The 
Senators iikewife with Tears befought them to ftay*. 
Hereupon the Officers went to confuk their SoK 
diecs,. and Cat0 with the Senators face down upon 
the Works^ ,ex|^^ng their Refohicion. Id tb^ 
mea^ time comes Rabrius in great Diforder, cr jiag 
outj The Three Hundred were all in Commotion, 
and raifing Tumubc in the City: At This all tho 
tcK fell into: Defpatr, lamenting and bewailing theie 
Condition } but Ca/(? endeavoured to comfort chem^ 
and ient to the Thire Hundred, defiring them to 
have a little Patience. Then the Officers of tht 
Horfe returned with no very reafcmable Demands^ 
37f^ faidy tbey did Hot dejlre to ferve Juba, for bis 
Pttjy nor fimld fbey fear Caefar, while tbey followed 
Catof but they dreaded to be Jbut upmthtbelJtic^nSf 
Men of a ^faiterous Nature j ^WCarthagtniani2^^^9 
for tieugh they wre quiet at ptfent^ yet as foon as 
CxfATpauld appe^r^ without doubt they would confpir9 
foge^r^ and ietriff: the Romans. Therefore if b» 
expe6led they Jbould join with Him^ he muft drive osft 
&f the'Tmn or deftroy all ffeUticans, fhat be might 
teeeive fbem into a Place void both of Enemies and Bar^ 
bariansi This Cato thought very Cruel and Barba- 
rous ^ but he mildly anfwered. He would coqfulc 
the Three Hundred, ^i 

Then he returned to the City, where he found 
the Men, not framing Excufes, or diflembling, 
Out of Reverence to Him, but openly refufing to 
ftitfke War againft C£far^^ which (they faid) they 
ivere neither able net willing to do. And Some thera 
were who muttered out fomething about retaining 
the Senators hWXCoefar's coming j but Cato fcemed 
Dot to hear This, for indeed be was a little Deaf 
(pn one fide. - At the fame time came one to him^ 
^d ^ol4 him, Tb* Horfe v?ere goin^ away. Cm 
' . : - ' fearing 
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fearing left the Three Hundred fbould takeibme: 
defperate Refolution concerning tlie Senacon, he 
immediately went out with fome of his Friends^ 
and feeing thev were already removed to fome Di« 
ftance, he took Horfe^ and rid after them. They^ 
when thejr {aw him coming, were reiv gVul, and 
received him very kindly, entreating nim to fave 
himfelf with them. At this time (it is (aid) Cmp 
filed Tears i while earneftly begging for the Sena-^ 
tors, and ftretching out his Hands flopped Some o€ 
their Horfes, and hung upon their Arms, 'tilLhe 
bad prevailed with them, out of Compaffion, to 
ftay only that one Day, to procure a fafe Retreac 
for the Senators. Having thus perfuaded them to 
go along with him. Some he placed at the Gates 
of the Town, and to Others gave the Chaige of 
the Citadel. Now the Three Hundred began to 
fear they (hould fuffer for their Inconftancy, and 
fent to C4/0,entreating him by all means to come to 
them \ but the Senators flocking about him, would 
not fufier him to go, and faid, they wouldnottnift 
their Guardian and Saviour to the Hands of perfi« 
dious Traitors. 

At this Inftant (in my Opinion) did moft evi« 
dently appear to All in Utica^ the Excellence, the 
Clearnefs, and admirable Simplicity of Cat(f% Vir« 
tue^ bow (incere, untainted, and free it was frooi 
any mixture of Self-regard ^ chat He, who had 
long before refolved on his own Death, ihould take 
fuch excream Pains^ Toil, and Care, only for the 
fake of Others \ that when he had fecured Their 
Lives, he might put an end to his Own ^ for it 
was eafily perceived, that he had determined to 
die, though he did endeavour not to let it appear. 

Therefore having pacified the Senators, he 
hearkened to che Requeft of the Three Hundred, 
and went to them alone without any Attendance, 
^ej gave him many ^anks^ and mreatid him $a 
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imphy and trufi tbm fcr the future s tut in tbuf they 
^oere not Cata's^ and could not come up to his great he ft 
jof Courage^ they begged he would pity their IFeaknefc ^ 
and told biml they bad decreed to fend to Cse&r, aud 
entreat him chiefly and in the firft place for Cato 1 a^ 
if tbey could not prevail for Him^ they would not ac^ 
icept of Pardon for Tifemfelves^ hut as long as tbey bad 
'^Batb^ would figbt in his defence. Cato commendod 
thear.good Incencbns, and advi/ed them to fend 
\fyeedilj^ for their own fafety^ but by no means to ask 
af^ thing in hisiebalfy for fbey who are conquered^ 
muftfubmitj and Tbey who have dene wrongs beg par^ 
idon 5 for Him/ilf, he was never overcome in aU bis 
-Ufr^ but rather fo far as he thought fit^ bad got the 
Vi&ery^ and had conquered Caefar, in what was Ju^ 
-and Hfmefl. jfnd indeed Cxfar might be looked upom 
^s one fur prized and vanquifbed^ for he was now forced 
'Jo dijcaver and own thofe Defignsy which be bad fa 
Jong deniedj and always praSiJed againft bis Country* 
AV hen he had thus fpoken, he went out of the Af- 
iembly, and being informed that C^far was coining 
-with his whole Army) jilas/ (faid :he) does he 
come againfl us, as againft Men? Then he went to 
rthe £enatt>rs9 and urged them to make no Delays 
hnt haften to be gone, While the Horfemen were yee 
in the City* So ordering all the Gates to be (hut^ 
except One towards the Sea, he appointed Shipi 
•for Thofe who were to depart, and gave Money 
smd Provifion to fuch as wanted : All which he dia 
^with great Order and Exa&nels, taking care to

without bidding us far ewel? No^ ((tid jfpolhnides) i 
have difcottrfed much to biWy but to little purpo/e ; be 
is Jlill refolute and unalterable^ and declares^ he is de^ 
determined to follow your Example. At This (it is 
(aid) Cato fmiled, and anfwered^ ?^^/ will foon be 
tryed. .* 

After he had bathed, he went to Supper, with 
a great deal of Company^ at which he fate, as he 
had always ufed to do, ever fince the Battel of 
Pbarfaliai for fince that time he never lay down 

buc 
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but when he went to Sleep. There Tupped -with 
him all his own Acquaintance^ and feveral of the 
principal Citizens oi Utictt. 

After Supper, the Wine produced a great deal of 
Wit and learned Difcourle 3 and many Pbilofbphical 
Queftiont were difcufled : At length they came to 
thofe fundamental Principles which arc called the 
Paradoxes of the Stcicksi and to This in particular^ 
(i) That the good Man only is Freij and that aU 
wicked Men are Slaves. The Moment This was 
propofed, {i) the PeripaMickj as might eafily 
be imagined, took up the Argument againft it, but 
Cato fell upon him very warmly s and fomewhat 
raifing his Voice, he argued the Matter in a Dif- 
coiufe of fome length, which he urged with fuch 
wonderful Vehemence, that it was apparent to eve- 
ry Body, he was refolved to put an end to hisLifcy 
and fet himfelf at Liberty. Hereupon, when he 
bad done fpeaking, there was a great Silence, and 
the Company much dejeded : But CaSo^ to divert 
them from any Sufpicion] of his Defign, turned the 
Difcourfe, and fell again to talk of the prefent Af-^ 
fain, ihewiog ^eat Concern for Thofe who were 
at Sea, as alio for the Others, who travelling by 
Land, were to pafs through a dry and barbarous 
Defart. 

When the Company was broke up, Cato walked 
with his Friends, as he ufed to do after Supper, 
;ave the ncceflary Orders to the Ojfficcrs of the 
Vatch 5 and going into his Chamber, he embra- 
ced his Son, and every one of his Friends, with 
more than ufual Ardour, which again renewed their 
Sufpicion of his Defign.

Bravery of his Death j for in the Battel of PW%/, 
where he fought fdr his Country's Libetty, againft 
Ciffar arid Jntony, when the Army was broken,, he 
difdaining to fly, or.cfcapc, caUcd out to the Enef 
mv, ih^ed them who he was, and encouraged 
Thofe of his Party to ftay: At length he fcU, and 
left his Enemies in Admiration of his Valour. 

Nor was the Daughter of Cato inferior to the 
reft of her Family^ for Prudence and greatnefs of 
Spirit. She was nwrried ta Bmtus, who killed 
C^/ar } was acqu<iinted with That Confpiracy, and 
ended her Life as became one of her Birth and 
Viwuc.. All which is related in the Life of 

StatyUiusj v^ho faid he would imUatc Cato^ was 
at that time hihdrcdby the Philofophcrs, when he 
wouM hayc pot an end to his Life. . He afterward 
followed BrtifU^j to whom he was ^ery faithful, 
and very ferviccablc, aipd died ia. the Field of 
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THESE two great Men bear fo fcnfible a 
Rcfcmblancc, that They who hav^ rjpad their 
Xiyes will ibon find whi^t Reafons wc had to com- 
jpare them together. This P^efemblancc is not on- 
ly common and general, fuch as wc often meet with 
bettwcen Men, who in other refpefts are of a dif- 
ferent Caft and Turn j but their Virtues conGdcrcd, 
even in the mod minute and imperceptible In(bi}r 
CCS, are All of the fame Stamp and Complexion, 
^nd have the fame Influence upon their Thougho 

a^d Anions. This will appear more evidently ift

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the foUoiJ^ingComparifoi), wherein we (hall lay he^ 
fore the ReMer the particular Circumftances that ' 
point to the feveral Differences and Agreements be-, 
cween them, by which he will be enabled to m^ke 
a thorough Mimace of diei^r Virtues, and their 
Vices, and judge which of them deferves the Pro** 
»ftrence* 

The mod material Difference between them is 
That of their Birth. Cata was defcended from ve* 
ry iHuftrious Anceftors, being the Great Grandfon 
of Cata the Genfor $ whereas Pbocion^s Parentage is 
unknown $ at the befl: it is only conjedured trom 
the Education beftowed on him, that he was of no 
meanParaily • But This is no better than Conjefturi^, 
for we often fee Men of low Birth as well edu-r 
cated as Thofe of the firft Rank. The fame Prin- 
ciples which Pbachn imbibed in the Schools of 
Plata and Xtnocrates^ the Same were inftiUed into ' 
Cato by ^that (celebrated S toick Antipater. So that 
both the One and the Other formed their Life and 
Manners upon the Model of the moft perfe£b Vir* 
tue, from whence they drew that Striftnefs. and Se* 
verity, which is peculiar to thetn. 

Eloquence is a Meansabiblutely neceflary to a States- 
man, for executing with Succefs the Schemes he has 
formedfbr the Service of the Community ^ and That 
ufually fympathizes with tl\e Difpofition and Tem*^ 

E:r of the Speaker. Wc. have, here before us an 
xceptidn to that general Rule i the fame Aufteri-i 
cy of Manners proouces two very different kinds of 
Eloquence. Th^^t of tbotion abounded with noble 
and aap^y Conceptions ^ it was conci(e, and full 
<»f Senfe and Energy, but without any Mixture of 
the Gentle and Inunuating. That of Cato with 
the fame Brevity, Stifinefs, and Solidity, . was fet 
off with fuch Flowers and Graces, as could not 
but Charm the Ears of his Hearers.

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The Very contrary to This appears io their Ma^- 
xims relacing CO i^hcf Government. €^*s breathed 
nothing but Adfterity, Compalfion^ and Severity ^ 
whereas in Pbdciafi*s* there was a judiqiims Com«» 
pound of Greamefs and* Severity, temfjered andi 
feaibned with S weecne&and AfUnlkf. f tmn benoe* 
it came that Cato never had anyWeight or Inttieft 
in the 'Roman States whereas FbodoH^ Ihongh he 
paid his Court to the People as litde'asitSs/iR, and 
took as (itt)e Care to humour thdm^ yet he always 
carried his Point, and often obtained oibte' than' he 
demanded . It is well known the People with Tears 
in their Byes defired the Command mi^ic be taken

Cato^zftcr being 
depofcd from the Office of Tribune, atfid the Mor- 
tification of having^^«/i;!^/*j preferred to him in the 
Practorfhip, met with ftllJ a more ihimeful Repulfo 
In his Prctenfions to 'the? Confulate, though he fol- 
Jicitcd it in Pcrfon, It is true the Magnanimity with 
which he bore his Difgrace, turned it to his Glo» 
ry. It fhewed that Virtue was independent of the 
Suffrages of the People^ and that nothing fbl^igt)

Thai^ 
which was moil remarkable in his Tranfa&ions was

moft 
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moft arquifim Orders and fteady Impartiality . at 
the S^e of the immeofe Wealth that was found 
in that Iflaod, which would not fofier him to con* 
niveatany of his Friends, or allow them^ to en*» 
rich themfdNres at the Expence of Juftice. ^Tlle 
Senate decreed him extraordinary Honours for this 
Service, which be refufed, defiring diem only to 
give Nkias the Steward of Ptolen^ his Freedom, 
becaufe be bad been ferviceable to him. 

All thefe thing9 put together can't be compared 
witih the military Adions of Pboeimtj his Viftory 
over the Macidamam in the Iflaodof £ff^o»i, which 
was fingly owing to his Condu&, his repairihgthe 
Liofles received by the other Goaerals through their 
Imprudence and Incapacity; his driving PiUif 
out of the Helkfp(M\ his fixing the City of li^ 
gara in the Intereft of the Atbemam^ his Viftcoy 
over fScim who at the Head of the AUcedQwium 
was ravaging jttticaj and That when he was more 
than Fourfcore Years of Age. 

It muft be confeft Fortune was more favourable 
€0 Pbodon thair (he was to Cafo. For Pbocim was 
always at the Head of Afiairs, whereas Cato a&od 
only in a ieconckry Station ^ but this very thing 
may be conftrued to his Advantage, fince even in 
that fubaltem State he was able by the Force of bis 
£ngle Virtue to fupport the Conftitution agaioft 
the Attacks of Fortune,, who was refolved to o* 
verturn it, and mifTed but a little of making it Tri* 
nmph over all the Efforts of that formidable E- 
nemy. 

' It Pbocion has the better of Cato at the Head «f 
an Army, and in the Field, CaU has the Advantage 
of Him in the Senate, and in Council. . 

Pbocion undoubtedly (hewed a great piece of 
Prudence in reforming a modem Cofiom in Jtbens^ 
by which the Military and Civil were m^de two 
diftind Provinces, and in reftoriog the Scheme of 

Government 
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Itrpvemment praftifed [by Pericles^ ^ixA ArifiidiS^hj 
vHich thofc two Talents became reunited. 

Cato liad no Opportunitj of eiBfefting fiich a Re-w 
gulatipp \n RQtnij where Minerva was worihipped 
imder her Civil ^ wcU as martial Capacity, and 
the Roman Generals were no le^ diligent in (hidy* 
ing the Art of governing Cities than they were m 
QThai: of conquering theni. 

Phecion^s colleding the Arrears of Contributions 
diie from the lilanders to the jttbenians with one 
Ship onlyt ihews him a Man of (ingular Con« 
du£r» and that he wasMafter of the Art of Per« 
iuafion. 

V His Behaviour in Euhmay who-e he hindered the 

Jltbeniam from making the Grecians Prifoners, foe 

fear the People incited to proceed with the utmoft 

ieverity a^ainft them fliould one day give Occafion to 

cndle6 Divifions and Quarrels, is a farther Mark of 

his gceat Prudence and Capacity. It was the fame 

Jfrudmce which prompted him to dilTuade the A^ 

tbemans frotn givmg publick Teftimonies of their 

Toy Bpon the riews of Philip's Death, not only 

pecaufe it {was mean and ungenerous to rejoice at 

^he Death of an Enemy, but for a more weighty 

And fuhftantial Reafon.^ He wifely forefaw fuch 

Demonftrations of. Joy ^ould irritate Alexander^ 

and incenfe him againfl: them. 

. The Advice he gave the fame Athenians to deli« 

yer up the leading Men among the Thebans to A^ 

lexanaer who demanded them, They having ihel- 

tered themfelves in Athens^ was wholefome, and 

lea(bnable. Nothing can be a greater Abfurdity 

in Politicks than for a State to expofe it felf to the 

utmofl: Calamities out of Compaffion to Others, 

iefpeciaUy when that Compaffion mud be impotent 

and ineffeftual. If we are not the mod powerful 

in Arms our felves,we otight to cultivate a Friend- 

ihip with IThcfe who are fo. That was His Maxim. 

Pbocicm's^ 
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\ PhmotCt Abrlity,and political Cap»:ity i^pyutircd 

in its truc'Luftrc, and proved dcccfraing fcryiccable 

fo Greece^ when he rc^rt(eiitt& to Jhuander that if he 

iiad a mind ro lead a quiet Life he ought to jgive 

over all Thoughts of Wary' btrt ^har if he Waar 

fond of Glory it, became hini to divert his Arms 

from Greece j\vA turn them agamffi the BarBariansl, 

JHe laid before him fuch a lively IS^cprefentatidn of 

the Honour he wbxiW acquire in that Enterprise, 

that he fofthcd the Miftd of .that young PrinceJ 

gave it another. Bent, and by that>ncans {)r6curea 

ii State of Trariquillity to Greece., which it couk} 

never have ^jqyed without him.. 

The great Confidence the Iflahdcrs, and Allies of 

the jttbenians repofed in him, does a farther Honour 

to his Prudence.Truc Policy tells us J tis much better 

to win Men hy fair means, tl^an conquer them, by 
force of Arms. ^ ...; r- . ; .Uc... .-S 

' One of PMioff^ ^tcdi^<Atm'^fmh^^ 
that Peace ought to. be chicft^ ^nycd' at^ iii'afl'.Gi^* 
vcrnments. ' In thh View he dppofed alVWars 
that were cithfei* imprudent, or iirineccflaryrTho 
unexpcftcd Suctefs of Leofihem in a. War, whicji 
He v^^oiild have ""prevented, coiild,faot bring him to 
(Jcpart from his Opinion, he ^11 cohtinucd t6 iop^^ 
pofe that War againft the Boiotians^ and the* Event 
juftified him in that QppofitJon. '. ' ^ 

. This Forefight, which is a. material jC^lrty in a 
Politician, appeared in a ftill fironger Lfght.when 
he oppofed Thoft, who were for having Athens 
comprehended in the Peace prOjiored by 7^ih% 
and that fhe fhould appear in the general Aflcmbly 
of Greece. He infilled upon knowing previoufly 
what Philip would infift upon. It was indeed 
carried againd him, but it was not long before thd 
jftheniam had reafon to repent of ir, when they 
found themfelves fadled with the exorbitant -^De- 
mands of Philip. After This Phocidn*$ Advice was 
«s falutary as That which he had given them before, 

when 
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when it wts rejefted. He etideavoured to malce 
them fcnfiblc that pifobedicpcc would be thcii 
Rui% and propofe^ to them the Example of their 
Anceilors, who being fomecimes Sovereigns, aD4 
(bmetimes Subje&s^ anda&ing as became them aa« 
der both thofe Circumftances, did, not only pre« 
fcrve their own City, But all Cr^^ftfintathie Bargain* 
: As foon as the News of Alexand^r'i Peath w^ 
|:no wii in Athens^ the People who^Had been intimi^ 
dated by the high Reputation oi that Prince, bei^ 
an to ftiew themfelves, and aim at Innovations^ 
lit Phociom^ who forefaw to what a degree of Dati'* 
r the City would expofe it felf in cale the News 
id not come confirmed, reftrained and cooled 
them with this celebrated Saying, which was di« 
^atedby confummate Prudence, If Alexander *« 
4ead to-day^ he ivilj he fo to-morrowyond the next day^ 
in the mem while hvjs Jhall have time enough to delibe^ 
rate at leifure and provide for our Safety. 
- . Thefc Inftanees ot Fbocion's Policy, which mud: 
be allowed to be very extraordinary, are however 
iSiort o£Cato'$i whether they are coniidered in the 
UrcfuUiefs of them, or the Oan^er^ that attende4 
ihem. He put up for Tribune m Oppoiition to 
Metellusy a mofl: dangerous Competitor, and a Per- 
fon whofe Power would have proved fatal to Ronu 
}f it had not been counterbalanced by the Autho- 
rity of a true Pat;riai:.' He courageouily oppofed 
C<iefar in the Quefbon about Catiline '^ he expofed 
{limfelf to the moft imminent danger when he op- 
pofed the Decree of Metellus for recalling Pompey^ 
and yet when he had quafhed Metellus^ and in Him 
all the Intereft and rower of Pomft^^ he gave ftil| 
a ftronger Inftance of his Prudence when he hin- 
dered the Senate from branding the fame Metellus 
with Infarty, and dcpofing him, which Proceed- 
ing would have irritated] Pompey to the laft Degree, 
and forced him upon Extremities. 

The 
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The fame Spirit put him upon fboding for the 
Prsetordiipf on purpofe to countermine Crajfus 
and Pompey^ who were named Confols. With the 
iame Courage and Refolution he oppofed the De- 
cree of TreboniuSf and tho' he was dragged from 
the Tribuoal by a Liftor he perfifted in declaim-* 
ing againft the Decree, and when they h!id got 
it psmed by Force, and the People enraged at it 
were gathering into a Mob in order to demoliih 
Pomfey*s Statues he hindered it, and with great 
Prudence prevented the Difturbances and Tumults 
that would have enfued. 

' The Aft he got pafled in Senate, that in ca(e 
, no [one apj^earcd to accufe Thofe who fhould be 
iiamed to Offices, They Themfelves ihould appear 
and deliver in an Account of the Means they had 
ufed to obtain them, was a firoke no Icfk bold than 
necefikry to eive a mortal Blow to that pernicious 
praftice of Corruption. • ' 

He g^ve an equal Inftance of his Prudence at 
that time, when the Fadions of Scipio^ Hypfeusj 
and Milo threatned a Civil War, and there were 
three Parties in the Fwum ready to come to Blows ^ 
he propofed curing a greater Evil with a Leis, 
and preventing ftill a greater } His Advice was 
for committing every thing to Pompey^ and de- 
claring Him fole ConfuL The Council he after* 
wards gave Pompey^ who was for eftablifhing Pe* 
nalties bv a new Law againft Such as had attained 
their Offices by Bribery and Corruption, was no 
lefs an Argument of his great Prudence, and Judg* 
roent. He convinced him t halt it would be a great 
Piece oF Injuftice to raife up new Laws to punifh 
old Tran(grcffion5, and create Forfeitures to a Law 
that had never been violated. 

It may be faid tha^t he did not aft like a good 
Statefman when he refufcd Pompey^ Alliance, and 
fo forced him upon One with Cafar^ which 
proved the Overthrew of the Commonwealth. But 

be fides 
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Wfides that CaU could not forefiife that Alliance^ 
he foHowed in that Refuial his own Maxini^ which 
was, chit no true Patriot ought to receive into his 
Family a Pcrfon of ambitious Defigns, who will, 
not feck his Alliance but for the fake of his Au« 
tfaoricy, which he will make ufe of to the Ruia 
of his Country- 

A State is concerned in nothing more nearly than ^ 
in a ptm&aal Adminiftration of its Revenues, 
wherein Cato rendered to his Country three mofl* 
imiportant Services when he was Quasftor. 

In the firft Place he exaftcd with the utmoft* 
rigor whatever was due from private Perfonsto the< 
Treafury, and at the fame time caufed a pun£lual 
Payment to be made of all the publick Debts 5 by 
which Proceeding he put a Stop to a ,mofb flagrant 
Abufe that had crept in by the Connivance, of 
too injudicious Compliance of former Qyasftors* 
There were feveral unwarrantable Orders obtained 
by Favour, and to be paid without Inquiry. Cat(> 
caufed them All to be laid before him, cancelled 
them, and fo broke the Neck of fuch pernicious 
Praftices. 

In the fecond. Place he profecuted the Officers 
who had been employed by Sylla in the Execution 
of his Profcriptions, and when he had forced them 
to refund the immenfe Sums^ they had gained 
in that execrable Service, he had them condemn- 
ed, and executed as fo many AlTaffines and Mur« 
derers. 

The Third and moft confiderable Service o£ 
all, was his putting a flop to Grants unnecefTary, 
or undeferved. There can be ntx greater diforder 
in a State than when its Treafure is made a Prey 
to Favour, inflead of a Recompence for Service. 
This is the Fountain of two Evils equally perni- 
cious. The Wealth of the State is wafted by 
giving where it docs not receive, and true Merit 
teeing it felf ncgledcd and repulfed, languifheth, 

and 
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whilft no Man cares to exerc himfelf in the Scr* 
vice of bis Country, for vrhicih he is never re-^ 
^rded, but on the contrary finds the Undeferving . 
and Unprofitable reap the Rewards due to that 
Service. The very Bees preach a wholefome Do* 
Arine on this Head to the Stacefman, and PoVitl-* 
danj They drive from their Hives the Drones 
yifho live upon their Stock, without contributing to 
it by a proportionable (hare of LsJ^dur and fii« 
dufltry. Cati^ made ic appear in his youogpr daySi 
that a State might grow wealthy without com-* 
mitting the leall Injuftice, arid that tOrder ^kI: 
Regularity would fufHce to oirich it. 

Pbocion has nothing of this kind to come into 
the Coroparifon, tho* the Finances wei'e not under 
a better Regulation at Athens than they were at 
JSbme^ but were diffipaced on Occafioos altogether 
as unneccfTary^ and unprofitable to the Govern* 
ment. 

. Cato did not think it ehough to regulate the 
Revenues of the State, but extended his Care 
even to the Purfes of private Perfons, by modera-^ 
ting the exorbitant ' Expehces, which Luxury 
and an indifcreet Emulation had introduced in the 
Shews exhibited to the People by the iEdiles. He 
introduced the Simplicity obferved in iSreice on 
thofe Occafions, and made it appear that nothing 
was more ridiculous than to be profufe in Matters 
of no Moment or ConfequenCe, and make a pub- 
lick Diverfion the Ruin of Families. 
. Among the Political A£tiojis of C^to may be 
reckoned That which he performed at his firft 
Entrance into the World, when, being no better 
than a Tribune of the Soldiers he made ufe of a 
Furlough, not to go, and looik after his own Af^ 
fairs, as ic was cuftomary with Others, on fuch 
Occafions, but to travel in Afia on purpofe to 
brio^ home with him if pofiible the Philofopher

In his Behaviour co King Ptolemy at Rbodesi^hfin 
he obliged him to Pay him the firft Yifit, the 
ilifF manner in which he received him without (b 
much as rifing from his Seat, and treating him as 
a private Perfon, he nicely maintained the Roman 
Dignity, and yet at the ' fiitne time he cave the 
King ftrong Marks of his Benignity , ^md Friend- 
fhip for him, in the iageRemonftrances he laid be^ 
foit himi of which that Prince was': afterwards 
convinced by the Reception and Treatfment he 
met • Wirh at ^^XK^f^ 

Ca^o maintained the' NJbjefty of the ^Etnpire 
flill to: a ^gher Degree, in the Audience here* 
ceived , from King Juba in Jfrick. That Prince, 
pufied iUp Y^ith Pride and Arrogance, whic)^ 
made him^ look on the Procpnfuls of Rome as no 
better • then lb manv LieuteQantSi had ordered His 
Chair to be placea between Thofe of Cato aud 
Scipio. Cato could not bear with fuch Contempt 
jsind PreAimption, but removed his own Chair, and 
placed it on the other fide of Sdpio% whom by 
that means he feated in the Middle, paying the 
firft Honour to the i?oi»^» Proconful, tho* his E- 
Demy s an A&ion of fo much Greatne(s, Courage, 
and Virfue^ that it never can be too much ex*- 
colled.
